The  Twenty-seventh  session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  began  at  1:30  p.m.  with  the 
Memorial  Service  "A  Celebration  of  life  and  New  Life  in  Christ,"  in  the  Physical  Education 
Center  at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport 

The  celebrant  was  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  with  organist  McCoy  Ransom  and  song  leader  and 
sign  language  interpreter,  Marcia  McFee.  The  call  to  worship  came  from  Psalm  122  and  the 
processional  hymn  was  "And  Are  We  Yet  Alive?". 

Rev.  Rob  Weber  began  by  announcing  that  this  year's  theme  was  "I  Will  Pour  Out  My  Spirit". 
Rev.  Weber  highlighted  various  conference  events  and  Bishop  Solomon  offered  the  opening 
prayer. 

Bishop  W.  T.  Handy,  Jr.,  introduced  Dr.  Samuel  DuBois  Cook,  President  of  Dillard  University 
as  the  opening  service  preacher.  Bishop  Handy  spoke  of  Dr.  Cook's  life  and  many  achievements 
throughout  his  distinguished  career. 

Bishop  Handy  then  gave  the  word  in  scripture,  I  Corinthians  13. 

Dr.  Cook  gave  witness  to  the  word  entitled  "Shall  we  Give  Up  on  the  Ideal  and  Goal  of  the 
Beloved  Community?" 

The  offertory  prayer  was  given  by  Ms.  Barabara  Hamilton  and  the  offertory  anthem  was 
delivered  by  the  Conversation  Day  with  the  Bishop  Choir  directed  by  Rev.  James  Haynes. 

A  Litany  of  Thanksgiving  and  Remembrance  was  given  for  ministers  and  spouses  of  ministers 
who  have  faithfully  lived  and  died. 

The  affirmation  of  faith  and  benediction  were  led  by  Mr.  Jordan  Edwards. 


Monday,  June  2,  1997 
Clergy  Session 

Rev.  Roger  Lathan  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  began  by  admitting  that  he  had  been  anticipating  this  very  moment 
for  several  months.    He  said  that  there  is  something  about  annual  conference  that  speaks  to 
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him  as  deep  calling  unto  deep.  He  then  read  from  the  Book  of  Revelation,  Chapter  2.  He 
spoke  of  personal  moments  of  redemptive  disclosures  and  some  of  those  moments  were  filled 
with  much  loneliness.  He  said  that  somehow  in  the  bleakness  of  his  own  soul,  Heaven's 
landscape  dawned  upon  him  and  it  was  a  moment  of  redemptive  disclosure  and  by  the  grace 
of  God,  he  started  over  again.  He  admitted  that  he  had  forgotten  the  love  he  had  at  first.  He 
said  that  he  is  convinced  that  the  basis  of  the  covenant  is  confession  and  that  the  basis  of 
confession  is  that  moment  when  we  are  willing  to  entertain  the  very  presence  of  God,  in  a 
moment  of  redemptive  disclosure.  He  asked  what  happened  to  the  love  he  had  at  first?  That 
Christ-focused,  simple,  basic  love.  He  stated  that  clergy  morale  issues  are  not  the  presence  of 
the  system  but  the  absence  of  the  Savior.  He  made  reference  to  author  Douglas  Johnson  by 
saying  any  pastor  who  is  in  continual  contact  with  the  Lord  can  be  nothing  but  positive  even 
in  the  face  of  life's  worst  challenges. 

He  said  this  love  he  had  at  first  was  a  calling-focused  love.  He  believes  that  is  what  is  being 
asked  of  us,   a  calling  to  bring  others  to  a  Christ  that  has  brought  life  to  us. 

He  said  that  nothing  so  immediately  influences  congregational  direction,mood  and  atmosphere 
as  pastors  who  model  a  positive  outlook  on  people,  reality  and  the  future.  In  other  words,  a 
moment  of  redemptive  disclosure. 

He  said  that  the  only  way  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  can  be  made  ready  for  the  mission  to 
which  Christ  has  called  us  is  to  get  on  with  the  mission  to  which  Christ  has  called  us.  It  is  in 
the  getting  on  with  the  mission  that  we  are  made  well  and  able  to  do  the  mission.  You  do  not 
get  ready  and  go.  You  go  and  in  the  process  of  going,  you  get  ready.  We  are  to  connect 
passion  with  pain. 

He  said  when  we  get  in  touch  with  the  love  we  had  at  first  we  get  ready  to  do  risk-taking 
ministry.  He  encouraged  all  to  be  willing  to  get  in  touch  with  the  love  they  had  at  first  and 
bathe  in  the  comfort  of  God's  grace  and  the  tender  touch  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  moment  of 
redemptive  disclosure. 

Bishop  Solomon  stated  that  the  relationship  between  the  bishop,  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry,  the  Cabinet  and  the  Executive  Session  is  a  relaitonship  of  partnership.  He  said  that 
patnership  does  not  blur  the  distinctive  responsibilites  that  belong  to  all  the  entities  in  it  but 
partnership  does  celebrate  the  reality  that  there  is  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism  and  one 
mission  to  which  all  of  us  are  called.  And  that  these  entities  will  move  as  one  recognzing  the 
unique  and  focused  responsibilities  but  nevertheless  living  in  an  interdependent  relationship  all 
for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  mission  of  Christ.  He  expressed  gratituted  to  the  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry  and  its  spirit  to  achieve  this  relationship. 

Rev.  Bob  Burgess  began  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  by  stating  what  a  historic 
experience  it  is  today  as  we  reconginze  some  new  paradimes  that  have  begun  to  live  themselves 
out  in  our  presence.  He  made  various  references  to  the  changes  resulting  from  General 
Conference.  He  also  touched  upon  concerns  from  the  Quality  Discernment  Team.  He  stated 
that  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  affirmed  the  legislation  which  establishes  a  new  division 
of  the  board. 

Rev.  Burgess  recognized  Dr.  Gerald  Richardson,  Vice  Chair  and  General  Registrar  of  the 
Board,  to  elaborate  on  the  changes.  Dr.  Richardson  asked  Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  Chair  of  the 
Division  of  Local  Pastors,  to  give  the  report  for  that  division.  Rev.  Wideman  announced  that 
for  the  first  time,  local  pastors  are  now  members  of  the  Annual  Conference.  He  asked  for  all 
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of  the  course  of  study  graduates  to  stand  and  be  recognized.     Rev.  Wideman  then  made 
changes  and  additions  to  the  report. 

The  report  as  perfected  and  approved  by  the  Clergy  Session  may  be  seen  in  its  entirety  in  the 
Disciplinary  Questions  of  this  Journal. 


Monday,  June  2,  1997 
Lay  Session 

The  Laity  Session  began  with  an  opening  statement  from  Mr.  Fred  Loy.  He  spoke  of  a  fine 
United  Methodist  and  former  Conference  Lay  Leader  greatly  missed  in  this  years'  session. 
Hubert  Blanchard  joined  the  Church  Triumphant  after  Annual  Conference  last  year.  His 
Daughter-in-law,  Susi  Blanchard  was  recognized.  The  afternoon  session  was  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Mr.  Hubert  Blanchard.  District  Lay  Leader  from  Monroe,  Mr.  Clyde  Jordan  was 
called  upon  for  the  opening  prayer. 

Mr.  Henry  Adcock,  Nominations  Chairman,  was  asked  to  give  his  report.  He  nominated  Ms. 
Babs  Daughtery  as  Chair  of  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  Fund.  Dr.  Anita  Crump 
was  renamed  as  Chair  of  Lay  Speaking.  Mr.  Cecil  Bland  was  renamed  as  Chair  of  the  1000 
Club.  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  was  renamed  as  the  Finance  Officer  and  Mr.  Willie  Packer  as 
Secretary.  Mr.  Leroy  Crump  was  renamed  Vice  Lay  Leader.  Mr.  Fred  Loy,  Jr.  was 
nominaterd  Conference  Lay  Leader.  A  request  for  nominations  from  the  floor  was  made. 
There  were  none.  After  accepting  Mr.  Fred  Loy,  Jr.  as  Conference  Lay  Leader,  the  other 
officers  of  the  Board  were  approved.  The  nominations  were  accepted  with  an  Amen 
affirmation. 

Mr.  Fred  Loy  then  introduced  members  of  the  Board  of  Laity  that  were  present.  Included 
were:  the  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leader  for  the  past  three  years,  Mr.  Leroy  Crump. 
Secretary  for  the  Board  of  Laity,  Mr.  Willie  Packer,  Finance  Officer,  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth, 
Chairperson  for  the  1000  Club,  Mr.  Cecil  Bland,  Chairperson  for  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny 
Scholarship  Fund,  Ms.  Jane  Blackwell,  Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Chair  of  Lay  Speaking,  and  Mr. 
Henry  Adcock,  Chairperson  of  Nominations.  Appreciation  was  expressed  for  the  Cabinet 
Liaison  for  the  Board  who  is  retiring  this  year,  Dr.  J.  Phillip  Woodland.  Also  recognized  were 
Mr.  Jay  Hinckley,  President  of  United  Methodist  Men,  and  Mrs.  Pat  Cobb,  President  of 
United  Methodist  Women. 

District  Lay  Leaders  recognized  were  Ms.  Jane  Blackwell,  Acadiana,  Mr.  Edward  Ned 
Randolph,  Alexandria,  Mr.  David  Quails,  Lake  Charles,  Mr.  Harold  LaGraune,  Monroe,  Dr. 
Keith  Kreutziger,  New  Orleans,  Mr.  Fred  Banks,  North  Shore,  Mr.  Reggie  Skains,  Ruston,  Mr. 
Ray  Owens,  Shreveport  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Robinson,  Baton  Rouge. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  was  called  on  for  the  Treasurer's  Report.  On  hand  at  this  time  was 
$45,593.94.  Hope  was  expressed  that  over  the  next  three  months  additional  money  will  be  sent 
in  to  meet  the  $75,000  goal  before  the  books  are  closed  in  September. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Director  of  Lay  Speaking  was  asked  to  speak.  She  commended  the  Lay 
Speaking  Program  for  the  number  of  people  attending  the  Lay  Speaking  Schools  and  also  the 
first  basic  course  in  Spanish  taught  in  our  Conference.  Schools  are  expected  to  be  held  in  all 
Districts  this  fall  or  spring  as  well  as  a  school  for  our  youth.  She  spoke  of  the  difference  the 
Lay  Speaking  ministry  can  make  in  each  of  our  lives.  A  new  day  is  dawning  with  laity  that  do 
care. 
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President  of  United  Methodist  Women,  Mrs.  Pat  Cobb  was  introduced.  She  spoke  of  the 
Conference  Center  Consecration  held  Sunday,  June  1.  Several  Committee  meetings  have 
already  been  held  there  and  they  are  looking  forward  to  the  future  use  of  the  Conference 
Center.  One  thing  envisioned  last  year  has  become  a  reality,  we  had  children  in  our  School  of 
Christian  Mission  for  the  first  time.  Harriet  Elrod  the  school's  Dean  this  year  was  recognized. 
She  announced  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting  will  be  held  the  third  weekend  in  September 
in  New  Orleans. 

Mr.  Jay  Hinckley,  President  of  United  Methodist  Men  was  recognized.  He  spoke  of  his  first 
year  being  an  exciting  and  challenging  one.  The  Annual  Retreat  was  held  at  the  Conference 
Center  this  year  with  approximately  90  people  in  attendance  with  20  of  them  being  young 
people.  We  became  the  number  one  denomination  in  number  of  units  meeting  at  our 
churches  and  the  number  one  church  in  number  of  children  in  attendance  at  our  churches, 
again  this  year.  He  spoke  of  the  pledge  made  by  the  men  of  the  church  to  pay  for  the  flag  pole 
at  the  Conference  Center.  A  Men  and  Boys  Mission  Retreat  is  planned  for  this  fall  at  Sager- 
Brown  either  in  October  or  November. 

Ms.  Jane  Blackwell  was  called  to  speak  for  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship.  She 
stated  eight  scholarships  of  $1,000  each  were  awarded  this  year.  One  recipient  of  the 
scholarship  fund,  Jennifer  Gibson  was  recognized.  The  other  recipients  of  scholarships  were 
named  and  individual  accomplishments  were  acknowledged. 

Mr.  Cecil  Bland,  Chair  of  the  1000  Club  was  recognized  and  gave  his  report.  He  reported  that 
the  Immanuel  Church  in  Lafayette  has  been  designated  recipient  for  the  fall  of  1997.  Support 
for  the  1000  Club  and  the  ability  to  build  new  churches  was  encouraged. 

Mr.  Leroy  Crump,  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leader  reported  on  the  annual  Laity  Breakfast 
and  it's  purpose.  Dr.  Phil  Woodland  was  the  keynote  speaker  for  the  occasion,  he  announced. 

Mr.  John  Porter  was  called  on  to  report  on  the  laity  worship  held  each  day  at  6:45  a.m.  This 
service  includes  prayer,  music  and  a  devotional  given  by  different  people  each  morning.  He 
looks  forward  to  a  continued  good  turnout. 

Mrs.  Fane  Peeples  was  called  on  to  speak  about  the  Laity  Communion  Service.  She  talked 
about  "Come  to  the  Table"  services  held  during  Conference.  There  were  nine  different  services 
held.  A  schedule  and  highlight  of  each  was  given.  The  worship  committee  is  excited  about  this 
new  endeavor. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  gave  information  regarding  Conference  Center  Plaques.  The  Tree  of  Life 
schulpture  to  be  called  "A  Grove  of  Sharing"  was  described.  The  sculpture  and  the  Book  of 
Rememberance  should  be  soon  completed,  she  concluded. 

Mr.  Henry  Adcock,  made  a  motion  to  purchase  a  plaque  at  the  flag  for  Hubert  Blanchard.  The 
motion  was  heard  and  accepted.

Pre-Service  music  was  given  by  Grace  Community 
UMC,  Shreveport.  Opening  prayer  of  confession  and  signs  of  assurance  were  led  by  Marcia 
McFee.  An  anthem,  With  The  Help  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  offered  by  The  Children's 
Choir.   Dr.  Lovett  Weems  delivered  the  sermon  entitled,  "Stewards  of  the  Mysteries  of  God." 


Tuesday,  June  3,  1997 
Morning  Session 

Dr.  Lovett  Weems  gave  the  opening  prayer  for  the  morning  session  in  conjunction  with  singing 
led  by  Mrs.  Marcia  McFee,  the  Conference  Song  Leader. 

Dr.  Philip  Woodland,  Dean  of  the  Cabinet,  made  the  following  motions:  "I  move  that  the  main 
floor  of  the  Physical  Education  Center  of  Centenary  be  designated  as  the  bard  of  the 
Conference  for  the  Laity  Session,  Monday,  June  2,  1997,  and  that  the  nave  of  the  Brown 
Chapel  be  designated  as  the  bard  of  the  Conference  for  the  Clergy  session,  Monday  June  2,  and 
that  beginning  Tuesday  morning,  June  3,  1997,  the  main  floor  of  the  Physical  Education  Center 
of  Centenary  College  be  designated  as  the  bar  of  the  Conference.  Also,  that  Wednesday's 
Orders  of  the  Day  be  set  at  11:10  a.m.  for  the  Retirees  to  address  the  conference  and  that  the 
printed  program  be  the  agenda  for  the  Annual  Conference  session  and  that  the  Bishop  be 
empowered  to  make  changes  in  the  agenda  necessary  to  complete  the  business  of  the 
Conference.  I  move  that  the  printed  material  that  is  to  be  distributed  to  the  Annual 
Conference  session  be  cleared  through  the  Conference  Secretary  prior  to  distribution.  I  move 
that  rule  No.  8  of  Rules  of  Order  for  Conference  Sessions  which  limits  speeches  to  ten  minutes 
be  suspended  and  that  speeches  be  limited  to  three  minutes.  I  move  that  the  Annual 
Conference  upon  recommendation  of  Bishop  Solomon  and  the  Cabinet  approve  a  Special 
Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  to  be  held  on  October  4,  1997  at  Louisiana 
College  in  Pineville,  Louisiana.  The  session  is  called  to  explore  and  address  the  needs  of  all 
children  and  to  take  appropriate  action  to  implement  the  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  and 
Poverty." 

Dr.  Kenneth  Schwab,  President  of  Centenary  College,  offered  greetings  from  Centenary.  He 
recognized  key  people  in  assisting  with  the  preparation  of  Annual  Conference  as  being  the 
Facilities  and  Courtesy  staff.  Dr.  Schwab  took  a  moment  to  remember  Mr.  Dick  Anders,  who 
died  on  May  21  after  many  years  of  distinguished  service  both  to  Centenary  and  to  the 
Louisiana  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  He  announced  that  a  scholarship  in 
Mr.  Anders'  memory  had  been  established.  Bishop  Solomon  expressed  appreciation  to 
Centenary  College  for  all  its  help  in  the  important  task  of  preparing  for  and  hosting  the  Annual 
conference  session. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  Dr.  Ray  Branton,  Director  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  to 
introduce  the  Cokesbury  representative,  Ms.  Trishia  Fields.  Ms.  Fields  brought  greetings  and 
announced  several  new  items  available  through  Cokesbury.  She  informed  the  assembly  that 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Solomon's  special  project,  FaithHome,  was  also  available  through  Cokesbury. 
She  announced  that  Rev.  Jerry  Eckerd,  author  of  his  own  book,  would  be  available  later  in  the 
session  for  autographs.  She  then  gave  a  check  from  Cokesbury  for  the  Conference  pension 
fund. 
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Bishop  Solomon  introduced  Ms.  Marcia  McFee,  as  the  Conference  Song  Leader.  Rev.  Freddie 
Henderson,  Chair  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  read  the  scripture  from  Acts  8:1, 
followed  by  the  shared  witness  of  Ms.  Eve  Struve. 

For  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Annual  Conference  session,  Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  nominated 
Rev.  Carolyn  Volentine,  Dr.  Andrew  Douglas,  Rev.  Jack  Phelps,  Rev.  Stuart  Sherman,  Rev. 
Lusinda  Warren,  Ms.  Belinda  Bourgeois  and  Mrs.  Diane  Abadie.  He  nominated  Rev.  Jim 
Humphreys,  Mrs.  Beverly  Hogue,  Mrs.  Vera  Packer  and  Rev.  Roger  Lathan  as  Head  Tellers. 
The  nominations  were  approved. 

Dr.  Caraway  directed  the  attention  of  the  conference  to  six  matters:  1)  All  materials  for 
conference  members  are  to  be  approved  by  and  distributed  through  the  Conference  Secretary. 
These  materials  are  to  be  given  to  Rev.  Stuart  Sherman  or  Rev.  Lusinda  Warren  and  are  to 
be  marked  with  the  time  of  distribution;  2)  Forms  for  writing  amendments  and  motions  that 
are  presented  to  the  conference  should  be  picked-up  at  the  Secretary's  desk  or  tables  by  the 
microphones;  3)  Similar  forms  are  available  for  persons  requesting  Courtesy  letters  to  be  sent 
from  the  Conference.  Forms  for  special  guests  to  be  presented  to  the  conference  are  also 
available;  4)  Any  changes  or  corrections  that  need  to  be  made  regarding  PreConference 
Reports  should  be  completed  and  given  to  Mrs.  Diane  Abadie;  and  5)  Special  sound  equipment 
for  the  hearing  impaired  is  available  through  Mr.  Claiborne  Sharp  for  the  plenary  and  evening 
sessions;  6)  Dr.  Caraway  asked  the  assembly  to  be  aware  of  two  petitions  that  were  placed  on 
the  tables  for  review.   The  petitions  would  be  voted  on  Thursday  morning. 

Bishop  Solomon  introduced  Mr.  Fred  Loy,  Conference  Lay  Leader  to  give  his  address  to  the 
assembly.  He  gave  a  challenging  and  inspiring  address  concerned  with  "Partners  in  Ministry- 
Making  Disciples  for  Jesus  Christ  in  the  Church".  He  called  for  people  who  can  dream  dreams 
and  see  visions  and  will  support  these  with  their  time,  talent  and  resources.  His  challenge  to 
the  assembly  included  the  following:  To  be  a  Biblical  church,  a  kingdom  community,  a  spirit 
led  and  spirit  gifted  community,  a  worshipping  community,  an  inviting  community,  a  supporting 
community,  a  serving  community,  a  healing  community,  a  learning  community,  a  praying 
community,  a  sacramental  community  and  an  eternal  community.  He  closed  with  inspiring 
words  to  remember  that  our  job  is  to  keep  the  faith,  to  hold  onto  the  vision,  to  dare  to  live, 
tomorrow's  life  today,  joining  together  to  say  YES!  to  the  future.  The  assembly  approved  Mr. 
Loy's  address  with  a  standing  ovation. 

Bishop  Solomon  gave  his  first  Episcopal  address  as  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

"Good  morning,  my  sisters  and  brothers  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Body  of  Christ. 

There  is  an  unusual  anticipation  that  marks  this  moment.  For  one  thing,  in  these 
Pentecost  days,  here  we,  also,  are  all  together  in  one  place,  awaiting  the  energizing,  focused 
power  of  God's  Holy  Spirit. 

For  another  thing,  we  can  put  into  place  the  last  portion  of  the  Shepherd's  Visits. 
Joy  and  I  have  been  in  our  churches;  we  have  shared  conversation  with  you,  pastors  and  laity, 
and  now  we  join  you  in  this  "mission  launch  moment"  that  has  been  annually  since  1744,  an 
essential  part  of  our  life  together  as  the  people  called  Methodists. 

Being  here  together  permits  Joy  and  me  to  say  "thank  you",  "thank  you"  for  your 
marvelous,  generous,  caring  welcome  to  the  Louisiana  Area.  Since  arriving  the  last  week  of 
August  you  have  put  your  arms  of  gracious  hospitality  around  us,  given  us  encouragement  for 
our  common  mission,  and  pastored  us  in  our  own  times  of  personal  need.    Your  letters  and 
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notes  of  encouragement  and  concern  have  buoyed  our  spirits.  The  Cabinet  family  has  been  an 
unusual  blessing  to  us. 

Most  of  you  know  that  my  Mother  died  on  December  17,  1996.  She  was  a 
remarkable  Methodist  who  gave  to  me  a  godly  heritage.  Mother  moved  with  us  to  Louisiana. 
She  did  so  with  the  conviction  that  wherever  she  was  and  wherever  she  went  God  had  gotten 
there  ahead  of  her  to  prepare  a  place  for  her.  So  it  was  in  her  life  as  well  as  in  her  death.  In 
fact,  after  having  informed  Mother  that  we  had  been  assigned  to  Louisiana  and  asking  her  how 
she  felt  about  that,  Mother  responded,  'It's  all  right  Son,  I  can  go  to  heaven  or  hell  from 
Louisiana  as  easily  as  I  can  from  Oklahoma."  While  she  never  got  to  experience  as  much  of 
the  "Louisiana  heaven"  as  Joy  and  I,  she's  having,  I  am  confident,  an  ongoing,  joyous  journey 
in  the  church  eternal. 

However,  it  was  the  church  here  on  earth  into  which  she  birthed  me  and  in  which 
God's  action  in  Jesus  Christ  saved  me.  It  is  the  church  here  on  earth  that  is  being  asked  to 
provide  to  a  hungry  world  a  foretaste  of  that  heavenly  banquet.  It  is  the  church  here  on  earth 
that  has  been  called  to  demonstrate  the  Reign  of  God  in  anticipation  of  the  final  triumph  of 
Righteousness.  It  is  the  mission  and  work  of  the  church  on  earth  that  brings  us  together  in  this 
time  and  in  this  place. 

Our  purpose  in  being  here  is  more  lofty  than  the  word  "annual"  can  contain.  Our 
reason  for  gathering  is  more  hopeful  than  tradition  can  supply.  Our  work  is  more  redemptive 
than  reports  can  express.  Gathered  as  the  family  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  the  Body  of 
Christ,  we  have  come  together  to  grapple  with  God's  mission  and  our  faithfulness.  We  have 
come  to  confront  what  it  means  to  live  as  called,  committed,  compassionate  disciples  of  Jesus 
Christ.  There  is  one  central  question  that  insists  on  being  answered  in  these  days;  one  question 
that  permeates  our  agenda;  one  question  that  examines  our  dreams,  informs  our  vision  and 
yearns  for  the  Spirit's  outpouring— and  that  question  is—"Will  we  be  a  missionary  community 
in  a  suffering  society?" 

There  are  encouraging  signs.  Effective  outreach  ministries  are  underway  in  some  of 
our  churches.  In  fact,  as  an  Annual  Conference  we  have  seen  slight  gains  in  both  membership 
and  benevolence  giving.  However  modest  the  increases,  they  are  increases.  We  have  turned 
a  crucial  corner.   We  are  moving  in  the  right  direction. 

Sharing  the  joy  and  meaning  of  life  in  Christ;  inviting  and  encouraging  others  to 
experience  the  grace  of  God;  and  discipleship  put  into  action  are  becoming  new  priorities  for 
many  congregations.  Lives  are  being  changed  as  more  and  more  churches  launch  Volunteers 
In  Mission,  Disciple  Bible  Study,  and  sponsor  persons  into  and  through  Cursillo,  Walk  to 
Emmaus,  Happening,  Chrysalis,  Kairos,  Epiphany.  Training  events  and  spiritual  renewal  events 
are  helping  to  equip  the  saints  for  ministry. 

However,  we  must  be  honest  before  God,  one  another,  and  ourselves.  As  an  Annual 
Conference,  we  have  some  serious  concerns  that,  while  they  unquestionably  can  be  addressed 
redemptively,  yet,  left  alone,  like  an  infected  arm  or  leg  whose  toxicity  is  ignored,  the  whole 
body  can  be  placed  in  peril.  Please  hear  me,  we  are  very  healthy  in  some  ways  and  we  are  very 
ill  in  some  other  ways. 

I  would  be  unfit  to  lead  if  I  were  not  willing  to  talk  with  you  about  the  peril  as  well 
as  the  promise,  about  the  illness  as  well  as  the  cure.  I  want  to  share  three  concerns  and  then 
three  challenges. 
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1.)  Too  many  of  our  churches,  pastors  and  laity  have  allowed  church  motions  to  become 

the  church's  mission.  By  that  I  mean  we  are  unlocking  the  door,  doing  a  little 
singing,  a  little  preaching,  a  little  visiting  to  the  saints  who  are  ill;  having  a  few 
meetings,  and  generally  being  comfortable  with  ordinary  "forty  year  old"  styles  of 
worship  in  a  time  hungry  for  hope,  desperate  for  some  joy  and  passion  and  yearning 
for  something  that  will  hook  our  best  impulses,  however  deeply  buried  they  are,  and 
propel  us  on  a  journey  that  has  great  joy  and  great  purpose.  In  other  words,  we  have 
become  comfortable  with  the  ordinary  at  the  very  time  that  the  only  hope  for 
Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodism  lies  in  the  extraordinary. 

By  the  year  2015,  which  is  well  within  the  lifetime  of  many  of  us  here,  unless 
something  distinctive  and  definitive  happens  in  our  local  churches  to  change  their 
present  direction,  over  200  congregations  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  will  not  exist, 
and  another  100  will  be  in  the  last  stages  of  their  "Hospice,  chaplained"  existence. 
Or  as  one  older  person  said  to  me  on  a  Shepherd's  Visit,  "I'm  just  hoping  we  can 
keep  the  doors  open  so  I  can  be  buried  from  this  church,"  not  admitting  that  such  a 
mentality  is  killing  the  church  faster  than  that  person  is  dying.  Let  no  such  older 
adult  decry  young  people  for  their  "what's  in  it  for  me  philosophy."  The  older 
generation  of  Louisiana  United  Methodism  more  than  the  younger  generation  has 
our  future  in  its  hands.  If  we  keep  on  going  like  we  are,  we  will  wind  up  where  we 
are  headed. 

2.)  Too  many  of  our  conversations  are  about  keeping  instead  of  giving.  Ironic  isn't  it  that 

the  favorite  text,  even  of  the  most  self-centered  Christians  and  congregations  is  still 
John  3:16,  which  confronts  us  forcefully  with  the  message—God  gave;  God  hallowed 
giving;  God  expects  giving!  Indeed  all  who  hoard  their  life  loose  it  and  those  who 
give  it  away  discover  it  in  blessed  and  full  fashion. 

For  congregations  and  people,  giving  is  the  basis  for  living.  Keeping  is  the  recipe  for 
dying.  Last  year  out  of  every  dollar  given  in  the  United  Methodist  Churches  of 
Louisiana  81.2  cents  was  spent  locally.  Giving  for  ministries  related  specifically  to  the 
district  and  annual  conference  totaled  14.3  cents  of  every  dollar  and  giving  to  the 
General  Church  totaled  4.5  cents  of  every  dollar.  In  fact,  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference  we  gave  almost  twice  as  much  for  Health  Insurance  and  the  Pension 
apportionment  as  we  did  for  World  Service  which  includes  United  Methodism's 
support  of  all  the  missionaries,  all  the  work  of  the  General  Boards  of  Discipleship, 
Church  and  Society,  General  Council  on  Ministries,  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries.  And  what  did  we  insure  that  came  closest  to  100%  payout  in  1996,  on  all 
our  apportionments-Health  Insurance,  Pensions,  and  Equitable  Salary  in  that  order. 
The  Bible  tells  us,  not  where  our  heart  is,  there  will  be  our  treasure;  but  where  our 
treasure  is,  there  will  be  our  heart. 

I  am  aware  that  some  of  our  congregations  have  significant  endowments,  yet  they  will 
not  part  with  even  a  portion  of  the  earnings  to  help  meet  their  connectional 
ministries.  Other  congregations  have  such  large  bank  balances  in  their  cemetery 
funds  that  I  cannot  help  but  observe  that  the  dead  are  more  prosperous  than  the 
living. 

Why  have  we  become  timid  about  the  tithe— this  clear,  clean,  disciplined  guideline  for 
giving,  this  safeguard  against  selfishness;  this  blessing  that  is  debatable  only  if  you've 
never  done  it.  You  know,  I've  never  met  an  ex-tither.  Where  your  treasure  is-there 
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is  your  heart. 

Oh  God  of  grace  and  mercy  forgive  us.  Forgive  us  for  turning  our  backs  on  the  poor 
and  needy.  Forgive  us  for  becoming  more  preoccupied  with  improving  museums  than 
improving  the  lot  of  your  suffering  children.  Try  as  we  may,  the  noise  of  our  revivals, 
Gospel  singing,  homecomings,  and  Broadway  musicals  cannot  drown  out  your  ancient 
word,  "I  hate,  I  despise  your  feasts,  and  I  take  no  delight  in  your  solemn  assemblies. 
Take  away  from  me  the  noise  of  your  songs;  to  the  melody  of  your  harps  I  will  not 
listen.  But  let  justice  roll  down  like  waters,  and  righteousness  like  an  ever-flowing 
stream"  (Amos  5:21-24)  Too  much  talk  about  keeping;  too  little  evidence  of  giving. 

3.)  Too  many  responses  are  reactions  rather  than  reaches.  Rather  than,  in  Paul's  words, 

straining  forward  to  the  high  calling,  too  many  of  us  are  reinforcing  resistance  to  the 
forward  step.  Rather  than  interpreting  mission,  we  wind  up  trying  to  pacify  the  agin- 
ers.  Too  many  of  our  churches  are  held  hostage  by  persons  trying  to  get  their  way 
by  threatening  to  withhold  their  funds.  Likewise,  we  Annual  Conference  delegates 
and  members  have  become  quite  timid  in  pressing  our  congregations  to  be 
"missional"  globally  as  well  as  locally. 

I  do  not  understand  how  clergy,  whose  membership  is  in  the  Annual  Conference- 
their  church  home— who  participate  in  a  body  that  votes  on  an  Annual  Conference, 
that  is  a  "church  home"  budget-can  go  to  their  appointment  and  play  a  "we~they" 
game  against  their  own  church  home.  I  cannot  understand  lay  delegates  who  can 
vote  at  Annual  Conference  and  fail  to  see  that  Annual  Conference  itself  is  not  why 
we  are  here—Christ's  mission  is  why  we  are  here  and  our  responsibility  is  to  go  home 
from  here  and  interpret,  encourage,  and  lead,  along  with  our  pastor,  our  congregation 
into  new  days  of  missional  fruitfulness.  In  a  connection  that  is  committed  to  be  the 
Body  of  Christ  and  do  Christ's  work  in  the  world-there  are  no  "we--theys"--we  are 
all  one  in  Christ  and  in  Christ's  mission. 

Let  me  give  an  illustration.  After  years  of  dreaming,  planning  and  lots  of  loving 
labor,  we  have  a  new  Conference  Center.  Thank  God  for  all  its  potential.  It  is 
already  serving  us  well.   We  voted  to  do  this.   We  have  built  it— we  must  pay  for  it. 

We  all  received  some  goals.  Some  have  paid;  some  have  overpaid.  Others  have  yet 
to  get  started.  We  are  in  an  urgent  moment.  Every  dollar  unpaid  on  the 
Conference  Center  Fair  Share  Goal  represents  $3  of  potential  long  term  debt 
retirement.  Every  dollar  unpaid  represents  a  vote  for  an  apportionment  on  all  our 
churches,  those  who  have  paid  and  those  who  have  not.  Churches  who  have  not  met 
their  fair  share  goal  in  many  ways,  hold  in  their  hands  the  missional  future  of 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  Why?-Meet  our  goals  and  we  help  our  conference 
use  these  facilities  to  do  mission.  Fail  to  meet  our  goals  and  these  facilities  become 
our  mission,  once  again  asking  the  poor  to  scramble  for  the  crumbs  that  fall  from  the 
altar  of  our  own  self-serving. 

There  are  other  illustrations  of  what  we  have  voted  that  yet  await  our  energy  and  our 
support. 

We  have  gathered  here  as  laity  and  clergy  to  dream  bold  dreams,  claim  visions  of  new 
life,  and  undertake  efforts  that  are  worthy,  even  sacrificial.  The  question  is,  will  we  be  a 
missionary  community  in  a  suffering  society. 
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And  so,  here  and  now,  in  a  gathering  of  persons  saved  by  grace,  covenanted  for 
discipleship,  and  focused  on  the  replication  of  the  mission  of  Christ,  let  us  declare  to  ourselves 
and  others  that  where  he  leads  me,  we  will  follow.  We'll  go  with  him,  with  him  all  the  way. 
We  will  rise  to  the  challenge. 

1.)  Well  go  with  him  to  the  unsaved.    Every  community,  rural,  or  urban  has  enough 

unsaved  persons  in  it  to  triple  or  quadruple  our  worship  attendance  if  we  just  reach 
our  fair  share  of  such  persons.  May  the  passion  of  Christ  for  the  unsaved  be  our 
passion.  Evangelism  has  as  many  strategies  as  there  are  needs  in  people.  There  is 
no  end  to  the  number  of  evangelism  strategies  that  have  integrity  and  produce  fruit 
for  Christ  The  time  for  excuses  is  long  past  One  simple  question  can  surely  convict 
us  and  focus  us;  "Is  the  joy  of  Christ's  redemption  and  the  continued  blessings  and 
strength  of  God's  spirit  as  you  have  experienced  it  worth  being  shared  with  someone 
in  need?"  We  are  the  missionaries  of  the  Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ.  Will  we  go 
with  him  to  the  unsaved? 

2.)  Will  we  go  with  him  to  the  poor?  John  Wesley,  in  a  sermon  preached  in  1786  wrote, 

"One  reason  the  rich  have  so  little  sympathy  for  the  poor  is  because  they  so  seldom 
visit  them."  We  rarely  respond  to  what  we  don't  know  about.  The  Bishops  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  are  leading  United  Methodism  in  an  Episcopal  Initiative 
on  Children  and  Poverty.  It  could  not  be  more  timely.  Not  only  have  too  many  of 
our  churches  disconnected  from  the  poor,  we  have  disconnected  from  children. 

Direct  contact  with  the  poor  and  suffering  is  essential  if  we  are  to  walk  where  Christ 
walks  and  if  we  are  to  save  our  own  soul  as  a  church.  Show  me  a  church  that  is 
directly  involved  in  ministries  with  the  poor  and  the  suffering  and  I  will  show  you  a 
church  that  is  on  the  road  to  a  healthy  future.  Wesley  demonstrated  that  regular 
visitation  to  the  poor  was  a  means  of  grace  for  his  own  life  and  the  life  of  the 
societies  and  class  meetings  he  organized. 

Children  and  the  poor  are  all  around  us.  I  was  in  a  small  community  in  a  church  that 
said  to  me,  "we  don't  have  a  Sunday  School  because  there  are  no  children."  "No 
children  in  the  church  I  said."  "That's  right~no  children  around  here.  We  are  all 
old."  As  this  was  said  I  was  looking  out  the  window  to  a  school  yard  across  the  street 
filled  with  children. 

Church,  we've  gone  blind.  We  can't  see  the  mission  field.  We  can't  see  ourselves  as 
missionaries.  We  can't  see  a  hurt  unless  it  is  ours;  we  can't  see  raising  money  unless 
it  is  going  to  improve  our  situation.  We  can't  see  trying  to  help  a  few  folks  because 
it  seems  to  be  so  little  amidst  the  need  for  so  much.  I  heard  an  advertisement  for 
a  carpet  cleaning  company  on  the  radio—  "Cleaning  the  world,  one  room  at  a  time." 
Can  we  see  an  initiative  with  children  and  poverty,  one  child,  one  suffering  person 
at  a  time. 

The  situation  of  children  and  poverty  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  is  acute.  23%  of 
our  churches  can  report  no  child  related  to  the  church— that  is  over  130  churches. 
27%  can  report  only  up  to  10  children.  That  means  that  almost  300  churches  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference  can  report  a  ministry  with  only  10  or  less  children-and  almost 
half  of  that  #  must  report  none.   This  is  not  only  a  crisis.   It  is  a  catastrophe. 

Therefore,  with  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Cabinet  I  am  calling  a  special  session  of 
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the  Louisiana  Conference  to  meet  on  Saturday,  October  4,  in  Alexandria  to 
undertake  the  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty.  In  addition  to  all  clergy 
and  lay  delegates  at  this  session,  I  am  asking  every  church  to  bring  dozens  of  lay 
persons  for  this  special  event.  We  will  experience  inspiration,  information,  and 
specific  training  through  multitudes  of  workshops  on  how  to  commence  the  initiative 
in  our  churches.  I  am  expecting  3,000  to  4,000  persons  to  be  in  attendance  from  9:30 
a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  to  become  equipped  in  fresh  ways  to  be  God's  missionaries.  Will 
we  follow  Jesus  to  the  children  and  the  poor? 

3.)  Will  we  follow  him  into  discipleship?  Discipleship  for  Jesus  always  meant  maturing 

in  the  faith  and  moving  into  new  arenas  of  servant  ministry. 

Jesus  expected  persons  to  mature  in  the  faith.  Over  and  over  the  Gospel's  say,  "And 
he  taught  them."  "Growing  in  grace"  is  the  way  Paul  talks  about  it. 

It  is  urgent  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  embark  upon  a  vigorous  teaching  and 
equipping  ministry  if  we  are  to  undergird  a  missionary  movement.  If  Jesus  found  it 
essential  to  be  rabbi,  teacher,  then  so  must  we  focus  in  fresh  ways  on  the  teaching 
role  of  every  pastor.  "Equipping  the  saints  for  the  work  of  ministry"  is  a  pastor's 
priority.  Asking  pastors  to  take  this  with  new  seriousness  without  asking  laity  to 
affirm  with  new  determination  such  a  pastor's  role  is  a  recipe  for  frustration  and 
failure.  Pastors  are  to  live  the  faith  for  themselves  and  to  teach  and  equip  others  to 
live  the  faith  for  themselves.  Pastors  are  the  churches'  teachers,  not  the  church's 
employed  prayers,  visitors,  and  general  do-gooders. 

However,  if  pastors  are  to  be  equippers—then  they  must  also  be  equipped.  We  must 
establish  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  an  Intentional  Community  for  Equipping 
Spiritual  Leaders.  Every  pastor  through  the  first  five  to  seven  years  of  their 
appointive  journey  will  benefit  from  this  practice/reflection  model.  The  concern  is 
not  that  a  seminary  education  is  deficient;  it  is  that  it  is  insufficient.  With  seminary 
or  Course  of  Study  foundations  in  place,  the  ICESL(Intentional  Community  for 
Equipping  Spiritual  Leaders)  or  Cadre  of  Padres—or  whatever  it  is  called  will  be  a 
coaching  experience  to  assist  persons  to  do  ministry  effectively  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  There  is  an  urgency  to  develop  the  equipping  gifts  and  skills  of  pastors 
in  behalf  of  equipping  laity  as  growing,  maturing  disciples. 

If  we  are  to  be  an  intentional  missionary  community  galvanized  for  risk  taking,  rapid 
response  to  the  suffering  society  in  which  we  live,  we  must  not  only  have  equipping 
schools,  we  must  also  have  equipping  strategies  and  structures. 

I  am  solidly  in  support  of  the  structure  proposal  being  presented  by  the  Quality 
Discernment  Team.  While  implementation  has  appropriately  been  designed  to 
unfold  over  time,  the  concept  is  sound,  the  focus  is  missional,  and  the  flexibility  is 
energizing.  We  need  not  await  a  totally  tidy  design.  Rather  than  anticipating  a 
structure  that  is  perfected;  let  us  commence  with  one  that  is  missionally  purposeful 
and  readily  adaptable. 

Likewise,  I  am  in  solid  support  of  the  implementation  strategies  for  our  Inclusive 
Plan.  We  cannot  be  missionary  people  without  being  a  welcoming  people.  There  is 
no  place  for  prejudice,  discrimination,  and  cultural  closed  doors  in  the  family  of 
Jesus.   Racism  is  a  sin.   Racism  is  an  unfinished  agenda  in  our  life  together. 
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Recently,  Joy  and  arrived  early  to  one  of  our  churches  where  I  was  going  to  preach. 
She  sat  down  in  a  pew,  and  I  went  on  to  the  pastor's  office.  Another  person  came  in,  stood 
by  Joy,  said  hello,  shifted  around,  looked  at  Joy,  and  then  Joy  caught  on  and  said,  "I'm  sitting 
in  your  pew."~"Yes,"  the  person  said.  "I  can  move,"  Joy  said.  "Okay"  said  the  church  member— 
and  Joy  moved.  For  a  church  lover  like  Joy  it  was  liveable.  But  what  about  the  first  time, 
reluctant,  distrusting,  anxious  explorer  of  what  church  is  all  about.  And  what  about  the  visitor 
who  is  a  person  of  color. 

The  sanctuary  of  a  United  Methodist  Church  is  for  all  people.  No  matter  who  built 
it,  God  owns  it.  No  matter  whether  we've  come  one  time  or  a  hundred  times  we  are  all  equally 
at  home  around  a  table  where  Jesus  is  the  host  and  none— no  not  one—is  out  of  place  or 
unwelcome  there! 

Let  us  love  one  another  like  Jesus  loves  us.  Let  us  be  a  living  demonstration  of  the 
Reign  of  God,  where  mercy,  justice,  and  hope  abound.  Let  us  work  in  those  ways  and  for  those 
ways  that  bestow  dignity  and  opportunity  on  all  God's  children.  Let  us  be  bold  missionaries 
in  a  suffering  society. 

So  now,  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  Sheep,  the  very  incarnation  of  the  awesome 
holy  creator  God,  stands  among  us,  right  here  and  right  now  in  a  manner  marked  by  the 
simplicity  of  the  master  conversing  personally  with  each  of  us,  and  in  language  as  simple  and 
as  profound  as  a  quiet  bidding  to  discover  a  treasure  greater  than  all  the  good  appointments, 
the  prized  jobs,  the  positions  of  influence  and  power,  even  winning  the  lottery  could  ever 
afford~he  says  to  our  heart,  our  soul,  our  life-  "Come,  follow  me." 

He  awaits  our  answer  to  a  very  simple  question-Will  we  be  a  missionary  community 
in  a  suffering  society? 

Listen.   Do  you  hear  him? 

"I  can  hear  my  savior  calling.  I  can  hear  my  savior  calling.  I  can  hear  my  savior 
calling.  Take  thy  cross  and  follow,  follow  me." 

He  ended  with  an  altar  call  for  the  assembly  to  take  the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  into  the  world. 

"Hymn  #338" 
'Til  go  with  him  through  the  Garden" 
'Til  go  with  him  through  the  Judgement" 
"He  will  give  me  grace  and  glory" 

The  Chancel  area  was  filled  as  well  as  all  aisles  leading  to  the  altar! 

Mrs.  Joanne  White  presented  the  Children  in  Poverty  Task  Force  report.  She  made  two 
corrections  to  the  PreConference  report.  Pages  43-44  of  the  PreConference  New  Beginnings 
Book  should  reflect  Mrs.  Judy  O'Dell  as  Chairperson  of  Special  needs  of  atypical  and  gifted 
children  and  Rev.  Larry  Miller  in  charge  of  camping  options  for  specific  populations  of 
children.  An  informational  video  was  shown  reflecting  the  urgent  need  for  help  to  the  children 
that  live  in  poverty  and  how  United  Methodists  can  effectively  intervene.  Mrs.  White 
recognized  the  members  of  the  Task  Force. 

Mr.  Teirell  Deville,  Director  of  the  Methodist  Childrens  Home,  shared  in  his  "Witness  to  the 
Spirit"  why  he  is  giving  his  life  to  children.    He  told  of  two  children  and  how  they  overcame 
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hardships  of  society  and  the  world  around  them.  One  young  child  was  found  at  the  age  of  two 
with  no  place  to  go.  His  staff  kept  and  nurtured  this  child  for  IV2  years.  After  counseling,  the 
child  was  placed  in  a  foster  home  and  then  went  on  to  function  normally  and  had  just 
graduated  from  high  school.  He  also  shared  a  story  about  a  14  year  old  boy  that  is  now  with 
the  home.  He  came  to  them  after  his  removal  from  home  for  aggressive  behavior.  He  had 
been  in  13  other  places  in  two  years.  He  related  these  stories  as  parallels  to  stories  in  the  Bible 
about  how  Jesus  handled  challenging  situations  with  children.  For  every  three  admitted,  seven 
children  are  turned  away  by  the  home  for  various  reasons.  God  has  given  us  the  power  to 
change  the  life  of  one  child  at  a  time  she  said. 

Dr.  Doug  Ezell,  Director  The  Methodist  Home  for  Children,  addressed  the  assembly.  He 
announced  that  over  43%  of  children  in  New  Orleans  live  below  the  poverty  line  and  that  over 
4,000  children  in  New  Orleans  are  on  the  street  daily  without  supervision.  He  shared  other 
startling  statistics  regarding  children  and  poverty.  He  informed  the  assembly  that  giving  to 
the  poor  and  needy  has  dropped-off  due  to  lack  of  responsibility  in  our  society.  He  said  that 
we  do  not  want  to  loose  site  of  what  our  real  mission  in  life  is  as  United  Methodists.  James, 
in  the  New  Testament  scripture,  says  to  take  care  of  the  orphans  of  the  world,  Dr.  Ezell 
reminded. 

Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  a  member  of  the  special  Task  Force  for  Children,  focused  on  the  small 
tasks  that  churches  could  do  to  help  these  children  living  in  poverty.  He  spoke  of  the  gaps  in 
our  positions  of  leadership  and  areas  of  concern  in  our  local  churches  that  can  make  them 
more  effective  in  serving  God  and  God's  children. 

Dr.  Robert  Potter,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Shreveport  District,  and  Task  Force  member, 
asked  the  assembly  to  direct  its  attention  to  two  hand-outs  explaining  the  need  for  the  special 
session  and  the  26  different  workshops  that  will  be  available.  He  urged  the  conference  to  go 
back  to  their  churches  and  recruit  members  to  attend  the  called  session.  He  announced  that 
national  and  state-wide  keynote  speakers  will  attend  the  special  session  with  informational 
material.  Day  care,  especially  as  it  can  be  provided  by  local  churches  will  be  a  major  emphasis 
of  the  special  session,  he  concluded. 

Mrs.  White  recognized  all  the  task  force  members  and  the  desire  to  do  their  best  was  affirmed. 
She  expressed  that  prayer  is  the  beginning.  She  expressed  appreciation  to  Rev.  Linda  Fox  and 
Mrs.  Fane  Peeples  for  the  display  table  and  urged  each  person  to  adopt  a  prayer  child  because 
prayers  will  transform  lives.  She  named  three  upcoming  workshops:  1)  Edna  Gladney  will  be 
heading  a  team  to  write  curriculum  for  outreach  for  all  United  Methodist  churches  to  use  as 
a  guide.  The  curriculum  will  be  free.  She  asked  everyone  to  bring  at  least  one  but  hopefully 
more  pairs  of  tennis  shoes  to  the  Special  session.  She  expressed  her  gratitude  to  the  Solomon's 
for  their  overwhelming  support  of  this  cause.  She  said  that  all  of  the  children  are  our  children 
because  all  of  the  children  are  God's  children.  She  said  it  is  time  we  walked  with  one  path, 
with  one  purpose  and  that  is  to  help  the  children. 

Rev.  James  Graham  reviewed  the  Inclusive  Plan.  He  stated  that  this  task  force  began  in  1995 
and  brought  back  revisions  in  1996.  Now  it  is  1997  and  the  plan  is  once  again  being  brought 
before  the  conference.  He  recognized  all  that  contributed  to  preparing  this  plan.  Rev.  Graham 
encouraged  all  churches  to  be  inclusive  churches.  He  said  we  have  one  God,  one  Father.  He 
stated  that  we  need  to  weave  together  as  one  through  unity  and  love  to  develop  a  stronger, 
inclusive  church  for  the  Louisiana  Conference.  He  urged  everyone  to  prepare  for  the  new 
millenium,  the  21st  century. 
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Mrs.  Carolyn  Ross  spoke  to  the  assembly  on  behalf  of  the  youth  of  the  conference  stating  that 
to  be  a  part  of  you,  you  have  to  be  a  part  of  us,  woven  together  in  unity  and  love.  A  hands  on 
presentation  was  given  by  the  youth,  representing  one  great  tapestry  woven  across  rows  of 
seated  conference  members.. 

Rev.  Tom  Howe,  offered  an  amendment  to  the  Inclusive  Plan:  On  page  113,  line  34  insert  the 
words  "multicultural  churches",  thus  it  would  read,  "Report  to  Conference  Council  on  Ministries 
and  Commission  on  Religion  &  Race  on  start  and  progress  of  new  ethnic  and  multicultural 
churches  in  1998  and  subsequent  years."  On  line  35  insert  a  comma  and  the  word 
"multicultural"  thus  reading  "The  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension  is  requested  to 
develop  and  research  a  strategy  to  maintain  as  well  as  increase  ethnic,  multicultural  and 
transitional  church  development".  And  on  line  42  insert  the  words  "and  multicultural"  thus 
reading,  "Deployment  of  parish  workers  to  work  with  ethnic  and  multicultural  churches  in  the 
city  to  help  congregations  develop  outreach  ministries."  On  page  114,  line  35,  add  the  words 
"and  multicultural"  thus  reading  "Workshops  for  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committees  led  by 
district  superintendents  in  ethnic  and  multicultural  churches  should  stress  the  role  of  PPR 
committee  in  recruiting  for  ministry".  Discussion  was  entertained.  The  report  was  voted  on 
and  accepted  by  the  assembly. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  read  scripture  from  Acts  8:1  and  Mr.  Derek  Reese  gave  his  Witness 
to  the  Spirit. 

Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway,  Conference  Secretary,  offered  announcements  and  Bishop  Solomon 
adjourned  the  morning  session  for  the  lunch  break. 


Tuesday,  June  3,  1997 
Afternoon  Session 

Rev.  Nathaniel  Perry  opened  the  afternoon  session  with  prayer. 

Ms.  Sue  Kelly  gave  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry.  She  announced  that  four  new 
candidates  for  consecration  were  Mary  Jo  Babcock,  Barbara  Murray,  Karen  Zehner  and  Inez 
Williams.   The  report  was  approved. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  introduced  the  LA.  Quest  report.  He  said  there  is  going  to  be 
resistance  to  change  because  change  is  difficult.  LA  Quest  gives  the  opportunity  to  do  things 
in  different  ways,  new  ways  of  being  the  church.  LA  Quest  is  built  on  values  of  teamwork, 
cooperation,  listening  to  others  and  God  and  continual  improvement.  LA.  Quest  means  to  be 
motivated  to  do  the  work  of  God  and  also  to  be  a  servant  leader  but  at  the  same  time  being 
willing  to  take  risks  to  make  change.  Ms.  Amy  Mercer,  a  member  of  LA  Quest,  continued  by 
speaking  on  the  mission  and  vision.  She  stated  that  spiritual  leaders  come  from  local  churches. 
LA  Quest  provides  means  to  raise  up  spiritual  leaders  for  local  churches.  LA  Quest  is  to  help 
churches  define  their  vision.  All  resources  are  to  be  available  in  the  form  of  leadership  teams 
she  concluded. 

Rev.  Henderson  spoke  of  the  LA  Quest  weekend  retreat  and  introduced  the  members 
responsible  for  the  retreat.  He  stated  that  we  have  to  transform,  do  things  in  a  new  and 
different  way.  He  asked,  are  you  willing  to  transform?  He  stated  that  there  will  be  training 
through  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry's  Academy.   The  conference  accepted  the  report. 
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Mr.  Bill  McMahan,  Chair  of  the  Quality  Discernment  Team,  presented  their  report.  He  stated 
that  five  teams  have  been  working  since  October  1996.  The  five  teams  are  teams  made  up  of 
the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  the  Cabinet,  CCOM,  CFA,  and  the  overview  group  who 
looked  at  the  work  of  the  four  teams.  He  stated  that  the  vision  is  to  raise  up  spiritual  leaders, 
both  laity  and  clergy.  Mr.  McMahan  said  that  the  Quality  Discernment  teams  looked  at  United 
Methodism  in  Louisiana  and  it  is  not  growing.  The  study  of  the  four  groups  showed  that  we 
need  to  change.  Many  tools  were  used  in  this  study  but  the  most  useful  was  the  book,  Fork 
in  Road.  He  said  that  discernment  is  listening  to  what  God  is  saying.  He  announced  that  the 
vote  would  be  on  Thursday  to  accept  or  not  to  accept  the  proposal.  However,  after  the 
presentation,  the  Quality  Discernment  Teams  want  to  hear  questions.  He  asked  that  questions 
be  written  on  the  sheets  provided  and  said  they  would  be  answered  by  the  way  of  a  written 
presentation. 

A  video  was  shown  elaborating  on  the  work  of  the  teams. 

Rev.  Tim  Smith  spoke  of  the  goals  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry's  Quality  Discernment 
team  as  ministering  to  clergy  by  loving  them  and  listening  to  their  concerns.  The  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry  is  recommending  a  sabbatical  leave  for  spiritual  renewal.  He  stated  that  we 
are  awakened  to  the  gift  of  a  new  day. 

Ms.  Dianne  Wilkinson  presented  the  report  for  the  Cabinet  Quality  Discernment  Team  which 
consisted  of  five  clergy  and  five  lay.  They  visited  past  and  present  district  superintendents, 
general  and  conference  agencies.  Their  focus  became  the  empowering  of  district 
superintendents  as  spiritual  leaders  to  raise  up  spirtual  leaders. 

Rev.  Brady  Forman  spoke  on  the  CCOM  Quality  Discernment  Team.  He  stated  that  a  concern 
that  has  been  raised  is  "How  does  this  new  structure  differ  from  what  we  have  now  and  how 
is  it  better?"  He  continued  that  there  are  five  major  differences:  l)Distant  planning  versus 
close  up  help  2)  Telling  versus  listening.  3)  Develop  conference  and  district  programs  versus 
helping  the  local  church  to  develop  its  own  ministry  and  mission.  4)  Generalities  versus 
specifics  and  5)  Wasted  or  lost  human  resources  versus  available  and  qualified  human 
resources.  A  second  major  concern  about  the  proposal  has  been,  "Where  and  how  will  this  new 
structure  be  put  in  place?"  This  is  a  process  open  to  change.  We  know  where  we  are  going 
but  we  are  not  sure  of  the  paths  we  must  take  to  get  there.  During  the  transition  period,  which 
will  be  until  Annual  Conference  2000,  necessary  changes  will  be  made  to  reach  the  goal. 
During  the  remaining  months  of  1997,  preparations  will  be  made  for  a  new  beginning  January 
1,  1998.  LA  Quest  teams  will  be  trained.  Persons  with  needed  skills  will  be  selected  and 
nominated  for  the  District  Ministry  Teams.  The  members  of  the  District  Ministry  Teams  will 
be  trained  in  their  specific  tasks  and  will  also  be  trained  in  how  to  function  as  a  team.  This 
training  will  continue  through  Annual  Conference  of  1998.  Third,  the  proposal  recommends 
that  the  new  structure  be  implemented  at  no  additional  cost  to  Annual  Conference  or  to  the 
local  church.  A  transition  funding  team  composed  of  the  Cabinet,  the  CFA  and  Quality 
Discernment  Teams  will  be  asked  to  find  sufficient  funds  for  the  new  structure  without 
increasing  the  apportionments.  They  will  report  to  the  1998  session  of  Annual  Conference  on 
how  this  new  structure  can  be  funded.  He  asked  for  not  just  trust  but  to  place  trust  in  the  Holy 
Spirit  who  has  led  the  team  in  its  effort  to  be  faithful  to  the  task  assigned  it  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  report  was  approved. 

Rev.  Henderson  read  from  Acts  1:8.   Mr.  Gwynn  Shamlin  gave  the  Witness  of  the  Spirit. 

Bishop  Solomon  recognized  Ms.  Stefanie  Hixon,  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Commission 
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on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  Rev.  Gene  Finell  to  present  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry.  He  spoke  about  our  future  and  working  as  a  board  as  long 
as  the  conference  was  in  need  of  the  board.  He  stated  that  the  board  acts  as  a  link  between 
Centenary  and  Dillard.  He  welcomed  Dr.  Samuel  Dubois  Cook,  outgoing  President  of  Dillard 
University  which  position  he  had  held  for  over  22  years! 

Dr.  Cook  said  that  Dillard  University  is  deeply  indebted  to  the  Conference  and  its  comitment. 
He  reflected  on  Dillard's  ability  to  exist  every  year  without  a  deficit.  He  congratulated  the 
conference  on  its  support  of  the  Black  College  Fund.  Dillard  owes  a  great  deal  of  gratitude 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Educaton  under  the  leadership  of  past  and  present  board  chairs.  He 
said  Dr.  Donald  Lomas,  his  succesor  will  appreciate  the  same  commitment,  tolerance, 
understanding  and  forgiveness.  He  introduced  a  recent  graduate  of  Dillard,  Andrew  Randall, 
and  commended  him  for  his  distinctive  honors  and  accomplishments.  Just  before  Mr.  Randall 
spoke,  Bishop  Solomon  asked  for  an  acknowledgement  of  Dr.  Cook's  22  years  of  distinguished 
service  and  commitment.  He  received  a  standing  ovation.  Mr.  Randall  spoke  words  of 
encouragement  and  thanks  to  Dr.  Cook.  He  also  spoke  of  his  vision  for  Dillard  University  and 
humankind. 

Rev.  Finnell  introduced  Dr.  Kenneth  Schwab,  President  of  Centenary  College,  who  expressed 
deep  appreciation  to  the  Conference  for  its  support  and  encouragement  to  Centenary  College 
over  the  years.  He  spoke  of  new  dreams  and  visions  being  in  place  for  an  expanded 
relationship  with  the  church  by  the  year  2000.  He  said  that  students  are  the  focus  of 
Centenary's  efforts  and  are  the  assets  of  which  it  is  most  proud.  He  introduced  a  recent 
Centenary  graduate  Amanda  Ellis,  an  exceptional  student.  She  spoke  of  her  home  and  the 
United  Methodist  Church  being  the  backbone  of  strength  to  prepare  her  for  Centenary 
College. 

Rev.  Finell  welcomed  Rev.  Clarence  Snelling  back  from  Africa  after  teaching  for  four  years. 
He  gave  the  seminary  report  for  the  thirteen  United  Methodist  seminaries.  The  assembly 
accepted  the  report  with  appreciation  to  him  for  his  recent  distinguished  service  in  Africa  and 
Russia. 

Rev.  Henderson  presented  the  For  Action  Items  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  to 
the  assembly. 

Rev.  Arnold  Brown  presented  the  Special  Ministries  action  and  made  reference  to  the  Pre- 
Conference  report  on  page  42,  line  25  which  states:  We  propose  that  all  conference  churches 
and  institutions  who  apply  for  Capital  Improvement  Grants  must  possess  25%  of  the  funds  in 
reference  to  the  total  cost  of  the  undertaking.  There  was  no  discussion  and  the  conference 
approved  the  item. 

Rev.  Kirby  Verret  presented  the  Conference  Native  American  Plan  report  found  on  pages  117 
and  118  of  the  PreConference  Report.  He  stated  that  the  committee  is  in  place  and  working. 
Rev.  Verret  asked  for  continued  support.   The  conference  accepted  the  report. 

Mr.  Pete  Aguila  presented  the  Hispanic  Ministries  report.  He  said  that  a  plan  has  been 
developed  to  address  those  that  cannot  speak  the  English  language.  He  named  five  goals  of 
the  ministry.   The  assembly  accepted  the  report. 
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Dr.  Wayne  Evans  presented  the  item  for  action  from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries: 
Celebrate  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Advance  Specials  at  a  special  "Celebration  of  Missions"  at 
the  1998  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.   The  conference  approved  the  item. 

Rev.  David  Wilson,  of  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference  expressed  thanks  for 
support  of  Louisiana  United  Methodists  and  asked  for  continued  support  to  Native  American 
people.  He  announced  that  Native  Americans  have  been  a  part  of  Methodism  for  150  years. 
A  gift  symbolic  of  appreciation  was  given  to  Bishop  Solomon  from  the  Native  American 
people  of  Oklahoma.  The  bishop  accepted  it  with  words  of  encouragement  and  appreciation 
to  persons  of  color  for  helping  the  scales  to  fall  from  his  eyes  enablng  him  to  discern  life  in  a 
deeper  and  more  spiritual  way. 

Rev.  Larry  Norman  presented  the  VIM  report.  He  stated  that  volunteers  offer  skills  for 
Christ's  service  at  home  and  afar  at  personal  expense.  He  asked  the  conference  to  look  at  VIM 
as  standing  for  V=Volunteer,  I=In  Louisiana,  M=Moving  into  the  world.  Rev.  Norman  went 
into  detail  about  training  events  offered  for  youth  and  adults.  He  said  one  of  the 
subcommittess  of  VIM  is  the  Disaster  Preparedness  and  Relief  and  that  they  are  recruiting 
work  camp  workers  to  travel  nationally  and  internationally.  He  urged  everyone  to  call  their 
district  office  for  training  and  work  camp  schedules.  He  said  VIM  is  moving  by  leaps  and 
bounds. 

Rev.  Norman  informed  the  conference  that  the  Co-Chairs  of  the  Disaster  Relief  Committee, 
Mr.  Chuck  Wells  and  Mr. Walter  Braswell  were  providing  disaster  training  and  were  recruiting 
camp  workers  to  make  up  teams. 

Rev.  John  Ennis,  Director  of  Sager  Brown,  which  is  now  operated  by  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries,  expressed  thanks  to  all  Louisiana  United  Methodist  for  their  support  not 
only  of  Sager  Brown  but  worldwide. 

Ms.  Sarah  Schoeffler  and  others  then  distributed  boxes  and  food  to  the  floor  of  the  conference 
for  every  member  to  help  fill  the  boxes  with  food  which  would  later  be  sent  to  North  Korea. 
After  the  boxes  were  filled,  Bishop  Solomon  asked  for  approval  of  the  report  and  it  was  done. 

Dr.  Wayne  Evans  gave  highlights  from  Global  Gathering  DDL  He  urged  everyone  to  pray  daily 
for  our  missionaries.  He  introduced  Dr.  Alonzo  Campbell  to  speak  of  Lydia  Patterson.  Dr. 
Campblell  stated  that  the  institute  serves  to  motivate  students.  Our  dollars  touch  over  300 
lives.  Ms.  Socorroc  de  Anda,  President,  was  unable  to  be  present  but  she  did  send  her 
appreciation  to  the  conference  for  its  support  of  Lydia  Patterson. 

Rev.  Mark  Martin,  Chair  of  the  Cuba  Initiative,  made  reference  to  a  brochure  available  to 
conference  members.   He  spoke  of  conditions  in  Cuba  and  asked  for  continued  support. 

Rev.  Karl  Klaus  spoke  of  an  upcomming  three  year  project  to  go  to  Cuba  and  participate  in 
work  camps  to  build  a  conference  center  for  the  children. 

Dr.  Wayne  Evans  presented  a  Centenary  student  from  Russia,  Mr.  Boris  Dyakono  who  gave 
his  witness,   expressed  appreciation  to  the  conference  and  asked  for  continued  support. 

Dr.  Wayne  Evans  introduced  Jim  Waddle,  as  an  ambasaador  to  Russia.  Mr.  Waddle  reported 
on  the  status  of  the  church  in  Ekaterinburg.  He  informed  the  conference  the  cost  estimate  in 
1995  was  approximately  $450,000.  What  they  had  not  anticipated  was  the  two  years  it  would 
take  to  train  the  architects  American  ways  relating  to  budgets  and  schedules.   In  early  March 
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the  bricks  were  laid  and  the  exterior  walls  will  be  completed  in  February  of  next  year.  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  is  the  estimate  of  funds  needed  to  finish  and  furnish  the  interior. 
He  urged  everyone  to  read  the  brochure  and  to  continue  their  support. 

Rev.  John  Deschner  shared  with  the  group  the  history  of  the  Louisiana  Conference's 
involvment  in  beginning  the  Ekaterinburg  Church.  He  showed  slides  from  the  early  stages  of 
the  church  to  the  present.  He  asked  individuals  and  local  churches  to  send  money  to  help 
complete  the  cost  of  construction.   The  report  was  accepted. 

Announcements  were  made  and  Bishop  Solomon  adjourned  the  day's  session. 


Tuesday,  June  3,  1997 
Evening  Worship 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  in  the  Gold  Dome  for  the  Service  of  Worship 
honoring  the  retiring  clergy.  A  pre-service  music  and  drama  program  was  presented  by  Hearts 
Aflame  of  the  Broadmoor  UMC,  Baton  Rouge.  The  Conference  Clergy  Choir  led  by  Mrs.  Joy 
Solomon  sang  "The  First  Song  of  Isaiah".  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  introduced  Dr.  Lovett 
Weems  who  gave  his  message  entitled  "There  is  Still  A  Vision". 


Wednesday,  June  4,  1997 
Morning  Session 

Following  the  morning  Bible  Study  led  by  Dr.  Lovett  Weems,  Mr.  Bob  Lecky,  Chair  reported 
for  the  Committee  on  the  Journal.  He  stated  the  Journal  entries  for  Monday  afternoon, 
evening  and  Tuesday  morning,  afternoon  and  evening  have  been  reviewed  and  found  to  be 
accurate  and  complete  subject  to  final  review.  The  report  was  approved. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway  then  made  announcements. 

Mr.  Chuck  Strickland  made  an  announcement  regarding  Petitions.  They  were  passed  out  to 
comply  with  the  24  hour  rule. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  read  the  scripture  from  Acts  1:8. 

Ms.  Diane  Wilkinson  led  in  the  Witness  of  the  Spirit 

Dr.  Chris  Andrews,  Chair  of  the  Episcopal  Committee,  presented  Mrs.  Joy  Solomon  with  a 
Waterford  Cross  necklace.  Mrs.  Solomon  responded  by  saying  clergy  and  laity  know  what  it's 
like  to  move  around  leaving  part  of  yourself  behind,  yet  anticipating  the  future.  Bishop 
Solomon  thanked  Dr.  Andrews  and  the  Episcopacy  Committee  for  its  support. 

Rev.  Linda  Fox  presented  the  FaithHome  report.  In  1986,  United  Methodist  churches 
combined  with  other  Protestant  denominations  for  a  study  to  determine  why  United  Methodist 
membership  was  declining.  They  looked  at  what  factors  are  needed  for  change.  Findings  were 
made  that  mature  persons  listed  positive  Chistian  deveopment  as  the  most  important  factor  in 
their  faith.  She  said  it  is  the  responsibility  of  all  of  us  to  provide  significant  experience  of 
Christian  structure  in  the  family.  The  statistics  given  in  a  1986  study  found  that  among  persons 
inerviewed,  only  7%  get  instructional  faith  in  the  home  setting.  Could  it  mean  that  persons  in 
the  home  are  not  talking  about  God?    As  a  result  of  these  findings,  a  resource  tool  called 
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FaithHome  was  designed  by  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Solomon.  It  is  a  nine  week  course  of  study 
designed  around  the  Apostle  Creed  with  menu  cards  used  twice  a  week  in  a  family  setting  and 
association  with  a  weekly  church  support  group.  This  includes  a  family  guide,  a  pastor's  guide, 
a  video  and  a  music  cassette.  She  felt  spirit-led  clergy  and  lay  leaders  with  this  tool  will  create 
a  FaithHome  group  within  their  local  churchs.  Our  Episcopal  family  united  to  use  their  talents 
as  teachers.  A  video  was  shown  explaining  this  program  in  more  detail.  Rev.  Fox  announced 
that  FaithHome  would  be  available  through  Cokesbury  in  September. 

Mr.  Fred  Loy  presented  the  Board  of  Laity  report.  He  began  by  saying  that  one  of  the 
purposes  of  the  board  is  to  foster  an  awareness  of  the  role  of  laity  in  achieving  the  mission  of 
the  church.  He  said  that  today  the  laity  do  not  just  want  to  talk  about  what  it  means  to  be  the 
church,  they  want  to  be  the  church.  An  Agape  meal,  also  referred  to  as  the  Love  Feast,  was 
offered  to  the  conference.  The  history  of  the  meal  goes  back  to  1727  when  the  Moravians  in 
Germany  introduced  a  service  of  sharing  food,  prayer,  religious  conversation  and  hymns.  John 
Wesley  experienced  it  in  Savannah,  Georgia  ten  years  later.  According  to  the  Hebrew  heritage, 
the  meal  would  frequently  begin  with  lighting  a  candle  and  then  a  prayer  of  blessing.  Bread 
and  fruit  were  provided  to  the  assembly.  Candles  were  lit  and  Mrs.  Brunetta  Shamlin,  Diaconal 
Minister,  led  in  song.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Dove  offered  a  word  of  prayer.  Various  scriptures  were 
read  from  the  floor  of  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Stacie  Anita  Weber  led  in  appropriate  songs.  Mr. 
Loy  began  the  Breaking  of  the  Bread.  He  announced  that  the  bread  was  baked  by  United 
Methodist  Men  and  United  Methodist  Women  across  the  conference  for  this  occassion.  The 
assembly  gathered  in  many  small  groups  and  shared  their  own  personal  spiritual  experiences. 

Mr.  Loy  introduced  Mr.  Cecil  Bland  to  give  the  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club  report.  He 
announced  that  the  Club  collected  funds  for  the  Church  of  the  Servant  in  Mandeville  and  will 
continue  to  solicit  funds  through  August.  In  September,  the  Club  will  begin  soliciting  money 
to  assist  Immanuel  Church  in  Lafayette.  Mr.  Bland  announced  that  the  1000  Club  is  changing 
its  fifteen  year  goal  of  $75,000  by  doubling  it  to  $150,000.  He  is  confident  it  can  be  done 
because  the  1000  Club  adopted  a  plan  two  years  ago  to  help  raise  additional  funds.  He 
expressed  appreciation  to  everyone  who  has  had  a  part  in  making  the  1000  Club  a  vital  force 
in  establishing  new  United  Methodist  churches. 

Mrs.  Jane  Blackwell  offered  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  report.  She  introduced 
Mrs.  Babs  Mollere,  who  has  been  named  the  new  "Scholarship"  Chairperson.  Mrs.  Blackwell 
then  presented  the  scholarship  awards  in  the  amount  of  $1,000  each  to:  David  Patrick 
McCormack,  freshman  at  Centenary;  Shawn  Jackson,  a  junior  at  Centenary;  Jonathan  King,  a 
junior  at  Centenary;  Robert  Calhoun,  a  freshman  at  Centenary;  Jennifer  Gibson,  a  freshman 
at  Centenary;  Farai  Kazirange,  a  senior  at  Dillard;  Latoya  Domingue,  a  senior  at  Dillard;  and 
Sholanda  Gilyard,  a  senior  at  Dillard.  She  said  that  the  scholarships  were  made  possible 
because  of  the  District  Laity  banquets. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump  spoke  on  the  Lay  Speaking  program.  She  announced  that  a  new  curriculum 
has  been  established  and  the  first  Spanish  Speaking  Ministry  training  course  has  been 
established  in  New  Orleans.  She  announced  various  lay  speaking  retreats.  She  announced  that 
Laity  Sunday  is  the  3rd  Sunday  in  October.  She  commented  that  if  laity  become  involved,  laity 
will  become  leaders,  if  not,  they  just  become  listeners.  All  the  conference  lay  speakers  present 
were  recognized. 

Mr.  Jay  Hinckley,  President,  presented  the  report  for  the  United  Methodist  Men.  He 
recognized  Mr.  Greg  Henry,  member  of  the  Squyres  United  Methodist  Church,  who  was  unable 
to  be  present  at  the  session,  as  this  year's  recipient  of  the  Charles  Goodgame  award  for  his 
outstanding  and  dedicated  service  to  United  Methodist  Men. 
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Mrs.  Pat  Cobb,  President,  offered  the  report  of  the  United  Methodist  Women.  She  presented 
a  special  mission  recognition  pin,  which  signifies  a  monetary  gift  sent  to  missions,  to  Mrs.  Lottie 
Palazzo  of  New  Orleans.  Mrs.  Cobb  announced  that  this  is  the  25th  anniversary  of  United 
Methodist  Women.  To  commemorate  this,  the  pin  was  minted  in  sterling  silver.  Mrs.  Palazzo 
served  17  years  on  the  conference  executive  committee.  She  has  taught  in  schools  of  mission 
and  offers  herself  freely  in  Christian  service. 

Mr.  Loy  expressed  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  given  leadership  in  developing 
opportunities  for  Christian  mission  of  the  Laity.  He  introduced  Miss  Myisha  Thomas  of  St. 
Mark  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge,  to  give  the  Youth  report.  She  related  that 
being  a  youth  in  the  United  Methodist  Church  is  a  privilege.  She  feels  the  youth  are  able  to 
state  their  opinions  without  being  ignored.  She  enjoys  meeting  and  associating  with  the  youth 
who  will  be  the  future  leaders  of  the  church.  The  future  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  lies 
in  the  hands  of  the  youth.  If  the  church  will  raise  up  the  youth  and  lead  them  in  the  ways  of 
the  Lord,  they  will  follow,  she  concluded. 

The  assembly  approved  the  Board  of  Laity's  report. 

Dr.  Ken  Reed  presented  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  report  by  making  reference  to  Page 
83  of  the  PreConference  report.  He  introduced  Mr.  Ray  Caraway,  Associate  Director.  Mr. 
Caraway  began  by  saying  that  he  was  glad  to  see  so  much  enthusiasm  at  the  session  and  among 
the  local  churches.  He  suggested  that  if  there  is  so  much  excitement  about  mission,  evangelism 
and  children,  the  best  way  to  insure  continued  progress  in  these  areas  is  to  build  endowement 
funds.  He  stated  that  the  transfer  of  wealth  over  the  next  20  years  will  provide  a  unique 
opporutnity  for  our  church.  He  encouraged  the  building  of  endowment  funds.  He  stated  that 
the  Foundation  can  help  build  and  manage  these  funds.  The  $1,000  Vision  Award  is  to  be  used 
by  the  local  church's  Endowment  Fund  Committe  to  help  fund  seminars  and  promotional 
material  to  enhance  the  endowment  effort.  This  year  several  churches  worked  very  hard  to 
build  this  fund  but  none  worked  harder  than  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria, 
under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Gerald  Richardson.  Dr.  Richardson  stated  that  he  believes  an 
important  component  of  the  church  is  the  long-  term  endowment. 

Mr.  John  Porter,  President  of  the  Board  of  the  Foundation,  stated  that  this  is  the  most  exciting 
Annual  Conference  he  has  attended.  He  said  that  churches  need  to  plan  for  the  21st  century. 
He  announced  that  there  are  two  types  of  gifts:  institutional  and  unrestricted.  The  Good 
Shepherd  Endowment  has  been  funded  to  approximately  $100,000  from  only  small  annual  gifts. 
Rev.  Barry  Hughes,  pastor  of  Church  of  the  Servant  in  Mandeville,  was  awarded  a  check  to 
help  finance  a  new  sound  system.  Dr.  Reed  made  reference  to  a  hand-out  and  brochures  that 
were  available  to  the  conference.  Dr.  Reed  recognized  the  board  members  and  staff.  He 
announced  that  the  returns  on  the  accounts  have  been  very  good.  The  Foundation  is  now 
managing  over  340  accounts  investing  over  $42  million  dollars.  He  urged  all  who  are  interested 
in  investing  funds,  to  please  feel  free  to  call.  Dr.  Reed  stated  that  the  Foundation  assists  with 
grants,  loans  and  financial  campaigns.  They  also  assist  local  churches  and  institutions  to  find 
new  sources  of  income  that  will  help  make  their  ministry  more  effective  in  the  years  ahead. 
He  submitted  the  Foundation's  report  for  approval.   The  report  was  approved. 

Rev.  Larry  Stafford  gave  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  report.  He  started  by  saying  that 
in  1998  the  service  rate  will  increased  from  $355  to  $365  per  year.  He  informed  the  conference 
that  the  Board  considered  paying  off  our  unfunded  liability  with  the  General  Board  of  Pensions 
but  for  a  number  of  reasons  decided  to  stay  with  our  20  year  schedule  which  ends  December 
31,  2001. He  said  that  when  the  liability  is  paid  off,  the  pension  apportionment  will  not  go  away 
although  it  should  decline  after  a  brief  time. 
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Rev.  Stafford  announced  that  there  was  no  increase  in  insurance  premiums  for  1997  and  any 
questions  regarding  conference  health  insurance  should  be  directed  to  Rev.  Dickie  Hoffpauir. 
He  also  stated  that  the  Vacation  policy  found  in  the  Journal  is  not  a  recommendation  but  is 
the  policy  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  He  made  two  corrections  of  years  of  service  for  Dr. 
Frank  Poole  and  Rev.  Robert  Bengtson.  These  may  be  found  in  the  Board  of  Pensions  report. 

Rev.  Stafford  said  that  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  sponsor  a  time  apart  with  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Solomon  for  retired  clergy,  their  spouses  and  surviving  spouses. 

He  announced  that  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  will  now  accept,  under  certain 
conditions,  less  than  full  time  clergy.  More  information  may  be  obtained  from  Dr.  Stone  W. 
Caraway's  office. 

Rev.  Stafford  reviewed  the  Local  Church  MPP  Resolution.  He  stated  that  pension  payments 
are  apart  of  the  monthly  compensation  package  for  pastors,  and  that  it  is  vital  that  pension 
funds  be  remitted  monthly  just  as  a  pastor  receives  a  monthly  salary.  Documenation  is  to  be 
returned  to  district  superintendents  at  each  charge  conference  in  the  fall,  signed  by  local  church 
leaders  indicating  the  acceptance  of  full  responsibility  for  making  pension  payments  timely  and 
in  full. 

Mr.  Paul  White  stated  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  has  78  churches  with  delinquent  pension 
payments  for  1996  which  amount  to  over  $51,000.  He  reviewed  the  resolution  in  detail  saying 
that  these  delinquent  payments  are  unacceptable  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  He  informed 
the  assembly  that  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  make  loans  to  the  churches  in  the 
amount  of  each  respective  arrearage  to  help  alleviate  this  debt.  The  church  will  have  one  year 
to  repay  the  money.  He  ended  by  saying  that  if  a  local  church  cannot  pay  a  pastor's  pension 
liability  then  that  local  church  may  not  be  able  to  have  a  pastor  at  the  stated  compensation 
level. 

Rev.  Stafford  expressed  appreciation  to  Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  and  his  staff  for  all  the  work 
that  is  done  at  the  Conference  office.  He  urged  everyone  to  call  them  if  assistance  is  needed. 
The  conference  approved  the  report. 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway  introduced  the  retirees  to  address  the  conference.  He  stated  that  their 
years  of  service  totalled  over  379.  Those  retiring  were:  Robert  W.  Bengtson,  L.  Andy  Foreman, 
Howard  L.  Hudson,  Jr.,  Fred  B.  Moore,  Jr.,  Larry  D.  Robertson,  Byrd  L.  Terry,  B.  Ramon 
Warren,  Theodore  R.  Weber,  Carlos  A.  Welch  and  J.  Philip  Woodland.  The  conference 
accepted  the  retirees  with  a  standing  ovation  and  a  heart-felt  "Thank  You". 

Rev.  Forman  spoke  again  on  the  Quality  Discernment  Team  encouraging  all  to  read  the 
booklet  that  was  made  available  before  submitting  their  written  questions. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  read  the  text  from  Acts  1:8.  Miss  JoAnna  deLaune  gave  the  Witness 
to  the  Spirit. 

Announcments  were  made  by  Dr.  Caraway.  Bishop  Solomon  adjourned  the  morning  session 
for  lunch  break. 
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Wednesday,  June  4,  1997 
Afternoon  Session 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway,  Chair  of  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  Committee  on  Conference  Relations 
presented  the  clergy  persons  serving  in  Extension  Ministries.  Bishop  Solomon  expressed  his 
gratitude  for  them.   The  assembly  responded  with  a  standing  ovation. 

Rev.  Robert  Burgess,  Chair,  gave  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry.  He  said  that 
the  1996  General  Conference  gave  a  new  paradigm  for  ministry  and  the  Conference  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry  has  implemented  steps  taking  this  action  forward.  He  stated  that  for  the 
first  time,  local  pastors  are  now  members  of  the  conference  and  that  a  new  order  of  deacons 
in  full  connection  has  been  established. 

Rev.  Michael  Head,  Registrar  of  the  Division  of  Elders,  introduced  those  coming  into 
Probationary  Membership  under  the  1996  Discipline:  Joseph  D.  Awotwi,  Mark  J.  Goins,  Cindy 
Louise  McManus  Graber,  Michael  L.  Hammett,  Jon  M.  Lord,  Terry  Lynn  Malone,  Jr.,  Monica 
G.  Monk  and  Elizabeth  M.  Northen.  This  is  the  first  class  commissioned  under  the  1996 
General  Conference  ruling. 

Rev.  Sue  Kelly,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Deacons,  and  Rev.  Danny  Gleason  presented  the 
certificates  for  the  Professional  Certification  of  Diaconal  Ministers.  She  made  note  of 
corrections  found  on  page  87  of  the  PreConference  book:  Delete  Sonya  Lars  and  Mary  Ann 
Walker  as  Candidates  for  Diaconal  Ministry;  on  page  88,  add  Michele  Townsend  as  a  Renewal 
For  The  Office  Of  Diaconal  Ministry;  on  page  89  add  Carolyn  Dove  as  Renewal  Of 
Professional  Certification  97-98  under  Director  in  Youth  Ministry.  Rev.  Kelly  recognized  the 
new  diaconal  ministers:  Mary  Jo  Babcock,  Barbara  Murray,  Inez  Williams  and  Sharon  Zehner. 

Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  Chair  of  the  Divison  of  Local  Pastors  recognized  the  full  time  and  part 
time  local  pastors  and  explained  the  course  of  study  for  each.  He  then  recognized  each  of  the 
division  chairs  of  the  board. 

Rev.  Roger  Lathan  presented  the  nine  persons  elected  to  the  permanent  order  of  deacons  and 
into  full  connection.  This  is  the  first  class  under  the  new  Discipline:  Roger  Michael  Cloud, 
Barbara  M.  Einsel,  Linda  Fox,  Joaquin  Garcia- Jimenez,  John  Edd  Harper,  Margaret  Sue  Kelly, 
J.  Sidney  Montegudo,  Jr.,  Lusinda  Warren,  Regina  L.  Wren. 

Jimmy  Carr,  Associate  General  Secretary  for  the  Division  of  Ordained  Ministry,  Section  of 
Deacons  and  Diaconal  Ministers,  The  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  was  presented 
to  the  conference  by  Rev.  Burgess.  He  offered  greetings  and  expressed  appreciation  to  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Board  for  its  hard  work  and  for  effectively  making  the  transition  of  a 
reorganized  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry. 

Rev.  William  Peeples  recognized  the  members  of  the  Division  of  Elders.  He  then  presented 
the  the  elders  coming  into  full  connection  to  address  the  conference:  Chris  Blanchard,  Ellen 
Blue,  Charlotte  T.  Brent,  Norwood  Hingle  III,  Terry  A.  Love,  Robert  K.  Martin,  Virginia 
Millet,   Douglas  E.  Milliron  and  Ellen  B.  Montegudo. 

Rev.  Burgess  urged  the  conference  to  read  the  report  found  in  the  PreConference  book.  He 
also  urged  continued  support  to  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund.  The  assembly  accepted  the 
report. 

Dr.  Don  Cottrill,  President,  presented  the  report  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
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Administration.  He  stated  that  the  figures  found  in  the  budget  are  a  representation  of  the 
ministries  in  this  conference  and  throughout  the  world.  Dr.  Cottrill  gave  a  statistical  report  on 
the  Good  Samaritan  and  Children's  Homes  Offering  saying  that  there  has  been  a  58%  decrease 
of  giving  over  the  last  10  years.  He  urged  the  conference  to  consider  ways  to  help  raise  these 
offerings  even  though  they  are  not  apportioned.  Dr.  Cottrill  said  that  the  council  has  approved 
a  1-800  number  to  be  installed  at  the  Conference  office  in  September  for  a  6  month  trial 
period.  Also,  that  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  audit  report  by  the  local  churches,  there  will 
be  a  reminder  that  designated  funds  must  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  given. 
He  expressed  appreciation  to  Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  and  his  staff  for  the  excellent  work  done 
at  the  Conference  office,  expecially  during  a  time  of  staff  transition.  Discussion  was 
entertained.  Dr.  George  Calvin  asked  if  any  money  was  being  deposited  into  any  ethnic  banks. 
Dr.  Caraway  responded  by  answering  that  Liberty  Bank  of  New  Orleans  does  hold  some 
Conference  funds.   Further  discussion  was  entertained  and  the  report  was  accepted. 

Rev.  Bill  Rowell  made  a  motion  of  reconsideration  to  the  Native  American  plan  found  on  page 
117  and  118  of  the  PreConference  report  book:  Add  under  Process  of  Implementation  No.  1: 
"the  Bayou  Eagles,  a  Native  American  Dance  Group  sponsored  by  Dulac  Comunity  Center" 
thus  reading  'This  event  would  include  an  Indian  Children's  Dance  Troupe  from  Dulac,  the 
Bayou  Eagles,  a  Native  American  Dance  Group  sponsored  by  Dulac  Comunity  Center.  Add 
as  No.  4  to  read:  "4.  Recognize  and  encourage  Annual  Conference  participation  in  the 
numerous  outreach  ministries  of  the  Dulac  Community  Center  including  the  Bayou  Eagles 
Dance  Group,  computer  lab,  eductional  programs  and  the  Volunteer  in  Mission  opportunities 
at  the  Center."  Add  as  No.  5  to  read:  "Request  that  the  Louisiana  Conference,  recognize, 
encourage,  support  and  continue  to  develop  local  Native  American  leadership  in  the  local 
church,  the  Dulac  Community  Center  and  projects  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  Dulac, 
Louisiana."  The  motion  was  accepted. 

Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway,  Conference  Treasurer  and  Statistician,  presented  the  Treasurer's  and 
Statistician's  report. 

He  directed  attention  to  the  Statisticians  Report  found  on  pages  18  through  20.  This  report 
is  a  compilation  of  the  audited  reports  of  the  local  churches  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Found  on  Table  I  of  page  18  are  the  membership,  baptism,  church  school,  United  Methodist 
Men,  Women  and  Youth  statistics,  as  well  as,  those  of  property  and  other  assets  of  the  Annual 
Conference. 

Among  those  34  line  items,  nineteen  were  indicators  of  positive  results  with  fifteen  indicating 
differently. 

The  1996  membership  gain  from  the  previous  year  was  267.  This  is  the  first  gain  in  eight  years 
and  cause  for  some  celebration.  A  total  of  6,192  persons  were  received  into  our  churches  with 
2,234  coming  on  Confession  of  Faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  This  was  a  165  increase  over  the  previous 
year. 

He  continued,  I  have  asked  Ms.  Jerel  Giarrusso,  a  new  member  of  the  Jubilee  Congregation 
in  Baton  Rouge  to  tell  us  what  it  feels  like  for  her  to  be  a  United  Methodist  Christian. 
Following  Mrs.  Giarrusso's  testimony  Dr.  Caraway  said,  I  will  refer  you  back  briefly  to  what 
some  consider  dull  statistics.  To  me  they  take  on  a  vitality,  however,  when  we  consider  they 
all  represent  individual  lives  like  Ms.  Jerel  Giarrusso. 
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They  show  us  increases  in  number  of  persons  baptized,  in  number  of  persons  enrolled  in 
Confirmation  Classes  and  in  average  attendance  in  Short-term  classes  the  latter  of  which  is 
probably  indicating  greater  response  to  Disciple  Bible  and  other  small  groups  dedicated  to 
spiritual  growth.  This  gain  almost  makes  up  for  our  loss  in  the  regular  Church  School  Classes. 
Among  the  statistics,  that  have  perhaps  the  greatest  negative  impact  are  those  of  the  church 
school  membership  and  average  attendance  which  indicate  1,522  and  875  in  decreases 
respectively.  I'm  certain  that  we  all  want  to  see  these  people  statistics  reflect  the  vision  of  our 
conference  to  make  more  and  more  disciples  and  to  develop  the  spiritual  leadership  God  needs 
today. 

We  continue  to  have  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the  Church,  land,  buildings  and  equipment, 
as  well  as  in  our  church-owned  parsonages  and  furniture.  The  small  increases  in  parsonages 
and  furniture,  however,  may  indicate  the  reduction  of  the  furniture  owned  by  churches  resulting 
from  the  new  conference  housing  policies. 

Table  n,  found  on  pages  19  and  20,  is  given  in  greater  detail  with  the  Treasurer's  Report  found 
on  pages  7  through  17,  if  they  had  been  numbered.  The  report  starts  with  the  opening  letter 
from  Mr.  William  E.  DeLoach,  our  Certified  Public  Accountant  Auditor  with  the  exception  of 
the  last  three  categories,  found  on  page  20  and  accounts  for  conference  funds  except  for  the 
first  of  these  three,  the  one  regarding  clergy  support  indicates  that  the  base  compensation  for 
pastors  and  associate  pastors  of  the  Annual  Conference  rose  1.09%  over  the  previous  year  with 
the  total  compensation  including  the  base  as  well  as  expenses,  rising  2.70%. 

The  nine  line  items  on  the  Financial  Table  that  make  up  the  apportionment  formula,  lines  64 
through  72,  indicate  a  4.98%  increase  for  1996.  This  could  be  interpreted  to  mean  a  healthy 
condition  within  the  churches  as  they  seek  to  fulfill  their  own  ministry  within  the  congregation. 

United  Methodist  Women  are  to  be  congratulated  in  continuing  to  have  an  annual  increase 
which  this  past  year  was  1.3%  above  the  previous  year. 

The  total  monies  dispersed  as  indicated  on  line  76  of  Table  II  and  on  line  30  of  page  20  in  the 
report  book  were  $1,352,859  more  than  the  previous  year  for  a  2.40%  increase. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  as  presented  in  the  Preconference  Report  is  divided  into  twenty-seven 
major  headings.  Beginning  the  ledger  are  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences, 
symbolic  of  our  together  taking  the  message  and  ministry  of  Jesus  Christ  beyond  the  local 
church. 

Of  the  $922,677  world  service  apportionment  we  paid  $804,800  or  90.32%.  This  was  a  2.73% 
increase.  Conference  Benevolence  expenses  are  paid  with  funds  received  from  the  previous 
year  allowing  all  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Agencies  to  know  exactly  what  is  available. 
All  such  agencies  requests  were  met  and  there  was  a  remaining  balance  of  $464,436  for  1997. 
Of  the  eight  general  church  apportionments  all  but  two  of  them  had  an  increase  in  the 
percentage  paid  with  an  overall  increase  of  $33,300  which  translated  into  a  +2.29%.  You  can 
note  the  amounts  paid  to  our  various  institutions.  Centenary  College's  increase  was  $10,000, 
the  Wesley  Foundation's,  $16,729  and  Dillard  University  was  $5,000.  The  Louisiana 
Interchurch  Conference  increase  amounted  to  $975  and  Lydia  Patterson  an  additional  $2,000. 
The  Jurisdictional  Administration  Fund  was  paid  in  full  as  was  the  Gulfside  request.  Our 
general  church  offerings  decreased  by  $2,039.  The  general  advance  decreased  by  $68,462.  We 
did  not  have  the  impact  of  disasters  upon  us  in  as  forceful  a  way  in  1996  as  in  the  two  previous 
years  when  we  experienced  things  such  as  the  Oklahoma  City  bombing  and  the  building  fund 
for  the  new  Ekatrinburg  Church  in  Russia. 
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He  said,  he  would  bring  this  report  to  a  close  by  saying  that  as  we  have  all  read,  and  I  am  sure 
have  heard  from  other  conference  arenas,  the  Louisiana  Conference  reached  just  over  the  90% 
mark  for  the  payment  of  all  of  our  apportionments  in  1996.  This  is  the  first  time  this 
benchmark  has  been  reached  since  1988.  I  believe  this  too  is  something  to  celebrate  along  with 
our  increase  in  church  membership.  As  United  Methodists  in  Louisiana  we  gave  a  total  of 
$5,665,849  this  past  year  to  the  apportionments  of  our  church.  This  was  $177,599  more  than 
the  previous  year  which  was  a  3.24%  increase.  In  giving  to  all  the  connectional  funds, 
Louisiana  United  Methodist's  contributed  $7,658,845,  $169,513  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Louisiana  United  Methodists  are  thinking  of  others  and  are  moving  out  from  beyond  their  walls 
in  mission  and  ministry  to  the  world. 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  appreciation  to  the  conference  for  cracking  the  90%  apportionment 
barrier  and  asked  to  hold  the  3.5%  higher  level  reached  at  the  end  of  May.  He  said  that 
United  Methodist  churches  are  not  penniless  and  the  churches  that  are  tithing  are  the  churches 
that  are  meeting  their  goals.  He  said  that  81.5%  of  the  money  raised  through  the  local 
churches  is  spent  on  local  churches.  He  said,  "Show  me  a  church  that  is  tithing  and  I  will  show 
you  a  church  that  is  meeting  their  apportionments,  and  show  me  a  person  who  is  tithing  and 
Iwill  show  you  a  person  with  money  to  do  God's  work.  United  Methodists  will  do  what  they 
have  a  passion  to  do  and  that  passion  comes  from  God.  He  stated  that  God  is  desparate  for 
his  people  to  get  generous. 

Mr.  Berlin  Perkins,  Chair,  presented  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  report.  He 
referred  the  conference  to  the  PreConference  report  found  on  page  90.  There  was  no 
discussion  and  the  group  approved  the  report. 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway,  Chair,  presented  the  Committee  on  Rules  report.  He  made  reference  to 
the  PreConference  report  and  reviewed  the  two  rule  changes.  There  was  no  discussion.  The 
conference  approved  both  rule  changes  separately. 

Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway,  Conference  Secretary,  gave  the  Committee  on  Nominations  report.  He 
referred  the  assembly  to  the  PreConference  report  found  on  pages  119  and  120  and  made  the 
following  changes:  1.)  Remove  Barry  Hoekstra  from  and  add  Donald  R.  Morgan  to  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry.  2.)  Add  Michael  D.  McLaurin,  Dale  E.  Branch 
and  Darlene  Moore-James  to  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry.  3.)  Remove  Michael  D. 
McLaurin  from  and  add  Robert  L.  Deich  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship.  4.)  Remove  Terrilynn 
Russ  and  Darlene  Moore- James  from  and  add  Alice  Profit  and  Judy  Bazer  to  the  Commission 
on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  5.)  Remove  Linda  Fox  from  and  add  James  Jay  Caraway 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  read  text  from  Acts  1:8.  Mr.  Gene  Rives  offered  the  Witness  of  the 
Spirit. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway  made  appropriate  announcements  and  Dr.  Robert  Harrington  led  the 
closing  prayer.   The  afternoon  session  was  adjourned. 


Wednesday,  June  4,  1997 
Evening  Worship 

The   Louisiana   Annual    Conference  convened   in   the   Gold   Dome   for   The   Service   of 
Consecration  of  Diaconal  Ministers  and  Ordination  of  Deacons  and  Elders.  Pre-service  music 
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was  presented  by  Asbuiy  UMC  Music  Ministry  of  Lafayette,  LA.  The  sermon,  "When  The 
Spirit  is  Present"  was  delivered  by  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon.  This  was  followed  by  the  laying 
on  of  hands  and  prayer  for  the  new  Diaconals,  Deacons  and  Elders. 


Thursday,  June  5,  1997 
Morning  Session 

Ms.  Marcia  McFee  began  the  morning  session  with  group  singing. 

Mr.  Bob  Lecky,  Chair,  presented  the  Committee  on  the  Journal's  report.  The  minutes  were 
found  to  be  complete  and  accurate.  The  report  was  approved. 

Bishop  Solomon  welcomed  some  of  the  guests  that  attended  the  Ecumenical  breakfast;  Bishop 
William  B.  Friend,  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  the  Shreveport  Diocese,  who  offered 
words  of  encouragement  and  greetings.  Rev.  Jerry  Peston  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
greeted  the  assembly  and  Rev.  Dana  Crutz,  LIC  Director  and  guest  speaker  at  the  breakfast 
expressed  appreciation  for  the  Conference's  support. 

Bishop  Solomon  introduced  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  who  began  with  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  stated  the  importance  of  all  churches  and  District  Superintendents  to  re-examine 
the  liability  insurance  policies,  mortgages  and  trust  clauses.  He  called  attention  to  a  proposed 
resolution  which  states  in  part  that  the  President  and  Vice  President  are  authorized  to  give 
approval  to  longer  term  financing  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000.  He  continued  by  saying  that  we 
need  to  have  the  smallest  amount  of  permanent  financing  possible.  He  encouraged  all  to  go 
back  and  inquire  about  the  pledged  giving  at  their  churches.  Board  of  Trustees  Report  #2 
regarding  the  Abandonment  of  Converse  United  Methodist  Church  requested  by  the 
Shreveport  District.  He  stated  that  authorization  from  the  Annual  Conference  to  abandon 
would  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  disposition  of  this  matter  upon  approval  of  this 
report.  Each  action  was  taken  separately  for  discussion.  Resolution  of  authorization  of  long 
term  financing  was  first.  No  discussion  was  entertained.  The  Resolution  was  approved. 
Abandonment  of  Converse  United  Methodist  Church  was  also  approved.  Report  was  approved 
in  its  entirety. 

Dr.  Tom  Matheny  continued  with  the  Conference  Center  Board  Report.  A  duplication  of  the 
Resolution  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  Report  #1  was  given.  He  further  stated  that  any  who 
have  not  seen  or  used  the  Conference  Center  to  come  and  do  so,  It  is  ours!  He  said  the  Board 
pledges  to  do  everything  possible  to  reduce  the  amount  of  principle  incurred  in  the  loan,  but 
it  is  up  to  the  churches  as  to  how  much  indebtedness  is  finally  incurred.  The  Conference 
Center,  he  went  on  to  say,  is  the  realization  of  a  long  dream  of  many.  The  consecration  service 
Sunday  was  a  meaningful  one.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Mr.  Harry  Gardner,  Director  of 
the  Conference  Center,  for  doing  a  wonderful  job.  Also,  Dr.  Harvey  Williamson,  the  Project 
Coordinator's  good  work  was  recognized  with  appreciation.  Rev.  McKinley  Franklin  was 
recognized.  He  raised  the  subject  of  inclusiveness.  Once  the  Conference  Center  was  completed 
there  was  to  be  a  report  made  to  this  conference  on  ethnic  makeup.  Dr.  Matheny  responded 
that  we  have  always  been  an  equal  opportunity  employer.  Our  obligation  was  two  fold  he 
continued,  one  to  Woodworth  that  we  employ  a  certain  number  of  people  from  there  and 
secondly  to  meet  the  Governments  requirements  as  an  equal  opportunity  employer.  We 
exceeded  our  obligations  on  both  requirements.  A  list  of  employees,  race,  where  they  live,  etc. 
is  available  from  Harry  Gardner  proving  we  have  met  obligations  to  the  government  in  terms 
of  ethnic  origin.    Dr.  Matheny  offered  to  provide  anyone  a  copy  after  Annual  Conference. 
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Laticia  Smith  of  Vidalia  was  recognized.  She  raised  the  question  of  inclusion  as  it  relates  to 
women  and,  specifically  as  it  involves  participation  on  the  Conference  Center  Board.  Dr. 
Matheny  responded  by  saying  an  amendment  to  the  Charter  expanding  the  membership  of 
trustees  is  found  in  the  1996  Journal  which  also  gives  a  list  of  all  members  of  the  Board.  The 
report  was  accepted  in  its  entirety  by  the  Conference. 

Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  presented  the  1996  General  Conference  Constitutional  Amendments. 
The  report  was  for  action.  Bishop  Solomon  said,  they  have  been  printed  in  the  preconference 
journal  with  a  rational  as  to  why  they  were  being  proposed.  Tellers  were  asked  to  take  their 
places  with  their  assignments.  All  duly  gathered  delegates  were  seated  with  tellers  standing. 
All  were  counted.  Total  number  counted  was  632.  Each  amendment  was  then  taken 
individually.  These  are  printed  on  pages  34,  35,  36  and  37  of  the  Preconference  Journal. 
Amendment  No.  1  -  No  questions  or  comments.  Opposition  was  requested  and  none  was 
given.  Amendment  No.  2  -  No  questions  or  comments,  opposition  was  requested  and  none 
given.  Amendment  No.  3  -  No  comments  or  questions,  opposition  was  requested  and  two  votes 
were  given.  Amendment  No.  4  -  No  questions  or  comments,  opposition  was  requested  and 
none  was  given.  Amendment  No.  5  -  No  comments  or  questions,  opposition  was  requested  and 
none  was  given.  Amendment  No.  6  -  No  comments  or  questions,  opposition  was  requested, 
none  was  given.  Amendment  No.  7  -  No  comments  or  questions,  opposition  was  requested  and 
two  were  counted. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  read  Acts.  8:1. 

Words  of  Witness  were  brought  by  Derek  Joyce. 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  thanks  and  praise  for  the  youth  delegates  involved  with  the 
Conference.   The  assembly  joined  him  in  a  standing  ovation. 

Mr.  Chuck  Strickland,  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Petitions  presented  the  four  petitions  to  be 
acted  upon.  Petition  No.  1-4  were  distributed  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  Anyone  needing  these 
was  asked  to  raise  their  hand  and  receive  one.  Petition  No.  1,  referred  to  Board  of  Church  and 
Society  did  not  receive  concurence.  Petition  No.  2  referred  to  Board  of  Church  and  Society, 
concurred.  Petition  No.  3  was  referred  to  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  did  not 
receive  concurence.   Petition  No.  4   referred  to  the  Native  American  Committee  concurred. 

Point  of  Order  was  raised  by  Rev.  James  Wilson  who  said,  the  Conference  is  not  at  liberty  to 
approve  or  reject  the  discipline  of  the  church  which  is  what  this  petition  seeks  to  do.  He 
suggested  it  was  out  of  order.  Bishop  Solomon  said  it  was  his  ruling  that  our  vote  would  not 
effect  the  discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  petition  in  reality  calls  for  an  Amen 
to  the  discipline.  The  petition  is  properly  before  us.  Reverend  Lorris  Wimberly  spoke  against 
the  petition.  He  said,  it  takes  one  part  of  our  statement  on  human  sexuality  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  and  lifts  it  up  by  itself.  Rev.  Wimberly  said  in  essence  that  the  entire 
statement  in  The  Book  of  Discipline  is  well  worded  and  covers  this  subject  as  well  as  many 
others;  and  that  he  hoped  the  United  Methodist  Church  would  not  be  headlined  in  the  paper 
tomorrow  as  bashing  homosexuals.  Rev.  Wimberly  then  offered  the  following  amendment. 
"We  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  church  support  and  affirm  the  official 
position  of  the  United  Methodist  church  on  human  sexuality  as  is  recorded  in  the  1996  The 
Book  of  Discipline."  The  amendment  was  approved.  It  became  the  main  motion  and  was 
approved.  Petition  No.  2  was  presented.  The  committee  recommended  concurrence.  A  vote 
was  called  and  it  was  approved.  Petition  No.  3  with  recommendation  of  non-concurrence. 
Floor  recognized  Dr.  Robert  Sherer  who  said  the  statement  on  the  cover  page  of  the  Journal 
would  condense  so  many  groups,  that  are  so  complex,  that  the  statement  would  not  treat  any 
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with  the  integrity  they  deserve,  thus  does  not  concur.  Vote  to  uphold  the  committee's 
recommendation  was  taken  and  it  was  upheld.  Petition  No.  4.  Committee  recommended 
concurrence.  Vote  was  taken  to  concur  with  the  Committee.  The  Petitions  are  addendums  to 
the  "Daily  Proceedings".  Appreciation  was  given  for  the  committees  work.  Rev.  Terry  Willis, 
Acadiana  District  Superintendent,  urged  membership  to  write  their  legislators  to  encourage 
them  to  assist  us  in  this  effort. 

Rev.  Brady  Forman,  presented  the  CCOM  Quality  Discernment  Team  Proposal.  The  proposal 
was  defined  in  the  following  manner: 

The  Conference  and  District  Council  on  Ministries  be  discontinued  as  of  December  31,  1997 
and  be  replaced  with  a  new  structure,  there  will  be  one  District  Ministry  Team  per  district  that 
will  work  with  local  congregations,  as  desired,  one  church  at  a  tine  to  assist  them  in  the 
development  of  their  ministry.  A  resource  bank  will  be  established  to  make  available  material 
and  human  resources  as  needed  by  local  churches.  There  will  be  a  Conference  Ministry  Team 
to  provide  services  that  cannot  be  provided  by  local  churches  or  districts,  to  facilitate 
communication,  and  to  keep  the  vision  and  mission  of  the  conference  before  the  conference. 

The  District  Ministry  Team  will  be  composed  of  the  following:  District  Superintendent,  a 
District  Missioner,  Education  Leader,  Renewal  Ministries  Leader,  Spiritual  Development 
Leader,  Evangelism  and  Mission  Leader,  District  Lay  Leader,  Communication  Advisor,  a  youth 
and  one  representative  each  from  the  District  Board  of  Trustees,  District  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  and  Values  Team. 

The  Conference  Ministry  Team  will  be  composed  of  the  following:  the  Bishop,  District 
Superintendents,  District  Lay  Leaders,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  Chairperson  of  Conference 
Quality  Discernment  Team,  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  Area 
Director  of  Gospel  Communications,  Special  Ministries  Coordinator;  Youth  Coordinator,  a 
youth  and  one  representative  each  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministries,  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  and  the  United  Methodist  Foundation. 

The  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  will  continue  unchanged.  The  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race,  and  the  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  and  the  Committee 
on  Disability  Concerns  will  be  merged  into  a  Values  Team  until  the  Year  2000.  When  the  new 
quadrennium  begins  the  Values  Team  will  consist  of  three  persons  from  each  district. 

The  proposed  structure  will  be  in  process  of  being  finalized  during  a  transition  period  beginning 
at  Annual  Conference  of  1997  and  ending  at  Annual  Conference  of  2000. 

All  conference  rules  not  in  harmony  with  the  proposed  structure  will  be  suspended  for  one 
year.  At  the  1998  Annual  Conference  the  District  Missioner  Funding  committee  will  make  a 
recommendation  concerning  District  Missioners  for  each  district. 

The  invitation  to  raise  questions  and  answers  were  placed  at  the  tables.  Recognition  was  give 
the  team  members.  Rev.  Forman  continued,  in  October  of  1996  we  were  asked  to  take  this 
responsibility.  They  began  their  study  by  attending  board  meetings,  reading  reports  from  the 
Journal  and  visiting  every  District  Superintendent  and  many  churches.  Boards  and  agencies 
were  asked  for  input.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  get  the  word  out  to  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  We  are  asking  for  a  chance  to  make  a  beginning,  a  first  step  in  the 
process.  A  turn-key  job  was  not  possible.  The  frame  of  the  structure  is  what  we  have  come 
up  with  so  we  can  build  on  it.  We  will  remain  in  place  to  keep  working  toward  perfection 
throughout  the  quadriennium.     We  feel  this  will  give  us  hope  and  freedom  across  the 
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conference.  In  addition  there  will  be  implementation  proposals  if  they  are  needed.  I  now 
move  for  its  adoption.  Rev.  Russell  Jones  made  a  motion  to  table  the  motion.  The  motion 
did  not  prevail. 

Proposal  was  amended  by  Chair  of  Committee  that  a  youth  be  included  on  each  of  the  District 
Ministry  Teams  and  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

Dr.  Bobby  Potter  recommended  that  the  two  proposals  be  considered  separately. 

The  Bishop  clarified  that  the  conference  would  now  have  before  it  the  first  motion  which  was 
entitled:  "The  Quality  Discernment  Team  for  the  CCOM"  and  was  stated  as  follows: 

It  is  moved  that  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  and  the  District  Ministry  Teams  will 
be  established  as  presented  in  the  "Design  for  a  New  Day"  proposal  from  the  Quality 
Discernment  Team  of  the  CCOM;  and 

That  the  appropriate  committees  on  nominations  will  nominate  the  presonnel  for  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team  and  the  nine  District  Ministry  Teams;  and 

That  the  time  to  dissolve  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministry  and  the  nine  District 
Councils  on  Ministries  will  be  from  the  close  of  the  1997  Louisiana  Annual  conference  to 
December  31,  1997;  and 

That  during  this  period  of  time  the  Conference  Transition  Team  will  be  established; 
and 

That  the  time  of  transition  will  be  from  the  close  of  the  1997  Annual  Conference  to 
the  beginning  of  the  2000  Annual  Conference;  and 

That  during  the  transition  period  the  Conference  Transition  Team  will  be  established; 
and 

That  the  time  of  transition  will  be  from  the  close  of  the  1997  Annual  Conference  to 
the  beginning  of  the  2000  Annual  Conference;  and 

That  during  the  transition  period  the  Conference  Transition  Team,  with  input  from 
the  Quality  Discernment  Team  of  the  CCOM,  will  oversee  the  transition  period  making 
necessary  adjustments  and  evaluations;  and 

That  the  Conference  Transition  Team  will  make  annual  reports  to  the  1998  and  1999 
Annual  Conferences  and  a  final  report  to  the  2000  Annual  Conference  with  final 
recommendations  for  changes  and  amendments." 

A  motion  to  amend  page  19  was  made  by  Rev.  Jeff  Conner.  The  motion  was  to  move 
Commission  on  Status  and  Roll  of  Women  and  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  over  to  the 
proposed  structure  with  the  31  proposed  groups  and  to  delete  the  Values  Team  making  the 
total  then  32.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Rev.  Conner  spoke  to  motion  regarding  the  vision 
of  all  being  welcomed  in  all  of  our  churches  and  that  these  two  Commissions  will  help  maintain 
clarity  and  concerns  regarding  such  issues. 

Dr.  Bobby  Potter  spoke  in  support  of  the  Values  Team  saying  that  the  Values  Team  will  work 
in  the  initial  stages  of  the  structuring  process  to  see  that  it  is  representative  rather  than  a  group 
coming  later  to  say  whether  or  not  it  has  been  done  properly. 

Rev.  McKinley  Franklin  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  He  pointed  out  that  the  proposal 
takes  the  duties  of  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  disburses  them  out  to  value  groups. 
He  stated  that  the  Book  of  Discipline  says  that  the  duties  are  to  be  carried  out  and  not 
disbursed. 

Rev.  John  Guyre  said  that  much  prayer  and  struggle  has  gone  into  the  proposal  as  documented 
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and  that  we  should  resist  any  proposal  that  would  weaken  it. 

The  previous  question  on  the  amendment  was  moved. 

Rev.  James  Graham  called  attention  to  page  117  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  Who  will  be 
responsible  for  monitoring  the  Inclusive  Plan  if  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  is  not  in 
existence?  The  Committees'  response  was  that  anything  to  be  monitored  by  the  Commission 
on  Religion  and  Race  would  be  monitored  by  the  proposed  Conference  Values  Team. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  for  the  vote  on  the  motion  to  close  debate.  It  was  clearly  supported  by 
two-thirds. 

Bishop  Solomon  then  gave  an  opportunity  for  the  Committee  to  respond  to  the  proposed 
amendment  before  the  final  vote.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Conference  Values  Team  is  made 
up  of  persons  that  are  on  the  present  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  on  the  Status  and 
Role  of  Women.  It  was  further  pointed  out  that  the  Conference  Values  Team  will  remain  in 
place  until  the  year  2000,  which  is  the  time  allocated  for  the  transition  to  take  place.  The  vote 
was  taken  and  the  amendment  did  not  prevail.  The  Bishop  stated  we  were  back  on  the  main 
motion. 

Lane  Winn,  a  youth  from  the  New  Orleans  District  made  the  motion  that  a  youth 
representative  be  on  the  Conference  Discernment  Team,  the  CCOM  Quality  Discernment 
Team.   The  committee  accepted  the  recommendation,  making  it  a  part  of  the  main  proposal. 

Dr.  Jack  O'dell  had  a  question  for  clarification.  The  question  was,  if  related  rules  were  to  be 
suspended  why  has  it  not  been  done.  The  Chair  of  the  Committee  said  that  the  action  would 
not  occur  until  the  basic  proposal  is  to  be  voted  on.  Nicole  Sullivan,  young  adult  from  the 
Ruston  District,  made  the  following  motion,  that  a  Young  Adult  representative  be  added  to  the 
CCOM  Quality  Discernment  Team.  The  motion  was  seconded,  the  vote  was  called  for  and 
the  amendment  was  supported. 

Dr.  George  Calvin  raised  a  question  on  procedure.  He  called  the  body's  attention  to  page  21 
where  the  budget  to  support  the  new  proposal  was  found.  He  asked  if  the  new  proposal  has 
been  before  the  Counsel  on  Finance  and  Administration?  Dr.  Don  Cottrill  was  called  upon 
to  answer  the  question.  His  answer  was  no,  that  item  in  detail  had  not  come  before  CFA 
because  there  was  nothing  definite  at  that  time.  However,  the  Counsel  on  Finance  and 
Administration  is  prepared  with  enabling  legislation  if  in  fact  the  matter  is  approved.  Dr. 
Calvin  asked  how  can  the  Conference  assembly  know  that  what  is  being  presented  is  going  to 
be  in  keeping  with  the  budget  that  CFA  has  already  approved  for  1998?  Dr.  Cottrill,  at  the 
request  of  Bishop  Solomon,  gave  answer  to  the  concern  that  he  wanted  everyone  to  be  assured 
that  CFA  is  concerned  about  the  financial  aspects  of  the  new  proposal  and  that  it  will  have  to 
be  understood  that  what  has  been  approved  for  1997  and  1998  will  be  limited  to  what  the 
Conference  has  approved.  But  that  the  enabling  legislation  would  allow  the  possibility  for  some 
of  the  line  item  figures  to  be  moved  from  place  to  place  to  accomplish  what  needs  to  be 
accomplished  if  in  fact  the  change  does  occur,  but  the  bottom  line  would  not  and  could  not 
change  according  to  CFA  and  the  action  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Dr.  Calvin  moved  that  this 
matter  be  tabled  until  the  issue  could  be  clarified  as  to  what  the  financial  implications  of  the 
proposal  will  be. 

Bishop  Solomon  then  intervened  with  a  word  of  clarification  that  the  proposal  will  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  as  it  changes  the  structure  of  our  rules  and  life  together.  The  Bishop  then 
asked  Dr.  Cottrill  to  read  the  enabling  motion  that  is  not  before  the  Conference  at  this  time 
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but  to  aid  the  Conference  in  understanding  what  would  be  before  us  should  this  proposal  pass. 
Dr.  Cottrill  then  offered  the  enabling  motion  that  had  already  been  approved  by  CFA  and 
which  was  scheduled  to  come  before  the  Conference  if  justified  by  the  vote.  The  motion  was, 
"In  the  event  that  the  Annual  Conference  makes  substantive  decisions  regarding  new  structure 
for  the  Annual  Conference.  CFA  requests  approval  to  proceed  to  implement  the  financial 
implications  of  the  action  of  the  Conference.  While  the  totals  of  the  respective  Annual 
Conference  budgets  will  not  change  during  1998,  if  a  new  structure  proposal  is  adopted,  CFA 
will  consider  appropriate  adjustments  regarding  the  line  items  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
implications  of  the  new  structure.  Such  adjustments  will  be  presented  to  the  1998  Annual 
Conference  session." 

Following  the  reading  of  the  motion,  Bishop  Solomon  then  called  upon  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth. 
Her  question  was,  "Regarding  what  would  happen  with  the  responsibility  that  has  been  given 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  regarding  handling  the  matter  of 
Grants,  Scholarships  and  so  forth.  She  said,  it  appeared  from  what  she  had  read,  that  there 
would  continue  to  be  a  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  and  wanted  to  know 
if  that  was  an  error.  The  Chair  of  the  Committe  said  that  the  CCOM  Quality  Discernment 
Team  will  continue  during  this  year  of  1997  to  work  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry  through  all  the  various  areas  of  concern.  She  expressed  her 
concern  about  the  impending  loss  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus 
Ministry  resulting  from  the  new  proposal.  Rev.  Forman  said  that  it  was  a  serious  concern  of 
the  Conference  Committee  and  assured  Dr.  Carruth  that  the  Committee  is  going  to  do  all  that 
it  can  to  uphold  and  support  the  work  of  Campus  Ministry  in  the  state. 

Dr.  Calvin  once  again  raised  the  issue  of  the  Conference  Rules.  It  was  his  understanding  that 
the  rules  should  be  suspended  to  say  that  whatever  the  changes  are  we  will  make  that 
adjustment.  He  wanted  to  know  if  he  was  correct  in  understanding  that  every  piece  of 
legislation  that  has  implications  of  financial  responsibility  must  be  approved  by  CFA  at  the  time 
when  such  a  change  is  presented. 

Sharon  Roth,  a  youth  delegate  moved  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  will  in  the  new  structure 
employ  a  full-time  Director  of  Youth  Ministry  in  contrast  to  what  was  in  the  original  proposal 
of  a  part-time  Youth  Director.  The  motion  was  seconded,  Jason  McDonald  from  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Hammond  spoke  in  favor.  It  was  his  belief  that  as  the  Youth  Ministry 
within  the  Conference  continues  to  grow  that  it  would  be  helpful  for  a  full-time  Director  to  be 
at  the  place  of  leadership. 

Bishop  Solomon  stated  that  the  amendment  was  before  us  and  it  was  a  motion  to  increase  the 
Conference  staff  position  from  it's  present  status  to  full-time. 

Rev.  Steve  Stevenson  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion  who  said  in  essence,  that  the  youth  ministry 
is  an  urgent  matter  within  the  life  of  our  church  and  that  money  spent  in  this  area  is  money 
well  spent.  Rev.  Don  Avery  then  spoke  against  the  amendment  saying  that  it  is  important  that 
we  be  willing  to  operate  with  a  bit  of  trust  and  to  live  our  way  into  our  future  structure.  He 
said  we  are  going  to  hamstring  ourselves  ahead  of  time  in  an  effort  to  protect  each  and  every 
vital  pocket  of  interest  within  the  life  of  the  Annual  Conference.  He  further  stated  that  we  do 
not  know  at  this  point  what  will  finally  be  needed  in  the  structure  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
but  requested  that  we  allow  ourselves  to  let  the  need  for  leadership  and  for  the  makeup  of  the 
conference  staff  to  be  lived  into  instead  of  our  mandating  staff  at  each  and  every  point. 

Rev.  Richard  Frost  spoke,  stated  that  in  churches  where  youth  budgets  were  cut  in  his 
experience,  the  youth  would  go  to  churches  where  they  were  spending  money  and  willing  to 
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give  support  to  Youth  Ministry. 

Bishop  Solomon  then  turned  to  the  committee  for  their  response  to  the  amendment.  Rev. 
Forman  said  that  the  team  was  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  reaching  youth  and  children. 
Each  district  ministry  team  will  have  a  specialist  in  this  area  that  will  have  understanding  and 
experience  in  working  in  the  area  of  youth  ministry.  And  the  district  ministry  teams  will  be 
asked  as  they  work  with  the  individual  churches  to  raise  the  question  of  how  can  they  assist  in 
doing  youth  ministry  more  effectively.  He  continued,  the  purpose  will  be  to  address  the  needs 
of  youth  in  the  local  church  and  to  bring  so  far  as  possible  immediate  assistance  to  that  local 
church.  He  concluded  by  saying  that  it  is  a  delusion  to  think  that  we  can  be  more  effective  in 
youth  ministry  by  simply  adding  staff  members  on  the  conference  level. 

A  youth  from  the  Ruston  District,  made  a  statement  that  if  you  do  not  have  a  full-time 
conference  worker,  you  cannot  reach  the  youth  as  effectively.  The  Bishop  then  reiterated  the 
motion  that  was  before  the  conference  which  was  to  mandate  the  staffing  of  the  conference  to 
a  full-time  position  in  this  particular  area.  The  question  was  then  raised,  will  there  be  a  place 
on  the  district  ministry  team  for  a  specific  person  with  responsibilities  in  youth  ministry.  The 
Bishop  answered  the  question  by  saying  that  the  youth  ministries  in  the  local  church  will  have 
a  very  high  priority  in  the  work  of  the  district  ministry  teams.  That  was  affirmed  by  the  Chair 
of  the  committee  as  accurate.  The  vote  was  then  called  for  on  the  amendment  and  it  did  not 
prevail. 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Rules,  requested  of  Rev.  Forman 
that  he  clarify  at  what  point  in  time  he  was  going  to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  He 
stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  if  we  adopt  this  proposal  without  asking  for  a 
suspension  of  the  rules,  then  we  have  effectively  changed  the  rules  without  their  suspension. 
He  then  stated  he  believed  that  the  suspension  has  to  take  place  first  and  then  to  move  on  with 
the  proposal.  He  asked  that  the  committee  make  the  request  for  the  suspension.  Rev.  Chris 
Andrews  then  received  the  floor  and  made  the  motion  which  stated  "It  is  moved  that  any 
conference  rules  that  are  found  to  be  in  conflict  with  what  are  hereby  adopted  are  to  be 
suspended  for  one  year.  For  example:  The  make-up  of  Conference  and  district  committees 
are  made  up  of  positions  that  would  no  longer  exist.  Therefore,  the  rules  would  need  to 
change  in  order  for  the  new  structure  to  go  into  effect."  Bishop  Solomon  then  said  that  we  are 
in  a  dilemma  with  one  motion  already  on  the  floor  and  a  new  motion  being  presented  for  the 
suspension  of  the  rules  which  has  direct  implication  upon  this  document.  The  Chair  then  ruled 
that  the  first  motion,  should  this  document  be  adopted,  that  he  was  going  to  recognize  would 
be  that  of  Chris  Andrews.  Bishop  Solomon  said  if  there  was  no  objection  to  it,  then  we  would 
proceed. 

Rev.  Tim  Lawson  stood,  raising  an  objection.  He  stated  that  page  255  of  the  current 
Conference  Journal  specifies  how  the  suspension  of  rules  are  to  be  handled.  He  recommended 
that  the  motion  for  the  suspension  of  the  rules  be  made  consistent  with  our  Conference  rule 
on  the  suspension  of  rules. 

Sherry  Smyth  expressed  concern  about  the  proposal  and  made  the  analogy  of  moving  out  of 
a  house  into  a  house  where  there  is  a  frame  with  very  little  indication  of  where  the  rooms  are 
and  what  is  really  to  take  place  there.  She  stated,  she  didn't  know  how  the  house  would  be 
paid  for,  who  is  going  to  live  in  it,  who  will  fit  in  it,  and  who  her  neighbors  are  going  to  be. 
I  have  the  builder  saying  'Trust  me".  She  indicated  that  she  had  not  enough  information  and 
had  not  had  long  enough  to  give  consideration  to  the  information  she  did  have. 

A  point  of  order  was  raised  by  Rev.  Don  Avery  who  said  that  we  could  deal  with  the 
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suspension  of  the  rules,  take  care  of  that,  then  we  could  come  back  to  everything  we  need  to 
act  upon  and  vote  it  up  or  down,  then  we  could  go  home. 

Dr.  George  Calvin  then  raised  a  point  of  order  saying  that  the  only  matter  this  document  has 
to  deal  with  that  would  change  the  conference  rules,  has  to  do  with  finances.  All  other  matters 
we  can  vote  on  with  the  presentations  with  amendments  and  motions  to  perfect  this  report. 
He  recommended  that  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  in  regard  to  the  financial  package  only 
is  the  motion  we  need  because  nothing  else  will  be  in  conflict  with  what  we  do. 

Bishop  Solomon  then  said  he  was  going  to  own  up  front  that  what  he  was  about  to  do  was 
parliamentary  incorrect  but  it  may  in  fact  move  the  house  along.  He  first  asked,  if  you  will  vote 
to  suspend  the  rules  on  both,  financial  issues  and  any  other  pertinent  issues  that  are  relevant 
to  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  would  you  lift  a  hand.  He  then  asked,  if  you  are  opposed,  will 
you  lift  a  hand?  The  Bishop  declared  that  the  rules  were  clearly  suspended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

The  Chair  then  stated  that  we  are  now  on  the  main  motion  and  that  he  was  saying  before 
everyone  that  what  was  done  was  parliamentary  incorrect  but  it  represented  the  will  of  the 
house  and  it  would  move  the  house  along. 

The  Bishop  stated  again  that  the  body  was  now  on  the  main  motion.  John  Evans  was 
recognized.  He  began  that  it  is  evident  we  don't  seem  to  have  appreciation  here  for  the 
concept  of  a  working  document  and  of  a  period  of  transition;  and  of  the  great  work  that  is 
going  to  be  done,  we  hope  in  this  transition,  by  changing  the  bureaucratic  structure  that  we 
have.  He  continued,  is  there  anybody  here  who  doesn't  think  that  the  United  Methodist 
Church  is  in  trouble,  please  stand  up.  Is  there  anybody  here  who  doesn't  think  that  the  United 
Methodist  Church  needs  to  make  some  changes,  please  stand  up.  We  are  a  church  in  crisis. 
Our  voices  are  not  being  heard.  We  need  to  change  dramatically  but  we  cannot  make  every 
change  today.  We  have  to  make  those  changes  as  we  proceed,  as  we  grow,  as  we  develop  and 
mature  into  this  new  structure. 

He  concluded,  I  would  hope  this  body  would  see  the  wisdom  of  change  for  a  new  and  a  more 
vital  structure  of  this  church  to  preach  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  people  of  this  country, 
to  the  people  of  this  state.  Please,  lets  stop  nitpicking  the  minute  details.  Please,  lets  recognize 
what  we  are  about.  Lets  please  try  to  see  this  as  a  living,  working,  work  of  the  gospel.  Let's 
go  ahead  with  the  business  of  the  church.  Thank  you.  Rev.  Marva  Mitchell  raised  a  concern. 
She  asked  what  would  be  the  kind  of  financial  assistance  that  would  be  given  to  the  five 
Louisiana  institutions  under  the  new  structure.  Rev.  Forman  responded  by  saying,  all  of  the 
financial  matters  that  are  currently  being  handled  by  the  CFA  and  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Welfare  in  the  streamlined  structure  will  be  handled  by  the  conference  mission  funding  team. 
Bishop  Solomon  added  that  support  will  continue  at  the  levels  that  are  present  and  we  will  all 
work  to  increase  it. 

Mr.  Charlie  Taylor  then  spoke  in  favor  of  the  proposal.  He  stated  that  Jesus  is  calling  for  a 
change  in  his  church  and  in  this  conference  and  that  if  we  cannot  see  it  in  this  book  and  move 
forward  now  but  wait  another  two  or  three  years,  there  will  be  souls  out  there  that  will  not  be 
reached.  We  have  people  who  don't  even  have  walls  within  which  to  live.  We  have  so  much 
going  for  us  now,  we  need  to  see  it  and  believe  it.  Please  accept  this  proposal,  was  his 
statement. 

Ms.  Sara  Williams  then  spoke  and  stated  that  if  God  is  our  builder  then  we  should  have  the 
faith  and  we  are  the  church.  We  need  to  let  go  of  the  past  and  see  the  future,  she  said.   Rev. 
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Larry  Stafford  called  for  the  question.  It  was  seconded  and  it  was  clearly  sustained.  The  chair 
stated  that  the  debate  was  now  closed  and  the  proposal  was  before  us.  The  vote  was  then 
taken  on  Motion  No.  One  of  the  Quality  Discernment  Team  from  the  CCOM.  The  motion 
was  supported.  The  chair  then  moved  to  Motion  No.  Two  which  was  entitled  "The  Quality 
Discernment  Team  for  the  CCOM"  and  was  stated  as  follows: 

'It  is  moved  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  (CFA),  the  CFA  Quality 
Discernment  Team,  the  Cabinet,  and  the  Cabinet  Quality  Discernment  Team  work  jointly  in 
exploring  (1)  whether  the  proposed  District  Missioner  is  a  priority  for  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference,  and  (2)  if  there  is  funding  for  this  position  without  increasing  apportionments;  and 

That  there  will  be  a  joint  recommendation  for  the  1998  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
concerning  (1)  whether  the  District  Missioner  should  be  a  priority,  and  (2)  how  this  position 
should  be  funded;  and 

That  the  position  of  District  Missioner  will  not  be  established  until  the  joint 
recommendation  is  presented  to  the  1998  Annual  Conference  and  the  Annual  Conference  gives 
direction  to  establish  such  position." 

Rev.  Arnold  Brown,  after  giving  a  summary  of  the  pivotal  years  in  the  life  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  he  concluded  that  we  did  not  know  where  we  were  going  as  a  church  at  those  different 
points  in  time  but  God  was  with  us  then.  We  do  not  clearly  see  where  we  are  going  in  1997 
but  we  are  all  clearly  children  of  God.  We  need  now  to  put  our  hands  in  the  hands  of  God  and 
let  God  lead  us  into  the  future.  In  conclusion  he  said,  I  am  scared,  we  all  have  our  fears,  but 
with  God  we  have  a  mandate  to  move  forward  and  with  God  we  have  access  to  all  power  and 
we  can  be  a  church  in  one  accord  even  though  we  have  differences.  Bishop  Solomon  said  that 
the  motion  No.  Two  is  before  the  body  and  he  understood  the  committee  had  a  clarifying  word 
they  wanted  to  make.  Rev.  Conley  said  they  wanted  to  add  an  amendment  to  the  motion.  By 
adding,  "That  if  a  district  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  finds  the  money  to  go  ahead 
with  a  district  missioner  they  will  have  the  permission  of  the  conference  to  go  ahead  and  move 
forward  in  ministry."  Following  a  request  for  clarifying  the  second  motion  that  was  to  be  voted 
on,  Bishop  Solomon  responded  by  saying,  What  is  before  us  is  the  motion  that  relates  to 
establishing  the  district  missioner  and  the  option  is  there  to  proceed  if  funding  is  available; 
otherwise,  a  specific  proposal  as  to  how  that  will  be  implemented  in  our  respective  districts  will 
be  before  the  1998  Annual  Conference.  Bishop  Solomon  then  called  for  the  vote  and  said  if 
you  wish  to  approve  Motion  No.  Two  as  it  has  been  amended  by  the  committee  will  you  lift  a 
hand.   If  you  are  opposed,  you  will  lift  a  hand.   It  was  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  turned  to  the  next  motion,  which  was  the  enabling  motion  of  CFA  .  Dr.  Don 
Cottrill  then  brought  the  following  motion.  In  the  event  that  the  Annual  Conference  makes 
substantive  decisions  regarding  new  structure  for  the  Annual  Conference.  CFA  requests 
approval  to  proceed  to  implement  the  financial  implications  of  the  action  of  the  Conference. 
While  the  totals  of  the  respective  Annual  Conference  budgets  will  not  change  during  1998,  if 
a  new  structure  proposal  is  adopted,  CFA  will  consider  appropriate  adjustments  regarding  the 
line  items  in  order  to  facilitate  the  implications  of  the  new  structure.  Such  adjustments  will  be 
presented  to  the  1998  Annual  Conference  session.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Bishop  Solomon 
asked  if  the  house  did  not  want  to  acknowledge  the  enormous  amount  of  time,  energy  and 
effort  put  forth  by  the  CCOM  Team.  While  it  may  not  reflect  exactly  your  own  particular 
perspective,  it  does  reflect  sisters  and  brothers  in  Christ  who  have  labored  extensively  in 
bringing  this  proposal,  which  you  have  adopted  in  overwhelming  fashion,  which  according  to 
my  view  by  more  than  90%  approval.  The  house  responded  with  a  significant  time  of  applause. 

Rev.  Marva  Mitchell  began  the  Good  Samaritan  and  the  Children's  Homes  report  by  offering 
the  report  from   Peeples  Community  Center.      A  visual  presentation  was  made.      The 
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presentation  included  the  Methodist  Home  in  New  Orleans  by  Dr.  Doug  Ezell.  The 
Methodist  Home  in  Ruston  part  of  the  presentation  was  presented  by  Mr.  Terrel  DeVille  and 
Rev.  Mickey  Stringfield.  Methodist  Hospital  was  next  and  was  presented  by  Dr.  Paul  Durbin. 
Then,  Dr.  Andrew  J.  Douglas,  Chair  of  Lafon  Home  Board,  presented  the  comendable  work 
of  the  Lafon  Home  in  New  Orleans.  Rev.  Marva  Mitchell  concluded  the  reports  with  thanks 
to  the  Conference. 

The  Sojourner  Truth  Award  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Beatrice  Moak  for  80  plus  years  in  the 
church.  Mrs.  Gay  Branton  received  in  absentia  the  Schoeffler  Award  as  presented  by 
Winderlean  Lewis.  The  LA  Moral  &  Civic  Foundation  presentation  by  Rev.  Jimmie  Pyles  to 
Rev.  Freddie  C.  Henderson  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding  preaching  on  moral  issues.  In 
behalf  of  the  Carpenter's  Chapel  congregation,  Rev.  Chris  Blanchard  presented  $600  to  the 
Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  for  hunger  relief.  The  Francis  Asbury  Award  was 
presented  to  Jayne  Trammel-Kelly.  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  presented  a  scholarship  to  Scott  Schutz 
from  Broadmoor  UMC  in  Shreveport  in  the  amount  of  $1000.  Carolyn  Dove  presented  the 
Conference  Merit  Student  Day  Scholarship  to  Jennifer  Gibson  and  Jesse  M.  Shelton.  Rev. 
Helena  Wright-Butler  of  the  New  Orleans  District  Urban  Ministries  Board  presented  an  award 
to  Rev.  Andy  Foreman  for  duty  and  courage  in  the  human  rights  struggle  throughout  the  60's. 

Acts  1:8  was  read  by  Freddie  Henderson. 

Word  of  Witness  was  presented  by  Sarah  Williams. 

Rev.  Alonzo  Campbell  led  the  assembly  in  a  marching  song  "As  the  Saints  Go  Marching  In". 

Bishop  Solomon  remembered  the  profound  difference  CCOM  has  made  over  the  last  30  years 
in  the  existence  of  the  church  and  its  people.  He  said  "Gods  ways  are  not  in  stone,  they  are 
etched  on  the  heart." 

An  official  invitation  was  made  by  Dr.  Ken  Schwab  for  the  conference  to  return  to  Centenary 
College  in  1998.  This  was  followed  by  acknowledgment  of  Bishop  Solomon's  strong  spiritual 
leadership  with  appreciation  also  to  the  Conference  Staff.

3.)  All  of  us  are  entering  a  new  conference  year.  We  are  being  given  a  blessed  gift  from 

God-time--place-people  of  faith~and  a  calling  to  fulfill-a  noble  purpose-a  worthy

4.)  But  new  or  familiar—we  know  something  of  what  awaits  us~there  will  be  lots  of 

blessings-lots  of  joys-even  some  positive  steps  forward-but  there  will  also  be  "those 
days."  Our  text  for  the  week  tells  us  how  God  is  going  to  be  related  to  "those  days." 
"In  those  days,  I  will  pour  out  my  spirit" 

I.     IN  THOSE  DAYS  WHEN  THE  FAMILIAR  SEEMS  FUTILE 

A.  Death  has  a  universal  recognizability.  We  know  what  death  looks  like— a  dead 
person-a  dead  church-a  dead  dream-or  hope-.  The  disciples  had  death  hit  them 
in  the  face— a  crucifixion— a  tomb  with  the  door  sealed.  Then  Resurrection  and  Spirit 
got  together  in  a  mighty  life  laden  moment.  When  the  familiar  seems  futile  dead 
ends;  so  much  need;  so  little  response;  dead  attitudes;  dead  Sunday  School  classes; 
dead  ideals;  God  says-I  will  pour  out  my  spirit-in  those  days-. 

B.  The  Spirit  gives  life.  Every  congregation;  every  Sunday  School  class;  every  youth 
group;  every  person  in  United  Methodism  in  Louisiana— the  active  and  the  inactive 
is  a  Resurrection  waiting  to  happen— a  Pentecost  ripe  for  the  Spirit's  work— God 
doesn't  want  business  as  usual.  Laity  and  Clergy— do  what  it  takes— offer  yourselves 
unreservedly— galvanize  yourselves  together  in  a  bold  commitment— that  in  the  United 
Methodist  Churches  of  Louisiana  it  won't  be  business  as  usual!  This  is  a  time  to 
shake  up  some  churches.  This  is  a  time  to  shake  up  some  people.  This  is  a  time  to 
disturb  the  status  quo  with  Resurrection  expectation  and  Pentecost  Power!  Let  us 
go  home  and  start  a  Resurrection  revolution. 

C.  It  will  require  risk;  determination;  diplomacy;  prayer.  In  some  moments  it  will  be  the 
trumpet  announcement  that  the  walls  of  the  olds  way  are  coming  down—In  other 
moments  it  will  heaven's  quite  and  hidden  power  that  works  the  change  in  the  heart. 
Either  way  it  will  be  a  new  beginning-a  new  day.  George  Bernano's  "The  Diary  of 
a  Country  PriestH~"My  parish!  The  words  can't  even  be  spoken  without  a  kind  of 
soaring  love.  I  know  that  my  parish  is  a  reality;  it  isn't  a  mere  administrative  fiction, 
but  a  living  cell  in  the  everlasting  church.  But  if  only  the  good  God  would  open  my 
eyes  and  unseal  my  ears,  so  that  I  might  behold  the  face  of  my  parish." 

To  see  the  face  of  our  parish  is  to  see  children;  to  see  lives  changed,  to  see  worship 
vibrant  and  nourishing;  to  see  hope  rekindled;  to  see  lives  unburdened;  sin  forgiven; 
guilt  laid  aside;  hungry  persons  fed;~families  helped;~people  joyful  and  hopeful~"In 
those  days"~when  the  familiar  seems  futile,  God  says  "I  will  pour  out  my  spirit." 

n.  GOD  ALSO  SAYS,  I  WILL  POUR  MY  SPIRIT  IN  THOSE  DAYS  WHEN  TRUTH 
WANTS  A  HOME. 

A.  Sometime  in  every  person,  every  church,  every  family  a  moment  of  truth  touches  us. 

Jesus  said  truth  would  set  us  free;  Jesus  didn't  say  that  truth  would  not  be  painful. 
I  am  well  aware— there  is  some  serious  pain  awaiting  us.  The  labor  of  birth  is  painful. 
Encountering  failure  is  painful.  Looking  in  the  mirror  face  to  face  is  painful. 
Struggles  between  the  mission  of  God  for  today  as  over  against  the  comfortable 
success  of  yesterday  are  painful.  Good  Friday  is  painful.  That  long  moment  between 
raw  reality  no  longer  avoided  and  Resurrection  new  reality  not  yet  realized  is  painful. 
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And  into  such  pain  we  are  all  headed,  if  we  are  going  to  be  God's  new  day  people. 

B.  Oh  truth,  we  need  you,  but  you  frighten  us.  There  is  pain  in  admitting  I've  failed  to 

faithful;-sought  the  easy  way;  been  unwilling  to  buck  the  powers  that  be.  There  is 
pain  in  admitting  God's  will  has  been  resisted;  that  we  have  sold  out;  compromised; 
let  it  slide.  In  those  days  when  truth  finds  a  home  in  our  heart—Oh  God,  pour  out 
your  spirit~we  need  a  balm  in  Gilead  to  heal  us  "in  those  days." 

m.  GOD  SAYS,  I  WILL  POUR  OUT  MY  SPIRIT  IN  THOSE  DAYS  WHEN  SOME 
DIFFERENCE  MUST  BE  MADE 

A.  We  are  not  powerless,  God  is  able.  The  living  Christ  is  in  our  midst.  Paul  states  it 
boldly~I  can  do  what  God  asks  me  to  do  through  the  power  of  Christ  who 
strengthens  me!  Let  us  not  linger,  waiting  from  more  opportune  times.  Any  church- 
any  person  that  delays  in  missional  outreach  until  they  themselves  get  more  healthy 
will  deny  the  very  means  to  the  health  they  desire.  In  a  letter  written  on  October  13, 
1765,  Wesley  says,  To  use  the  grace  we  have  and  not  to  expect  all  we  want  is  the 
grand  secret" 

B.  Church-the  deepest  needs  within  us  are  met  when  we  are  focused  most  fully  beyond 
us~Mission  beyond  brings  God's  power  and  joy  alive  within  us.— God's  spirit  is  always 
a  poured  out  spirit;  it  is  never  a  locked  in  spirit— The  only  way  to  experience  its 
power  and  know  its  joy  is  to  pour  it  out. 

Dlustration:  Refugees  from  Cambodia  to  Los  Angeles-(Mission  outreach)  New  churches  on 
West  Coast-businessmen-Today  41  United  Methodist  Churches  in  Cambodia  (100  to  300) 
members-However  small  or  large  the  church;  however  simple  or  great  the  need,  In  those  days 
when  some  difference  must  be  made,  God  says  "I'll  pour  out  my  spirit." 

Following  Bishop  Solomon's  "Witness  to  the  Word"  he  confirmed  the  appointments.  A  service 
of  Holy  Communion  preceeded  the  litany  of  "Commissioning  and  Sending  Forth."  A  song  of 
praise,  "We  Shall  Go  Out"  and  the  Benediction  concluded  the  Twenty-Seventh  Session  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.

A  DREAM  COME  TRUE:  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
CENTER  FOR  SPIRITUAL  RENEWAL  IS  CONSECRATED 

On  Sunday,  June  1,  1997  during  two  identical  celebrations  in  the  afternoon,  a  dream  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  became  a  festive  reality.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Center  for 
Spiritual  Renewal  was  formally  consecrated  as  over  900  lay  and  clergy  from  across  the  state 
sang,  prayed,  laughed  and  gave  thanks  for  the  long-awaited  occasion. 

As  the  only  Annual  Conference  across  the  Gulf  south  without  a  Center,  Louisiana's  search 
began  under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin.  Bishop  Walter  Underwood 
aggressively  continued  the  search  for  a  suitable  site,  and  the  Woodworth  location  was  finally 
acquired  under  the  vision  of  Bishop  William  Oden.   It  is  indeed  a  dream  come  true. 

Led  by  Bishop  Dan  Solomon  and  Bishop  W.T.  Handy,  each  service  featured  speakers 
representing  the  diversity  of  Louisiana  Methodism  and  the  directors  of  the  Conference  Center 
leadership.  Utilizing  physical  symbols  of  the  Center's  construction  and  other  symbols  of  the 
environmental  setting,  the  Biblical  themes  of  permanence,  inner  growth,  outreach  and  retreat 
were  woven  into  the  Consecration  Liturgy.  The  Conference  Youth  Choir  themselves  a  symbol 
of  tomorrow's  leadership  of  the  Conference,  thrilled  the  worshippers  with  numerous  anthems. 

Conference  Center  Board  Chair,  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  was  recognized  and  he  in  turn  lifted  up  the 
work  done  by  Dr.  Harvey  Williamson,  Mr.  Harry  Gardner  and  many  others. 

Included  in  the  service  was  the  dedication  of  the  Chapel  and  the  Director's  Residence,  each 
of  which  were  debt  free. 

At  the  close  of  each  afternoon  service,  Bishops  Solomon  and  Handy,  using  the  1997  Conference 
theme  from  Joel,  issued  ringing  declarations  that  the  opening  of  the  Center  was  a  time  of  God

pitcher  taken  from  the  lovely  altar  designs,  both  men  poured  water  into  a  fountain  and  affirmed 
God's  leadership  in  taking  the  Conference  to  this  momentous  point. 

It  was  a  once-in-a-lifetime  experience  that  heralded  the  beginnings  of  a  new  quadrennium  and 
a  new  Bishop.   It  was  ,  said  one  celebrant,  an  "afternoon  to  remember."

5.  In  every  district  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  the  District  Superintendent  and/or 
his  or  her  appointee  be  advised  of  the  actions  of  each  congregation  and  that  when 
requested  by  any  congregation,  the  Superintendent  and/or  appointee  provide  necessary 
assistance  in  these  matters.

ARTICLE  I:  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES 

A.  BOARDS 

1 .  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  elected  for  the  quad- 
rennium.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

5.  The  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  of  the  UMW. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  the  Board  shall  develop 
and  promote  programs  on  Christian  Social  Concerns  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Conference. 

2.  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension  elected  for  the  quadren- 
nium.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  The  Chairperson  of  the  corresponding  district  board. 

3.  The  Conference  President  and  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  1000  Club. 

4.  Four  members-at-large,  two  of  whom  are  or  have  been  members  or  pastors  of 
newly-organized  congregations. 

5.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

6.  A  young  adult. 

7.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  the 
planning  and  organizing  of  new  congregations,  merging  existing  congregations,  and 
assisting  in  the  development  of  transitional  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  Such  responsibilities  will  include  the  coordination  of  research 
and  data  gathering  related  to  congregational  development,  the  oversight  of  the  rental 
or  purchase  of  land  or  buildings,  the  establishment  of  guidelines  for  Church 
Extension,  the  promotion  of  Church  Extension,  and  the  management  of  funds  related 
to  Church  Extension.  The  Board  will  cooperate  with  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet,  the 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees,  and  other  Conference  agencies  related  to  the 
establishment  of  new  congregations.  A  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff 
person  will  be  assigned  to  work  with  this  Conference  Board. 

3.  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

5.  Six  members-at-large. 
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Assigned  to  this  Board  shall  be  the  functions  of  education,  evangelism,  worship, 
camping,  and  the  area  of  youth  ministry.  The  primary  purpose  shall  be  that  purpose 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  assisting  districts 
and  local  churches  in  their  efforts  to  win  persons  as  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  and  to 
help  these  persons  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  God  that  they  may  increasingly 
identify  themselves  as  children  of  God  and  members  of  the  Christian  community,  to 
live  in  the  Spirit  of  God  in  every  relationship  and  to  fulfill  their  common 
discipleship  in  the  world. 

Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  elected  for  the  quadren- 
nium.  It  shall  represent  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  in  all  its  promotional 
activities  within  the  bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  cooperation  with  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  Membership  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  The  district  chairperson  of  Global  Ministries. 

3.  Six  members-at-large,  including  one  young  adult  layperson  (18  to  30  years  of 
age). 

4.  A  liaison  from  other  Conference  Program  Boards. 

5.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth  Team. 

6.  A  college  student  chosen  by  the  state  student  organization. 

7.  Conference  lay  leader. 

8.  President  of  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

9.  Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns  of  Conference  UMW. 

10.  Ex-officio:  the  Serving  and  Special  Ministries  staff  person  from  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries. 

11.  Chair  of  Volunteers  in  Mission,  Chair  of  Town  and  Country  Commission, 
Chairs  of  Annual  Conference  Approved  Initiatives. 

In  addition  to  its  general  area  of  work  the  following  functions  shall  be  assigned  to 
the  Board  of  Global  Ministries:  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief,  Urban 
Ministries,  Town  and  Country  Ministries,  Economic  Development,  World  Hunger 
Concerns.  The  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  although  autonomous,  shall 
maintain  a  relationship  with  the  Board  concerning  their  mutual  work  in  mission. 

Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  The  district  chairperson  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries. 

3.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

4.  A  young  adult. 

5.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

6.  Three  members-at-large. 

7.  Ex-officio:   a  representative  of  each  of  the  Conference  Health  and  Welfare 
agencies  with  vote  (except  on  financial  matters  directly  affecting  said  agencies). 

The  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  relationship  between  the  Annual  Conference  and  all 
health  and  welfare  agencies  related  to  the  Conference.  It  shall  oversee  the  legal  and 
financial  responsibilities  between  the  agencies  and  the  Conference,  promote  the 
work  of  the  agencies  within  the  local  churches  of  the  Conference,  promote  the 
support  of  the  agencies  within  the  Conference.  It  shall  assist  in  the  establishment  of 
and  maintenance  of  standards  of  quality  for  the  ministry  provided  by  these  agencies, 
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in  keeping  with  such  standards  set  forth  by  the  state  and  federal  governments  and 
The  United  Methodist  Church,  both  denominationally  and  within  the  Annual 
Conference.  In  addition,  it  shall  encourage  the  local  churches  to  develop  ministries 
to  respond  to  the  needs  of  their  communities  in  the  area  of  health  and  welfare. 

Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  &  Campus  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry 
elected  for  the  quadrennium  which  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  The  district  chairperson  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

3.  One  representative,   the  president  or  someone  appointed,   from  each  of  the 
colleges  related  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

4.  Two  representatives  from  the  campus  ministers/directors  to  be  elected  by  the 
campus  ministry  staff. 

5.  Two  college  students  to  be  elected  by  the  state  United  Methodist  student 
organization. 

6.  One  representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  to  be 
elected  by  the  said  group. 

7.  A  cabinet  liaison  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

8.  The  Annual  Conference  Coordinator  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

9.  The  Annual  Conference  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry,  Division  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Program  of  Campus  Ministry  within  the 
Conference  and  the  relationship  with  the  Conference  Institutions  of  Higher 
Education. 

Conference  Board  of  Laity 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  the  Laity.  On  the  General  Church  level  the 
Board  shall  be  related  to  the  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work  of  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  Conference  Lay  Leader 

2.  Vice-Conference  Lay  Leader 

3.  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leaders  (2) 

4.  Secretary /Treasurer 

5.  Conference  Program  Directors 

6.  District  Lay  Leaders 

7.  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders 

8.  District  Program  Directors 

9.  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Women 

10.  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Men 

1 1 .  Conference  Youth  Team  President 

12.  District  Presidents  United  Methodist  Women 

13.  District  Presidents  United  Methodist  Men 

14.  District  Youth  Team  Representative 

15.  Immediate  Past  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Women 

16.  Immediate  Past  Conference  United  Methodist  Men 

17.  Immediate  Past  Conference  Lay  Leader

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8.  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  elected  for  the  quad- 
rennium,  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  six  ordained  elders  and  deacons  in  full 
connection  in  the  Conference.  During  the  1997-2000  quadrennium  one-fifth  of  the 
members  of  the  board  insofar  as  possible  shall  be  diaconal  ministers  or  persons  who 
have  previously  served  on  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry.  Each  Annual  Conference 
shall  elect  at  least  one-fifth  lay  persons  and  may  at  its  discretion  elect  further  lay 
members,  up  to  one-third  of  the  membership  of  the  board.  At  least  one  member  will 
be  engaged  in  an  extension  ministry.  Two-thirds  of  the  board  shall  be  graduates  of 
seminaries  listed  by  the  University  Senate.  Every  district  shall  be  represented  by  at 
least  one  board  member  and  at  least  one  member  of  the  Cabinet  should  be  a  member 
of  the  board.  The  board  membership  shall  include  women  and  ethnic  persons.  An 
elected  board  member  may  serve  a  maximum  of  three  consecutive  4-year  terms. 
Members  of  the  board  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding  bishop,  after  consultation 
with  the  chairperson  of  the  board,  the  executive  committee,  or  a  committee  elected 
by  the  board  of  the  previous  quadrennium,  and  with  the  Cabinet. 

The  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  shall  organize  and  fulfill  the  duties  assigned  to 
it  by  the  Book  of  Discipline .  The  duties  of  enlistment  shall  also  be  assigned  to  this 
Board. 

9.  Conference  Board  of  Pensions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the  interests  and  work  of  providing  for  and 
contributing  to  the  support,  relief,  assistance,  and  pensioning  of  ministers  and  their 
families,  other  church  workers,  and  lay  employees  of  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
its  institutions,  organizations,  and  agencies  within  the  Annual  Conference,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  the  General  Board. 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  members  not  indebted 
to  pension  and  benefit  funds,  plans,  and  programs;  one-third  shall  be  lay  women, 
one-third  shall  be  laymen,  and  one-third  shall  be  clergy,  elected  for  a  term  of  eight 
years  and  arranged  in  classes  as  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference;  in  addition 
thereto,  any  ministerial  member  of  the  Conference  or  lay  member  of  a  church  within 
the  Conference  who  is  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions,  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  the  Treasurer.  The  three  directors  of  the  Woolworth 
Foundation  shall  be  members  ex-officio,  with  vote.  The  Board  shall  have  the  duties 
and  functions  as  provided  in  the  Book  of  Discipline . 

10.   Conference  Board  of  Trustees 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  twelve  members.  The  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age,  and  of  whom  six  shall  be  clergy  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  and  six  shall  be  lay  members  in  good  standing  of  local  churches  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
nominated  and  elected  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  and  each  member  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  (4)  years,  except  for  the  first  board,  one-fourth  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one-fourth  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
one-fourth  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  one-fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified;  all  subject  to 
The  Book  of  Discipline . 
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B.  COMMISSIONS 

1 .  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  elected  for  the 

quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons. 

The  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  those  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

2.  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious 
Concerns  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  one  layperson  from  each  district,  and  nine 
members-at-large.  By  virtue  of  their  membership  on  the  Conference  Commission  on 
Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns  all  members  shall  concurrently  be 
Louisiana  Conference  representatives  to  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference. 

The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  elected  for  the  quad- 
rennium. The  membership  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

The  functions  and  selection  of  members  of  the  Commission  shall  follow  the  general 
guidelines  and  structure  of  the  General  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as 
specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

4.  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons.  The  function  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  pertaining  to  equitable 
compensation. 

5.  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  elected 

for  the  quadrennium. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  fifteen  persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  women, 

but  including  men,  clergy,  and  lay.  The  chairperson  shall  be  a  woman.  Selection  of 

commission  personnel  shall  include  representatives  of  ethnic  and  racial  miniorities, 

youth/young  adults,  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  various  lifestyles. 

The  commission  shall  develop  programs  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  as 

specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

C.  COMMITTEES 

1 .    Conference  Committee  on  Administrative  Review 

There  will  be  an  Administrative  Review  Committee  composed  of  three  (3)  clergy  in 
full  connection  and  two  (2)  alternates  who  are  not  members  of  the  Cabinet  or  the 
Board  of  Ordained  Ministry.  This  committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  bishop  and 
elected  quadrennially  by  the  executive  session  of  clergy  members  in  full  connection 
with  the  Annual  Conference.  Its  purpose  shall  be  to  ensure  that  the  Disciplinary 
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procedures  for  administrative  location  were  properly  followed.  The  entire  process 
leading  to  the  recommendation  for  administrative  location  shall  be  reviewed  by  the 
Administrative  Review  Committee  and  it  shall  report  its  findings  to  the  executive 
session  of  clergy  members  in  full  connection  with  the  Annual  Conference. 

2.  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  six  persons. 

The  function  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  provide  courtesies  and  introductions  for 
visitors  to  the  Annual  Conference  sessions  and  to  prepare  written  expressions  of 
appreciation  for  those  who  assist  the  work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  for  Diaconal  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  three  (3) 
diaconal  ministers  or  members  of  the  Church  who  are  not  members  of  the  Board  of 
Diaconal  Ministry  nominated  by  the  presiding  bishop  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  Two  (2)  alternate  members  shall  be  elected. 

4.  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy  elected  quadrennially  by  the 
Annual  Conference. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  three  lay  women,  three  laymen,  three  clergy  persons, 
and  three  additional  persons  to  make  possible  the  representation  of  Racial  Ethnic 
Minority,  Youth,  and  Young  Adults,  and  three  additional  persons  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  provided  that  at  least  five  of  the  fifteen  persons  are  clergy. 

The  functions  of  this  committee  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

5.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  seven  (7)  elders  in  full 
connection,  two  (2)  lay  observers,  and  six  (6)  alternate  members,  five  (5)  of  whom 
shall  be  elders  in  full  connection  and  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  a  lay  person.  The 
committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding  bishop  in  consultation  with  the  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry  and  elected  quadrennially  by  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
committee  should  reflect  racial,  ethnic,  and  gender  diversity.  The  committee  shall 
perform  the  functions  as  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

6.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Journal  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members. 

The  Committee  on  Journal  shall  inspect  the  secretary's  record  of  each  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Conference. 

7.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the  following 
members: 

a.  Five  Members  by  virtue  of  their  office: 

1.  The  Bishop  of  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference; 

2.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader; 

3.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women; 
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4.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Men; 

5.  The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

b.  Nine  District  Representatives 

Each  District  Conference,  District  Council  on  Ministries,  or  District  Committee 
on  Nominations,  as  appropriate  in  the  respective  districts,  shall  elect  one  repre- 
sentative, lay  or  clergy,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

c.  Six  Members-at-Large 

In  order  to  ensure  adequate  representation  of  racial  and  ethnic  persons,  youth, 
young  adults,  older  adults,  women  and  men,  clergy  and  laity,  persons  with  a 
handicapping  condition,  persons  from  small-membership  churches,  distribution 
by  geographic  area,  and  differing  theological  perspectives,  six  members-at-large 
shall  be  appointed  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Conference  Lay 
Leader,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women, 
and  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race. 

The  Bishop  shall  serve  as  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee.  Other  officers  may  be 
elected  by  the  Committee  as  the  Committee  deems  necessary.  The  Executive 
Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  shall  serve  as  a  consultant  to  the 
Committee. 

District  Representatives  and  Members-at-Large  shall  serve  quadrennial  (four-year) 
terms.  The  district  representatives  must  be  "attached"  to  a  local  congregation, 
institution,  or  agency  within  the  district  they  have  been  elected  to  represent  — 
relocation  outside  the  district  during  the  quadrennium  shall  require  that  a  new 
district  representative  be  elected. 

The  Committee  shall  nominate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such  officers  and  members 
of  Boards,  Councils,  Committees,  and  Commissions  as  the  law  of  the  Church  or  the 
Rules  of  the  Conference  require,  or  as  the  Conference  deems  necessary  to  its  work. 

8.  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  five  persons. 

The  committee  shall  have  the  function  assigned  by  Conference  Rule  No.  8. 

9.  Conference  Rules  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Rules  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no  more 
than  six  persons,  half  of  whom  shall  be  lay,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed 
quadrennially. 

10.  Committee  on  Credentials 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed  by  the  bishop  of  no  more  than 
three  persons,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed  quadrennially.  The  committee 
shall  meet  once  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  number  of  additional  lay 
delegates  required  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  Conference  Rule  No.  19. 

1 1 .  Conference  Committee  on  Special  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  conference  committee  on  special  ministries  with  the  responsibility 
of  developing  and  strengthening  Ethnic  Ministries  for  witness  and  mission. 
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The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  eighteen  (18)  members,  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  laymen,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom  shall 
be  clergy;  50%  of  the  committee  shall  be  racially  ethnic  persons.  The  committee 
shall  also  include  representatives  from  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and 
Race,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  the  Board  of  Discipleship,  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  the  Board 
of  the  Ordained  Ministry,  and  the  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious 
Concerns.  The  Conference  Executive  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Minis- 
tries, the  Director  of  Special  Ministries,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries,  and  a  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  committee. 

The  committee  shall  implement  a  comprehensive  and  holistic  plan  in  conjunction 
with  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  It  shall  develop  criteria  for  the  evalua- 
tion of  programs  and  projects  to  be  used  in  its  report  to  the  COM;  and  shall  relate  to 
the  Director  of  Special  Ministries. 

12.   Joint  Committee  on  Disability 

There  shall  be  a  Joint  Committee  on  Disability,  elected  for  the  quadrennium, 
composed  of  two  representatives  from  the  Conference  Board  of  the  Ordained 
Ministry,  two  representatives  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  and  a  district 
superintendent,  appointed  by  the  bishop.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  those 
that  are  outlined  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

ARTICLE  II:  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON 
FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  1/3  of  whom  shall  be  clergy,  1/3  of 
whom  shall  be  laywomen  and  1/3  of  whom  shall  be  laymen. 

The  Council  shall  function  as  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline . 

B.  The  depository  of  funds  and  bookkeeping  functions  of  all  Conference  Councils,  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  be  provided  by  the  Conference.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Admin- 
istration shall  initiate  a  system  of  vouchers  through  which  the  Conference  treasurer  shall 
reimburse  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  chairpersons  of  the  boards  and  agencies  for 
funds  expended  within  their  budgets.  See  Conference  Rule  4. 

C.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BUDGET:  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Conference  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration  to  present  the  conference  benevolences  budget  recom- 
mendations to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  recommended  allocations  to  conference 
program  agencies  should  reflect  agreement  between  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration and  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 

D.  The  council  shall  elect  an  Audit  Committee  of  no  more  than  twenty-five  members.  The 
Committee,  in  its  work,  shall  comply  with  the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  following  shall  be 
members  ex  officio  of  the  Audit  Committee:  the  Resident  Bishop,  the  Conference 
Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  the  Executive  Director  of  Council  on  Ministries, 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  the  Chairperson  of  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education. 
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ARTICLE  III:  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON  MINISTRIES 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  to  fulfill  the  purpose  assigned  to  the 
Council  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  Before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  regular 
sessions  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  are  held,  all  persons  who  have  been  elected  or 
designated  to  membership  on  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  convened  by 
the  outgoing  Council  chairperson  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  electing  officers.  The 
Council  shall  have  a  chairperson,  vice  chairperson  and  recording  secretary  elected  by  the 
membership  of  the  Council  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  Conference  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  4  years  and  shall  continue  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

The  membership  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

1 .  Presiding  Bishop 

2.  District  Superintendents 

3.  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Special  Ministries 

4.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Ministry 

5.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  the  Laity 

6.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Discipleship 

7.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

8.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

9.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 

10.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries 

1 1 .  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

12.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

13.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministries 

14.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

15.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious 
Concerns 

16.  The  Conference  Secretary 

17.  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  one  (1)  of 
whom  shall  be  the  President 

18.  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  Conference  Youth  Organization 

19.  Two  (2)  young  adults  elected  by  the  young  adult  members  to  Annual  Conference 

20.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader 

21 .  One  (1)  person  from  each  District  Council  on  Ministries  to  be  elected  by  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries  with  consideration  to  insure  that  ministers  and  lay  be 
adequately  represented. 

22.  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  United  Methodist  Men,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  the 
president 

23.  Ex  Officio,  without  vote  —  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Staff 

24.  Ex  Officio,  without  vote  —  One  (1)  representative  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  —  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/ 
Treasurer 

25.  Ex  Officio,  with  vote  —  such  members  of  general  church  agencies  as  are  elected 
from  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  the  Conference  member  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Council  on  Ministries 

In  the  selection  of  representatives  to  the  Council,  care  should  be  taken  to  provide  for  a 
proper  balance  of  lay  and  ministerial  members. 

The  officers  of  the  council  shall  be  a  chairperson,  a  vice-chairperson,  a  secretary,  and 
such  other  officers  as  the  council  shall  determine.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  council. 
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The  Council  on  Ministries  shall  meet  as  often  as  required  to  fulfill  its  purposes.  A 
quorum  shall  consist  of  those  who  are  in  attendance  after  a  proper  call  for  a  meeting  has  been 
issued.  A  proper  call  shall  consist  of  a  thirty  day  written  notice  except  for  emergency  session. 

The  Council  shall  have  these  committees: 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Resident  Bishop,  the 
officers  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries,  the  Dean  of  the  Cabinet,  two  other  members  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Confer- 
ence Lay  Leader,  the  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  and  a 
representative  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  who  shall 
be  a  non- voting  member.  The  president  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  the 
Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  act  for  the  Coun- 
cil on  Ministries  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Bishop 
and  the  Council  Executive  Director  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  all  committees. 

2.  The  Council  may  appoint  age-level  and  family  departments  as  its  deems  necessary  to 
the  performance  of  its  duties.  It  may  appoint  committees,  task  forces,  and  consul- 
tations as  may  be  deemed  essential  to  the  effective  discharging  of  its  responsibilities. 

B.  There  shall  be  a  staff  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  with  these  functions: 

1.  To  work  with  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet  in  the  planning,  coordination  and 
implementation  of  programs  in  the  Conference. 

2.  To  provide  staff  assistance  to  enable  the  Council  on  Ministries  to  achieve  the  rela- 
tionships and  functions  assigned  to  it  by  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  To  maintain  a  Resource  Center  for  the  Conference  composed  of  those  program 
resources  used  by  local  churches  and  districts. 

4.  To  provide  staff  services  to  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

5.  To  be  a  program  consultant  and  resource  person  to  the  districts  by  initiating  and 
providing  training  of  each  District  Council  on  Ministries  so  that  through  the  District 
Council  more  adequate  services  can  be  rendered  to  the  local  churches. 

6.  To  be  a  program  consultant  and  resource  person  to  the  local  churches  by  providing 
consultative  service  and  leadership  training. 

7.  To  make  available  to  the  Conference  certain  administrative  services,  such  as  office 
facilities  for  clerical  work  for  the  Conference  and  a  central  file  of  mailing  lists. 

8.  To  maintain  linkage  with  the  General  Church  by  being  a  channel  for  receiving 
information  from  the  General  Church  Agencies  and  to  interpret  the  needs  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  with  the  local  churches  of  this  state  to  the  General  Church 
agencies. 

9.  To  serve  as  a  clearing  house  and  coordinator  of  the  Conference  Calendar  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

10.   To  provide  staff  functions  for  certain  special  Conference  activities. 

C.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  shall  consist  of  a  director  and  such  associate 
director(s)  and  staff  associates  as  the  missional  needs  and  budgetary  capabilities  of  the 
Council  warrant.  The  director  and  any  associate  director(s)  or  staff  associates  shall  be 
chosen  in  accordance  with  the  Book  of  Discipline . 
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The  secretaries  and  stenographers  provided  for  in  the  Council  budget  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Council  Director. 

All  staff  members  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  shall 
be  assigned  duties  as  determined  by  the  Director  and  appropriate  committee.  The  place  of 
residence  of  staff  members  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  IV:  DISTRICTS 

A.  There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  following  members: 
District  Superintendent,  who  shall  be  chairperson;  District  Lay  Leader;  District  President 
United  Methodist  Women;  2  Laypersons,  named  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
District  United  Methodist  Men;  2  Laypersons,  named  by  the  District  Board  of  Laity;  2 
Laypersons,  named  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  United  Methodist 
Women;  2  youth,  named  by  the  District  Youth  Council;  4  ministers,  named  by  the 
District  Superintendent;  2  young  adults. 

B.  There  shall  be  a  District  Council  on  Ministries  functioning  in  each  district  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  Membership  shall  include  the  following:  Coordinators  of 
Children,  Youth,  Young  Adults,  Adults  and  Family  Life  Ministries.  It  shall  also  include 
Chairpersons  of  the  following  program  areas:  Education,  Evangelism,  Ecumenical 
Affairs,  Missions,  Health  and  Welfare,  Stewardship,  Worship,  Religion  and  Race,  Publi- 
cations and  Social  Concerns.  Membership  shall  also  include  District  Lay  Leader,  United 
Methodist  Women,  United  Methodist  Men,  Youth,  1000  Club,  etc.  It  is  recommended 
that  a  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  be  included  on  each 
District  Council  on  Ministries.  We  further  recommend  that  membership  shall  be  chosen 
so  as  to  include  equitable  representation,  insofar  as  possible,  of  laity  as  well  as  clergy, 
minority  groups,  women,  youth,  and  young  adults.  Membership  in  the  District  Council 
on  Ministries  shall  be  taken  from  persons  interested  in  district  work  after  consultation 
(not  merely  last  minute  appointments).  Lay  people  should  be  considered  for  all  positions 
on  the  District  Council  on  Ministries.  District  Council  on  Ministries  members  may  be 
listed  with  their  names  and  addresses  in  the  Annual  Conference  Journal.  The  Annual 
Conference  shall  elect  the  membership  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  for  the 
ensuing  conference  year,  upon  recommendation  of  the  District  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

The  officers  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership 
of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  such  other  officers  as  the  District  Council  deem 
necessary. 

The  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  work  to  achieve  the  purpose  and  functions 
assigned  by  the  Book  of  Discipline .  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  may,  in  lieu  of  the 
District  Conference: 

1)  Elect  all  District  Boards,  Councils  and  Committees,  and  other  officers,  required  and 
necessary,  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline  and  Conference  Rules, 

2)  Receive    and    act   upon    recommendations    from    District   Boards,    Councils,    and 
Committees. 

The  District  Superintendent  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  staff  officer. 

District  Councils  on  Ministries  shall  be  financed  by  the  district  budget,  except  for 
special  program  activities,  in  which  case  they  may  apply  to  the  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  a  grant 
from  the  Conference  Program  Priorities  Fund. 
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C.  Each  district  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  composed 
of  at  least  four  laypersons  and  three  ministers.  The  District  Superintendent,  Conference, 
Jurisdictional,  and  General  Conference  members  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  District 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Every  consideration  should  be  given  to  ethnic 
minority  representation. 

D.  Each  district  should  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the  district  superinten- 
dent from  funds  made  available  from  the  district  budget. 

ARTICLE  V:  PROGRAM  PLANNING  PROCESS 

A.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies  shall 
develop  methods  in  the  program  planning  process  which  will  enable  the  local  churches  of 
the  Conference  to  communicate  recommendations  concerning  needs  and  goals  for  the 
design  of  programs  which  reflect  concerns  for  ministry  at  the  local  church  level. 

B.  The  Charge  Conference  fulfilling  its  purpose  as  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  shall 
be  used,  under  the  leadership  of  the  District  Superintendent,  to  receive  information  on 
the  needs  and  opportunities  which  exist  in  the  local  churches  that  should  be  taken  into 
account  in  program  planning  by  Conference  Agencies.  The  District  Superintendent  shall 
have  the  responsibility  for  communicating  this  information  to  the  Conference  Agencies. 

C.  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  used  as  a  primary  program  planning, 
development  and  implementation  agency  for  enabling  local  churches  in  fulfillment  of  the 
ministry. 

ARTICLE  VI:  CONFERENCE  RULES 

1.  APPORTIONMENTS:  All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each 
local  church  through  the  application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following  factors 
averaged  from  the  last  three  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

Pastor's  base  compensation 

Associate  pastor(s)'  base  compensation 

Housing,  related  allowances  and  utilities 

Reimbursements  paid  to/for  pastors 

Other  cash  allowances  paid  to/for  pastors 

Diaconal  minister(s)/Deacons  total  compensation 

Other  staff  compensation  and  expenses 

Current  expenses  for  program  including  church  school 

Other  current  operating  expenses 

(Explanatory  Note:  In  the  Statistical  Tables  the  following  numbers  will  relate  to  the  items 
listed  above  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66,  67,  68  and  69.) 

2.  APPROPRIATIONS:  Any  legislation  requiring  appropriation  of  Conference  funds  or 
any  requests  for  Conference-wide  solicitation  of  funds  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  study  and  its  recommendations  before  being 
presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  See  the  Book  of  Discipline . 

3.  FISCAL  AND  STATISTICAL  YEAR:  The  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  and  statistical 
year  of  the  Conference.  All  remittances  for  the  current  year  shall  be  conveyed  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer's  office  not  later  than  the  date  which  will  be  set  by  the  Conference 
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Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  during  their  annual  January  meeting;  and  the 
pastor's  report  No.  1  and  No.  2  shall  be  turned  in,  and  checked  by  auditors  at  District 
meetings  at  a  time  and  place  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration, 
in  consultation  with  members  of  the  Cabinet. 

4.  ADMINISTRATION  OF  FUNDS  FOR  CONFERENCE  BOARDS,  AGENCIES, 
AND  INSTITUTIONS: 

Local  Church  treasurers  shall  send  all  funds  for  Conference  Boards,  Agencies,  and 
Institutions  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  appropriate  distribution. 

All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of  Conference  Councils,  Boards, 
Committees,  and  Commissions  shall  be  administered  and  unified  in  the  office  of  the 
Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall  be  made  through  a  voucher  system  to  be 
supervised  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the  surplus  funds  of  Conference  boards  and 
agencies  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable  amount  needed  as  carry-over  to  begin  the 
next  year.  Provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  institutions,  the  Board  of 
Pensions,  or  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation.  Investment  income 
generated  by  funds  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  be  retained  in  that  account. 

Each  board,  agency  and  institution  of  the  Conference  shall,  by  April  15  each  year, 
submit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  a  financial  audit  report  of  its  most  recent  fiscal  year. 
The  financial  audit  report  shall  include  statements  of  assets,  liabilities,  revenues, 
expenditures,  investments  and  the  returns  therefrom.  The  Audit  Committee  shall  review 
audit  reports  within  sixty  days  of  receipt  and  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  compliance  or  lack  of  compliance.  A  listing  of  specific  deficiencies  in  the 
Audit  Report,  with  recommendation  for  compliance  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Audit 
Committee  in  its  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  shall  notify  boards,  agencies  and  institutions  individually  of 
the  findings  from  the  Audit  Committee.  Boards,  agencies  and  institutions  shall  within 
thirty  days  after  notification,  submit  a  response  and/or  plan  to  correct  any  noted 
deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report. 

The  Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs  shall  not  remit  any  money  to  boards, 
agencies,  or  institutions  who  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  within  the 
specific  time  limits. 

5.  DISTRICT  BUDGETS  AND  DISTRICT  FUNDS:  All  undesignated  monies  received 
should  be  distributed  on  an  exact  ratio  or  percentage  of  the  total  district  budget. 
Designated  funds  shall  be  directed  exclusively  to  the  program  or  item  to  which  they  are 
given  with  no  consequent  alteration  in  other  items  in  the  district  budget. 

6.  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS:  The  base  compensation  and  expenses  to  be  paid 
each  District  Superintendent  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  reported  in  the  Pre- 
Conference  Reports.  It  is  recommended  that  the  base  compensation  of  each  District 
Superintendent  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  of  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
Conference  average  salary. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  shall  be 
the  sole  agent  of  disbursement  of  funds  to  these  expense  accounts.  There  shall  be  no 
additional  reimbursement  for  expenses  of  District  Superintendents  from  any  other  source 
within  the  Louisiana  Conference. 
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7.  PRE-CONFERENCE  REPORTS:  All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Commit- 
tees of  the  Louisiana  Conference  shall  send  their  Annual  Conference  reports,  resolutions, 
and  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Secretary  seventy-five  (75)  days  before  the 
opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile 
and  duplicate  these  reports  and  mail  a  copy  to  each  minister  and  each  lay  member  of  the 
Annual  Conference  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Session  convenes.  Any  reports,  resolutions 
or  recommendations  not  included  in  the  pre-conference  reports  must  be  duplicated  and 
distributed  to  the  Annual  Conference  before  final  action  can  be  taken.  This  rule  does  not 
apply  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry. 

8.  COMMITTEE  ON  PETITIONS:  Any  petitions,  proposed  by  an  individual  member  or  a 
duly  elected  body  of  the  local  church  or  a  district,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Petitions,  no  later  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  The  Committee  shall  meet  to  review  the  petitions  and  assign  them  to 
the  proper  body  for  consideration  by  them  when  they  meet  on  the  opening  day  of  the 
Conference.  These  bodies  shall  make  recommendations  for  concurrence  or  non- 
concurrence  when  they  make  their  report  to  the  Conference. 

9.  DATA  FOR  MEMOIRS:  The  District  Superintendents  in  whose  district  a  Conference 
member,  wife  or  widow  of  a  minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure,  in  advance 
of  the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased. 

10.  SURVIVING  SPOUSES:  A  directory  of  spouses  of  deceased  Conference  members  shall 
be  published  in  the  Journal. 

11.  DISTRICT  CONFERENCES:  Each  District  Council  on  Ministries,  in  consultation  with 
the  Cabinet,  will  determine  whether  an  annual  District  Conference  will  be  held.  When 
the  Conference  is  to  be  held,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5)  lay  members,  and  at  least 
two  (2)  reserve  members,  provided,  however,  each  Church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1) 
elected  member. 

12.  CONFERENCE  NOMINATING  PROCESS 

The  Conference  nominating  process  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Prior  to  January  1  of  the  year  preceding  each  new  quadrennium,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Annual  Conference  shall  give  each  District  Superintendent  a  list  of  all  offices  for 
which  nominations  will  be  made  for  the  ensuing  four  years. 

B.  Prior  to  January  15,  the  District  Superintendents  of  the  respective  districts  shall 
distribute  to  the  pastors  and  local  churches  Lay  Leaders  copies  of  the  list  of  all  offices 
for  which  nominations  will  be  made  at  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference  session.  Local 
church  Nominating  Committees  may  propose  nominees  for  the  listed  positions.  They 
shall  submit  with  each  nomination  the  following  information:  the  person's  address, 
phone  number,  name  and  membership  size  of  local  church,  a  brief  resume  (including 
interests  and  experience  in  specific  church  work),  and  vital  information  including  the 
person's  age,  sex,  ethnic  status  and  any  handicapping  condition. 

C.  Prior  to  February  10,  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  to  nominate 
persons  for  the  offices  in  question.  The  Committee  shall  give  priority  to  names 
submitted  by  local  church  Nominating  Committees,  but  it  shall  not  be  limited  to  those 
names.  It  shall  not  be  required  to  nominate  a  person  for  every  vacancy,  but  shall 
nominate  only  those  persons  it  considers  adequate  to  the  task. 

D.  Prior  to  March  1,  the  District  Committees  on  Nominations  shall  submit  their  lists  of 
nominations   to   the   Secretary   of  the   Annual   Conference,    accompanied   by   the 
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information  about  each  nominee  specified  in  "B"  above.  The  Conference  office  shall 
maintain  computer  records  of  current  and  prior  service  in  Conference  elective  offices 
and  shall  make  this  information  available  to  assist  The  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  circulate  nominations 
submitted  and  its  computer  records  of  prior  service  to  members  of  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  at  least  five  days  prior  to  its  initial  meeting. 

E.  Prior  to  April  1,  The  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  and  make 
nominations  for  all  Conference  offices  which  must  be  filled  in  the  next  quadrennium. 
It  shall  give  priority  to  the  lists  of  names  submitted  by  the  Districts,  but  it  may 
consider  other  names.  The  nominations  shall  be  mailed  to  the  lay  and  clergy  members 
of  the  Annual  Conference  as  part  of  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

F.  All  persons  nominated  for  an  office  in  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  contacted  by 
the  District  or  Conference  committee  placing  their  names  in  nomination  to  determine 
whether  the  persons  so  nominated  are  willing  to  serve. 

G.  Nominating  Committees  shall  examine  all  nominations  to  ensure  appropriate 
representation  of  ethnic  minority  persons,  lay  and  clergy  women,  lay  and  clergy  men, 
persons  with  handicapping  conditions,  youth,  young  adults  and  older  adults. 

H.  Following  the  elections  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  quadrennium  the  newly  elected 
bodies  shall  meet  at  the  site  of  the  Annual  Conference  session.  The  District  Superin- 
tendents shall  convene  the  newly  elected  bodies  and  shall  call  for  the  election  of  a 
chairperson.  Each  body  shall  elect  its  chairperson  and  other  officers  upon  nomination 
from  the  floor. 

I.  When  vacancies  occur  during  a  quadrennium,  The  Conference  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations shall  make  nominations  to  fill  the  vacancies  at  the  ensuing  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  The  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  retain  the  records 
of  persons  nominated  in  the  process  described  above.  The  Committee  shall  use  these 
records  to  assist  its  work.  It  shall  not  be  limited  to  persons  previously  nominated. 
These  nominations  shall  be  published  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

13.  TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP:  The  terms  of  membership  on  all  Councils,  Boards, 
Commissions,  and  Committees  shall  be  limited  to  any  number  of  years,  not  to  exceed 
eight  (8),  served  in  two  consecutive  quadrennia.  When  one  has  served  the  maximum  time 
allowed,  then  reappointment  to  the  same  council,  board,  commission,  or  committee  shall 
not  be  permitted  until  a  full  quadrennium  has  lapsed.  This  shall  not  prohibit  service  on 
other  councils,  boards,  commissions,  or  committees  in  the  following  quadrennium. 

14.  CABINET  LIAISON:  There  shall  be  a  Cabinet  Liaison  appointed  by  the  presiding 
Bishop  to  each  Conference  Board  and  Agency.  Expenses  of  the  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Board  or  Agency  involved. 

15.  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES  MEMBERSHIP:  Conference  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  not  be  limited  to  their  membership  in  the  appointment  of  committees 
and  task  forces.  Members  of  General  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  be  members  of 
corresponding  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

16.  ALL  INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  CONFERENCE:  All  institutions  in  the  Conference 
shall  be  incorporated  and  shall  review  their  corporate  charters  quadrennially  to  determine 
that  they  are  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  the  Book  of 
Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  "The  names  of  those  nominated  to  serve  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors/Trustees  of  conference  institutions  for  later  election 
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by  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  board  of  the  conference 
no  later  than  March  15th  each  year." 

17.  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE:  Each  Charge  Conference  shall  elect 
annually  the  lay  member(s)  to  the  Annual  Conference  and  one  or  more  alternates.  Each 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Wesley  Foundations  shall  elect  a  Methodist  student  member  of 
the  Wesley  Foundation  for  each  campus  minister  who  received  over  one-half  their  salary 
through  the  Wesley  Foundation.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  preside  at  this  election. 

18.  ELECTION  OF  YOUTH  DELEGATES:  The  District  Council  on  Youth  Ministries 
shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  the  youth  category  (18  years  of  age  or 
younger  on  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after 
consultation  with  the  District  Superintendent,  local  church  youth  groups,  and  pastors  in 
that  district,  and  these  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District 
Conference. 

The  District  Young  Adult  Coordinator  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in 
the  young  adult  category  (between  the  ages  of  19  and  25  on  the  opening  date  of  the 
Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  consultation  with  a  young  adult  task 
force  composed  of  campus  ministers,  young  adult  leaders  in  local  churches,  two  young 
adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  student  and  one  a  non-student,  and  the  immediate  past 
young  adult  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  that  district  and  the  District  Superintendent. 
In  those  districts  where  there  is  no  young  adult  coordinator,  the  adult  coordinator  shall 
make  the  nominations  in  the  process  as  stated  above.  These  nominations  shall  be 
presented  to  the  District  Conference  for  their  election.  Additional  nominations  may  be 
made  from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference. 

19.  LAY  AND  CLERGY  MEMBERS:  In  accordance  with  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  the  membership  of  the  annual  conference  shall  be  equally 
represented  by  clergy  and  lay.  The  clergy  membership  shall  consist  of  members  in  full 
connection,  probationary  members,  associate  members,  affiliate  members,  and  local 
pastors  under  full-time  appointment  to  a  pastoral  charge.  All  clergy  members  of  the 
annual  conference  shall  be  attached  to  one  of  the  districts.  The  Conference  Committee  on 
Credentials,  in  cooperation  with  the  district  superintendents,  shall  ascertain  the  number 
of  clergy  members  in  each  district  and  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  laypersons  in  each 
district  who  are  delegates  by  virtue  of  election  or  by  virtue  of  their  office.  Two  young 
persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age  shall  be  elected  lay  members  by  each  District 
Conference  or  District  Council  on  Ministries,  as  outlined  in  Article  VI,  Rule  18  of  the 
Conference  Journal.  The  diaconal  ministers,  the  conference  president  of  United 
Methodist  Women,  the  conference  president  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the  conference 
Lay  Leader,  the  district  Lay  Leaders,  the  president  or  equivalent  officer  of  the 
conference  young  adult  organization,  if  applicable,  and  the  conference  president  of 
United  Methodist  Youth  shall  be  counted  as  members  of  the  annual  conference  from  the 
districts  in  which  they  reside.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  then 
ascertain  the  number  of  additional  lay  members  needed  to  equalize  the  lay  and  clergy 
membership  of  the  annual  conference.  The  total  number  of  additional  lay  member  slots 
will  then  be  prorated  to  the  districts  based  upon  the  church  membership  of  the  districts  as 
reported  in  the  most  recently  published  edition  of  the  Conference  Journal.  These 
additional  at-large  lay  members  shall  then  be  elected  by  the  respective  District 
Conference  or  District  Council  on  Ministries  upon  nomination  by  the  District  Committee 
on  Nominations.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District 
Conference  or  the  District  Council  on  Ministries. 
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20.  LOCAL  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  ON  WILLS:  Each  local  church  shall  have  a 
committee  of  one  or  more  members  on  wills,  trusts  and  special  gifts. 

21.  CHANGE  IN  RULES:  Any  recommendation  for  Rule  changes  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Chair  of  the  Rules  Committee  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  February.  The  Rules 
Committee  shall  consider  and  make  its  recommendations  in  time  to  be  included  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Report. 

Amendments  to  proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  which  have  been 
presented  to  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report  may 
be  considered  by  the  Annual  Conference  session  and  shall  require  a  2/3  (two-thirds) 
majority  vote  for  approval.  Proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  shall 
require  a  2/3  (two-thirds)  vote  for  adoption. 

22.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  may 
be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  conference  session  effective 
for  up  to  one  year.  The  motion  must  also  state  what  provision  will  be  in  effect  during  the 
suspension  of  the  rule.  During  this  year,  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to 
determine  if  there  is  a  need  for  a  permanent  change  in  the  rule  that  has  been  suspended. 
The  committee's  recommendation  shall  be  printed  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports  for 
consideration  by  the  following  Annual  Conference  regular  session. 

23.  CALENDAR:  In  order  to  coordinate  the  calendar  of  the  Conference  and  to  be  better 
stewards  of  money  and  time,  no  conference  event  may  be  held  unless  it  has  first  been 
cleared  through  the  COM  Executive  Committee  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  event. 
The  CCOM  Executive  Committee  shall  make  necessary  changes  so  that  there  will  be  no 
duplication  of  major  events.  Items  to  be  calendared  are  programs,  board  meetings, 
conference  events,  any  scheduled  event  which  involves  the  Conference,  etc.  In  case  of 
unusual  circumstances  a  meeting  could  be  put  on  the  calendar  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

24.  ITINERATION:  The  Conference  Year  is  from  June  1  to  May  31.  When  a  minister 
moves  to  a  new  appointment  at  Annual  Conference  he/she  is  to  receive  compensation  and 
expenses  from  June  1.  When  a  minister  leaves  an  appointment  at  Annual  Conference, 
he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only  through  May  3 1 .  If  the  minister  lives 
in  a  parsonage,  he/she  is  responsible  for  paying  the  utilities  for  the  month  of  May  and  for 
leaving  the  parsonage  in  good  condition.  The  chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations 
Committee  is  to  certify  to  the  District  Superintendent  on  the  form  provided  by  the 
District  Superintendent  that  the  provisions  of  this  rule  have  been  met  by  the  minister 
before  leaving  the  charge.  If  a  minister  is  given  a  housing  allowance,  the  chairperson  of 
the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is  to  give  to  the  District  Superintendent  a  copy  of 
the  contract  for  period  of  time  to  be  covered  by  the  housing  allowance.  This  form,  which 
is  to  be  provided  by  the  District  Superintendent,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Office  at  the 
beginning  of  the  appointment. 

ARTICLE  VII:  RULES  OF  ORDER 
FOR  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS 

RULE  1.  SCHEDULE  OF  MEETINGS 

Morning  —  Opening  Prayer  or  Devotional  Service 

Conference  Business  with  a  mid-morning  recess 
Afternoon  —  Conference  Business 
Evening  —  Programs  as  planned. 
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RULE  2.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS:  After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

1 .  Report  of  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  or  meetings. 

2.  Report  of  Committee  on  Courtesies. 

3.  Report  of  other  standing  administrative  and  special  committees. 

4.  Calendar. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

RULE  3.  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  CHAIR:  The  presiding  Bishop,  or  a  person  designated  by 
the  Bishop,  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Annual  Conference.  They  shall  decide 
points  of  order  raised  or  not  raised  by  the  members,  as  they  deem  necessary  to  conform 
to  these  rules  of  order;  subject,  in  both  cases  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any 
member  without  debate;  except  that  the  chairperson  and  the  appellant,  in  the  order  named 
here,  shall  each  have  five  minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  their  respective  positions. 
A  tie  vote  in  the  case  of  appeal  shall  sustain  the  chair.  When  any  member  raises  a  point 
of  order  they  shall  cite,  by  number,  the  rule  they  judge  to  have  been  violated.  The 
presiding  Bishop  shall  have  the  right  to  recess  a  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  any 
time  at  his/her  discretion  and  to  reconvene  at  such  time  as  he/she  shall  announce,  with 
only  delegates,  authorized  personnel  and  authorized  guests  permitted  to  attend  such  a 
session  following  recess. 

RULE  4.  CALLING  THE  CONFERENCE  TO  ORDER:  When  the  chairperson  stands  in 
his/her  place  and  calls  the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the 
chair,  or  stand,  while  the  chairperson  stands. 

RULE  5.  ATTENDANCE  AND  SEATING  RESERVES:  No  member,  unless  hindered  by 
sickness  or  otherwise  from  being  present,  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference  without  permission  of  the  Conference;  and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Chairperson. 

RULE  6.  DIRECTIONS  FOR  SECURING  THE  FLOOR:  When  a  member  desires  to 
speak  to  the  Conference,  he/she  shall  arise  at  his/her  designated  seat,  respectfully  address 
the  presiding  officer,  using  the  term,  "Mr./  Madame  Chairperson,"  and  after 
recognition,  proceed  to  a  microphone  and  announce  the  Church  or  Charge  which  he/she 
represents;  which,  in  turn,  the  Chairperson  shall  then  announce  to  the  Conference. 

RULE  7.  INTERRUPTING  THE  SPEAKER:  No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be 
interrupted  except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to  raise  a 
very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 

RULE  8.  SPEAKING  MORE  THAN  ONCE;  LENGTH  OF  SPEECH:  No  member  shall 
speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires  the 
floor,  no  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  motion,  no  longer  than  ten 
minutes  unless  their  time  shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference.  This  ten  minute  limit  may 
be  reduced  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference  at  any  time,  and  for  any  period 
duration. 

RULE  9.  QUESTION  OF  HIGH  PRIVILEGE:  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time 
for  what  he/she  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege  shall  be  allowed  to 
indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  question  and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  chair  to  be  such, 
he/she  may  proceed  at  his/her  pleasure  or  until  the  chairperson  judges  that  he/she  has 
exhausted  their  privilege. 
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RULE  10.  VOTING  AREA  OF  CONFERENCE:  Only  members  within  the  area  of  the 
Conference  when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  members  within  the  area 
at  the  time  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for  special 
reasons  by  the  Conference. 

RULE  11.  VOTING  PROCEDURES:  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot. 
An  "aye"  and  "nay"  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be  ordered  on  call  of  any  member, 
supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  A  count  vote  may  be 
ordered  on  call  of  any  member  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  in  which  case  the  members  shall  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being  taken  or  when  the  previous 
question  has  been  called,  until  the  process  is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  vote 
itself,  or  that  which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the  time  while  waiting  for  the  report 
of  the  secretaries  on  a  count  vote,  or  any  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote.  The  count  shall  be  made 
by  the  Committee  of  Tellers. 

RULE  12.  DIVISION  OF  QUESTION:  Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  member  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  they 
indicate.  If  no  delegate  objects,  the  division  shall  be  made;  but  if  there  is  objection,  the 
chair  shall  put  the  question  of  division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

RULE  13.  VOTE  BY  ORDER:  The  ministerial  and  lay  members  shall  deliberate  as  one 
body;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  member,  seconded  by  another  member  of  the 
same  order  and  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the 
ministerial  and  lay  members  shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the  Conference  votes  by 
orders,  no  measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  classes 
of  members.  In  cases  of  such  a  vote  the  order  calling  for  it  shall  vote  first;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Conference  may  not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution.  Discipline  (pp.  64-66) 

RULE  14.  MOTION  FOR  ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  UN- 
NECESSARY: Whenever  a  report  of  a  committee  signed  by  the  chairperson  and 
secretary  thereof,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Conference  for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed 
in  proper  order  for  consideration  by  the  Conference  without  the  formality  of  a  motion  to 
adopt,  and  a  second  thereto. 

RULE  15.  REQUIRED  FORMS  FOR  REPORTS,  RESOLUTIONS,  MOTIONS  AND 
AMENDMENTS:  All  resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  in  triplicate; 
and,  when  requested  by  the  secretary,  motions,  including  amendments,  shall  be  presented 
in  writing. 

RULE  16.  ALTERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS,  ETC.:  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded, 
or  a  resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read,  k  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except  by  action  of 
the  Conference. 

RULE  17.  UNDEBATABLE  MOTIONS:  The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon 
without  debate: 

1.  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the  Conference  finally. 

2.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 
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5.  To  call  for  the  previous  question. 

6.  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion. 

7.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

8.  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day. 

RULE  18.  RIGHTS  OF  THE  MAIN  QUESTION:  The  main  question  may  be  opened  to 
debate  under  the  following  motions:  to  adopt,  to  amend,  to  commit  or  refer,  to  substitute, 
to  postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or  subject  shall  be 
entertained  until  the  one  under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  The  foregoing 
does  not  apply  to  secondary  motions  if  otherwise  allowable  in  the  existing  parliamentary 
situation. 

RULE  19.  PRECEDENCE  OF  SECONDARY  MOTIONS:  If  any  one  or  more  of  the 
following  motions  shall  be  made  when  one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending,  the  order 
of  their  precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall  be  the  same  as  the  order  of  their 
listing  below: 

1.  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn.  (This  motion  is  subject  to 
amendment,  or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table). 

2.  To  adjourn. 

3.  To  take  recess. 

4.  To  order  the  previous  question. 

5.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

6.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

7.  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

8.  To  commit  or  refer. 

9.  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being  allowed  to  an  amendment.) 
10.   To  postpone  indefinitely. 

RULE  20.  TABLING  RELATED  MOTIONS:  No  motion  which  adheres  to  another  motion, 
or  has  another  motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by  itself.  Such  motions,  if 
laid  on  the  table,  carry  with  them  the  motions  to  which  they  respectively  adhere,  or 
which  adhere  to  them. 

RULE  21.  REFERRING  REPORTS,  ETC.:  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer 
to  a  committee  a  section  or  a  part  of  a  report  or  resolution  which  is  before  the 
Conference  for  consideration,  or  any  amendment  offered  thereto. 

RULE  22.  PROCEDURE  FOR  CONSIDERATION  OF  SUBSTITUTES:  When  a 
resolution  or  committee  report  is  properly  before  the  Conference  for  consideration  and 
action,  even  if  amendments  thereto  are  pending,  a  substitute  therefore  may  be  offered  by 
any  member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the  report  or  resolution  under 
consideration.  The  Conference  shall  then  proceed  first  to  perfect  the  original  report  or 
resolution,  including  consideration  and  action  upon  any  amendments  which  may  be 
offered  to  it.  The  same  perfecting  process  shall  then  be  followed  with  respect  to  the 
substitute.  The  question  shall  then  be  put  first  on  the  motion  to  substitute,  followed  by 
the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  or  resolution;  provided,  however,  that  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or  recommendation 
or  on  making  the  proposed  substitution  until  opportunity  has  been  given  for  at  least  two 
(2)  members  to  speak  on  each  side  of  the  question  of  substitution  or  adoption. 

RULE  23.  PREVIOUS  QUESTION:  When  any  member  moves  the  previous  question  (that 
is,  that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pending),  they  shall  indicate  to 
what  they  intend  it  to  apply,  if  any  secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also  pending.  If 
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he/she  does  not  so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the  immediately 
pending  question.  This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  require  a  two- 
thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  for  its  adoption;  and  if  it  is  accepted,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  to  which  it  applies  without  further  debate. 

RULE  24.  MOTION  AFTER  SPEECH:  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately 
after  discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing  the  floor,  to  make  a  motion 
whose  adoption  would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

RULE  25.  EXCEPTIONS  TO  MAJORITY  VOTE:  A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum 
being  present,  shall  decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  One-third  (1/3)  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to  sustain  a  call  for  a  count 
vote  in  case  the  decision  of  the  chair  is  doubted.  A  tie  vote  sustains  the  chair. 

2.  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members 
of  the  order  from  which  the  call  came,  present  and  voting. 

3.  A  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a  motion  to  suspend  or  amend  the 
rules;  to  sustain  a  motion  for  the  previous  question;  to  set  aside  a  special  order;  to 
consider  a  special  order  before  the  time  set  therefor;  to  sustain  the  request  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  for  the  presentation  of  any  person  on  the  final 
day  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

RULE  26.  RECONSIDERATION:  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side.  If  the 
motion  proposed  for  reconsideration  is  non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may  not 
be  debated. 

RULE  27.  CALENDARS,  REGULAR  AND  NON-CONCURRENCE:  The  Secretary  shall 
keep  a  chronological  record  of  orders  of  the  day  and  of  reports  of  committees,  which 
record  shall  be  called  the  Calendar,  and  the  matter  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be 
considered  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Agenda  (the  Cabinet)  to  the 
Conference,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item  is  taken  up  out 
of  its  order. 

When  committee  presents  a  report  on  a  given  subject,  as  part  of  its  report,  it  must  also 
list  the  numbers  of  all  petitions  relating  to  this  subject  on  which  the  committee  voted  non- 
concurrence. 

RULE  28.  MOTION  TO  ADJOURN  IN  ORDER  EXCEPT:  The  motion  to  adjourn  when 
unqualified,  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except: 

1 .  When  a  member  has  the  floor. 

2.  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken,  and  before  it  is  finally 
decided. 

3.  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and  action  there  under  is  pending. 

4.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

5.  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment  of  the  Conference. 
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RULE  29.  SPEAKERS  FOR  AND  AGAINST:  When  the  report  of  a  subject  is  under 
consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  ascertain,  when  he/she 
recognizes  a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which  side  he/she  proposes  to  speak;  and 
he/she  shall  not  assign  the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side  of 
the  pending  question  as  the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if  any  member  desire  to  speak 
on  the  other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  motion  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to  the 
same  decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for  at  least  two  speeches  for  and 
two  against  the  said  proposal,  provided  that  right  is  claimed  before  the  chairperson  or 
duly  authorized  member  representing  the  committee's  report  or  the  minority  report,  if 
there  be  such,  is  presented  to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and  after)  the  previous  question  has 
been  ordered,  the  chairperson  or/and  duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting  a 
committee's  report  (and  a  minority  report  if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  chairperson  and/or  other  member  or  members  to  close  the  debate  shall 
prevail  in  like  manner  to  a  limit  of  five  minutes  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  on  a 
motion  to  amend,  to  substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  any  other 
motion  whose  adoption  would  vitally  affect  the  report  under  consideration;  provided,  that 
this  five  minute  limit  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  substitute  a  minority  report  for  a 
regular  (majority)  report  of  a  committee. 

RULE  30.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  All  actions  of  the  Annual  Conference  everywhere  shall 
become  effective  upon  the  final  adjournment  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at 
which  they  are  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specified,  except  as  provided  otherwise  in  the 
Discipline. 

RULE  31.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules 
of  Order  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference. 

RULE  32.  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER  SUPPLEMENTAL  AUTHORITY:  In  any 

parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence shall  be  governed  by  the  current  edition  of  Robert's  Rules.

Dreams  were  a  passion  with  Mom,  and  she  had  the  good  fortune  to  explore  many  of  hers 
during  her  lifetime.  Teaching  school  was  one  of  her  early  ambitions.  At  the  age  of  sixteen,  she 
attained  her  first  job  teaching  in  a  one-room  school  house  near  her  home  town,  Texarkana, 
Arkansas. 

As  she  grew  older,  she  began  to  dream  of  marrying  an  honorable  man  who  would  be  a  valued 
partner  in  life.  She  certainly  never  imagined  herself  the  wife  of  a  minister.  When  she  met 
Dad,  however,  and  he  expressed  to  her  his  commitment  to  become  a  Methodist  preacher  and 
later  proposed  marriage,  she  knew  a  part  of  God's  plan  for  her  was  being  a  minister's  wife.

Captain,  My  Captain 
Walt  Whitman 
D.L.  Dykes,  Jr.  was  a  Methodist  minister  for  nearly  50  years—he  said,  since  he  was  seventeen. 
By  his  accounts,  he  was  just  learning  to  shave  when  he  delivered  his  first  sermon  in  a  little 
country  church  in  north  central  Louisiana.  His  mother  was  there,  probably  more  proud  than 
any  other  mother  has  ever  been.  His  father,  not  traditionally  a  church-goer,  was  there,  too,  and 
I  imagine,  very  proud  as  well.  That's  where  the  popularity  began.  It  was  the  far  from  ordinary 
vision  of  his  own  commitment  that  shown  through  his  warm  blue  eyes  and  modulated  his  soft, 
gentle  voice.  As  skinny  as  a  board,  he  may  have  seemed  to  those  people  that  day  the  most 
sincere,  dedicated  young  man  they  had  ever  seen. 

In  his  first  sermon  that  day,  hem drew  a  compelling  scene  of  a  young  deer  running  from  a  forest 
fire  and  stopping  on  top  of  a  hill  to  sniff  the  air  for  some  hint  of  water.  His  hearers  were  in 
the  scene  with  him,  and  he  was  the  deer.  Just  then,  he  added,  "As  the  heart  panteth  after  the 
waterbrook,  so  panteth  my  heart  after  Thee,  O  God"  He  did  not  know  it,  but  that  was  the 
announcement  of  his  life's  ambition-to  pant  after  God  with  a  thirst  that  never  was  quenched. 
That  life's  ambition,  that  life's  dedication  has  been,  to  my  mind,  the  driving  force  behind  his 
brilliant  calling  as  a  preacher. 

My  father  fashioned  unique  and  stimulating  perspectives  on  the  United  Methodist  Christian 
tradition.  His  was  an  eager  mind  with  a  deep  longing  to  probe  the  mind,  and  more 
importantly,  the  heart  of  God.  At  times  it  was  esoteric  and  excruciatingly  detailed  in  a 
prolonged  sermon  introduction,  and  then,  simple,  pure  and  poignant  in  a  moment  of  sincere 
confession,  or  delighted  discovery. 

He  was  a  preacher  who  wanted  to  comfort  the  uneasy,  reassure  the  guilty,  give  peace  to  the 
anguished  and  hope  to  the  desperate.  Here  was  a  preacher  who  wanted  to  snap  us  out  of  our 
moral  complacency-yank  us  out  of  our  turgid  religious  laziness.  He  wished  he  could  take  all 
the  hurt  away,  make  enemies  talk,  reunite  broken  relationships  and  make  peace  all  around. 
Many  remember  his  courageous  involvement  in  human  rights  activities  and  his  fearless  defense 
of  the  United  Methodist  church's  role  in  the  civil  rights  movement  and  the  Vietnam  war 
resistance  in  the  sixties  and  seventies. 

D.L.  Dykes,  Jr.  served  Methodist  churches  in  Louisiana  and  Arkansas  from  1935  until  1984. 
He  served  as  a  student  pastor  at  Blanchard,  and  at  Trees  City,  as  pastor  at  Zwolle,  as  associate 
at  First  Methodist  in  Shreveport,  as  pastor  at  Central  Methodist  Church  in  Fayetteville, 
Arkansas,  and  finally  as  senior  pastor  at  First  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport  where  he  retired 
as  Pastor  Emeritus  after  30  years. 

Dr.  Dykes  was  married  to  Sue  Ellen  Brown.  They  had  a  son,  David  R.  Dykes  and  two 
grandchildren,  Jennifer  Dykes  Arcilla,  and  Suzanna  Dykes.

DR.  B.  JOSEPH  MARTIN 

August  21,  1906  -  September  29,  1996 

B.  Joseph  Martin  was  born  August  21,  1906  in  Bourg,  Louisiana.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of 
Reverend  Anatole  Martin  who  was  himself  a  Methodist  minister. 

B.  Joseph  spent  his  early  childhood  in  the  Bourg—Bayou  Blue  area,  later  attending  Terrebonne 
High  School  in  Houma,  Louisiana.  While  attending  high  school,  B.  Joseph  became  aware  of 
God's  call  upon  his  life  and  soon  found  himself  teaching  at  the  Wesley-MacDonnell  House  in 
Houma.

B.  Joseph  Martin,  returned  home  after  his  "first"  retirement  to  pastor  the  Raceland-Lockport-

Under  Dr.  Martin's  leadership,  the  Raceland  and  Lockport 
congregations  merged  and  built  a  new  sanctuary  in  Mathews  and  thus  formed  the  Mathew's 
Memorial  United  Methodist  Church.  During  Dr.  Martin's  thirteen  year  pastorate,  the  Bayou 
Blue,  as  well  as  the  Mathew's  Memorial  congregations  made  great  strides  forward  growing 
spiritually  and  numerically. 

I  feel  privileged  to  have  spent  time  with  Dr.  Martin,  a  servant  of  Christ  and  a  man  who  has 
touched  people's  lives  throughout  this  nation.

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MARVIN  ANSON  PRATT 

August  28,  1933  -  May  20,  1997 

On  May  23,  1997,  family  and  friends  from  across  the  United  States  gathered  in  worship  at  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  Pineville  to  thank  God  for  the  faith,  life,  and  witness  of  Marvin 
Anson  Pratt.  Eighteen  months  previously,  Marvin  suffered  a  severe  heart  attack  and  required 
by-pass  surgery.  He  bounced  back  with  excitement  and  enthusiasm  for  ministry  only  three 
months  later  to  be  diagnosed  with  a  virulent  form  of  cancer.  Marvin  made  two  important 
decisions;  first  God  would  continue  to  be  the  center  of  his  life,  not  his  illness,  and  second,  he 
would  be  more  interested  in  the  needs  of  others  than  in  his  own.  These  two  decisions  added 
a  new  dimension  to  his  ministry  in  the  last  eighteen  months  of  his  earthly  pilgrimage.  When 
anyone  would  go  to  visit  Marvin  with  the  intention  of  ministering  to  him,  they  instead  left  with 
the  inner  assurance  they  had  stood  on  "holy  ground"  and  had  received  a  "blessing".  The 
gathered  congregation  gave  thanks  to  God  for  enriching  and  enhancing  our  lives  through  the 
ministry  of  Marvin  Anson  Pratt 

Marvin  began  his  earthly  pilgrimage  in  Bay  City,  Michigan  on  August  28,  1933  and  was 
transferred  to  the  Church  Triumphant  on  Tuesday,  May  20,  1997  in  Alexandria,  Louisiana. 
Marvin  and  his  wife,  Nancy  entered  the  United  Methodist  Church  under  the  ministry  of  the 
Rev.  Tom  Beeler  at  Trinity  Church,  Alexandria.  Later  Marvin  would  experience  the  "call  to 
preach"  and  serve  our  congregations  on  the  Provencal-Weaver  charge  and  then  the  Marksville  - 
Oakgrove  -  Simmesport  charge  as  a  Full-time  Local  Pastor.  The  strength  of  Marvin's  witness 
during  these  last  eighteen  months  is  summarized  in  the  poem  entitled  "Going  Home"  by  Perry 
Tanksley  and  included  in  the  bulletin  on  May  20,  1997.

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CLEBURNE  WALTER  QUAID 

September  3,  1913  -  February  9,  1997 

Cleburne  Quaid  was  born  in  Milburn,  Oklahoma,  the  second  of  four  children  of  Tommy  Jane 
King  Quaid  and  Rev.  John  Wesley  Quaid.  His  father  served  in  the  ministry  for  45  years,  first 
in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  then  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  the  South,  and 
finally  the  Methodist  Church.  His  grandfather,  Rev.  Thomas  Quaid,  had  been  a  circuit  rider. 
Cleburne  and  his  brothers  and  sister  lived  in  many  small  Oklahoma  towns  as  preacher's  kids. 
As  a  young  boy,  his  education  often  followed  the  agricultural  needs  of  the  community,  with 
school  often  interrupted  by  work  in  the  fields.  His  father  taught  them  to  hunt  and  fish  at  an 
early  age,  and  this  became  his  favorite  pastime.  A  deep  fascination  for  the  land  and  its  wildlife 
grew  within  Cleburne  and  remained  a  major  motivation  throughout  his  life. 

He  grew  and  matured  in  a  Christian  home  where  he  learned  the  value  of  a  sense  of  humor  as 
well  as  a  work  ethic.  Track  was  a  favorite  sport  in  school,  and  he  was  fast  in  the  mile  run.  A 
creative  capacity  and  natural  talent  for  drawing  emerged  when  he  was  quite  young.  Art  classes 
in  college  established  his  skill,  and  henceforth,  art  served  as  a  great  comfort  (and  extra  source 
of  income).  It  was  in  college  that  he  was  called  to  the  ministry. 

During  his  years  at  Perkins  School  of  Theology  in  Dallas,  he  met  Jane  Victoria  Sanders  and 
rapidly  fell  in  love.  Cleburne  was  ordained  as  a  third  generation  Methodist  minister  in  1941 
and  assumed  his  first  appointment  in  Westlake,  Louisiana.  Courtship  involved  many  trips  to 
Dallas,  and  in  June  of  1942  Jane  and  Cleburne  were  married  and  moved  to  his  new  assignment 
in  Gueydan.  In  1944  their  son,  Thomas  Perdue  was  born.  Then  in  1946  their  daughter,  Leska 
Diane  arrived  in  DeQuincy. 

Cleburne  loved  his  ministry  and  stayed  busy  with  volunteer  and  civic  work,  even  serving  as  a 
football  coach  once.  His  artwork  and  signs  were  seen  throughout  Louisiana  wherever  he 
served:  Many,  Shreveport,  Lake  Charles,  Hammond,  Bogalusa,  Bastrop  and  finally  Homer. 
He  was  active  in  the  Lion's  club  and  Kiwanis.  He  had  a  particular  interest  in  the  work  of 
Alcoholics  Anonymous  and  actually  helped  start  several  chapters. 

Cleburne  lived  with  Jane  in  his  beloved  Homer  for  20  years.  He  retired  from  First  United 
Methodist  Church  there  in  1979,  but  continued  to  preach  in  many  of  the  rural  churches  of  the 
area  until  he  completed  his  51  years  in  the  ministry  in  1992.  He  had  single  handedly  built  a 
studio  where  he  worked  as  a  prolific  wildlife  artist  for  many  years,  donating  countless  pieces 
to  Ducks  Unlimited  and  never  turning  down  a  request  for  his  art.  He  loved  the  beautiful 
woods  and  quiet  ponds  around  Homer,  where  often  he  could  be  found  hunting  or  fishing  or 
sketching  his  next  project 

With  failing  health,  he  and  Jane  moved  to  Tempe,  Arizona,  where  their  daughter,  Diane,  could 
care  for  them  more  closely.  He  was  a  man  of  great  energy  and  joy.  He  once  wrote,  "I  believe 
now  that  God  can,  and  does,  bring  to  mankind  an  optimism;  a  positive  attitude  and  hope  that 
can  be  realistic  and  obtainable.  I  believe  that  God  wants  to  break  through  to  everyone  of  us 
and  reveal  such.  I  believe  that  this  is  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  Cleburne  Quaid  died  early 
on  a  beautiful  Sunday  morning  and  joined  the  Master  he  loved  and  served.

Susie  Reid,  Margaret  Ann  Wills,  was  born  in  Lancaster,  Texas,  February  26,  1912.  She 
graduated  from  Lancaster  High  School  and  entered  Southern  Methodist  University  in  1929. 
There  she  majored  in  music  and  honed  her  skills  as  a  violinist 

In  1931  she  married  William  J.  (Bill)  Reid  of  Bonham,  Texas,  and  they  began  their  long  life 
together,  nearly  60  years,  by  first  serving  the  Methodist  Church  in  Lexington,  Oklahoma.  Susie 
returned  with  Bill  to  SMU;  she  to  study  home  economics,  he  to  complete  his  theology  degree. 
They  served  churches  in  Texas  and  then  Louisiana.  While  in  Rayville,  World  War  II  began  and 
Susie  supported  Bill's  service  as  chaplain  with  the  Army's  82nd  Airborne  Division.

Fred  W.  Schwendimann,  Jr.  was  born  in  Wilmot,  Arkansas  on  May  1,  1915.  As  a  teenager  he 
was  strongly  influenced  by  the  minister  of  his  local  Methodist  Church,  Reverend  Doyle  T. 
Rowe,  who  was  also  Fred's  scoutmaster.  After  graduating  from  Wilmot  High  School,  he 
attended  Monticello  A  &  M  College  in  Monticello,  Arkansas.  He  strongly  felt  the  "call"  to  the 
ministry  during  his  first  two  years  of  college  and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Little  Rock 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  1934.  Fred  transferred  to  Hendrix  College,  where  he 
graduated  with  a  B.A.  degree  in  1936.  He  attended  Perkins  School  of  Theology  at  Southern 
Methodist  University  and  received  a.  B.D.  degree  in  1938.  He  joined  the  Little  Rock 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South  in  1939,  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1941 
and  Elder  in  1943.

July  28,  1916  -  September  13,  1996 

'It's  like  taking  in  the  life  of  another  person."  Lillian  Stout  fondly  recalled  Ned's  explanation 
of  his  love  for  reading.  Ned's  passion  for  others  and  for  learning  were  the  hallmarks  of  his  life 
and  ministry. 

Ned  Lee  Stout  served  for  over  40  years  as  a  pastor  prior  to  his  "retirement"  from  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  in  1983.  His  years  of  service  in  Louisiana  were  divided  fairly  evenly 
between  northeast  Louisiana,  New  Orleans,  Baton  Rouge,  and  Lake  Charles  (Ned  retired  from 
St.  Luke's-Simpson  Church,  shortly  after  helping  to  facilitate  the  merger  of  the  two 
congregations). 

During  his  seminary  days  at  Vanderbilt  University,  Ned  served  a  three-point  charge  in  the 
Tennessee  Annual  Conference  and  upon  graduation,  was  offered  appointments  in  Louisiana, 
Tennessee  and  West  Virginia  (Lillian's  home  state). 

Although  Ned  "grew  up"  in  First  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles,  his  first  work  as  a  pastor  was 
a  short  stint  as  assistant  pastor  at  a  Baptist  church  in  Lake  Charles  -  prior  to  his  college  and 
seminary  studies.  When  he  was  recruited  for  the  job,  Ned  was  assured  that  "salary  was  no 
object"  and,  as  Lillian  retold  the  story,  we  could  almost  see  Ned's  wry  grin  and  hear  him  retort, 
"It  wasn't" 

Ned's  Ingleside  years  were  marked  by  the  same  vigor,  vision,  zest  and  joy  which  God  had 
shared  through  Ned  during  his  "under  appointment  years".  What  a  delight  it  would  be  to  share 
those  sights  and  sounds  with  you:  to  share  the  glow  of  his  love  for  his  children  and 
grandchildren;  to  see  him  riding  his  bicycle  to  church  and  running  in  a  5-kilometer  race  through 
Baton  Rouge;  to  hear  Ned's  "honky-tonk"  piano  renditions  of  gospel  hymns  shared  with  nursing 
home  residents  gathered  at  Ingleside  -  to  see  his  body  sway,  and  to  watch  the  piano  almost 
"walk";  to  see  him  hold  Virginia  Irving's  hand  in  silence  in  the  nursing  home  for  two  hours  on 
the  day  before  his  health  failed;  to  discover  his  Book  of  Worship  open  on  his  desk  and  to  know 
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that  even  as  he  sensed  death's  approach  he  was  still  searching  for  understanding. 

What  a  joy  it  has  been  to  "take  in  the  life"  of  Ned  Stout    God's  gift  of  Ned  has  blessed  us 
richly.   God's  gift  of  Ned's  life  blesses  us  still.

This  partnership  endured  when 
Richard  was  asked  to  start  up  and  run  the  conference's  first  temporary  shelter  for  abused  and 
abandoned  children.  Helen  found  her  niche  in  this  new  ministry  without  missing  a  beat  She 
tackled  the  mountainous  housekeeping  tasks  involved  in  re-organizing  what  had  been  a  home 
for  unwed  mothers  to  a  new  purpose.  Helen  was  at  her  happiest  bringing  her  talents  to  the 
service  of  her  husband's  ministries.  This  tiny  woman,  of  huge  spirit  and  conscientious  work 
ethic,  enriched  the  decades  this  couple  spent  playing  an  active  and  productive  role  in  the 
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Louisiana  Conference. 

In  1975,  Helen,  born  and  bred  in  the  city,  adapted  to  country  life  as  they  entered  semi- 
retirement  They  moved  to  a  farm  in  south  Louisiana  to  care  for  Richard's  aged  father.  This 
task  she  also  tackled  with  energy.  In  these  years  Helen  could  never  be  found  without  a  piece 
of  needlework  in  her  lap,  hands  working  thread  into  gifts  and  objects  of  beauty.  And  those 
hands  continued  to  bring  music  to  nearby  churches  for  many  years. 

Beginning  in  1946,  the  Waltons  had  three  children.  Richard,  Anna  and  ten  years  later,  Christie.

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Bank  One  be  designated  as  the  principal  depositories  for  funds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.  Other  financial  institutions  across  the  state  are  to  be  used  for  interest-bearing 
accounts.  Authority  to  open  accounts  is  given  to  the  Conference  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Authorized  signatures  on  the  accounts  and 
deposit  boxes  are  to  be:  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer, 
a  designated  representative  of  the  C.F.A.,  and  the  Senior  Minister  of  First  UMC,  Baton  Rouge. 

5.  The  Council  has  contracted  with  William  E.  DeLoach,  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  Baton 
Rouge,  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The 
auditor's  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1996,  is  included  in  the  Treasurer's  report 
found  in  this  PreConference  Report  book. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  pastoral  charge  consider  an  amount  of  $5,100  for  Pastor's  Travel 
and  $5,800  for  utilities/housing  expense  for  each  minister. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  local  churches  pay  on  the  moving  expenses  of  incoming  ministers 
an  amount  up  to  $2,800  in  1998  and  that  this  amount  be  increased  in  increments  of  $200  each 
year  through  1999  to  a  maximum  then  of  $3,000.  Churches  are  asked  to  budget  this  amount 
each  year.  Money  not  used  for  moving  should  be  placed  in  an  escrow  account  to  assure  such 
funds  as  needed.  When  the  recommended  amount  is  exceeded  by  the  incoming  minister,  that 
minister  should  pay  the  additional  costs. 

8.  We  remind  the  ministers  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  will  move  to  another  charge  that 
they  are  to  accept  salary  and  expense  only  through  May  31,  1998,  from  the  charge  they  are 
presently  serving.  The  June  salary  and  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  new  charge. 

9.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  federal  income  tax  regulations,  we  recommend  that  the  utilities 
and  other  housing  expenses  on  the  Conference  Directors'  residences  and  the  district  parsonages 
be  considered  a  part  of  their  cash  compensation  as  "Housing  Allowance.'1

2.  All  remittances  for  1997  must  be  received  by  the  Conference  Treasurer's  office  not  later 
than  January  8,  1998. 

3.  The  Annual  Conference  grants  permission  to  Centenary  College  and  Dillard  University 
to  make  an  appeal  for  every  church  in  the  conference  to  send  a  "paid  student"  to  the 
institutions. 

4.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  $15,000 
from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund  for  expenses  of  Cabinet  Meetings  and  up  to  $1,000  for 
telephone  calls  involving  appointments.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer  of  the  Conference  is  authorized  to  pay  from  the  District  Superintendents' 
Fund  to  the  Pension  Fund  an  amount  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  meet  the  General 
Board  of  Pensions'  requirement. 

5.  We  recommend  that  each  district  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the  District 
Superintendent  from  district  budget  funds.  The  Annual  Conference  requires  that  copies  of  the 
annual  budget  and  audit  for  each  district  be  mailed  to  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer  for  the  Council  not  later  than  April  15  following  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

6.  The  compensation  of  all  the  District  Superintendents  shall  be  equal  throughout  the 
Conference.  Since  District  Superintendents  are  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  officers  of  the 
Conference,  their  salary,  travel  expense,  utilities  allowance,  housing  allowance,  professional 
expenses,  and  the  Conference  health  insurance  premium  shall  be  paid  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  We  recommend  the  following  income  be  paid  to  the  District  Superintendents 
from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund:  Base  Compensation  for  1998,  $58,677  (see 
Conference  Rules  for  the  rule  concerning  salary):  utilities/furnishings  -  $5,800;  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $2,400  to  be  drawn  by  voucher  and  used  for  professional  expenses  to  cover  the 
expense  of  Ministers'  School,  Ministers'  Week,  Bishops'  Week,  Annual  Conference,  Continuing 
Education  and  other  expenses  that  the  District  Superintendent  incurs  in  carrying  out  the 
responsibilities  of  the  office.  The  Council  shall  provide  an  automobile  travel  reimbursement 
expense  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  be  drawn  by  voucher  at  31.50  per  mile  from  a  total 
pooled  budget  of  $69,750. 

7.  Each  Council,  Board,  Commission,  Committee,  etc.  of  the  Conference  receiving  funding 
from  the  Conference  shall  designate  one  person,  other  than  the  chairperson,  as  the  Finance 
Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  keep  for  that  board  or  agency  a  current  record  of  financial 
transactions  involving  the  budget  receipts  and  expenditures  for  that  body. 

The  Finance  Officer  shall  receive  all  vouchers  from  members  and  shall  approve  and  submit 
same  to  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The  vouchers  must  be 
specific  in  detail,  accompanied  by  the  appropriate  receipts,  and  must  bear  the  signed  approval 
of  the  Finance  Officer.    The  Finance  Officer  shall  in  turn  submit  them  to  the  Conference 
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Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  within  three  weeks.  In  order  to  assist 
the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  to  close  out  the  books  and  set  up 
books  for  a  new  fiscal  year,  all  Finance  Officers  shall  submit  final  vouchers  of  said  board  and 
agency  by  December  19,  1997. 

Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Official  Voucher  Policy  for  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies: 
Travel  -  Within  the  State  of  Louisiana  -  Travel  Expense  for  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies  is  set  at  a  maximum  of  15  cents  per  mile.  When  three  or  more  members  are 
traveling  together,  a  maximum  of  18  cents  per  mile  will  be  paid.  Regardless  of  the  mode 
of  travel  used,  the  maximum  of  15  cents  per  mile  will  still  apply.  Beyond  the  state,  the 
most  economical  mode  of  travel  must  be  used  with  this  new  provision:  That  an  amount 
of  $500  per  year  be  the  normal  limit  for  reimbursable  travel  expense  for  members  of 
Louisiana  councils,  boards,  commissions  and  committees  who  reside  outside  of  the  state 
boundaries  to  attend  regular  meetings  of  their  conference  agency.  This  limit  applies  to 
funds  that  come  from  conference  line  item  budgets.  A  conference  agency  may  vote  to 
increase  this  amount  if  the  members  choose  to  make  an  exception  due  to  the  specific  need 
of  participation  by  a  particular  member.  This  limit  applies  only  to  travel  and  not  to  per 
diem  lodging  and  meal  costs.  Air  travel  must  be  supported  by  the  air  ticket  stub. 

Lodging  and  Meals  -  Reimbursement  for  lodging  expenses  will  be  made  for  the  actual 
amount  of  expenses  incurred.  Moderately  priced  hotel  or  motel  accommodations  are 
suggested.  An  itemized  bill  must  accompany  the  request  for  reimbursement 
Reimbursement  will  be  made  for  meals  for  the  actual  expense  incurred,  but  not  for 
entertainment  or  room  service.  Any  meals  exceeding  $5  must  be  supported  by  receipts. 
The  maximum  per  diem  for  lodging  and  meals  will  be  $70.  Exceptions  to  the  policy  may 
be  made  only  by  the  agency  chairperson  and  Finance  Officer. 

8.  All  institutions  and  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual  Conference  are  required  to 
submit  a  financial  statement  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year.  (See  Conference  Rules  for  Rule 
on  Annual  Audits) 

9.  A  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  of  any 
Conference  Board  or  Agency  will  be  placed  in  the  Conference  Benevolences  Budget  for  the 
next  year.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  continue  to  place  in  the  Contingency  Fund  of  the 
Annual  Conference  all  interest  from  the  invested  funds  of  the  different  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies.  The  Council  shall  use  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Foundation  to  assist  in  the  investment  of  Conference  Funds.  The  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  Foundation.  Local  churches  and  Conference  Institutions  shall  consider  using  the 
Foundation  for  the  investment  of  their  funds. 

10.  We  recommend  that  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Wesley  Foundations  be  given  basic 
support  by  a  decimal  item  to  be  apportioned  to  the  churches  of  the  Conference.  Amounts  of 
the  funds  to  be  given  to  each  Wesley  Foundation  will  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry.  With  approval  of  the  appropriate  District  Superintendents 
and  District  Councils  on  Finance  and  Administration,  local  Wesley  Foundations  may  solicit 
additional  funding  from  churches  within  the  Districts)  nearest  their  geographic  location. 
Should  a  local  church  give  additional  funds  to  the  Wesley  Foundation,  they  should  not  be 
accepted  until  it  is  verified  that  the  church  has  paid  100%  to  the  Wesley  Foundation 
apportionment  the  previous  year.  Otherwise,  the  Wesley  Foundation  must  give  those  funds  to 
the  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  as  payment  toward  that 
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church's  apportionment  The  Conference  Treasurer  will  send  to  the  campus  ministers  at  the 
beginning  of  each  new  year  data  showing  each  local  church's  financial  record  in  their  district 
for  the  previous  year.  A  report  must  be  made  by  the  Wesley  Foundation  to  the  District 
Superintendent  and  the  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  any  churches  giving 
such  funds  so  as  to  assure  100%  payment  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionments  of  the 
local  church. 

11.  The  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  recommends  the  following 
procedure  for  selecting  and  continuing  with  a  Conference  insurance  broker: 

Brokers  selection  is  to  be  based  on  accessibility,  reputation,  selection  of  carriers, 
cost  of  product  and  knowledge  of  product  including  United  Methodist  General  Church 
Insurance.  An  Advisory/Search  Committee  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
will  publicize  through  the  "Louisiana  United  Methodist"  when  new  opportunities  or 
bidding  on  Conference  insurance  are  available. 

After  a  broker  is  selected,  the  broker  will  normally  be  retained  for  a  minimum  of 
three  years.  This  term  is  considered  beneficial  because  of  the  multi-faceted  types  of 
coverage  necessary  for  a  variety  of  persons,  property  and  equipment.  If  the  selected 
insurance  broker's  services  are  considered  unsatisfactory  or  rates  are  considered  excessive 
during  a  three  year  cycle,  the  relationship  may  be  terminated  and  the  broker  replaced. 

The  new  selection  procedure  became  effective  January  1,  1995.  This  selection  is  to 
be  utilized  for  each  three  year  cycle  thereafter.  The  Advisory/Search  Committee  members 
will  be  the  President  of  C.F.A.,  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer,  the  Cabinet  liaison  to  C.F.A.  and  one  or  two  others  selected  by  the 
President  of  C.F.A. 

12.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  reminds  all  persons,  clergy  and  lay,  handling 
funds  in  local  churches  to  adhere  to  Paragraph  262.4(e)  of  the  1996  The  Book  of  Discipline 
which  states: 

"Contributions  designated  for  specific  causes  and  objects  shall  be  promptly 
forwarded  according  to  the  intent  of  the  donor  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose." 

This  reminder  is  made  by  C.F.A.  although  local  churches  and  institutions  are 
presently  and  have  always  been  responsible  for  the  proper  use  of  funds.

I  have  audited  the  accompanying  statement  of  assets  and  net  assets  -  cash  basis  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  as  of  December  31,  1996,  and  the  related 
statement  of  revenues,  expenses,  and  changes  in  net  assets  -  cash  basis  for  the  year  then  ended.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 

For  the  year  ended  December  31,  1996 

NOTE  1.       Organization  and  Purpose 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  an  unincorporated  organization  of  approximately  six  hundred  United 
Methodist  Churches  located  in  Louisiana,  and  is  one  of  seventy-three  Annual  Conferences  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States.  The  Conference  elects  a  Council  op  Finance  and  Administration 
whose  purpose  is  to  "develop,  maintain,  and  administer  a  comprehensive  and  coordinated  plan  of  fiscal 
and  administrative  policies,  procedures  and  management  services  for  the  Conference.  The  Conference  and 
therefore  the  Council,  cannot  financially  obligate  any  organizational  unit  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
except  the  Annual  Conference  itself. 

NOTE  2.       Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  accompanying  financial  statements  are  prepared  on  the  cash  basis  of  accounting.  Accordingly,  the 
financial  statements  are  not  intended  to  present  financial  position  and  results  of  operations  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Under  the  cash  basis  method  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recognized  when  actually  received  rather  than  when  earned,  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid  rather 
than  when  the  obligation  is  incurred.  The  financial  statements  are  a  summary  of  the  cash  and  investment 
activity  of  the  organization. 

Source  of  Revenue  &  Recognition 

Churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  required  to  remit  their  apportionments  to  the  Conference  to 
support  the  programs  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  apportionments  are  then  allocated  to  the 
categories  as  required  by  the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  in  turn  remitted  to 
the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Some  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  that  occur 
after  year  end  are  recorded  as  transactions  of  the  prior  year  to  which  they  apply.  Consequently,  cash 
balances  reported  as  of  year  end  are  adjusted  for  subsequent  receipts  and  disbursements  that  are  applicable 
to  the  prior  year. 

Financial  Statement  Presentation 

The  Conference  has  adopted  Statement  of  Financial  Accounting  Standards  No.  117,  Financial  Statements 
of  Not-for-Profit  Organizations.  Under  SFAS  No.  1 17,  the  Conference  is  required  to  report  information 
regarding  its  financial  position  and  activities  according  to  three  classes  of  net  assets:  unrestricted  net  assets, 
temporarily  restricted  net  assets,  and  permanently  restricted  net  assets.  As  permitted  by  this  new  standard, 
the  Conference  reclassified  its  financial  statements  to  present  the  new  classes  of  net  assets  if  applicable. 
This  reclassification  has  had  no  effect  on  the  change  in  net  assets  for  the  year  ended  December  31,1 995. 

Income  Taxes 


The  Conference  is  an  organization  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  which  is  exempt  from  federal  and  state 
income  tax  and  is  not  a  private  foundation.

NOTE  2.       Property.  Plant,  and  Equipment 


The  Conference's  policy  is  to  expense  property,  plant,  and  equipment  at  the  date  of  acquisition  which  is 
a  departure  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  property,  plant,  and  equipment  acquired 
by  the  Conference  have  not  been  capitalized  and  are  not  presented  as  a  part  of  these  financial  statements. 

Off  Balance  Sheet  Assets 

Non-cash  gifts  received  such  as  estates  and  trusts  are  not  recorded  as  assets  until  converted  into  cash. 

Marketable  Securities  and  Other  Investments 

Investments  in  marketable  securities  and  other  investments  are  recognized  at  current  market  value  as 
determined  by  the  financial  markets  as  of  year  end.  Investments  include  high  grade  corporate  securities 
and  U.S.  Treasury  securities  with  minimal  risk.  Realized  gains  and  losses  are  recorded  as  a  component  of 
current  revenues  and  expenses  and  are  not  separately  reported  as  adjustments  to  net  assets. 

Contributed  Services 

The  Conference  does  not  recognize  any  support,  revenue,  or  expense  from  services  contributed  by 
volunteers. 

NOTE  3.       Litigation  &  Contingent  Liability 

The  Conference  is  a  third  party  defendant  in  a  lawsuit  involving  a  local  church  that  began  in  a  prior  period. 
Legal  counsel  representing  the  Conference's  insurance  carrier  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  probability  of  a 
substantial  loss  to  the  Conference  is  very  low.  The  outcome  of  the  case  cannot  be  determined  at  this  time, 
but  if  the  plaintiff  should  prevail,  the  estimated  possible  loss  to  the  Conference  should  not  be  detrimental 
to  the  Conference's  financial  position  or  results  of  operations. 

NOTE  4.       Pension  Plans 

The  Conference  contributes  to  a  defined  benefit  plan  for  clergy  with  service  prior  to  1982.  The  total  past 
service  liability  for  1996  was  $8,939,373.  The  Conference  annual  contribution  for  1996  was  $2,122,157. 

The  Conference  also  contributes  to  a  defined  contribution  pension  plan  administered  by  the  General  Board 
of  Pensions.  The  contributions  for  1996  were  as  follows:

Note  5.  Conference  Center  Construction  Loan 

The  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  secured  a  $3,000,  000  loan  to  begin  construction  of  the  Conference 
Center.  The  line  of  credit  is  secured  by  the  Conference  Center  and  pledges.  The  loan  will  be  retired  with 
the  pledges  that  are  collected. 

Note  6.  Cash  in  Banks 

The  Conference  had  on  deposit  with  two  financial  institutions  cash  totaling  over  $  1 ,000,000  in  excess  of 
FDIC  insurance  limits. 

Note  7.  Restricted  Assets 

In  accordance  with  the  policies  of  the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration,  all  funds 
received  and  maintained  by  the  Conference  are  restricted  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  designated 
and  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

Note  8.  Concentration  Risk 

The  Conference  depends  on  support  generated  by  the  churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Changing 
economic  conditions  that  affect  contributions  from  church  memberships  could  impact  the  programs  and 
operations  supported  by  the  Conference.

We  would  recommend  that  all  local  churches  and  cemeteries  be 
incorporated. 

The  District  Superintendents  should  be  reminded  that  as  of  the  coming 
Conference  year,  all  legal  matters  to  be  acted  on  during  the  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  must  be  presented  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  at  least 
ninety  (90)  days  preceding  the  Annual  Conference  effective  in  1998. 
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With  the  adoption  of  this  Report,  we  request  the  adoption  of  the 
attached  resolution  on  finances  for  the  Conference  Center  which  is  a  continuation 
of  the  original  resolution  concerning  the  Conference  Center  and  the  resolution 
of  the  special  session. 

This  Report  contains  with  it  a  request  that  the  Annual  Conference 
endorse  and  ratify  all  actions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  taken  across  the 
Conference  year,  both  in  regard  to  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Conference  Center.

I.  MINISTERS  RESERVE  PENSION  FUND  (MRPF) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  the  funded  annuity  rate  for  1998  be  $365.00  per  service  year.  Benefits  to  surviving 
spouses  of  ministers  shall  be  75%  of  the  annuity  rate. 

B.  That  $750,000  be  apportioned  to  the  charges  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

C.  Total  past  service  liability  (prior  to  1982)  based  on  the  1998  rate  of  $365  is  $6,602,604. 
Our  1998  payment,  based  on  a  four  year  annual  deposit,  is  $1,905,458  to  be  funded  as 
follows: 

Conference  Apportionments    $750,000 

Interest  income  from  Woolworth  Foundation, 
Pension  Crusade  Funds,  and  other  sources    $1,155,458 

D.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  recommends  that  the  "Past  Service  Rate"  for  years 
prior  to  1982  be  maintained  at  no  less  than  1%  of  the  "Conference  Average 
Compensation"  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions. 

E.  Payments  made  to  the  pension  apportionment  shall  be  exactly  proportional  to  the 
amount  paid  on  the  clergy  salary  or  salaries  of  a  given  charge,  i.e.  if  the  church  does  not 
pay  the  pension  apportionment  in  full,  neither  should  pastor's  salary  be  paid  in  full.  See 
Paragraph  719,  THE  BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE. 

II.  THE  MINISTERIAL  PENSION  PLAN  (MPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  be  all  ministerial  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
and  local  pastors  under  episcopal  appointment  to  a  charge. 

B.  That  Participants  Plan  Compensation  is  the  sum  of:  Cash  Salary  (including  tax  deferred 
annuities)  received  from  church-related  sources;  Housing  Allowance,  or  when  a 
parsonage  is  provided,  25%  of  the  cash  salary  as  the  approximate  value  of  that 
parsonage. 

C.  That  the  church's  contribution  base  be  set  at  12%  of  the  Denominational  Average 
Compensation  (DAC)  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  (the 
1998  DAC  is  $38,298.00).  However,  if  a  participant's  compensation  falls  below  the 
DAC,  the  participant's  salary  paying  unit  may  pay  12%  of  actual  compensation  and  the 
Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  (CPP)  will  make  a  special  allocation  so  that  the 
contribution  credits  will  be  based  on  the  DAC. 

D.  Contributions  for  each  participant  shall  be  paid  directly  by  the  paying  unit  to  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions,  P.O.  Box  4609,  Chicago,  IL  60680-4609. 

E.  Any  local  church  that  becomes  delinquent  in  payment  will  have  until  June  15th  of  the 
following  year  to  make  payments. 

F.  Participants  shall  contribute  3%  of  Plan  Compensation  to  the  MPP  on  a  regular  basis

with  remittances  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  This  may  be  done  in 
either  of  two  ways: 

a.  The  minister  may  send  his/her  personal  check  with  the  General  Board  remittance 
form. 

b.  The  minister  may  have  his/her  employer  make  direct  deposit  into  a  salary  reduction 
account,  in  accordance  with  Federal  Government  regulations  (further  information 
concerning  the  tax-deferred  deposit  plan  may  be  obtained  from  The  General  Board 
of  Pensions,  1201  Davis  Street,  Evanston,  IL  60201).    1-800-851-2201 

G.  The  following  rationale  and  resolution  were  approved  at  the  January  24,  1997  meeting 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits: 

In  accordance  with  Paragraphs  617  and  619  of  the  1996,  The  Book  of  Discipline,  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  as  many  other  conferences  have  done,  prioritized  the 
apportionments  to  reflect  the  church's  responsibility  for  ministerial  support  items.  In 
like  manner,  we  view  the  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  (MPP)  church  portion  to  be  deferred 
compensation  for  the  church's  pastor(s).  Therefore,  it  should  have  as  high  a  priority  as 
should  the  received  compensation  for  the  pastor(s)  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  has  devised  a  spring  deadline  for 
paying  the  MPP  so  that  the  pastor(s)  would  not  lose  the  opportunity  to  have  the 
church's  MPP  added  to  his/her  account.  Of  course,  as  you  know,  that  deadline  is  June 
the  15th  of  each  ensuing  year. 

We  fully  believe  that  there  will  soon  come  a  time  when  we  are  100%  current,  not  only 
by  June  15th,  but  current  with  each  month's  proper  payment.  Why?  Because  the 
proper  monthly  payment  of  a  church's  MPP  is  compensation  for  their  pastor(s)  within 
that  month.  Failure  to  deposit  in  a  timely  manner  penalizes  the  pastor(s)  as  to  the 
equity  growth  of  that  amount  of  money.  That  is  unfair  and  unacceptable  to  our 
conference.  Our  pastors  give  of  themselves  to  their  people  and  for  Christ's  glory  on  a 
monthly  basis  and  should  be  properly  and  fully  compensated  monthly,  also.

WHEREAS,  the  Louisiana  Conference  voted  in  1981  to  participate  in  the  Ministerial  Pension 
Plan  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  MPP  plan  document  in  Section  2.37  entitled  "Salary-Paying  Unit"  or  "Church" 
declares  that  it  "Shall  mean  one  of  the  following  units  associated  with  The  United  Methodist 
Church...",  and, 

WHEREAS,  2.37,  f.  states,  "...a  local  church  located  in  a  Conference...",  and, 

WHEREAS,  "pension  benefits"  have  been  legally  determined  to  be  "deferred  compensation". 

IT  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED  that  the United  Methodist  Church 

does  hereby  accept  full  ethical,  moral  and  legal  responsibility  for  the  payment  in  full  of  pension 
for  the  pastor(s)  assigned  to  said  church,  and, 

IT  IS   FURTHER   HEREBY  RESOLVED   that  the  United 

Methodist  Church  will  pay  the  pensions  in  a  timely  manner,  and, 
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IT  IS  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the United  Methodist  Church 

understands  that  failure  to  pay  the  pensions  in  full  will  be  taken  into  consideration  relative  to 
whether  or  not  the  congregation  is  financially  able  to  support  a  pastor(s)  in  the  future.

III.       THE  COMPREHENSIVE  PROTECTION  PLAN  (CPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  all  be  ministerial  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference, 
with  the  one  exception  stated  below,  be  full-time  local  pastors  under  episcopal 
appointment,  who  have  a  plan  compensation  of  not  less  than  60%  of  the  DAC. 

B.  That  the  churches  contribute,  on  behalf  of  each  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  4.4% 
of  the  actual  base  compensation  plus  a  25%  housing  factor  up  to  a  DAC  maximum. 
Remittances  are  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  in  conjunction  with 
MPP  payments. 

C.  Based  on  the  Denominational  Average  1998  Compensation  (DAC)  of  $38,298: 

1.  Minimum  Surviving  Spouse  Annuity  Benefits  -  The  surviving  spouse  of  an  active 
participant  is  eligible  to  receive  a  minimum  pension  of  20%  of  the  DAC.  The  CPP 
will  supplement  pension  payments  as  needed  to  assure  the  required  20%  minimum 
benefit* 

2.  Surviving  Child  Benefits  -  Children  under  the  age  18:10%  of  the  DAC*  annually 
Children  between  the  ages  of  18-25:  20%  of  the  DAC*  annually  for  up  to  four  years, 
if  enrolled  in  school  full  time. 

3.  Death  Benefits  -  Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  participant:  150%  of  the  DAC 
($57,447  for  1998)  if  death  occurs  before  age  47.  It  decreases  annually  to  38%  of  the 
DAC  at  age  70.  At  retirement  the  benefit  becomes  30%  of  the  DAC  ($11,489.40 
for  1998).  Payable  upon  the  death  of  the  spouse  of  a  participant:  20%  of  DAC. 
Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  surviving  spouse  of  a  deceased  participant:  15%  of  DAC. 
Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  child:  10%  of  DAC. 

4.  Disability  Benefits  -  40%  annually  of  the  DAC* 

MPP  Church  Account  Contributions  will  continue  at  the  rate  of  12%  annually  of  the 
DAC. 
*     The  amounts  are  based  on  percentages  of  the  DAC  in  effect  on  the  benefit  starting  date.   Once 
initiated,  these  benefits  increase  3%  annually  on  the  anniversary  of  the  benefit  starting  date. 
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D.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  participates  in  the  Basic  Protection  Plan, 
a  supplement  Death  Benefit  Program  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  In  addition 
to  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  benefits,  the  designated  beneficiaries  will  receive: 

1.  Upon  the  death  of  an  Active  Participant  a  sum  of  $10,000 

2.  Upon  the  death  of  a  Retired  Participant  a  sum  of  $5,000 

3.  Upon  the  death  of  the  spouse  of  an  Active  Participant  a  sum  of  $5,000 

E.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  also  provides  a  Death  Benefit  under  the 
following  circumstances: 

1.  That  upon  their  death  the  designated  beneficiaries  of  all  active  clergy  with  total 
compensation  (base  plus  housing)  of  less  than  $10,000  and  all  clergy  with  10  years  or 
more  of  service  who  are  not  eligible  for  a  death  benefit  under  any  other  death  benefit 
plan  be  entitled  to  a  $5,000  benefit  through  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions.  This 
includes  the  beneficiaries  of  clergy  with  conference  relationships  of  Part-time  Local 
Pastor,  Other  Denomination,  Non-conference,  Full-time  Local  Pastors  and  Associate 
Members. 

2.  That  clergy  eligible  for  the  Conference  Death  Benefit  of  $5,000  be  notified  of  that 
policy  by  letter  and  that  a  time  period  of  one  year  following  the  death  be  allowed  for 
a  claim  to  be  filed. 

3.  That  all  active  clergy  with  total  compensation  above  $10,000  but  below  60%  of  the 
DAC  be  enrolled  in  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  Basic  Protection  Plan  beginning 
in  1994. 

The  Death  Benefit  Programs  that  are  a  supplement  to  the  Comprehensive  Protection 
Plan  are  an  additional  financial  obligation  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of 
Pensions.  The  Board  has  been  able  to  increase  these  benefits  and  continue  raising  the 
per  service  year  rate  as  a  result  of  favorable  earnings  from  Pension  reserves  and  without 
increases  in  the  local  church  apportionments. 

F.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  is  recommending  one  of  the 
options  available  to  Conferences  through  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan. 
Article  HI,  Section  3.02  (a)  states  that  persons  "appointed  to  less  than  full-time  service" 
not  participate  in  the  CPP  unless  special  arrangements  are  made.  Special  arrangements 
for  such  cases  may  be  found  in  the  "Plan"  at  Article  HI,  Section  3.03  (a). 

The  Conference  Board  can  offer  the  CPP  on  an  Elective  basis  which  allows  the 
individual  at  less  than  full-time  service  (50%  or  more)  to  elect  to  participate.  In  such 
a  case  the  individual  participant  would  pay  the  4.4%  of  compensation  for  which  they 
would  receive  the  death  and  disability  benefit  only.  No  provisions  are  made  in  the  plan 
for  those  less  than  full-time  to  receive  the  MPP  build  up.

REPORT  NO.  II 

I.  MEDICAL  AND  HEALTH  CARE  PROGRAMS 

A.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  Louisiana  Conference 
to  provide  comprehensive  major  medical  expense  and  a  dental  care  group  insurance  for 
the  ministers,  surviving  spouses,  dependents  and  lay  (full-time)  employees  of  the 
churches  and  institutions. 
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B.  Between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  Board  may  make  changes  in  the 
program  or  the  carrier  with  approval  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and 
the  Cabinet 

C.  Effective  June  1984:  Participation  in  Conference  medical  and  health  care  benefit 
programs  is  required  of  all  full-time  ministers  who  are  under  episcopal  appointment 
Enrollment  must  be  accomplished  within  31  days  following  the  effective  date  of 
ministers'  appointments  or  the  hiring  of  lay  employees. 

II.  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  SELF-FUNDED  INSURANCE  PLAN  GROUP  - 1108 

A.  Our  self-funded  group  insurance  plan  is  a  comprehensive  major  medical  program  for 
clergy  serving  in  an  effective  relationship  and/or  full-time  lay  employees.  The  following 
is  only  a  brief  synopsis  of  our  plan,  and  gives  the  highlights  only.  Each  participant  must 
refer  to  the  benefit  booklet  for  details  of  the  plan. 

B.  Medical  and  Hospitalization  Program 

1.  A  $300  individual  calendar  year  deductible  must  be  met  before  benefits  are  payable 
under  the  Plan  (may  be  waived  for  certain  specified  expenses).  When  three  (3) 
covered  persons  within  a  family  unit  have  satisfied  their  individual  deductible  for  a 
calendar  year  within  that  calendar  year,  or  if  the  family  as  a  unit  has  incurred  $900 
of  covered  expenses  within  a  calendar  year  which  were  applied  toward  the  satisfaction 
of  the  deductible  amount  no  other  covered  persons  within  that  family  unit  will  be 
required  to  satisfy  an  individual  deductible  for  that  calendar  year. 

2.  After  the  deductible  the  Plan  will  pay  70%  (80%  if  SMA  provider  is  used  as  outlined 
in  Section  n.  B.  5)  of  eligible  medical  expenses.  However,  if  two  or  more  members 
of  a  family  are  injured  in  the  same  accident  only  one  person's  deductible  must  be 
met  After  the  deductible  has  been  met  generic  drugs  will  be  paid  at  100%  with 
proper  labeling  "generic"  clearly  indicated  by  the  pharmacist 

3.  As  a  result  of  plan  payments  made  at  70%  or  80%,  when  a  participant's  out-of- 
pocket  expenses  reach  $1,000  ($3,000  family)  the  Plan  will  pay  100%  of  eligible 
expenses  for  the  remainder  of  that  calendar  year. 

4.  The  Plan  will  pay  70%  (or  80%  for  SMA  provider)  of  eligible  expenses  for  mental 
and  nervous  disorders,  subject  to  maximum  benefit  of  $5,000  per  calendar  year. 

5.  a.  Following  a  $15  co-payment  the  Plan  will  pay  100%  of  eligible  expenses  for 

Southeast  Medical  Alliance  (SMA)  physician  visits  (not  subject  to  the  deductible). 
This  is  for  the  physician  visit  only  and  does  not  include  any  charges  for  other 
services  performed  in  the  physician's  office.  NOTE:  When  a  covered  person  has 
met  the  individual  or  family  calendar  year  co-payment  limit  the  $15  co-payment 
for  SMA  provider  physician  visits  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  Plan, 
b.  The  Plan  will  pay  80%  of  eligible  expenses  (after  the  deductible  has  been  met) 
when  an  SMA  provider  is  used. 

6.  The  plan  will  pay  100%  of  the  first  $100.00  of  eligible  expenses  incurred  in 
connection  with  annual  routine  physical  examinations,  for  Employees  and  Dependent 
spouses,  per  calendar  year.  Expenses  (other  than  those  for  a  mammogram  or  pap 
smear)  in  excess  of  the  maximum  amount  shown  above  are  not  considered  eligible 
expenses.  Eligible  expenses  incurred  for  a  routine  mammogram  or  pap  smear  which 
exceed  the  $100.00  calendar  year  maximum  will  be  subject  to  the  Individual  Calendar 
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Year  Medical  Deductible  and  Co-Payment  Provisions  of  the  Plan. 

7.  The  maximum  lifetime  benefit  payable  for  treatment  of  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse 
is  $10,000.  Outpatient  drug  or  alcoholism  rehab  care  is  further  limited  to  $4,000 
lifetime  with  a  $2,000  maximum  per  approved  course  of  treatment 

8.  The  maximum  medical  benefit  payable  with  respect  to  a  covered  person  or  a  covered 
person's  dependents  during  a  covered  person's  lifetime  is  $1,000,000. 

9.  Plan  participants  with  a  pre-existing  condition  should  consult  the  benefit  booklet  to 
know  when  coverage  for  such  condition  will  be  accepted  under  the  terms  of  the  Plan. 
The  term  "pre-  existing"  condition  means  any  injury,  illness  or  pregnancy,  for  which 
a  covered  person  received  medical  care,  treatment,  consultation,  or  prescribed  drug 
during  the  three  (3)  month  period  immediately  preceding  his/her  effective  date  of 
coverage. 

10.  The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Attention  Deficit/Hyperactivity  Disorder 
(ADHD/ADD)  will  be  considered  eligible  expenses  to  a  $2,500  calendar  year 
maximum  with  initial  diagnosis  being  limited  to  $600  and  each  outpatient  visit 
being  limited  to  $50.  The  maximum  lifetime  benefit  payable  or  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  ADHD/ADD  is  $10,000. 

11.  Counseling  services  performed  by  pastoral  counselors  who  are  members  of  the 
American  Association  of  Pastoral  Counselors  (AAPC),  who  are  under  active 
supervision  as  required  by  the  AAPC,  AAPC  Fellows,  or  AAPC  Diplomates,  will 
be  considered  eligible  expenses  and  are  subject  to  Plan  maximums  listed  in  the 
Schedule  of  Medical  Benefits. 

C.  Managed  Care  Program 

1.  Pre-certification:  All  in-patient  admissions  must  be  pre-certified  prior  to  admission. 
If  admission  is  necessary  on  an  emergency  basis,  authorization  is  required  within  48 
hours  or  on  the  first  business  day  following  weekend  or  holiday  admissions.  Failure 
to  pre-certify  will  result  in  a  $300  penalty  deductible.  This  penalty  will  not  apply 
toward  a  co-payment  limit 

2.  Continued  Stay  Review:  Following  the  procedure  outlined  above,  a  specific  number 
of  in-patient  days  will  be  allotted  at  the  time  admission  is  approved.  If  the  patient 
remains  in  the  hospital  for  longer  than  the  approved  number  of  days,  unless  the 
additional  days  are  medically  necessary,  the  Plan  benefits  will  be  paid  at  50%  of 
covered  hospital  charges  for  all  non-approved  days.  However,  the  50%  paid  by  the 
participant  will  not  apply  to  the  calendar  year  co-payment  limit. 

3.  Revisions  to  Second  Surgical  Opinion:  Mandatory  second  surgical  opinion  for 
previously  listed  surgeries  is  deleted.  Penalty  for  listed  surgeries  when  second 
opinion  is  not  obtained  is  deleted. 

NOTE:  While  it  is  no  longer  a  requirement  to  have  a  second  surgical  opinion,  such 
opinion  will  be  considered  an  eligible  medical  expense  if  performed  as  indicated 
below.   However,  they  will  be  subject  to  the  deductible  and  co-pay  percentage. 

Covered  Medical  Expense 

Charges  for  a  voluntary  second  surgical  opinion  evaluating  the  need  for  surgery 
by  a  second  (or  third)  physician,  including  the  consulting  opinion  and  directly 
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related  diagnostic  services  by  a  physician,  provided  the  physician: 

1.  Is  a  board-certified  specialist  in  the  condition  for  which  the  procedure  is 
proposed  or  has  been  referred  to  the  covered  person  by  a  medical  society;  and 

2.  Does  not  perform  or  assist  with  the  procedure  if  it  is  performed;  and 

3.  Does  not  have  any  business  or  financial  association  with  the  qualified  physician 
performing  the  procedure  if  it  is  performed. 

4.  The  Plan  will  pay  100%  of  eligible  expenses  (not  subject  to  the  deductible)  incurred 
for  pre-admission  testing,  when  performed  on  an  outpatient  basis,  provided  such 
testing  is  performed  within  72  hours  of  a  scheduled  hospital  confinement  at  the  same 
hospital  where  such  confinement  is  scheduled  to  occur. 

5.  Outpatient  Surgery:  If  surgery  is  performed  in  an  ambulatory  surgical  center  or  the 
outpatient  department  of  a  hospital  in  lieu  of  being  performed  on  an  in-patient  basis, 
then  professional  fees  and  facility  charges  will  be  reimbursed  at  70%  (or  80%  if  SMA 
provider  is  used)  of  eligible  expenses.  The  deductible  is  waived. 

6.  Private  Duty  Nursing  (LPN/RN):  When  medically  necessary.  The  limit  is  15  shifts 
per  admission  with  a  calendar  year  maximum  of  $10,000. 

III.  DENTAL  CARE  PROGRAM 

A.  Coverages  and  benefits  are  as  follows: 

Endorsement  A  -  Oral  Surgery  80% 

Endorsement  B  -  Diagnostic  &  Preventive  80% 

Endorsement  C  -  Simple  Restorative  80% 

Endorsement  D  -  Periodontics  80% 

Endorsement  E  -  Complex  Restorative  50% 

Endorsement  F  -  Prosthodontics  50% 

Endorsement  G  -  Orthodontics  50% 

(G  -  limited  up  to  19  years  of  age) 
(G  -  limited  to  $1,000  lifetime) 

B.  The  Individual  dental  deductible  per  covered  person  per  calendar  year  is  $100.00.  There 
is  no  deductible  for  'type  A  expense. 

C.  The  maximum  coverage  is  $1,000  during  each  calendar  year  for  each  person. 

D.  Plan  participants  with  a  pre-existing  condition  should  consult  the  benefit  booklet  to 
know  when  coverage  for  such  condition  will  be  accepted  under  the  terms  of  the  Plan. 

IV.  CURRENT  PREMIUMS(1997) 

A.  Medical  and  Hospital  plus  Dental

B.  Payment  of  Premiums 

1.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  pay  V2  of  the  Medical  and  Health  Care 
insurance  premium  for  a  surviving  spouse  under  age  65  and  dependents. 
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2.  It  is  recommended  that  at  least  %  the  Medical  and  Health  Care  premium  be  paid  by 
the  local  church,  agency,  or  institution  being  served  by  a  minister  in  an  effective 
relationship,  and  that  the  minister  pay  the  remaining  Vfe  premium.  We  encourage  the 
local  church,  agency,  or  institution,  when  possible,  to  pay  more  than  50%.  When  the 
full  premium  is  paid,  the  minister  is  able  to  exclude  the  full  amount  from  income  and 
therefore  realizes  a  significant  tax  advantage. 

3.  Remittances  shall  be  sent  monthly,  IN  ADVANCE,  to  the  Conference  Office  of 
Financial  Affairs,  527  North  Boulevard,  Baton  Rouge,  LA  70802.  Use  the 
Conference  Remittance  Report  Forms  and  report  premium  payments  on  line  5614. 
Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

V.   MEDICARE  SUPPLEMENT 

A.  Retired  persons  over  65  must  be  enrolled  in  Medicare/Medicaid  (as  applicable)  to 
participate.  When  a  participant  retires  after  the  age  of  65,  he/she  must  re-enroll  with 
Medicare  for  Medicare  to  begin  paying  claims  as  the  primary  insurance. 

B.  The  General  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  withhold  from  annuity  checks  the 
monthly  premium  for  those  enrolled  in  this  program.  All  shall  be  enrolled  unless  they 
submit  a  written  request  not  to  participate.  Written  evidence  of  having  other  adequate 
medical  and  health  care  insurance  programs  will  be  required. 

C.  A  summary  of  Medicare  Supplement  coverage: 

1.  One  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  eligible  Medicare  deductible  for  the  first  60 
days  in  the  hospital. 

2.  The  per  day  Medicare  deductible  for  days  61-90  in  hospital. 

3.  The  per  day  Medicare  deductible  of  the  "Lifetime  Reserve"  for  the  60  additional  days 
whenever  these  days  are  approved  by  Medicare. 

4.  The  (PART  A)  hospital  benefits  after  the  150  Medicare  days  are  used  up.  This 
coverage  will  pay  90%  of  the  eligible  PART  A  Medicare  expenses,  for  up  to  365 
additional  days.   (Acute  Care). 

5.  The  per  day  Medicare  co-payment  for  the  21st  through  the  100th  day  in 
Post-Hospital  Skilled  Nursing  Facilities. 

6.  One  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  Medicare  calendar  year  deductible  on  the 
PART  B  benefits. 

7.  One  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  Medicare  co-insurance  for  physician  charges 
and  other  health  services  to  a  maximum  of  $5,000  per  calendar  year. 

D.  Limitations  and  Exclusions: 

1.  Benefits  will  not  be  provided  for  charges  covered  by  or  available  under  the  provision 
of  Medicare. 

2.  Charges  for  routine  dental  care,  prescription  drugs,  eyeglasses,  hearing  aids  or  for 
nursing  care  are  not  covered. 

E.  Supplemental  Dental  Coverage  -  Dental  coverage  may  be  obtained  on  a  voluntary  basis 
through  Gerber  Life,  administered  by  Richard  Liles  of  Querbes  and  Nelson.  You  may 
request  additional  information  from  the  Conference  office. 

F.  It  is  recommended  that  you  retain  a  copy  of  all  claims  and  bills  for  your  personal 
records. 
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G.  Current  premiums  for  Medicare  Supplement  and  the  Prescription  Drug  Program  as  of 

January  1,  1997  are  as  follows:

VI.  PRESCRIPTION  DRUG  PROGRAM 

This  is  administered  by  Hie  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  persons  over  65  who  are 
retired  and  enrolled  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Self-funded  Medicare  Supplement  plan. 

A.  All  prescriptions  purchased  on  or  after  January  1, 1996  will  be  processed  by  Script  Care. 
You  must  present  your  Script  Care  ID  card  to  identify  yourself  as  a  participant  in  the 
program  to  your  participating  pharmacy.  When  you  purchase  your  prescriptions  at  a 
participating  pharmacy,  you  must  first  satisfy  a  $100  calendar  year  deductible.  You  then 
pay  only  20%  of  the  cost  for  brand  name  drugs  and  you  will  not  be  charged  for  generics. 
You  will  no  longer  need  to  send  printouts  or  receipts  to  Louisiana  Conference  UMC. 

B.  All  prescription  claims  that  are  submitted  directly  to  Script  Care  beyond  90  days  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  program,  will  incur  a  charge  of  $2.00  per  prescription.  If  your 
pharmacy  is  not  a  part  of  the  Script  Care  network,  please  call  Script  Care  at  1-800-880- 
9988  so  that  they  may  be  contacted  to  become  a  part  of  the  Script  Care  network. 

VII.  CANCELLATION  OF  BENEFITS 

A.  If  a  participant  in  any  of  the  Conference  insurance  programs  becomes  three  (3)  months 
in  arrears  on  payment  of  premiums,  his/her  coverage  will  be  discontinued. 

B.  Reinstatement  will  not  be  permitted  for  one  full  year.  Payment  of  the  amount  in 
arrears  plus  one  month  payment  in  advance  must  be  remitted  before  reinstatement. 

C.  Participants  who  have  been  discontinued  for  non-payment  may  not  be  reinstated  without 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions.

III.  Resolution  Relating  to  Rental/Housing  Allowances  for  Retired  or  Disabled  Ministers  of 
this  Conference 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  and 
functions  through  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a  parsonage  or  a 
rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained  or 
licensed  ministers;  and 
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WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid  to  said 
retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of  previous  active 
service;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance  for 
retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Conference; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  during  the  year  of  1997  be 
and  is  hereby  designated  as  a  rental/housing  allowance  for  each  retired  and  disabled 
ordained  or  licensed  minister  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  who  is  or  was  a  member 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement; 

2.  This  rental/housing  allowance  shall  apply  to  each  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or 
licensed  minister  who  has  been  granted  the  retired  relation  or  placed  on  disability  leave 
by  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  whose  name  and  relationship  to  the  conference  is 
recorded  in  the  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  in  other  appropriate  records 
maintained  by  the  conference. 

3.  The  pension  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies  shall  be  the  pension 
payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed 
minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church,  Annual  Conference  or  institution  of 
The  United  Methodist  church  or  of  any  former  denomination  that  is  now  a  part  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  or  from  any  other  employer  who  employed  the  minister  to 
perform  services  related  to  the  ministry  and  who  elected  to  make  contributions  to  the 
pension  funds  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired  minister's  pension. 

NOTE:  The  rental/housing  allowance  which  may  be  excluded  from  a  minister's  gross  income 
is  limited  to  the  lesser  of  (1)  the  amount  of  the  rental/housing  allowance  designated 
by  the  minister's  employer  or  other  appropriate  body,  (2)  the  amount  actually 
expended  by  the  minister  to  provide  his  or  her  housing  or  (3)  the  legally-determined 
fair  rental  value  of  the  parsonage  or  other  housing  provided.  As  specified  in  Rev. 
Rul.  71-290,  C.B.  92,  "the  only  amount  that  will  qualify  for  exclusion  under  section 
107(2)  of  the  Code  as  a  'rental  allowance'  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  fair  rental  value 
of  the  home,  including  furnishings  and  appurtenances  such  as  a  garage,  plus  the  cost 
of  utilities. 

IV.  Investments 

Recommend  the  continued  supervision  of  investment  of  Pension  Crusade  funds  by  the 
Investment  Committee  of  The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  with  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Board  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  serving  as  ex-officio 
members  of  the  committee. 

V.  Other  Matters 

A.  The  benefits  listed  in  this  report  relating  to  MRPF,  MPP,  and  CPP,  are  a  summary  of 
the  programs  in  which  this  Conference  participates  through  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  and  all  claims  are  subject  to  the  detailed  programs  and  interpretations  of  The 
General  Board. 

B.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  1997  will  reimburse  (upon  receipt  of  voucher) 
the  necessary  moving  expenses  incurred  by  ministers  when  they  retire,  up  to  a  maximum 
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of  $2,600  and  the  moving  expenses  of  surviving  annuitants)  of  a  minister  who  dies  while 
under  appointment  in  an  effective,  associate,  probationary  or  a  full-time  local  pastor 
relationship. 

C.  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  pleased  to  provide  housing  on  the  Centenary  Campus  for 
retirees  and  their  spouses  or  surviving  spouses  who  wish  to  attend  Annual  Conference. 
We  recommend  that  reservation  requests  be  submitted  to  Centenary  NO  LATER 
THAN  April  1st  The  Board  is  not  responsible  for  any  other  housing  arrangement 
Meals  will  also  be  provided  by  the  Board  in  the  Centenary  Cafeteria.

Vacation  time  not  used  in  one  year  cannot 
be  carried  over  into  the  next  year. 

DAYS  OFF  POLICY 

The  Annual  Conference's  policy  is  that  each  local  church's  Pastor  Parish  Relations 
Committee  establish  a  days  off  policy  with  the  pastor(s)  of  the  charge.  The  minimum  standard 
for  days  off  is  as  follows:  2  days  per  week  and  2  nights  per  week.  Additional  time  should  be 
set  aside  each  week  for  prayer  and  study  for  the  pastor's  use. 

Churches  should  encourage  their  pastor(s)  to  participate  in  physical  exercise  programs,  good 
nutrition  programs,  and  to  get  regular  checkups  with  their  doctors. 

This  policy  is  to  be  printed  each  year  in  the  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 
The  Cabinet  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  will  send  a  copy  of  this  policy  to  the

•  That  we  will  be  better  servants  in  the  body  of  Christ  as  spiritual  leaders  as 
we  grow  in  grace  and  live  into  the  vision  of  the  work  of  the  day  meshing 
with  the  work  of  the  spirit.

The  continuing  grasp  of  the  Sabbath  Rest  Modality  by  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies.  The  Council  affirmed  the  need  for  Sabbath  Rest  both  for  clergy  and  laity 
and  made  funds  available  to  address  this  need.

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DESIGN  FOR  A  NEW  DAY 

REORGANIZATION  PLAN  for  CCOM 


The  plan  described  in  this  report,  "Design  for  a  New  Day,"  was  developed  by  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Quality  Discernment  Team  and  approved  by  the 
1997  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  This  plan  was  designed  to  assist  local  churches 
and  the  Conference  in  fulfilling  their  missions  and  in  achieving  their  goals. 

A.        Plan  Description 

This  organization  plan  represents  a  marked  change  from  the  existing 
plan.  At  the  current  time  numerous  program  boards,  commissions, 
committees,  and  sub— committees  at  the  conference  level  exist  to  carry  out 
the  work  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  Although  these 
groups  are  well-intentioned,  the  needs  of  the  individual  churches  have  not 
been  met  effectively.  Numerous  programs,  thrusts,  or  emphases  have  been 
developed  and  handed  down  to  churches  for  implementation  with  mixed 
results.  Since  no  two  churches  are  alike,  it  is  impossible  to  stereotype 
programs  which  enable  them  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  their 
ministries.  Therefore,  the  individual  churches  have  suffered  and  the  church 
as  a  whole  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Conference  is  declining. 

The  plan  described  herein  provides  for  a  local  church-centered  approach 
rather  than  a  conference  approach  as  illustrated  on  page  2  in  Chart  1, 
"Diagram  of  Ministry  Structure  for  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Conference."  The  bureaucracy  will  be  streamlined  and  simplified  at  the 
conference  level  to  provide  for  only  those  functions  which  can  best  be  carried 
out  at  that  level.  These  functions  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team.  However,  the  Standing  Annual  Conference  Committees,  the 
Conference  Staff  Committee,  and  the  standing  councils,  boards, 
commissions,  committees  and  teams  will  continue  to  carry  out  duties 
assigned  to  them  by  the  Conference.  Eighteen  CCOM  boards,  commissions, 
or  committees  will  be  dissolved  or  restructured.  Many  functions  formerly 
relegated  to  the  Conference  will  be  assigned  to  each  of  the  nine  districts.  With 
governance  by  a  District  Ministry  Team  and  an  enhanced  staff,  it  is 
expected  that  resources,  training,  programs,  consultation,  and  technical 
assistance  will  be  more  readily  available  to  the  individual  churches  and  the 
campus  ministry  units  within  each  district.  With  this  assistance  each 
individual  church  will  be  enabled  to  carry  out  its  ministry  more  effectively.  A 
Diagram  of  the  Ministry  Function  for  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Conference  is  illustrated  on  page  3  in    Chart  2.

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1.       District  Plan 

Each  of  the  nine  districts  will  have  a  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT),  an  enhanced  staff, 
and  resources  as  described  below.  The  purpose  of  the  DMT  will  be  to  assist  in  revitalizing, 
planting,  and  transforming  local  churches  in  the  district  District  Ministry  Teams  will  support 
the  making  of  disciples  by  offering  resources  and  services  in  the  following  four  general  areas: 

n  Education 

D  Renewal  Ministries 

D  Spiritual  Development 

D  Evangelism  &  Missions 

a.  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT)  Composition 

The  District  Ministry  Team  will  have  a  maximum  of  15  members  with  inclusion  as  a  goal. 
The  team  will  include  the  following: 

(1)  District  Superintendent 

(2)  District  Missioner  [see  VI. A.  lc  (2)] 

(3)  Lay  Leader 

(4)  Board  of  Trustees  Representative 

(5)  Council  of  Finance  and  Administration  (C  F  A)  Representative 

(6)  Education  Leader  * 

(7)  Renewal  Ministries  Leader  * 

(8)  Spiritual  Development  Leader  * 

(9)  Evangelism  and  Missions  Leader  * 

(10)  Communication  Advisor 

(11)  Values  Team  Representative 

(12)  Youth  Representative 

(13)  Others  [maximum  of  3  others] 

*        Persons  should  be  selected  with  talent  and  expertise  ("gifts  and  evidence  of  the  grace  of 
God")  in  these  areas  to  provide  leadership  for  the  major  thrusts  of  district  services. 

b.  District  Ministry  Team   (DMT)  Function 

The  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT)  will  be  the  primary  group  servicing  the  local  churches 
and  the  campus  ministry  units  within  the  district  An  enhanced  District  Staff  (as  described  in 
Part  VLA.1.C)  will  be  available  to  assist  the  DMT  in  fulfilling  the  following  functions: 

(1)  to  organize  and  provide  training  and  consultant  services; 

(2)  to  assist  with  conference-sponsored  ministries; 

(3)  to  aid  congregations  in  developing  and  implementing  their  own 
ministries; 

(4)  to  help  with  outreach  ministries; 

(5)  to  promote  new  church  development  and  support  existing 
churches  in  transformation; 

(6)  to  support  individual  and/or  corporate  praise  and  celebration  activities;  and 

(7)  to  be  a  communication  link  between  the  churches  and  the 
Conference. 

It  is  expected  that  these  activities  will  help  individual  congregations  reach,  teach,  and 
nurture  new  disciples  who  will  be  sent  forth  into  the  world.   In  so  doing  it  is  anticipated  that 
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the  mission  of  the  Conference  will  be  realized. 

The  district  will  be  organized  to  provide  for  ministry  areas  as  described  below.  These 
ministry  areas  are  derived  from  four  types  of  spirituality  which  create  a  holistic  spirituality  when 
they  are  combined.  The  four  types  of  spirituality  ("Spiritual  'types"  from  Alban  Institute)  and 
the  corresponding  ministries  are: 

(1)  head  spirituality  (Education); 

(2)  heart  spirituality  (Renewal  Ministries); 

(3)  mystic  spirituality  (Spiritual  Development);  and 

(4)  kingdom  or  mission  spirituality  (Evangelism  and  Mission). 

Education.  Resources  will  be  developed  or  secured  and  offered  to  each  individual 
church  with  the  goal  of  helping  it  successfully  pursue  its  mission. 

These  services  will  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

(1)  individual  church  consultations; 

(2)  strategic  planning; 

(3)  leadership  training; 

(4)  resources  for  Christian  Education;  and 

(5)  communication  and  public  relations  training. 

Renewal  Ministries.  Individual  church  activities  such  as  revivals  and  "New  Life  Missions" 
for  the  purpose  of  faith  development  will  be  supported  by  the  DMT.  Other  ministries,  which 
nurture  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ,  will  be  supported  or  offered  through  the  district  including  lay 
retreat  ministries,  lay  speakers,  and  others  to  be  determined  by  the  DMT. 

Spiritual  Development.  Assistance  and  resources  will  be  made  available  upon  request  to 
individual  churches  to  aid  them  in  "praise  and  celebration"  activities  such  as  individual  and 
corporate  worship.  Congregations  and  individuals  will  also  be  offered  aid  in  leading  the 
spiritual  life  through  such  avenues  as  Sabbath  Rest,  personal  retreats,  solitude,  and  prayer. 

Evangelism  and  Mission.  Congregations  will  be  assisted  by  the  D  M  T  in  finding  ways 
to  reach  new  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ,  in  missions  and  outreach  programs,  in  new  church 
development,  in  transformation  and  merger  planning,  and  in  implementing  volunteer  programs 
and  other  programs. 

c       District  Staff  and  Job  Descriptions 

There  will  be  three  (or  the  equivalent)  paid  positions  in  each  district. 

(1)  District  Superintendent  The  District  Superintendent  (DS)  will  be  responsive 

to  the  individual  pastors  and  churches  including  the  Campus  Ministry  Units*  which 
will  be  accountable  to  the  DS.  Criteria  for  selection  of  the  District  Superintendent 
will  be  developed  keeping  in  mind  that  the  new  duties  will  consist  primarily  of  (1) 
serving  as  spiritual  leader  in  the  district,  (2)  being  responsible  for  new  church 
development,  (3)  conveying  the  vision  and  the  mission  of  the  Conference,  and  (4) 
serving  as  a  catalyst  in  moving  the  congregations  in  the  district  toward  their  individual 
goals  and  the  mission  of  the  Conference.  In  addition,  the  District  Superintendent  will 
be  responsible  for  duties  relegated  to  this  position  such  as  conducting  charge 
conferences  and  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Cabinet 
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The  District  Superintendent  will  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Bishop  and  will  serve  as 
Chairperson  of  the  District  Ministry  Team.  It  is  expected  that  the  District  Superintendent 
will  spend  80%  of  his/her  time  as  the  spiritual  leader  of  the  pastors  and  congregations  in  the 
district 

(2)  District  Missioner.  The  District  Missioner  is  a  new  position.  There  will  be  one 
full-time  Missioner  (or  one  or  more  part-time  Missioners)  in  each  of  the  nine  districts  subject 
to  funding  by  the  Conference.  This  person(s)  will  be  selected  by  the  District  Superintendent 
and  the  District  Ministry  Team  working  together.  In  general  the  District  Missioner(s)  will  work 
with  the  DMT  and  local  churches  to  identify  needs  and  to  facilitate  change. 

It  is  expected  that  a  Church  Ministry  Ad  Hoc  Team  (see  d.Ad  Hoc  Teams)  will  work 
with  the  Missioner  in  accomplishing  the  work  of  serving  individual  churches.  Specifically  the 
District  Missioner  will  perform  duties  including  but  not  limited  to  the  following  tasks. 

(a.)  Organize  a  Human  Resource  Bank  including  persons  with  talent  and  expertise 
["gifts  and  evidence  of  the  grace  of  God"]  in  a  variety  of  areas  [utilize  "Human  Resource 
Form,"  and  "Human  Resource  Areas"  in  Manual  to  be  developed  by  CCOM  Quality 
Discernment  Team.]  This  human  resource  list  will  be  given  to  the  Conference  Office  to 
be  compiled  in  a  "conference  list"  for  utilization  by  all  districts. 

(b.)  Compile  a  list  of  material  resources  available  at  district,  conference,  and  general 

conference  levels. 

(c.)  Prepare  a  flyer  or  brochure  detailing  the  consultant  and  training  services  as  well 

as  the  resources  that  are  available  in  the  local  churches  in  the  areas  of:  [1]  Education; 
[2]  Renewal  Ministries;  [3]  Spiritual  Development;  and  [4]  Evangelism  and  Missions. 

(d.)  Prepare  a  church  profile  for  each  of  the  churches  in  the  district  indicating  the 
names  of  the  clergy,  programmatic  staff  and/or  committee  chairs,  and  lay  leader  with 
telephone  numbers.  Also,  include  other  pertinent  data  and  information  such  as  the 
number  of  members  in  attendance;  of  professions  of  faith;  of  children;  of  youth;  etc.  for 
the  past  three  years  [utilize  "Church  Profile  Form"  in  Manual].  If  available,  include 
demographic  information.  [See  Quadrennium  Reports  of  District  Church  Extension 
Committees.] 

(e.)  Work  with  a  Church  Ministry  Ad  Hoc  Team  to  organize  individual  church  visits. 

These  visits  may  be  made  by  staff  and/or  team  members  for  the  purposes  of  identifying 
individual  church  missions,  goals,  strengths  and  needs,  and  for  disseminating  information 
concerning  the  consultant  and  training  services,  and  the  human  and  material  resources 
that  are  available.  If  a  church  does  not  have  a  plan,  then  the  visitor  will  make  available 
consultant  services  to  assist  in  the  development  of  an  individualized  plan. 

(f.)  When  the  individual  church  visits  have  been  completed,  the  Church  Ministry  Ad 

Hoc  Team  will  link  human  and  material  resources  to  each  individual  church  to  address 
the  specific  needs  of  that  church.  Also,  consultant  and  training  services  will  be  scheduled 
as  needed.  In  the  process  it  is  expected  that  churches  with  strengths  in  specific  areas  of 
need  may  be  linked  with  churches  needing  help  and  that  churches  with  similar  needs  may 
be  linked  in  seeking  solutions  to  common  problems.  For  example,  churches  needing  to 
establish  effective  Bible  School  Programs  will  be  invited  to  churches  with  effective 
programs  to  observe  and  to  learn. 

Ill*  Cunpu*  Ministry  Unit  will  continue  to  hive  ■  Board  of  Directors  and  continue  to  function  at  in  the  past. 
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(g.)    The  DM  will  stay  abreast  of  the  programs,  services,    resources  and/or  opportunities 

available  within  the  district  and  the  conference,  and  will  communicate  these  opportunities  to 

appropriate  individuals  or  churches. 

(h.)    The  District  Missioners  will  provide  assistance  to  local  churches  in     evaluating  the 

effectiveness  of  their  ministries. 

(i.)     The  DM  will    help  individual  churches  and  the  district  as  a  whole  in  celebrating  their 

successes  in  reaching  new  disciples  for  Christ,  in  teaching  and  nurturing  them,  and  in  sending 

them  forth  to  make  new  disciples. 

The  District  Missioner(s)  will  be  proactive  in  identifying  needs,  following  up,  and  following 
through  with  the  provision  of  services.  The  District  Missioner  (DM)  will  work  with  guidance 
from  the  District  Ministry  Team  but  under  the  day-to-day  supervision  of  the  District 
Superintendent  Other  Ad  Hoc  Groups  will  be  formed  as  needed  to  carry  out  tasks. 

(3)  Administrative  Assistant.  There  will  be  an  administrative  assistant  (minimum  of 
three-quarter  time)  in  each  district  This  person  will  provide  secretarial  /  clerical  services  for 
the  District  Superintendent,  the  District  Missioner,  and  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  its 
sub-groups. 

d.  Ad  Hoc  Teams  (Temporary  teams  established  for  specific  purposes) 

Ad  Hoc  Teams  will  be  organized  to  support  and  provide  services  to  individual  churches  or 
groups  of  churches  with  common  needs.  Resources  that  are  available  within  the  church  and 
resources  that  are  needed  from  outside  the  church  will  be  identified.  The  DMT  will  serve 
as  the  linking  agency  in  securing  human  and  material  resources  at  district  and  /  or  conference 
levels.  Tasks  will  be  clearly  defined  and  will  include  the  resources  needed,  the  beginning  and 
the  ending  time.  Each  Ad  Hoc  Team  will  be  disbanded  once  its  task  has  been  completed.  At 
the  outset  it  is  expected  that  a  Church  Ministry  Ad  Hoc  Team  will  need  to  be  organized  as 
described  in  the  preceding  section  to  address  the  areas  of  defined  functions:  (1)  Education, 
(2)  Renewal  Ministries,  (3)  Spiritual  Development,  and  (4)  Evangelism  and  Missions.  The 
purpose  of  this  team  will  be  to  plan  and  organize  resources  and  services  enabling  a  rapid 
response  to  individual  church  requests,  to  take  steps  to  identify  individual  church  needs,  and 
to  deliver  the  services. 

e.  Standing  Committees

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2.    Conference  Plan 

The  organization  at  the  conference  level  will  be  transformed  to 
reflect  a  change  from  a  "top— down"  operation  to  a  "bottom-up"  plan.  A 
Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  will  take  the  place  of  the  numerous 
committees  and  sub-committees  in  the  present  structure. 

a.  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  Composition 

The  composition  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  is  as  follows: 

(1)  Bishop  (Chair  and  Ex-officio) 

(2)  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  Representative 

(3)  Conference  Lay  Leader 

(4)  District  Superintendents  (9)

(6)  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services  /  Treasurer 

(7)  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications 

(8)  Special  Ministries  Coordinator

(11)  Chairperson  of  Conference  Quality  Discernment

b.  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  Function 

The  function  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  will  be  to 
champion  the  vision  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Conference 
which  is  to  be  a  community  of  local  churches  who  make  disciples  for 
Christ.  The  CMT  will  identify  one  or  more  priorities  for  each 
quadrennium  to  lead  the  Conference  to  the  vision.  The  role  of  the  CMT 
will  also  be  to  serve  as  a  catalyst  in  leading  the  Conference  toward  the 
achievement  or  fulfillment  of  its  mission  and  to  evaluate  the  degree  to 
which  the  mission  is  being  realized. 

The  CMT  will  give  general  direction  to  the  conference  staff  who 
will  be  providing  only  those  services  to  the  district  and  to  the  local 
churches  which  cannot  be  otherwise  provided.  These  services  include 
(1)  communication  and  public  relations  information  and  services;  (2) 
media,  audio- visual,  and  print  resources  from  a  much  enhanced 
Resource  Center;  (3)  assistance  to  the  District  Ministry  Teams  and  to 
the  district  staffs  as  needed;  and  (4)  collection  of  data  and  information 
for  ongoing  mission  evaluation. 

c.  Conference  Staff  and  Job  Descriptions 

The  conference  staff  will  be  selected  by  the  Bishop  and  a  personnel 
committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  CMT  with  the  final  approval  of  the 
CMT. 
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(1)  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications 

The  job  responsibilities  of  the  Area  Director  of  Gospel 
Communications  will  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following 
tasks: 

(a)  Assist  in  the  development  of  a  comprehensive  mission  and 
champion  the  vision  for  the  entire  conference,  the  districts,  the 
churches,  agencies,  etc.; 

(b)  Promote  church  development,  revitalization,  and 
transformation; 

(c)  Develop  a  sense  of  community  through   excellent,  high  quality 

communication; 

(d)  Develop  a  public  relations  component:  [1]  general  public  [2] 
state  and  federal  officials; 

(e)  Supervise  the  following  staff:  Special  Ministries  Coordinator; 
Communications  Specialist;  Resource  Center  Specialist;  Youth 
Coordinator;  and  support  staff; 

(f)  Serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

(g)  Assist  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary(s)  to  fulfill  the 
responsibilities  of  that  office. 

The   Area   Director   of  Gospel    Communications   will   be    directly 
responsible  to  the  Bishop. 

(2)  Special  Ministries  Coordinator 

The  job  responsibilities  of  the  Special  Ministries  Coordinator  will 
include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following  tasks: 

[a]  Provide  for  development  ,  coordination,  and  promotion  of  the 
Volunteers  in  Mission  Program; 

[b]  Coordinate  the  development  of  Shalom  Zones; 

[c]  Work  with  ethnic  ministries  to  achieve  the  mission  of  the 
church; 

[d]  Serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

The  Special  Ministries  Coordinator  will  be  directly  responsible 
to  the  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications. 

(3)  Other  Positions 

Other  positions  at  the  Conference  level  include  a 
Communications  Specialist,  a  Resource  Center  Specialist,  a 
Partr-time  Youth  Coordinator,  and  support  staff.  Job  responsibilities 
for  these  positions  will  be  detailed  in  the  Manual.  All  of  these 
positions  will  be  responsible  to  the  Area  Director  of  Gospel 
Communications.

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Implementation  Plan 

Reorganization  of  that  division  of  the  Conference  dealing  with  the 
program  of  the  church  (formerly  CCOM)  will  commence  upon  approval  by 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  Transition  will  be  from  the  closing  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  1997  through  the  closing  of  the  Annual 
Conference  2000.  It  is  expected  that  this  change  will  be  made  gradually  and 
with  great  care.  Leadership  during  this  transition  period  will  be  provided  by  a 
Transition  Team.  The  CCOM  Quality  Discernment  Team  will  continue  to 
function. 

1 .  CCOM  Quality  Discernment  Team  (QDT)  Role 

The  role  of  the  QDT  will  be  to  continue  to  refine  and  clarify  the 
conceptual  framework  for  reorganization,  to  develop  operational 
guidelines,  and  to  monitor  the  transition  process. 

A  manual  will  be  developed  providing  information  such  as  policy 
and  procedures;  the  personnel  accountability  plan;  district  and 
conference  ministry  staff  and  team  directories;  who  to  call  list;  forms 
and  aids  pertaining  to  the  Human  Resource  Bank;  resources  and  aids 
related  to  delivery  of  services  to  local  churches;  etc.  This  manual  will  be 
utilized  by  staff  and  teams  as  a  guide  in  the  delivery  of  services. 

2.  Transition  Team  Role 

A  Transition  Team  will  be  appointed  to  direct  the  change  from  the 
current  structure  to  the  new  organizational  plan.  This  team  will  be 
composed  of:  the  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  QDT;  the  Chairperson 
of  the  Board  of  Ministry  QDT;  the  Chairperson  of  the  Cabinet  QDT;  the 
Chairperson  of  the  CCOM-QDT  plus  four  additional  members  of  the 
team;  the  Chairperson  of  the  CFA-QDT;  and  the  Director  of  CCOM  or 
the  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications.  Specific  plans  will  be 
developed  with  input  by  the  Quality  Discernment  Team.  These  plans 
will  include  the  required  steps  for  successful  implementation  of  the 
reorganization  plan  including  but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

ft    Orientation  of  clergy  and  laity; 

ft    Orientation  and  training  of  staff  and  ministry  teams  (district 

and  conference); 
ft    Communicating  the  process  of  transition  with  local 

churches,  district  and  conference  groups; 
ft    Reviewing  budget  requirements. 

3.  Timetable 

a.  All  CCOM  program  boards,  commissions,  and  committees  will  cease 
to  exist  December  31,  1997. 

b.  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  will  continue  to  function  until 
December  31,  1997  at  which  time  all  elected  positions  on  the  DCOM 
will  cease  to  function  and  the  District  Ministry  Team  will  assume 
responsibility.  Following  the  Annual  Conference  of  1997  the  DCOM 
will  begin  to  take  steps  necessary  for  establishing  the  District 
Ministry  Team.

1)  The  District  Nominating  Committee  will  be  trained  during  the  fall 
of  1997  regarding  the  needs  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  the 
responsibilities  of  the  elected  members  of  the  team.  The  training 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Louisiana  Quest  Team. 

2)  After  being  trained,  the  District  Nominating  Committee  will  begin 
the  process  of  searching  for  the  leadership  to  be  nominated  for 
the  District  Ministry  Team.  Nominations  will  be  reported  to  the 
Annual  Conference  of  1998.  These  nominations  will  include  the 
following:  Education  Leader;  Renewal  Ministries  Leader; 
Spiritual  Development  Leader;  Evangelism  and  Mission  Leader; 
the  District  Lay  Leader;  and  the  Communications  Advisor. 

3)  The  District  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  District  CFA  will  select 
their  representatives  by  the  Annual  Conference  of  1998. 

4)  The  Values  Team  will  select  their  representative  by  the  Annual 
Conference  of  1998. 

5)  The  District  Ministry  Team  will  begin  to  function  in  January  of 
1998. 

6)  The  CFA,  the  CFA  Quality  Discernment  Team,  The  Cabinet,  and 
the  Cabinet  Quality  Discernment  Team  will  explore  whether  the 
position  of  District  Missioner  should  be  a  priority  and  if  funding  is 
available  for  these  positions.  This  recommendation  will  be  made 
to  the  1998  Annual  Conference. 

4.  Transition  Mission  Funding  Team 

A  Transition  Mission  Funding  Team  will  be  responsible  for  allocation 
of  remaining  funds  previously  committed  to  the  following  areas: 
Special  Ministries;  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry;  Global 
Ministries;  and  Church  Extension.  The  1998  Budget  for  the  District 
Ministry  Teams  and  for  Transition  Expenses  is  included  in  this  plan. 
The  Transition  Mission  Funding  Team  will  be  responsible  for  funding 
the  District  Ministry  Teams  and  Transition  Expenses  for  the  1999 
period.  Also,  this  team  will  provide  during  the  transition  period 
1998—1999  for  the  budgets  of:  Special  Ministries;  Campus 
Ministry;  Values  Team;  and  Commission  on  Archives  and  History. 
The  Transition  Mission  Funding  Team  shall  be  replaced  with  a 
permanent  Mission  Funding  Team  at  the  Annual  Conference  of 
2000. 

The  transition  team  shall  be  composed  of  the  current  chairperson 
and  two  additional  representatives  from  each  of  the  following:  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension;  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries;  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry;  and  the  Special 
Ministries  Committee.  The  team  shall  elect  its  own  officers. 

5.  Mission  Funding  Team 

Beginning  with  the  Conference  of  2000  the  Mission  Funding  Team 
will  be  responsible  for  budgeting  the  Conference  Benevolence  Fund  to 
include  previously  funded  program  areas  subject  to  change  by  the 
Annual  Conference. 
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The  team  shall  be  composed  of  a  representative  from  each  District 
Ministry  Team,  a  representative  from  the  Conference  Ministry 
Team,  and  a  representative  from  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration.  Each  representative  is  to  be  selected  by  the  team 
or  council  he/she  represents.  The  team  will  elect  its  own  officers. 

D.       Monitoring  and  Evaluation  Plan 

The  monitoring  and  evaluation  plan  is  designed  to  measure  the 
effectiveness  of  the  reorganization  plan  in  fulfilling  the  mission  of  the  church. 
Responsibility  for  evaluation  rests  with  the  Conference  Quality  Discernment 
Team  for  the  programmatic  evaluation  including  both  process  and  product 
evaluation  and  for  values  evaluation  as  described  in  this  section. 

Evaluation  will  be  conducted  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  the 
following  conference  mission  has  been  realized  and  the  degree  to  which  the 
following  conference  goal  has  been  attained. 

Mission: 

To  raise  up  spiritual  leaders  who  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ. 

Goal: 

To  provide  a  vision,  an  organizational  structure,  and  resources 
wherein  individual  churches  can  be  served  and  supported  in  their 
ministries. 

1.  Process  Evaluation.  The  process  evaluation  will  include  a  comparison 
of  the  reorganization  plan  as  it  was  approved  and  the  plan  as  it  was 
implemented  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  reorganization  has 
occurred  at  district  and  conference  levels.  In  this  review  the  following 
questions  will  be  answered: 

*  Was  the  District  Ministry  Team  formed  with  the  designated 
membership  and  with  inclusion  as  a  goal? 

*  Was  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  formed  with  the  designated 
membership? 

*  Did  the  District  and  Conference  Ministry  Teams  meet  on,  a  regular 
basis  to  carry  out  the  work  of  the  teams? 

*  Did  the  District  and  Conference  Teams  assist  in  the  employment  of 
the  staff  as  required  by  the  plan? 

*  Did  the  District  and  Conference  Teams  provide  for  the  training  of 
staff? 

*  Did  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  identify  priorities  in  reaching  the 
specific  short  and  or  long-range  objectives  to  be  achieved  by  the 
Conference  in  1999?  by  2000?  by  2004? 
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*  Did  the  District  and  Conference  Teams  organize  human  and  material 
resources  and  make  these  resources  readily  available  to  the 
individual  churches? 

*  Were  the  individual  churches  given  individual  assistance  and 
consultation  when  requested  in  defining  their  missions,  their  goals,  in 
establishing  plans,  and  in  implementing  those  plans? 

*  Was  the  financial  support  adequate  to  carry  out  the  work  at  district 
and  at  conference  levels? 

Data  Collection  Procedures.  The  Evaluation  Ad  Hoc  Team  will 
design  an  instrument  incorporating  the  questions  in  the  Process 
Evaluation  and  including  other  items  deemed  appropriate  in 
evaluating  the  action  steps  taken  in  implementing  the 
reorganization  plan.  All  staff  members  and  team  members  at 
district  and  conference  levels  will  respond  to  the  instrument. 
Responses  will  be  collected  for  review  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation 
Team. 

2.  Product  Evaluation.  The  product  evaluation  will  include  an  analysis 
of  data  and  a  review  of  information  to  determine  the  degree  to  which 
the  mission  has  been  realized. 

Data  Collection  Procedures.  The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 
appointed  by  the  Conference  Quality  Discernment  Team  will  utilize  the 
data  and  information  presented  in  Part  III.  Rationale  as  baseline  data. 
This  information  will  be  updated  to  1998.  At  the  end  of  the  conference 
year  in  1999  and  in  each  subsequent  year  demographic  information  and 
data  in  the  following  areas  will  be  collected: 

ft  Church  membership 

ft  Church  attendance 

ft  Professions  of  faith 

ft  Number  of  children  enrolled  in  church  school 

ft  Number  of  youth  enrolled  in  church  school 

ft  Number  of  pastoral  charges 

ft  Number  of  churches 

ft  Percent  of  ethnic  membership 

ft  Number  of  boards,  commissions,  and  committees. 

Analysis  of  Data  and  Review  of  Information.  The  Evaluation  Team 
will  review  the  demographic  information  and  compare  the  data  in  the 
indicated  areas  with  the  baseline  data  to  determine  the  degree  to 
which  the  mission  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Conference  has 
been  realized.  A  review  will  be  made  of  answers  to  the  questions  in 
the  Process  Evaluation  to  determine  the  status  of  reorganization. 
Discrepancies  will  be  described  specifically  with  reasons  for  deviation 
from  the  plan.  The  priorities  leading  to  the  vision  (the  short  and/or 
long  range  objectives)  established  by  the  CMT  will  be  evaluated  and 
revised  using  data  and  information  from  the  process  and  product 
evaluations  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  the  vision  has  been 
realized. 
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Programmatic  and  Process  Reports.  The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 
(Programmatic  Evaluation)  will  prepare  a  report  for  the  period 
ending  in  1999  and  will  give  that  report  to  the  Conference  Quality 
Discernment  Team  for  review  and  dissemination.  The  CQDT  will 
use  this  report  as  a  basis  for  decision— making  and  for 
recommendations  to  the  Conference. 

3.  Values  Evaluation.  Values  will  be  monitored  and  evaluated  during 
the  transition  period  by  the  Transition  Values  Team  with  a  primary 
focus  on  inclusivity.  Subsequently  the  Conference  Values  Team 
(CVT)  will  be  responsible  for  evaluation  and  monitoring  of  values. 

a.  Transition  Values  Team.  The  Transition  Values  Team  (TVT)  will  be 
established  upon  approval  of  the  church-centered  structure 
described  above.  The  TVT  will  establish  benchmarks  based  upon 
membership  data  to  monitor  values  according  to  the  Discipline  * 
during  the  transition  from  the  present  CCOM  structure  to  the  new 
streamlined  structure.  This  team  will  be  composed  of  the 
1996-2000  members  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of 
Women  and  the  Commission  on  Race  and  Religion.  The  facilitator 
for  the  TVT  will  be  designated  by  the  Conference  Quality 
Discernment  Team. 

b.  Conference  Values  Team.  The  permanent  Conference  Values 
Team  (CVT)  will  be  composed  of  three  persons  from  each  district- 
one  woman,  one  ethnic  minority  and  one  other  person.  They  will  be 
nominated  by  the  District  Nominations  Committee  and  elected  at 
the  Annual  Conference.  Elections  will  be  for  four  (4)  year  terms. 
The  CVT  will  elect  its  own  officers  (chairperson,  vice— chairperson, 
and  secretary.)  The  CVT  will  function  according  to  the  Discipline.* 
The  CVT  will  audit  values  once  each  quadrennium. 


Ethnic  concerns  as  prescribed  by  the  Discipline  in  paragraphs  640 
and  650,  gender  concerns  as  prescribed  by  paragraph  641  in  the 
Discipline,  and  other  values  as  derived  from  the  "Guiding  Values" 
(page  3  of  this  document)  and  paragraphs  648  and  649  in  the 
Discipline.

Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria  last  August.  At  this  workshop  we  stressed  improving 
newsletters,  working  with  radio  and  TV,  and  the  local  church  and  the  internet  Our  staff 
included  Judy  Weidman,  head  of  United  Methodist  Information,  Susan  Peek,  Director  of 
Internet  Services  for  United  Methodists  Information,  the  Rev.  Louis  Redden,  pastor  and 
reporter  with  KNOE-TV  in  Monroe,  and  Stacey  Schneider  of  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries.  Time  Trend,  Inc.  provided  our  computers  and  Judy  Morino  assisted  us  with  our 
internet  hook-up. 

We  are  currently  reviewing  all  of  the  communications  activities  of  the  Conference  and  asking 
how  we  can  be  more  effective.  Our  Conference  papers  are  under  special  consideration.  The 
Communications  Committee  and  the  staff  of  the  United  Methodist  Review  and  the  Networker 
are  asking  for  your  comments,  criticism,  and  advice  on  how  these  publications  can  be  more 
effective.   We  want  these  to  be  your  papers  and  to  help  our  churches  to  be  more  effective.

The  board's  top  priority  for  the  coming  conference  year,  purchasing  property  in  the 
Hwy.  21  corridor  between  Madisonville  and  Covington,  cannot  be  realized  because 
of  its  expense  ($450,000).  The  board  is  still  paying  for  property  purchases  in  the 
Baton  Rouge,  Acadiana  and  North  Shore  districts.  There  is  less  than  $50,000 
available  in  1997  for  new  projects.  Subsequently,  the  board  must  rethink  its  1997 
priorities  and  develop  new  strategies  regarding  its  mission,  including  a  renewed 
sensitivity  to  ethnic  minority  church  extension  and  transformation  issues.  The  board 
remains  hopeful  that  the  annual  conference  will  provide  a  resource  person  to  work 
in  this  area.

We  confess  that  significant  changes  are  occurring  in  provision  of  adequate  health  care 
and  economic  security  for  our  vulnerable  citizens  and  we  are  not  properly  informed 
or  united  with  one  voice  as  to  how  these  citizens  can  become  self-sufficient  without 
unwarranted  risk  to  their  health  and  safety. 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

We  celebrate  that  caring  professions  who  touch  human  suffering  and  need  in 
Louisiana  are  raising  their  voices  to  advocate  for  sanity  and  fairness  in  the 
implementation  of  meaningful  welfare  reform.  We  also  celebrate  that  John  Wesley's 
heritage  of  working  for  improved  conditions  in  eighteenth  century  England  guides 
United  Methodists  to  work  for  these  same  goals  in  our  state. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

•  We  anticipate  that  districts  and  local  congregations  will  work  to  support 
reasonable  welfare  reform  by  holding  forums  in  their  communities,  by 
highlighting  success  stories  of  local  people  who  have  made  the  transition 
to  self-sufficiency  and  by  promoting  healthy  life-style  choices  in  matters  of 
diet,  abstinence  from  alcohol,  and  in  drastic  reduction  of  smoking. 

•  We  anticipate  distribution  of  factual  information  about  both  strengths  and 
weaknesses  in  the  current  state  welfare  reform  plan. 

•  Several  regional  meetings  to  discuss  and  plan  responses  to  changes  in 
health  care,  due  to  managed  care,  and  to  offer  suggestions  as  to  how  our 
churches  can  be  centers  for  health  education  and  healthy  lifestyles.

Thirty-nine 
million  people  in  the  U.S.  live  in  poverty  (one  in  four  children). 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

•  The  exciting  and  motivating  messages  received  at  the  district  wide  Justice 
Seminars  led  by  our  Peace  With  Justice  Missionaries,  Rev.  Carol  Windrum 
and  her  husband  Tim  Fickerscher,  as  they  toured  the  La.  Conference 
January  9-13  while  on  their  National  Justice  Journey  n. 

•  Our  members  performing  social  service  and  social  action,  especially  their 
letter  writing  to  our  legislators. 

•  Our  congregations  who  celebrate  Peace  With  Justice  Sunday;  the  other 
five  special  church-wide  offering  Sundays;  The  Children's  Sabbath  and 
United  Nations  Day.  Each  of  these  draws  us  closer  to  shalom. 

•  Every  person  who  daily  prays  for  peace  with  justice  to  come  on  earth. 


WE  ANTICIPATE: 


Leading  our  congregation  to  realize  the  connection  between  peace  issues 

and  justice  issues,  informing  them  of  these  current  issues,  our  church's 

stand  on  them  and  the  action  to  be  taken.

WE  CELEBRATE: 
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•  We  had  three  successful  Vacation  Bible  School  reviews  in  our  conference. 

•  We  had  an  excellent  "Confirmation  Day"  with  our  Bishop  and  700  of  our 
Conference's  confirmands. 

•  We  sponsored  "Disciple  Bible  Study"  training.  As  well,  we  were  able  to 
provide  through  our  Christian  Education  Offering  funds  scholarships  for 
participants  who  would  not  have  been  able  to  attend. 

•  We  caught  the  spirit  of  sharing  the  life  of  Christ  through  the  "Lifestyle- 
Relational  Evangelism"  training  which  took  place  in  the  New  Orleans 
District 

•  We  were  able  to  share  in  the  inspiration  and  training  of  the  Council  on 
Evangelism  in  Atlanta.  We  helped  13  persons  attend  with  scholarships  and 
sent  the  Board  chairperson  as  well. 

•  We  have  been  enriched  by  the  leadership  provided  Ryan  Horton  and  Fane 
Peeples  through  their  participation  in  a  worship  seminar.  They  have  led 
us  magnificently  in  liturgical  work  during  our  Board  of  Discipleship 
meetings. 

•  We  were  able  to  help  the  Monroe  District  sponsor  a  "Small  Church 
Workshop"  with  Herb  Miller  in  the  spring. 

•  We  were  able  to  help  "Epiphany,"  a  "Fourth  Day"  or  Cursillio  ministry  for 
incarcerated  youth,  with  funds  for  starting  up  its  ministry. 

•  We  are  celebrating  the  work  of  the  task  force  on  "Camping  Standards." 
They  have  been  working  on  creating  conference-wide  standards  for  all  our 
camps.  Thomas  Dolph  has  given  excellent  leadership  to  this  task.

The  Mission  Saturation  Events  held  in  every  district  in  the  past  12  months,  increasing 
participation  in  Volunteers  in  Mission,  the  Global  Gathering  HI  in  Kansas  City,  the 
appointment  of  Rev.  Mark  Strickland  as  our  liaison  with  the  Rio  Grande  Missionary 
Conference,  and  the  election  of  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  as  President  of  the  General 
Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

We  anticipate  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Advance  Specials  in  1998,  the  beginning  of 
Epiphany  for  incarcerated  youth,  and  the  completion  of  the  building  of  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  Ekaterinberg,  Russia.

Celebrate  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Advance  Specials  at  a  special  celebration  of 
missions  at  the  1998  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.

THE  FISH  PROGRAM 

PURPOSE: 

Our  purpose  is  to  support  young  scientists  from  poor  countries  in  Africa  and  Asia  to 
obtain  Ph.D.  degrees  in  food  production  and/or  human  nutrition. 

WE  CONFESS: 

Living  in  a  land  of  plenty,  we  need  to  use  some  of  our  ample  resources  to  help 
people  in  less  fortunate  parts  of  the  world  to  help  themselves. 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

We  celebrate  the  effectiveness  of  this  program  for  training  young  scientists  from 
Africa  and  Asia.  Approximately  40  students  have  been  supported  by  this  program 
and  are  making  significant  contributions  to  improved  nutrition  in  their  countries. 
Students  on  the  program  during  the  past  year  were:  an  entomology  student  from 
India  who  is  finishing  his  Ph.D.  program  this  year  and  returning  to  his  university  in 
Tamil  Nadu  to  teach  and  carry  out  agricultural  research,  a  student  from  Zaire  in  the 
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Sociology  Department  studying  rural  family  structure,  a  nutritionist  from  Uganda  who 
will  be  finishing  her  program  this  year,  a  food  scientist  from  Sierra  Leone  beginning 
her  Ph.D.  program,  a  veterinary  medicine  student  from  Uganda  about  halfway 
through  his  Ph.D.  program,  and  a  food  scientist  from  Kenya  who  is  beginning  his 
Ph.D.  work. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

We  anticipate  a  great  need  for  this  program.  Because  of  the  greater  hunger 
problems  in  Africa,  we  are  shifting  our  support  toward  African  students,  although  we 
still  accept  qualified  Asian  students.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  several  highly 
qualified  applicants  for  whom  we  do  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  support.  We  hope 
to  increase  the  support  of  the  program  during  the  year  to  provide  these  and  other 
qualified  scientists  with  the  tools  to  return  to  their  countries  and  help  their  fellow 
citizens.

VOLUNTEERS  IN  MISSION 


PURPOSE: 

The  VIM  primary  task  is  to  be  a  servant  ministry  of  the  Body  of  Christ  through 
recruiting  and  equipping  volunteers,  matching  those  volunteers  with  teams  to  be 
deployed  to  areas  in  which  they  can  respond  to  the  physical  and  spiritual  needs  of 
others  through  a  "hands-on"  approach. 

WE  CONFESS: 

That  the  Louisiana  VIM  has  only  begun  to  reach  its  potential.  We  regret  that  as 
volunteers  training  and  equipping  other  volunteers  we  are  achieving  our  purpose  but 
want  to  increase  and  maximize  our  efforts,  training  and  placing  more  and  more 
Louisiana  United  Methodists  in  short-term  foreign  and  domestic  mission  experiences. 


WE  CELEBRATE: 


We  have  sent  well-staffed  mission  work  camp  experiences  to  Red  Bird, 

Heifer  Project,  and  Belize  and  sponsored  a  missionary  to  Mexico. 

VIM  leaders  training  with  Larry  Acton  of  the  Oklahoma  Conference  and 

a  disaster  preparedness  training  with  Lee  Whiteside  of  the  Missouri  West 

Conference  were  conducted  at  Sager-Brown. 

We  have  coordinated  efforts  for  a  number  of  mission  teams  from  other 

conferences  to  Louisiana  and  supplied  mission  project  information  for 

several  local  churches  in  setting  up  their  own  work  camps. 

Members  of  Louisiana  VIM  attended  the  Oklahoma  VIM  Celebration  and 

the  Global  Gathering. 

Plans  are  underway  for  a  youth  leadership  conference  and  a  week-long 

work  camp  and  training  at  Sager-Brown  during  the  summer  of  1997. 

Members  of  Louisiana  VIM  have  been  called  upon  as  mission  interpreters 

for  recent  Mission  Saturation  events  in  the  Districts  as  well  as  local  church 

speaking  and  interpretation  gatherings.

SAGER-BROWN  CENTER  FOR  ENABLING  MINISTRIES 

Enabling  People  to  Recognize  and  Move  Towards  Their  Potential 

Sager-Brown  has  been  drawn  "Out  of  the  Eye  of  the  Storm"  into  an  awakened  ministry  caring 
for  the  needs  that  go  far  beyond  the  natural  disaster  of  a  hurricane  into  the  long-lived  disaster 
of  poverty. 

Beginning  in  September  of  1992,  after  Hurricane  Andrew  burst  across  South  Louisiana 
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devastating  thousands  of  homes  and  lives  of  people,  Louisiana  Conference  called  in  the  mighty 
arm  of  the  church  through  our  United  Methodist  Committee  On  Relief  (UMCOR).  Through 
the  leadership  of  UMCOR,  we  have  accomplished  over  the  4-1/2  years: 

•  Rehabilitation  of  3,102  homes 

•  Built  19  new  homes 

•  Provided  a  mission  field  for  5,070  Volunteers  In  Mission  (VIM) 

•  Replaced  12  trailers 

•  Through  an  extension  service  of  Young  Memorial  Technical  College,  76 
students  completed  training  in  certified  Nurses  Assistant  classes  and  30 
students  completed  Emergency  Medical  Training  classes.  Continuing 
classes  are  underway  throughout  the  year. 

•  Taught  over  300  adult  students  in  computer  classes 

•  The  last  two  years,  through  Children's  Trust  Fund,  we  have  conducted  six 
parenting  classes  involving  a  total  of  55  parents  and  54  children,  utilizing 
six  instructors  and  nine  special  speakers. 

•  Food  for  Seniors/Moms  and  Children  monthly  distribution  to  over  730 
people.  A  total  of  12,  468  boxes  distributed  to  the  poor  over  the  last  1-1/2 
years 

•  Through  tutoring,  computer  classes,  Teen  Pregnancy  meetings,  Girls'  Club, 
Scouting  programs,  summer  programs,  Shots  for  Tots,  summer  feeding 
programs  and  special  events,  we  have  served  over  1700  children  in  the  past 
three  years. 

•  There  have  been  15,000  walk-in  needs  over  the  past  four  years. 

•  Other  adult  participation  through  budgeting  classes,  home  maintenance 
programs,  community  organizing  meetings,  various  classes  have  totaled  up 
to  1,400  over  the  past  three  years. 

•  We  have  begun  delivering  Meals  on  Wheels  for  the  Council  on  Aging  and 
going  into  the  local  elementary  school  and  Head  Start  Program  when 
volunteers  are  available. 

•  Conducting  a  Heifer  Project  International  Program  of  a  Pastured  Poultry 
Project.  With  the  help  of  area  people,  we  are  beginning  our  second  batch 
of  chicks  to  raise  as  free  range  chickens,  tasting  like  "grandma's  chickens 
used  to  taste,"  and  free  from  medication  and  injected  hormones.  Readily 
available  for  your  purchase! 

•  Spring  has  found  many  seeds  bursting  forth  for  a  wonderful  garden  of 
fresh,  organically  grown  vegetables  to  look  forward  to. 

As  the  UMCOR  Depot  located  on  the  Sager-Brown  Campus  has  completed  its  first  year  of 
operation,  it  has  had  390  volunteers  to  help  sort  and  pack  items  to  be  sent  into  Cuba,  Liberia, 
Bosnia,  and  into  flood,  hurricane  and  tornado  sites  across  our  nation. 

A  wonderful  service  for  the  needs  of  mankind  has  been  provided  out  of  the  Sager-Brown 
Center  over  the  last  four  and  one-half  years.  When  the  storms  of  disaster  devastate  humanity, 
God's  people  are  able  to  heal  the  wounds  and  bring  hope  to  those  affected. 

As  the  close-out  for  disaster  took  place  December  31,  1996,  it  has  been  a  time  for  us  as 
Louisiana  United  Methodists  to  reflect  on  the  miracle  of  the  Connectional  Church,  a  time  for 
us  to  give  thanks  to  all  who  make  up  this  mighty  church  of  God. 

We  will  have  to  look  for  new  sources  for  our  funding.  We  look  to  you,  the  church,  to  hold 
Sager-Brown  in  your  prayers,  come  participate  with  your  presence  and  your  service,  and  please 
consider  us  with  your  gifts  of  finance. 
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It  is  with  joy  and  wonderful  memories  that  we  look  back  on  all  that  was  accomplished.    We 
pray  God's  richest  blessings  on  Sager-Brown.

The  Dulac  Cooperative  Ministries  shall  work  through  its 
programs,  in  accordance  with  Christian  principles,  to  develop  democratic  leadership, 
develop  opportunities  promoting  education  and  child  development,  and  strengthen 
community  and  family  life.

That  in  spite  of  our  best  efforts  we  have  not  eliminated  racism  and  we  have  not 
eliminated  all  the  pain  and  suffering  that  exists  in  our  community.

The  formation  of  the  Bayou  Eagles  Dancers.  A  Youth  Group  of  40  young  people 
who  are  learning  about  their  heritage  and  their  faith  at  the  same  time.  We  celebrate 
a  new  computer  lab  that  will  help  disadvantaged  children  keep  pace  with  the  modern 
world.  We  celebrate  volunteers  who  have  come  from  all  across  the  U.S.  who  came 
to  work  and  share  with  us.  We  celebrate  the  presence  of  a  new  director  who  is  a 
Church  and  Community  Worker  with  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries.

We  anticipate  new  and  better  programs  and  an  expanded  community  spirit  as  we 
grow  in  our  cooperative  ministry.

MACDONELL  UNITED  METHODIST 
CHILDREN'S  SERVICES 

MacDonell  United  Methodist  Children's  Services,  Inc.  is  a  child  care  agency  located 
on  an  oak  tree  shaded  campus  at  1210  East  Main  Street  in  Houma,  Louisiana.  The  property 
is  owned  by  The  Women's  Division  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  The  National  Division 
of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  responsible  for  our  program.  The  agency  is 
governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  made  up  of  eleven  elected  citizens  from  across  the  state  of 
Louisiana.  There  are  also  two  ex-officio  and  three  honorary  members. 

Since  1919,  MacDonell's  mission  has  evolved  to  meet  the  ever-changing  needs  of  the 
children  of  South  Louisiana.  Over  the  last  decade,  MacDonell  has  grown  into  a  very  different 
type  of  child  care  agency.  We  are  now  licensed  to  provide  24  hour-a-day  care,  education  and 
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Christian  nurturing  to  36  permanent  residents.  Residential  care  is  provided  for  children  with 
problems  that  prevent  them  from  living  in  a  family  setting.  The  majority  of  admissions  are  for 
boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen  who  have  the  potential  to  achieve  in  public 
schools.  Even  though  children  are  accepted  from  anywhere  within  the  state  of  Louisiana,  most 
children  in  our  care  are  from  the  parishes  of  Lafourche,  St  Mary  and  Terrebonne  so  services 
may  be  rendered  to  the  families  whenever  there  is  a  possibility  of  reconciliation.  The  rules  for 
acceptance  and  participation  in  the  program  at  MacDonell  are  the  same  for  everyone  without 
regard  to  religion,  race,  color,  national  origin,  age,  sex  or  physical  challenge.  Anyone 
considering  placing  children  at  MacDonell  should  contact  our  office. 

The  goal  of  treatment  at  MacDonell  is  to  work  in  partnership  ~  whenever  possible  - 
with  parents  and  children  and  to  assure  the  child  of  his  right  to  his  own  family.  Professional 
counseling  services  are  arranged  for  and  provided  by  MacDonell. 

Life  at  MacDonell  utilizes  the  unit  plan  of  group  living  in  three  residences  on  our 
campus.  The  child  care  staff  is  on  three,  eight-hour  shifts  similar  to  that  of  a  hospital  setting. 
The  "cottages,"  as  the  residences  are  called  here,  are  decorated  with  modern  colors  and 
furnishings  to  instill  a  sense  of  love  and  warmth  in  the  environment.  The  children  are 
encouraged  to  learn  self-reliance  by  assisting  with  routine  household  tasks. 

All  of  our  children  attend  public  schools.  Terrebonne  Parish  school  teachers  are 
employed  as  after  school  tutors  to  help  with  the  children's  educational  needs. 

MacDonell  welcomes  all  inquiries  concerning  services.  Representatives  from  our  staff 
are  available  for  speaking  engagements  to  interested  groups  and  organizations.  We  are  always 
happy  to  arrange  tours  for  groups  and  individuals  by  appointment.  We  do  not  give  tours  while 
the  children  are  on  campus  in  order  to  protect  their  confidentiality  and  preserve  the  dignity  and 
trust  of  the  children  we  serve. 

As  recommended  by  the  Child  Welfare  League  of  America,  the  president  is  required 
to  hold  a  Master's  Degree  in  social  work  (MSSW).  The  board  of  directors  requires  that  the 
president,  G.J.  "Jerry"  Bridges,  be  certified  and  licensed  by  the  State  of  Louisiana  (BCSW)  to 
practice  social  work. 

Michael  Guidroz  (ACSW  -  BCSW,  MSW)  is  vice  president  of  social  services  and  is 
also  required  to  have  a  Master's  Degree  in  social  work.  Ms.  Elizabeth  Ray  (M.  Div)  and  Mr. 
Chad  Eschete  (BGS,  MAMFT)  assist  Mr.  Guidroz.  They  are  responsible  for  completing  an 
intake  study  when  a  child  is  referred  here  that  determines  the  needs  of  the  child  and  assists  in 
the  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  the  agency  can  meet  these  needs.  Each  child  receives 
counseling  on  a  one-to-one  basis. 

The  children  in  care  at  MacDonell  have  been  frequently  exposed  to  a  tremendous 
amount  of  stress  prior  to  entering  our  program.  A  great  deal  of  loving,  nurturing  care  is 
required  to  help  them  grow  and  develop  toward  their  greatest  potential. 

MacDonell  depends  heavily  on  the  Louisiana  Office  of  Community  Services  for  fee 
payment  for  children  placed  in  custody.  We  also  receive  assistance  from  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  private  donations  from  churches  and 
individuals.  Seventy-six  percent  of  all  income  goes  directly  to  help  the  children  we  serve.  The 
remaining  twenty-four  percent  is  utilized  for  administrative  salaries  and  expenses  such  as 
printing,  office  supplies  and  equipment,  etc.  Each  day  we  become  increasingly  reliant  on  the 
generosity  of  individuals  and  organizations. 
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MacDonell  has  a  small  endowment  fund  and  is  striving  to  increase  this  fund  so  that 
we  can  be  less  dependent  on  government  money.  Our  goal  for  the  year  2000  is  to  raise  one 
million  dollars  for  the  endowment  fund. 

Last  year  11,964  child  care  days  were  provided  through  the  residential  program. 
During  this  past  year,  62  children  used  our  residential  program.

MINISTERS'  EMERGENCY  AID  FUND 

The  Ministers'  Emergency  Aid  Fund  is  supported  by  conference  ministers  who  contribute  one- 
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half  of  one  percent  of  their  base  salary  annually.  At  the  beginning  of  1996,  there  was  a  balance 
of  $9,703  in  the  fund.  During  the  year,  ministers  received  a  total  of  $14,559  from  the  fund  to 
help  meet  various  emergency  needs.  The  total  receipts  for  1996  were  $20,703.  The  balance  at 
the  end  of  1996  was  $15,847. 

We  recommend  the  following  guidelines  for  the  Ministers'  Emergency  Aid  Fund: 

1.  That  each  minister  under  appointment  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  be 
asked  to  give  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  minister's  base 
salary  for  1996  to  the  Ministers'  Emergency  Aid  Fund. 

2.  That  this  fund  be  used  to  provide  emergency  benefit  aid  to  the  ministers  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  and  their  immediate  families  who  may  be  in  special  need; 
and  that  this  emergency  aid  be  given  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

A.  The  maximum  amount  allowed  for  a  single  emergency  shall  be 
$1,000. 

B.  Exceptional  situations  may  be  given  special  consideration  by  the 
Cabinet. 

3.  That  each  pastor  and  local  church  be  requested  to  provide  an  adequate  medical 
insurance  program  for  family  protection.

Lafon  Home,  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  continues  on  its  mission  of  providing 
optimum  care  for  all  of  its  residents.  With  the  assistance  of  trained  and  experienced  staff 
members  and  a  modern  facility,  the  Home  remains  constantly  in  compliance  with  state  and 
federal  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  Lafon  Home,  U.M.C,  and  its  Chairman,  Dr.  Andrew 
Douglas,  play  an  active  role  in  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Home.  Recently  the  board 
has  been  focusing  on  restructuring  the  financial  status  in  order  to  provide  funding  to  update 
and  renovate  our  facility. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  annual  fundraiser  "Jazzy  night  in  June"  was  a 
success.  This  event  is  put  on  by  our  Development  Department  under  the  guidance  of  Ted 
Jones,  and  a  committee  of  volunteers.  They  worked  tirelessly  on  the  event  months  in  advance 
to  assure  its  success.  A  special  thanks  goes  out  to  all  who  so  generously  gave  their  time  and 
energy  for  the  benefit  of  our  residents. 

While  we  are  committed  to  providing  excellent  care  and  services  to  our  residents,  we 
are  equally  committed  to  our  employees.  This  past  year,  we  have  implemented  an  employee 
incentive  program.  The  "Employee  of  the  Month"  program  honors  an  employee  who  has  gone 
above  and  beyond  the  scope  of  their  enumerated  duties.  The  "Employee  of  the  Year"  is 
selected  from  the  twelve  employees  previously  honored.  Our  "Blue  Ribbon  Committee"  selects 
candidates  who  are  nominated  by  fellow  employees  and  supervisors  who  vote  each  month  for 
the  selection.   Each  selected  employee  receives  an  award. 

In  December  of  1996,  we  experienced  the  loss  of  Board  Member  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Williams.  He  was  a  lifelong  member  and  integral  part  of  the  Lafon  family.  In  his  will,  he  left 
the  bulk  of  his  estate  to  the  Lafon  Home,  and  for  this  we  are  eternally  grateful.  We  also  lost 
Mrs.  Corine  Delaney,  another  lifelong  Board  Member  of  the  Lafon  Home.  Both  Rev.  Williams 
and  Mrs.  Delaney  will  be  sadly  missed  by  all. 

As  we  approach  the  new  millennium,  we  are  pondering  the  many  changes  and 
challenges  taking  place  in  the  health  industry.  These  challenges  will  be  met  with  continued 
commitment  and  dedication  to  delivering  excellent  health  care  services  to  our  residents.

THE  LOUISIANA  METHODIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  Board  and  staff  are  pleased  to  report  that  1996  was  a  very  successful  year  in 
terms  of  services  provided  to  children,  youth,  and  families  on  behalf  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.  The  direct  care  services  remained  populated  at  operational  capacity  throughout 
the  year.  A  total  of  1,959  individual  and  family  members  received  services  through  the  total 
aggregate  programs.  A  total  of  811  individual  children  were  referred  for  residential  services. 
We  were  able  to  admit  247  (30%)  of  the  new  applicants.  A  total  of  496  individual  children 
were  saved  in  the  total  aggregate  programs  of  residential  care.  A  total  of  217  individual  youth 
attended  structured  classes  and  services  in  Independent  Living  Training. 
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During  1996,  a  total  of  1,245  individuals  were  served  through  the  Family 
Development  Center.  There  were  97  out-patient  clients  yielding  a  total  of  235  individual  family 
members  seen  in  family  therapy.  There  were  134  residential  clients  yielding  a  total  of  386 
individual  family  members  seen  in  therapy.  The  Family  Development  Center  staff  taught  67 
individuals  the  course  Helping  Children  Cope  with  Divorce.  During  1996,  26  families  involving 
172  individuals  participated  in  court  ordered  family  evaluation  services.  318  children  in  the 
Lincoln  Parish  schools  were  taught  a  violence  prevention  curriculum.  Family  Development  staff 
delivered  training  in  local  community  church  groups  totaling  67  individuals. 

The  Methodist  Children's  Home  received  a  total  operating  income  of  $4,170,573 
during  1996.  Contributions  received  directly  by  MCH  was  9%  of  the  total.  The  Church 
Offering  provided  5%  of  the  income.  Interest  earned  for  the  Home's  invested  funds  provided 
19%.  Sixty-seven  percent  came  from  the  purchase  of  service  fees,  and  the  remaining 
percentage  came  from  Special  Grants,  reserves,  and  miscellaneous  sources.  The  total 
operating  program  expenses  was  $4,242,896.

METHODIST  HEALTH  SYSTEM  FOUNDATION,  INC. 
PENDLETON  MEMORIAL  METHODIST  HOSPITAL 

Since  1968,  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital  has  offered  a  full  range  of  acute- 
care  services,  ministering  to  the  physical  as  well  as  spiritual  needs  of  our  patients.  The  focus 
of  this  care  is  delivered  within  the  context  of  our  Christian  mission  reflecting  the  spirit  of  the 
greatest  healer  of  all,  Jesus  Christ 

Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital,  recently  celebrating  its  28th  anniversary  of 
service  to  the  East  New  Orleans  community,  is  a  317-bed  acute  hospital  situated  on  22  acres. 
As  a  non-profit  organization,  Methodist  provided  inpatient  services  to  7,758  patients,  and 
outpatient  services  for  71,836  visits  during  this  past  fiscal  year.  Approximately  1,012  babies 
were  born  at  the  hospital  during  that  time.  Over  24,610  patients  were  seen  in  the  Emergency 
Department 

Methodist  Hospital  is  blessed  with  over  950  full-time,  highly-motivated  employees 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  caring  instilled  by  the  Louisiana  Conference.  These  individuals 
discharge  their  responsibilities  keeping  the  spiritual  as  well  as  physical  needs  of  the  patients 
foremost  in  mind.  In  addition,  Methodist  Hospital  is  served  by  a  staff  of  over  400  physicians 
covering  virtually  all  the  specialties  and  sub-specialties  of  medicine. 
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Expenditures  associated  with  the  services  provided  by  Methodist  Hospital  totaled 
approximately  $87,568,056  last  fiscal  year.  During  this  same  time,  donations  from  the  United 
Methodist  churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  totaled  $19,895.  These  contributions  helped 
provide  a  portion  of  the  over  $1,789,344  of  free  care  which  Methodist  Hospital  provided  during 
this  past  fiscal  year  through  its  financial  assistance  program. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation,  Inc.  includes 
M.  Kenneth  Schor,  Chairman;  Charles  E.  McHale,  Jr.,  Vice  Chairman;  Marian  Eggerton, 
Secretary;  Judge  Thomas  L.  Giraud,  Treasurer;  Mat  Kawasaki,  Jack  T.  Styron,  and  Frederick 
C.  Young,  Jr.,  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation  President,  Members. 

The  Foundation,  which  functions  as  a  holding  company,  has  a  number  of  subsidiary 
corporations  and  operations.  The  purpose  of  the  Foundation,  as  well  as  the  subsidiaries,  is  to 
provide  additional  economic  resources  to  Methodist  Hospital,  particularly  in  this  time  of 
increasing  competition  and  general  economic  downturn.  As  such,  the  Foundation's  primary 
goal  is  that  of  ensuring  that  Methodist  Hospital  is  able  to  build  upon  its  tradition  of  providing 
health  care  to  the  Greater  East  New  Orleans  community  and  beyond.  While  most  of  these 
subsidiary  operations  are  involved  in  activities  outside  the  hospital  proper,  they  are  all  involved 
with  health  care-related  services,  most  of  which  are  on  a  freestanding  basis. 

The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavilion  is  a  good  example  of  a  subsidiary  operation  which 
provides  an  unmet  clinical  need  within  the  community  in  the  area  of  mental  health  and 
substance  abuse.  At  the  same  time,  it  provides  an  economic  return  to  the  Foundation  and 
subsequently  to  Methodist  Hospital. 

Current  social  and  economic  forces  encourage  that  surgery  be  performed  on  a  same- 
day  basis  whenever  possible.  Advances  in  clinical  technology  also  enable  more  surgical  cases 
to  be  done  on  a  same-day  basis.  Methodist  Ambulatory  Surgery  Center  assists  Methodist 
Hospital  in  competing  effectively  on  this  front  by  offering  cost-effective,  high-quality,  and 
convenient  surgical  services.  The  Center  is  a  joint  venture  between  the  Foundation  and  a 
group  of  surgeons  associated  with  Methodist  Hospital. 

Methodist  Hospital  offers  the  latest  medical  advancement  for  the  treatment  of  kidney 
stones.  Methodist  Hospital  is  the  only  hospital  in  the  East  New  Orleans  area  to  provide  the 
lithotriptor  to  the  community. 

One  of  the  fundamental  changes  which  has  occurred  within  the  health-care  delivery 
and  payment  system  has  been  the  development  of  "managed  care"  programs.  As  such, 
Methodist  Hospital  has  proactively  sought  to  be  a  major  force  within  the  realm  of  managed 
care  in  the  New  Orleans  marketplace.  By  virtue  of  its  convenient  location,  and  broad-based, 
high-quality  services  offered  at  competitive  prices,  Methodist  Hospital  has  been  sought  as  an 
institutional  provider  by  virtually  all  of  the  managed-care  programs  entering  the  community, 
and  has  become  the  provider  of  choice  in  East  New  Orleans. 

In  continued  support  of  its  mission,  vision,  values  and  as  a  pledge  to  keep  pace  with 
contemporary  demands,  the  Methodist  Health  Alliance  (MHA)  was  introduced  as  an  answer 
to  address  the  needs  of  the  ever-changing  market  place,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  managed- 
care  initiatives.  An  integrated  health-care  delivery  system,  the  Methodist  Health  Alliance 
serves  as  a  comprehensive  coordinating  vehicle  of  physician  and  hospital  services  which 
contracts  and  works  with  managed-care  organizations  and  other  payors  with  the  goal  of 
increasing  cost  efficiency  while  ensuring  participants  receive  high-quality  care. 
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The  Methodist  Occupational  &  Industrial  Medicine  Clinic  provides  prompt, 
economical  health-care  services  for  employees  of  metropolitan  area  businesses  by  providing  a 
wide  variety  of  services  from  emergency  treatment  for  injured  or  ill  employees  to  rehabilitative 
care. 

The  Methodist  Health  Complex  features  two  medical  office  buildings:  The  Physicians 
Medical  Plaza  is  a  three-story,  50,000  square  foot  structure  with  150  associated  parking  spaces. 
Suites  are  custom  designed  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  practice  of  each  physician.  The 
Medical  Center  of  East  New  Orleans  is  a  nine-story  building  which  provides  office  space  for 
more  than  80  physicians. 

The  Methodist  Cancer  Center  added  the  dimension  of  radiation  therapy  to  the 
hospital's  existing  surgery  and  chemotherapy  capabilities  allowing  for  the  provision  of  a 
comprehensive  cancer  treatment  program.  Due  to  the  high  volume  of  utilization,  which  far 
exceeded  projections  for  the  first  two  years,  the  Methodist  Cancer  Center  was  expanded  to 
accommodate  the  increase  in  patient  usage. 

The  Jonathan  Nelson  Cancer  Fund  was  established  at  the  Methodist  Health  System 
in  memory  of  Jonathan  Nelson,  son  of  Chaplain  Judy  Nelson.  Through  his  mother's  dedicated 
services  as  a  Chaplain  at  Methodist  Hospital,  and  as  a  result  of  his  illness,  Jonathan  became 
interested  in  supporting  cancer  research  and  treatment  programs  associated  with  the  hospital. 
Funds  designated  for  this  special  fund  will  be  used  for  treatment,  research,  equipment  and  any 
other  needs  that  will  advance  the  cure  of  cancer  through  the  Methodist  Health  System. 

Over  11,000  members  have  joined  Senior  Focus  for  adults  55  and  over.  Recognizing 
the  special  health  care  and  financial  needs  of  older  adults,  Senior  Focus  offers  a  package  of 
health-related  services  and  activities. 

The  Advanced  Surgery  Center  of  Methodist  Hospital  offers  an  innovative  and 
comprehensive  package  of  services  that  include  treatment,  training  and  support  for  laser  and 
other  minimally  invasive  surgical  techniques. 

Another  service  provided  by  Methodist  Hospital  is  the  Hyperbaric  Medicine  Unit.  Hyperbaric 
Oxygen  Therapy  is  used  as  an  adjunct  therapy  for  such  conditions  as  carbon  monoxide 
poisoning,  gas  embolisms  and  gas  gangrene.  One  of  the  most  common  indications  is  for 
enhancement  of  wound  healing. 

The  health  care  campus  was  changed  dramatically  with  the  completion  of  the 
Hospital's  new  East  Tower.  The  highlight  of  a  $17  million  expansion  and  renovation  project, 
the  East  Tower  represents  Methodist's  first  major  expansion  since  the  1978  addition  of  patient 
floors  to  the  original  hospital  building.  The  six-floor  East  Tower  houses  outpatient,  ancillary 
and  administrative  services.  Over  the  next  few  years,  the  project  will  also  include  site 
improvements  to  its  health-care  campus  and  capital  acquisitions  to  meet  the  ever-changing 
technological  demands  of  today's  health-care  environment. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  Methodist  Health  System  of  services  is  the  geriatric 
psychiatry  unit  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  hospital.  This  unit  focuses  on  adults  who  have 
psychiatric  problems  with  a  secondary  medical  necessity. 

Members  of  the  Methodist  Clergy  will  receive  a  special  20%  discount  on  their  portion 
of  the  bill  for  services  rendered  at  Methodist  Hospital.  Clergy  from  other  denominations  may 
receive  a  10%  discount  under  this  program. 
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The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavilion,  through  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  offers  psychiatric  evaluations  for  individuals  who  enter  the  ministry. 

Methodist  Hospital  requests  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Paul  Durbin  as  Chaplain 
and  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Judy 
Nelson  as  Associate  Chaplain.

THE  METHODIST  HOME  FOR  CHILDREN 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  staff  of  The  Methodist  Home  For  Children  are  pleased 
to  report  the  good  status  of  The  Home  in  1996.  Our  ministry  served  218  children  on  our 
campus  and  in  our  foster  care  programs  in  the  year  1996.  Another  56  children  and  parents 
were  served  in  our  out  patient  counseling  program.  Many  of  our  directors  conducted 
conferences,  seminars  and  workshops  in  various  churches  in  the  Conference  and  with  other 
community  and  state  institutions.  The  CEO  and  other  directors  have  been  engaged  in  Sunday 
speaking  opportunities  in  United  Methodist  Churches  in  Louisiana. 

The  Home  is  in  its  second  year  with  a  new  CEO.  The  Private  Agency  Foster  Care 
program  that  was  instituted  last  year  has  stabilized  and  is  continuing  to  grow.  New  families  are 
being  added  as  the  need  for  new  foster  homes  arise.  The  newsletter  for  The  Home  has 
emerged  from  a  quarterly  to  a  monthly  newsletter.  Also,  the  number  of  homes  receiving  the 
newsletter  has  grown  considerably.  Our  circulation  is  now  over  1500.  The  response  in  the  form 
of  contributions  reflects  that  the  newsletter  has  been  an  effective  vehicle  for  communicating  the 
programs  and  opportunities  for  service  at  The  Home. 

The  Office  of  Youth  Development  has  extended  one  contract  for  a  new  group  home 
at  The  Methodist  Home  For  Children.  This  group  home  program  when  it  has  developed  to 
its  full  capacity  will  allow  The  Home  to  minister  to  28  more  children  in  our  residential 
program.  These  additional  children  will  range  in  age  from  15  to  18. 

This  group  home  program  will  complete  the  loop  in  our  continuum  of  care.  This  will 
allow  children  to  remain  in  our  care  and  not  have  to  make  another  transition  at  a  crucial  stage 
in  their  development  as  they  transition  from  adolescence  to  adulthood.  This  new  age  limit  will 
allow  us  to  teach  the  children  independent  living  skills  before  they  move  out  of  an  institutional 
environment  This  program  will  also  allow  The  Methodist  Home  For  Children  to  assist  these 
young  people  in  becoming  productive  and  fulfilled  citizens  as  they  move  into  their  first  job,  first 
year  of  college  or  first  year  in  trade  school.  This  "after  care"  program  will  allow  for  a  greater 
potential  for  success  in  their  first  year  of  independent  life.  Having  the  support  of  Methodist 
Home  through  these  transitional  years  will  assist  in  the  reduction  of  the  anxiety  accompanying 
their  radical  transition  from  residential  and  foster  care  into  the  larger  community. 

Our  after  school  program  which  we  call  "Kaleidoscope"  has  continued  to  evolve  and 
change  as  we  have  learned  more  about  what  activities  work  best  with  the  children  in  our  care. 
Ms.  Ana  Jiminez,  our  Program  Director,  has  done  a  masterful  job  in  developing  and  sustaining 
this  program. 

A  new  position  of  Residential  Director  has  increased  communication  and  supervision 
of  our  direct  care  staff  which  we  call  Residential  Counselors.  Mr.  Larry  Riley  has  fulfilled  this 
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position  in  an  admirable  manner.  The  future  work  with  our  children  will  be  greatly  enhanced 
by  the  work  of  Mr.  Riley. 

Our  new  accommodations  for  our  Therapeutic  Foster  Care  and  Private  Agency  Foster 
Care  Programs  have  worked  out  well.  These  programs  are  now  housed  in  a  remodeled  house 
across  the  street  from  The  Methodist  Home  For  Children's  main  building. 

Three  other  houses  which  we  have  purchased  will  soon  under  go  renovations  to 
accommodate  our  Group  Home  Program.  A  grant  has  been  applied  for  which  will  enable  us 
to  secure  low  interest  money  to  pay  for  the  remodeling  of  these  homes. 

Our  family  counseling  Center  has  expanded.  Two  new  employees,  Rick  and  Kathy 
Owen,  have  given  us  the  capability  of  helping  many  families  beyond  the  families  who  have 
children  in  our  care. 

Financially,  the  Methodist  Home  For  Children  is  sound  with  an  operating  budget  of 
$2,850,000.  In  this  year,  the  Methodist  Home  For  Children  has  received  the  following  funds:

PEOPLES  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

Peoples  continues  to  provide  quality  and  affordable  care  and  education  to  needy 
families  and  their  children.  Located  in  the  heart  of  the  New  Orleans  inner  city  since  1922,  our 
ministry  is  still  the  vital  link  to  making  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  children  ages  zero  to  four- 
and-a-half.  Peoples  is  committed  to  providing  the  best  possible  nurture  and  environment  for 
children,  while  their  family  members  are  provided  the  opportunity  to  go  to  work,  seek 
employment,  further  their  education  or  learn  a  skill. 

Our  work  is  beyond  day  care  and  an  early  learning  development  program. 
Additionally,  we  offer  after  school  care  and  a  summer  program  for  children  ages  five  to  twelve 
years  old.  We  have  once  again  been  awarded  a  Class  A  License  by  the  Louisiana  State 
Department 

Each  year  brings  new  challenges  and  unexpected  expenses,  thus,  financial  demands. 
The  year  1996  brought  about  many  peaks  and  valleys.  As  in  the  previous  years,  Peoples  began 
the  year  with  high  expectations,  achievable  goals  and  an  improved  cash  flow.    This  year  we 
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experienced  an  increase  in  the  enrollment,  which  enabled  the  center  to  provide  five  more  new 
positions.  And,  Mrs.  Valda  McMaster,  Child  Care  Supervisor  and  a  member  of  Peoples  United 
Methodist  Church,  celebrated  twenty-five  years  of  faithful  and  dedicated  service  to  Peoples 
UMCC. 

Unlike  previous  years,  Peoples  was  faced  with  numerous  unexpected  expenses  which 
placed  a  strain  on  the  already  bare-bones  budget  These  emergency  needs  were  necessary  to 
keep  Peoples  Center  in  operation.  In  addition,  this  caused  the  Reserve  Fund  to  be  exhausted 
and  placed  a  burden  on  operating  capital.  In  spite  of  these  hardships,  we  were  able  to  meet 
all  city  and  state  mandates,  secure  the  main  building,  bring  the  building  up  to  today's  building 
code  standards  and  much  more.  Our  thanks  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  Revolving  Loan  Fund 
for  a  $6,000  loan,  the  New  Orleans  Foundation  which  granted  $5,778,  the  organizations  and 
churches  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  individuals  and  others  for  enabling  our  doors  to  remain 
open  to  serve  a  much-needed  ministry. 

The  Ruth  B.  Carter  Auxiliary  for  Peoples  continues  to  support  our  mission,  as  well 
as  participants  in  the  Good  Samaritan  Offerings,  and  United  Methodist  Churches  who  have 
taken  Peoples  as  a  mission  project.  We  appreciate  your  continued  interest  in  our  work  of 
mission  outreach.  For  it  does  indeed  "take  a  village  to  raise  a  child".

A  group  of  37  Japanese  ninth  graders  from  the  all-male  Kwansei  Gakuin  Junior  High 
School  in  Nishinomiya,  Japan  spent  three  weeks  on  Dillard  University's  campus  this  past 
summer  receiving  an  intensive  course  in  the  English  language  and  studying  African-American 
culture  and  history.  The  participants  in  the  1996  Summer  Intensive  English  Program  benefitted 
from  innovative  classroom  exercises,  field  trips  in  and  outside  of  New  Orleans,  and  a  weekend 
in  the  homes  of  area  families.  This  program  has  enjoyed  great  success  since  it  began  in  1989. 

In  September  three  Dillard  University  students— Michael  Mason,  a  sophomore 
premed/biology  major,  Nelson  Demery,  a  junior  English  major,  and  Maria  Scott,  a  sophomore 
chemistry  major,  attended  the  Melton  Foundation  Symposium  in  Temuco,  Chile.  They  were 
accompanied  by  three  University  faculty  and  staff  members-Dr.  Elton  C.  Harrison,  Special 
Assistant  to  the  President  and  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  Emeritus,  Dr.  Ellen  C. 
Merrill,  Assistant  Professor  of  German,  and  Mr.  Azubike  Okpalaeze,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Computer  Science.  Their  participation  in  the  symposium  was  made  possible  by  the  University's 
selection  as  one  of  several  colleges  and  universities  involved  in  an  international  project  fostering 
understanding  and  respect  across  cultures  through  the  use  of  modern  telecommunications 
technology.  In  September  of  1997  the  international  Melton  Symposium  will  be  held  at  Dillard 
University. 


386  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  1 997 


The  "World  View  Art  Series,"  a  three-part  exhibition,  opened  in  the  campus  Art 
Gallery  in  September  with  a  featured  month-long  exhibit  titled  "Bobtown:  The  legacy  of 
Robert  Celestin."  Throughout  November,  the  second  part  of  the  "World  View  Art  Series" 
showcased  an  exhibit  of  symbolist  and  historical  paintings  of  the  Haitian  Revolution  by  Ulrick 
Jean-Pierre  titled  "Ethos  and  Pathos."  The  final  part  of  the  art  series  will  display  new  three- 
dimensional  mixed-media  images  by  sculptor  Clifton  Webb  from  February  1-21,  1997. 

Dillard  commemorated  its  127th  Anniversary/Founders'  Day  with  events  from 
October  18-20,  1996.  Bishop  W.T.  Handy,  Jr.,  The  United  Methodist  Church,  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  served  as  guest  speaker  at  the  Founders'  Day  Observance  on  October  20  in  Lawless 
Memorial  Chapel.  For  16  years,  Bishop  Handy,  a  1948  graduate  of  Dillard  University,  served 
as  pastor  of  Methodist  Churches  in  Louisiana.  In  July  1980,  he  was  elected  to  the  episcopacy 
and  served  12  years  in  the  Missouri  Area.  After  retirement  in  September,  1992,  Bishop  Handy 
served  as  interim  director  of  the  Mission  Resource  Center  and  visiting  Arthur  J.  Moore 
Professor  of  Evangelism  at  the  Candler  School  of  Theology,  both  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  He 
presently  serves  as  Bishop  in  Residence  at  the  Clark  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Nashville,  where  he  now  resides. 

The  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.,  has  awarded  a  $75,000  grant  to  Dillard  University  for 
strengthening  teacher  education.  The  funding  enabled  Dillard  to  implement  a  fast-track 
teacher  certification  program  last  fall  for  mathematics,  science,  and  pre-medicine  majors  to 
address  the  critical  shortage  of  African-American  teachers  in  mathematics  and  science 
throughout  the  nation.  An  innovative  program  designed  by  Dillard's  Division  of  Education 
called  Mathematics  and  Science  Scholars  as  Teachers  (MASSAT)  will  help  undergraduate 
science  and  mathematics  majors  obtain  teacher  certification  requirements  while  in 
undergraduate  school. 

The  College  Fund/UNCF  and  Dillard  University  joined  with  three  other  prominent 
New  Orleans  institutions  to  sponsor  dialogues  on  improving  relations  between  African- 
Americans  and  Jews  on  November  10-11,  1996.  The  theme  of  the  dialogues  was  "African- 
Americans  and  Jews:  A  Dialogue  About  American  Pluralism".  The  other  participating  sites 
for  the  dialogue  were  the  Jewish  Community  Center,  Central  Congregational  United  Church 
of  Christ,  and  Touro  Synagogue.  Dillard  held  the  kick-off  program  on  November  10  in  the 
Multi-Purpose  Complex  of  the  Samuel  DuBois  Cook  Fine  Arts  and  Communications  Center. 
The  keynote  speaker  was  Dr.  Julius  S.  Scott,  Jr.,  President  of  Wiley  College,  Marshall,  Texas 
and  President  Emeritus  of  Paine  College,  Augusta,  Georgia.  The  New  Orleans  dialogues  were 
part  of  a  four-city  national  dialogue  on  the  same  theme.  The  College  Fund/UNCF  selected 
four  historically  Black  private  universities  around  the  nation  to  co-sponsor  the  dialogues. 
Besides  Dillard  University,  the  three  others  were  Bethune-Cookman  College,  Daytona  Beach, 
Florida;  Johnson  C.  Smith  University,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  and  Paine  College,  Augusta, 
Georgia.  In  each  community,  synagogues,  community  centers,  and  churches  joined  with  the 
sponsoring  university  to  bring  together  diverse  groups  of  local  people  meeting  for  serious 
scholarly  conversations. 

Eighteen  Dillard  University  students  experienced  a  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity 
on  November  14-16,  1996  in  meeting  and  interacting  with  many  chief  executives  of  America's 
most  admired  companies.  The  Dillard  students  served  as  assistants  to  the  nearly  200  CEOs, 
presidents  and  chairpersons  who  attended  the  Sixth  Annual  Fortune  500  Forum  at  the 
prestigious  Windsor  Court  Hotel  in  New  Orleans.  Dillard  was  the  only  school  in  New  Orleans 
and  the  only  Black  institution  in  America  to  have  been  authorized  to  serve  in  this  capacity  at 
such  an  event.  In  addition  to  gaining  invaluable  information  on  winning  financial  strategies, 
competing  in  Asia,  the  effective  use  of  the  internet,  and  building  new  businesses  for  the  future, 
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the  Dillard  students  had  the  opportunity  to  hear  the  keynote  address  by  retired  General  Colin 
Powell,  former  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff.  The  theme  of  the  Fortune  500  Forum 
was  "New  Ideas  for  Leadership,*1  and  the  agenda  provided  participants  with  new  insights  on 
today's  cutting-edge  business  issues. 

The  University  Theatre  at  Dillard  won  several  awards  at  the  1996  Louisiana  College 
Theatre  Festival  on  December  3-7  at  Centenary  College  in  Shreveport  Dillard's  production 
entry  was  "Before  It  Hits  Home"  by  Cheryl  L.  West,  their  1996-97  season  opener.  The  regional 
Committee  Award,  one  of  the  top  prizes  at  the  festival,  was  given  to  Dillard  for  the  best 
production.  The  distinction  places  the  university  in  a  highly  favorable  position  to  be  selected 
to  advance  to  the  regional  festival  on  February  27-March  1,  1997  at  the  University  of 
Oklahoma,  Norman.  Individual  acting  awards  were  given  to  two  of  our  students-Debbra 
Irving,  a  sophomore  Theatre  major  from  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  Joseph  Alvarez,  a  senior  Theatre 
major  from  New  Orleans.  Both  won  the  Irene  Ryan  Acting  Excellence  Awards  and  will 
advance  to  compete  at  the  regional  festival.  The  Louisiana  College  Theatre  Festival  is  the  state 
component  of  the  Kennedy  Center/American  College  Theatre  Festival,  the  national  collegiate 
dramatic  competition  sponsored  annually  by  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the  Performing 
Arts  in  Washington,  D.C. 

On  December  4-5,  1996,  the  University,  in  conjunction  with  the  New  Orleans  Jazz 
and  Heritage  Foundation,  featured  award-winning  filmmaker  Louis  Massiah  in  a  showing  and 
discussion  of  his  highly  acclaimed  documentary  film  "W.E.B.  DuBois-A  Biography  in  Four 
Voices".  This  showing  served  as  the  Southern  premier  of  the  film,  which  was  scheduled  to 
receive  a  national  presentation  on  PBS  in  February  of  1997.

CANDLER  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candler  School  of  Theology  of  Emory  University  remains  committed  to  preparing 
creative  and  faithful  leaders  for  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Our  work  is  enabled  by  our 
partnership  with  annual  conferences  and  churches  across  the  connection,  and  we  are  dependent 
on  the  prayers  and  prayerful  support  that  we  receive  from  our  partners  to  continue  our 
tradition  of  excellence  in  theological  education.  On  behalf  of  the  Candler  community  of 
faculty,  staff,  and  students,  I  send  my  deep  appreciation  for  the  many  ways  that  this  annual 
conference  has  strengthened  our  efforts  during  1996-1997. 

Candler  faculty  demonstrate  their  commitment  to  our  partnership  with  the  church 
by  providing  the  highest  quality  classroom  teaching  and  by  conducting  research  which  benefits 
local  churches.  Dr.  Rebecca  Chopp's  accomplishments  in  both  of  these  areas  were  recognized 
by  Emory  University  Board  of  Trustees  this  year  when  they  conferred  upon  her  one  of  the 
university's  most  prestigious  honors,  a  Charles  Howard  Candler  chair.  In  January,  President 
William  Chance  bestowed  upon  Dr.  Chopp  another  honor,  appointing  her  interim  provost  for 
the  University  beginning  in  June,  1997. 

Five  other  persons  joined  the  Candler  faculty  in  fall  1996,  and  each  has  enhanced  our 
participation  in  local  church  ministries.  Dr.  Marian  Dolan,  assistant  professor  of  choral  music 
and  conducting,  has  brought  expertise  in  contemporary  Christian  music.  Bishop  L.  Bevel  Jones, 
who  served  as  resident  bishop  of  the  Charlotte  area,  is  teaching  in  the  area  of  church 
administration  as  Bishop  in  Residence.    Dr.  Rosetta  Ross,  a  clergy  member  of  the  South 
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Carolina  Conference,  is  acting  director  of  the  Black  Church  Studies  program  and  visiting 
assistant  professor  social  ethics.  Professor  Elaine  K.  Swartzentruber,  acting  director  of  the 
program  for  women  in  theology  and  ministry  and  instructor  in  systematic  theology,  has  brought 
new  insights  into  another  Protestant  tradition  from  her  lifelong  affiliation  with  the  Mennonite 
Church. 

Our  ties  to  local  churches  and  to  the  global  church  have  been  enriched  by  the 
presence  of  the  Hispanic  Theological  Initiative.  Designed  to  encourage  Hispanic  leadership 
in  the  church  and  the  academy,  the  program  celebrated  its  inauguration  in  March.  Dr.  Daisy 
Marchado,  program  director,  will  teach  in  our  master  of  divinity  program  beginning  in  fall, 
1997. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  signs  of  the  partnerships  between  Candler  and  the  church  are 
Candler  students,  the  men  and  women  annual  conferences  entrust  to  us  for  a  term  of 
preparation  for  ministry.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Candler  students  continue  to  show 
dedication  to  rigorous  academic  study,  to  spiritual  formation  in  and  out  of  the  classroom,  and 
to  training  in  the  arts  of  ministry.  The  effective  ministries  of  our  graduates  in  this  annual 
conference  and  others  bear  witness  to  the  quality  of  Candler  students  and  to  their  desire  to 
honor  God's  call  to  service.

On  the  eve  of  the  21st  Century,  The  Biff  School  of  Theology  reaffirms  its 
commitment  to  preparing  persons  for  pastoral  ministry  and  other  types  of  religious  leadership. 
As  a  United  Methodist  seminary,  we  are  deeply  committed  to  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the 
church  in  the  world. 

Campus  visitors  in  1997  have  been  greeted  by  a  major  building  project,  as  a  new 
education  center  is  being  constructed.  The  center  will  house  the  Ira  J.  Taylor  Library,  as  well 
as  offices  and  seminar  rooms.  This  new  facility  is  but  one  result  of  our  very  successful 
comprehensive  campaign  concluded  in  early  1997.  Aiming  at  $6  million,  the  School  raised 
about  $8  million.  Other  results  have  been  the  initiation  of  a  creative  Urban  Ministries 
Program,  a  Rural  Ministries  outreach,  new  scholarships,  funds  for  renovating  Taylor  residence 
hall,  etc.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  so  many  individuals  and  foundations,  the  School  has 
made  remarkable  progress  in  the  closing  years  of  the  20th  Century. 

Head  count  enrollment  at  Diff  totals  about  340  students,  who  come  from  many 
different  denominations  and  traditions.

The  mission  of  Perkins  School  of  Theology  is  to  prepare 
women  and  men  for  effective  leadership  in  the  church, 
and  to  engage  in  theological  reflection  on  the  church's 
faith,  life  and  mission  in  the  world. 

Over  3,000  persons  prepared  for  their  leadership  in  the  church  with  the  help  of  Perkins  School 
of  Theology  in  1996-97.  These  persons  enrolled  in  degree  programs,  participated  in  continuing 
education  events,  attended  seminars  and  viewed  exhibitions.  They  are  lay  persons,  clergy 
persons,  persons  who  work  with  youth,  church  musicians,  Christian  educators  and  candidates 
for  ministry.  They  come  from  all  over  the  world  and  speak  many  different  languages.  All  of 
them  seek  to  know  more  about  their  place  in  the  church's  faith,  life  and  mission. 

We  are  committed  to  innovative  programs  at  Perkins.  Our  Houston-Galveston  Program  (or 
"Perkins  South")  enables  students  to  begin  their  theological  education  close  to  where  they  serve 
and  live.  Perkins  South  enrolled  80  students  in  the  fall  and  serves  as  a  model  for  future 
offerings  of  quality  United  Methodist  theological  education  to  persons  unable  to  travel  to  the 
Dallas  campus.  Overall  enrollment  for  Fall  1996  was  479  students,  the  highest  in  10  years. 

A  key  to  innovation  at  Perkins  is  expansion  of  our  already  strong  programs.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  Minerva  Carcano,  the  Mexican-American  Program  at  Perkins  will  begin  to 
train  English-speaking  persons  for  ministry  in  the  Hispanic  church  by  adapting  its  already  strong 
Spanish  language  curriculum.  The  Intern  Program  celebrates  25  years  of  partnership  with  the 
local  church  in  the  training  of  new  pastors.  Sixteen  hundred  persons  have  experienced  the 
Perkins  Intern  Program  and  have  learned  firsthand  how  to  bridge  the  gap  between  the  study 
of  theology  and  the  practice  of  ministry.  Bridwell  Library  continues  to  develop  one  of  the 
strongest  theological  research  facilities  in  the  United  States  and  encourages  pastors  to  use  its 
great  collections. 

We  celebrate  the  many  gifts  of  our  faculty  who  continue  to  publish  books  and  articles  of 
significant  importance  for  the  church  and  the  academy,  and  who  spend  countless  hours  teaching 
and  coaching  all  kinds  of  persons  preparing  for  leadership  in  the  church.  Patricia  Howery 
Davis  of  our  pastoral  care  faculty  has  been  named  a  Henry  Luce  HI  Fellow  to  support  her 
sabbatical  research  on  the  spiritualities  of  adolescent  girls.  The  Luce  fellowship  is  one  of  the 
most  prestigious  awards  in  theological  studies.  Since  1993,  twenty-eight  persons  have  been 
named  fellows  and  three  of  those  have  been  Perkins  faculty.  Awards  in  previous  years  have 
gone  to  Ellen  T.  Charry,  Assistant  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology  and  Ruben  L.F.  Habito, 
Professor  of  World  Religious  and  Spirituality. 

And  finally,  we  give  thanks  to  the  many  donors  who  have  a  vision  of  what  is  possible  in  the 
church  through  places  like  Perkins.  For  all  the  churches  who  paid  their  apportioned  MEF 
funds,  we  give  thanks.  To  all  the  alumni/ae  and  friends  who  responded  to  our  annual  fund 
campaign,  we  give  thanks.  To  those  of  you  considering  a  gift  to  our  capital  campaign,  we  give 
thanks.  And  to  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Prothro  of  Wichita  Falls,  TX,  who  have  pledged  $7 
million  to  Perkins  in  support  of  our  capital  campaign  initiatives,  we  give  thanks.

A  student  captured  the  spirit  of  Saint  Paul  well  during  a  luncheon  conversation:  "Despite  all 
the  diversity  of  Saint  Paul,  what  impresses  me  is  that  everything  is  always  centered  in  Jesus 
Christ"  It  is  from  this  clear  foundation  that  we  seek  to  prepare  a  new  generation  of  leaders 
in  the  Wesleyan  tradition. 

The  1996-97  school  year  saw  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of  the  seminary.  Students 
come  from  35  states  as  well  as  several  countries  and  territories. 

The  Reverend  Donna  Allen  joined  the  faculty  in  preaching  and  worship.  She  is  completing  her 
Ph.D.  at  Vanderbilt  University.  In  addition  to  their  classroom  teaching,  which  is  highly  rated 
by  students,  faculty  published  many  books  in  the  past  year.  Saint  Paul  faculty  have  the  most 
research  projects  underway  per  capita  among  the  United  Methodist  seminaries  according  to  a 
recent  denominational  survey.  In  both  their  teaching  and  writing,  Saint  Paul  faculty  always 
focus  their  efforts  toward  the  renewal  of  God's  church.  Faculty  member  Edward  A.  Kail 
recently  shared  a  dream  that  could  be  affirmed  by  us  all. 

I  dream  of  a  church  of  vibrant  congregations  of  joyful  disciples  of  Christ  where 

everyone  is  welcomed  into  a  community  of  love, 
everyone  experiences  a  life-changing  touch  of  God, 
everyone  comes  to  know  how  gifted  and  special  they  are, 
and  everyone  is  helped  to  use  their  gifts  in  ministry. 

For  this  to  happen,  we  will  need  faithful,  wise,  informed,  creative,  spirit-empowered  leaders. 

Saint  Paul  now  offers  a  new  specialization  in  Black  Church  Ministries  which  seeks  to  strengthen 
the  seminary's  commitment  to  preparation  for  leadership  in  the  African-American  church.  In 
addition,  Saint  Paul  is  one  of  five  United  Methodist  seminaries  forming  a  consortium  to 
provide  theological  education  in  Russia. 

Of  course,  our  ministry  is  possible  because  of  you.  Please  know  how  grateful  we  are.  Last 
summer  three  Saint  Paul  students  gave  the  seminary's  report  at  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional 
Conference.  They  concluded  their  report  with  these  words:

SOUTHERN  METHODIST  UNIVERSITY 

I  am  pleased  to  share  with  you  a  number  of  exciting  developments  at  SMU  during  the  past 
year.  The  state  of  the  University  is  very  good  and  the  anticipated  future  is  even  brighter. 

Since  my  last  report  to  you,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  a  Strategic  Plan  for  the 
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University  and  has  set  April  18,  1997,  as  the  date  for  the  kick-off  of  the  Capital  Campaign. 
The  six  goals  of  the  Strategic  Plan  are: 

1.  Teaching  and  Learning  -  Enhancement  of  teaching  and 
learning  through  faculty  development,  auricular 
review,  and  expansion  of  learning  support  for  students. 

2.  University  Research  -  Strengthening  of  University 
research  capability  by  encouraging  development  and 
maintenance  of  interdisciplinary  research  and  by 
broadening  sources  of  support 

3.  International  Dimensions  -  Enhancement  of  the 
international  dimensions  of  the  curriculum,  faculty,  and 
student  body. 

4.  Partnerships  and  Outreach  -  Enhancement  of 
institutional  partnerships  and  outreach  by  strengthening 
selected  program  areas  (such  as  tele-communications) 
and  by  geographically  expanding  the  University's 
instructional  locations. 

5.  Success  After  Graduation  -  Enhancement  of  programs 
that  help  prepare  students  for  success  after  graduation. 

6.  Student  Development  -  Enhancement  of  programs  that 
promote  student  development  toward  personal,  ethical, 
spiritual  and  civic  maturity  and  that  support  student 
life  at  the  University. 

As  SMU  continues  efforts  to  embrace  and  serve  the  Dallas  community,  we  opened  a  North 
Dallas  Center  which  will  provide  continuing  education  and  degree  programs  beyond  our  campus 
boundaries.  Perkins  School  of  Theology  conducts  an  extensive  program  in  Houston  and 
Galveston  and  has  had  a  wonderful  reception  from  leaders  in  the  Church  in  the  Houston- 
Galveston  area.  The  School  of  Engineering  and  Applied  Science  sponsors  a  center  in 
Richardson,  and  Cox  MBA  courses  are  offered  in  Piano. 

We  will  implement  a  new  General  Education  Curriculum  in  fall  1997,  which  will  include  courses 
in  cultural  formations,  informational  technology  and  human  diversity.  We  hope  to  implement 
the  language  requirement  as  resources  become  available.  Dr.  Ross  Murfm,  former  Dean  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  at  the  University  of  Miami,  has  assumed  the  office  of  Provost  and  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  is  doing  an  outstanding  job  of  planning  and  implementation 
of  our  academic  programs. 

Other  important  academic  initiatives  include  the  opening  of  the  William  P.  Clements  Center 
for  Southwest  Studies,  which  sponsored  an  inaugural  symposium  in  the  fall.  The  Cary  M. 
Maguire  Center  for  Ethics  and  Public  Responsibility  sponsored  another  major  conference  this 
year,  this  time  on  the  important  topic  of  media  ethics. 

We  are  making  excellent  progress  in  the  search  process  to  name  permanent  deans  to  Dedman 
College,  the  Cox  School  of  Business,  and  the  School  of  Law.    Each  search  committee  has 
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identified  a  strong  pool  of  candidates  and  is  proceeding  at  this  time  with  interviews  and  campus 
visits. 

A  great  step  forward  for  the  Perkins  School  of  Theology  has  been  made,  thanks  to  the 
continuing  generosity  of  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Perkins  Prothro  of  Wichita  Falls.  Their  latest 
gift  is  $7  million  to  provide  scholarship  endowment,  facility  improvement  and  library 
enhancement,  including  a  magnificent  collection  of  rare  Bibles. 

Our  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  program  continues  to  grow  under  the  leadership  of 
Reverend  Greg  Iigon.  Thursday  night  Bible  study  and  summer  mission  trips  have  become 
hallmarks  of  this  remarkable  ministry.  We  thank  the  Southcentral  Jurisdiction  for  your 
continuing  support  of  this  vital  ministry  program. 

We  continue  to  need  and  appreciate  your  interest,  prayers,  leadership,  and  gifts  as  we  reaffirm 
SMU's  founding  vision  through  our  achievements  of  today  and  tomorrow.

What's  the  best  way  to  change  the  lives  and  world  views  of  a  bunch  of  college 
students?  According  to  the  members  of  the  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  at  Southern 
Methodist  University,  the  answer  is  short-term  mission  trips!  "There  is  a  great  need  today  for 
Christians  to  be  globally  aware,  to  understand  and  see  the  love  of  God  in  a  culture  that's  not 
their  own,"  says  UMCM  Assistant  Director  Amy  Mistelski.  'Too  often,  we  think  of  Christianity 
as  an  American  thing.  It  is  important  to  recognize  that  we  serve  a  God  who  is  bigger  than 
national  boundaries."  For  this  reason,  UMCM  began  their  mission  and  service  program, 
Southern  Methodist  University-Reaching  Around  the  World  (SMU-RAW). 

SMU-RAW  seeks,  as  their  mission  statement  says,  "to  provide  SMU  community  with 
cross-cultural,  educational,  and  ministerial  experiences  that  encourage  growth  toward  maturity 
in  Christ"  Only  in  its  third  year,  the  program  has  already  sent  teams  to  Kenya,  Guyana, 
Virginia,  Colorado,  Kentucky,  and  New  Mexico.  This  summer,  SMU  students  are  setting  out 
again,  this  time  to  Ireland  and  Nigeria.  In  Kenya  last  summer,  seven  SMU  students  spent  a 
month  living  with  Kenyan  students  studying  to  be  Methodist  pastors  and  working  with  street 
children.  "The  trip  to  Nairobi  last  summer  changed  my  world,"  SMU  sophomore  Deanna 
Driggers  enthusiastically  says.  "I  learned  so  much  about  the  nature  of  service,  and  came  away 
with  a  passion  for  it!"  It  is  this  passion  that  UMCM  Director  Greg  Iigon  and  Mistelske  hope 
to  facilitate  in  the  hearts  of  UMCM  members.  And  among  the  students  of  UMCM,  that 
passion  is  spreading.  "We've  had  more  student  interest  in  outreach  and  service  this  year  than 
ever  before,"  Ligon  commented.  "Students  are  looking  beyond  their  own  daily  lives  to  the 
community  beyond,  and  desiring  to  serve  in  whatever  way  needed." 

This  is  a  chief  goal  of  the  SMU-RAW  program.  As  Kenya  team  member  Sean 
Vanlandingham  explains,  "1  received  much  more  in  Kenya  than  I  could  have  ever  given.  Seeing 
poverty  in  another  country  really  opened  my  eyes  to  the  need  in  my  own  country."  Team 
leader  Amy  Berg  agrees,  "I  have  a  much  better  understanding  now  of  the  need  for  service  in 
our  own  backyards,  much  less  in  other  countries".

As  far  as  the  future  of  the  program,  the  sky's  the  limit  Ultimately,  Mistelske  says, 
UMCM  hopes  to  offer  four  mission  trips  over  spring  break,  two  over  Christmas,  and  four 
during  the  summer.  "There  has  been  tremendous  growth  this  last  year,"  she  says.  "Student 
response  has  been  very  enthusiastic,  and  SMU-RAW  will  continue  to  grow  to  meet  that 
enthusiasm." 

And  the  rest  of  the  ministry  continues  to  grow  as  well.  Rev.  Ligon  reports  that  over 
250  students  are  involved  in  some  aspect  of  the  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry's  multi- 
faceted  program.  Whether  its  Hardcore  Bible  Study  on  Thursdays  (over  100  in  attendance 
weekly)  or  one  of  UMCM's  15  small  groups  or  one  of  the  five  local  weekly  service 
opportunities  or  intramurals  or  parties  or.. .you  name  it..there's  always  something  going  on  at 
the  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry-Southern  Methodist  University.  Thanks  for  your 
assistance  in  reaching  our  campus  and  around  the  world.

D.  CONFERENCE  CENTER  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

REPORT  NUMBER  1 

We  have  had  a  wonderful  year. 

The  Conference  Center  opened  in  November  of  1996. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  useage  of  the  Conference  Center 
by  the  United  Methodist  of  Louisiana,  and  other  religious  and  non-profit  groups. 

We  have  been  delighted  with  the  work  of  the  Executive  Director,  Harry 
Gardner,  and  his  staff,  who  meet  people  in  a  friendly  way  and  offer  all  sorts  of 
hospitality. 

The  Chapel  has  been  completed  and  furnished,  and  is  a  beautiful 
facility.  The  furniture  in  the  Chapel  came  from  the  old  Istrouma  Church  of  Baton 
Rouge  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  the  people  of  that  church. 

We  have  completed  a  residence  for  the  Executive  Director  and'his  wife 
through  a  generous  gift  by  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth. 

We  are  continuing  our  Second  Mile  Giving  Campaign  for  an  additional 
$1,600,000. 

In  connection  with  that,  we  request  that  the  attached  resolution, 
which  is  in  keeping  with  the  original  financing  resolution  of  the  Conference 
Center,  and  resolutions  adopted  in  the  special  session  of  December,  1995,  be 
adopted. 
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This  resolution  is  proposed  with  the  pledge  that  every  effort  will 
be  made  by  local  churches,  individuals,  and  groups  who  have  made  pledges  to  The 
Louisiana  Conference  Center.  We  are  presently  engaged  in  continuing  the  Second 
Mile  Giving  Campaign  to  make  every  effort  that  all  pledges  are  paid  in  full  as 
soon  as  possible,  but  hopefully  before  December  31,  1997.  In  addition,  we  are 
making  a  special  campaign  to  solicit  as  many  special  gifts  as  possible,  to  move 
forward,  and  to  reduce  the  debt. 

If  you  have  not  visited  this  facility-we  urge  that  you  do  so. 

If  your  church  has  not  paid  out  its  pledge,  we  urge  that  you  get 
behind  your  church  officials  that  this  might  be  done. 

If  you  have  not  paid  your  pledge,  we  would  urge  that  you  do  so. 

Some  of  the  usage  of  the  Conference  Center  is  outlined  in  the  pre- 
conference  report,  contained  on  page  81  of  the  pre-conference  report,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  as  though  copied  herein  in 
extenso. 

The  Conference  Center  is  the  realization  of  a  long  held  dream  that 
goes  back  to  the  days  when  we  were  working  as  a  Conference  to  abolish  the  Central 
Jurisdiction  and  to  establish  a  place  set  apart  for  all  races,  all  people,  young 
and  old,  to  meet,  to  pray,  to  have  devotion,  to  learn,  and  to  try  to  be  better 
disciples  for  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Conference  Center  seems  to  be  genuinely  working  in  that  way  and 
we  are  grateful  to  God  for  what  he  has  provided. 

We  are  particularly  grateful  to  the  leadership  of  Bishop  Dan  Solomon 
and  his  wife,  Joy,  who  made  the  Conference  Center  their  very  first  visit  when 
they  came  to  Louisiana.  Since  that  day,  they  have  been  energetic  and 
enthusiastic  in  their  support  of  the  Center,  and  we  are  grateful  for  that. 

Due  to  the  efforts  of  Joy  Solomon,  there  will  be  erected  a  lighted 
cross  across  the  lake,  dedicated  to  the  children  of  the  Conference. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  architects,  particularly  Thilo  Steinschulte, 
for  their  continued  work  as  we  work  out  the  small  details  and  kinks  in  the 
construction.   They  have  continued  their  work  to  our  benefit. 

We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Harvey  Williamson,  our  coordinator,  who  has 
given  unstintenly  of  his  time,  at  no  costs  to  us.  He  has  made  everything  fit 
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together. 

We  are  particularly  grateful  to  Dr.  Kenneth  Reed  and  the  United 
Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  for  their  continued  support. 

The  Conference  Center  Board,  during  construction  and  since,  have  been 
sensitive  to  our  obligations  to  the  Village  of  Woodworth,  as  well  as  our 
obligations  under  the  Discipline  to  be  an  equal  opportunity  employer,  to  both 
ethnic  and  gender  relationships.

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REPORT  NUMBER  2 

It's  great!  It's  beautiful!  It's  wonderful!  It's  more  than  we  expected!  It  surpasses  our  hopes 
and  our  dreams!  These  are  some  of  the  expressions  from  people  who  have  seen  and  used  the 
new  Conference  Center  for  spiritual  renewal  since  it  opened  in  November  of  1996. 

Harry  Gardner,  the  Executive  Director,  has  put  together  a  very  fine  staff  who  seem  to  be  able 
to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  come  to  the  center  for  various  meetings  and  activities. 

Since  our  last  report  the  construction  of  the  chapel  has  been  completed.  This  was  given  to  the 
Conference  Center  by  the  Cursillo  Group  and  is  certainly  an  added  facility  to  the  Center.  The 
furniture  in  the  Chapel  came  from  the  old  Istrouma  Church  of  Baton  Rouge. 

Two  other  buildings  have  been  completed  since  our  last  report  A  residence  for  the  Executive 
Director  has  been  completed  and  the  Director  and  his  wife  have  moved  into  the  new  home. 
This  residence  was  made  possible  by  a  gift  from  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth. 

We  have  been  able  to  construct  a  maintenance  and  laundry  building,  thus  enabling  us  to  do  all 
of  the  laundry  on  the  site  rather  than  take  it  into  Alexandria  which,  needless  to  say,  was  more 
expensive. 

Our  Second  Mile  giving  campaign  was  conducted  last  year  starting  in  February  of  1996  and 
something  over  a  million  dollars  was  added  to  the  financial  resources  of  the  Conference  Center. 

The  landscaping  work  has  been  given  to  the  Conference  Center  by  Mr.  Reggie  Skains,  a  very 
active  United  Methodist  and  the  Mayor  of  Downsville.  This  is  certainly  an  addition  that  was 
definitely  needed  and  through  his  generosity  we  have  been  able  to  make  the  grounds  look  so 
much  better,  and  certainly  they  will  be  a  beautiful  site  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  this  year. 

Now  that  all  of  the  buildings  have  been  completed,  it  looks  like  we  have  borrowed  from 
Hancock  Bank  the  amount  of  three  million  dollars.  Hancock  Bank  has  been  very  good  to  work 
with  and  has  told  us  that  we  will  not  need  to  pay  anything  on  the  principle  for  the  year  of  1997 
although  we  must,  of  course,  pay  the  interest  that  is  due  on  the  loan.  We  urge  those  churches 
and  individuals  to  be  prompt  in  paying  their  pledges  so  that  we  can  cut  down  on  the  amount 
of  interest  we  have  to  pay. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Center  is  being  used  constantly.  The  Center  has  events 
scheduled  for  all  of  the  52  weeks  in  1997.  Many  workshops  are  being  conducted  by  government 
agencies,  colleges,  universities,  secular  business  as  well  as  church  groups  coming  for  retreats  and 
conference  activities  being  held  there  on  a  regular  basis. 

This  Center  really  has  taken  off  better  than  we  expected  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  response 
that  we  have  had  for  the  use  of  this  facility.  The  Center  hosted  one  of  the  largest  events  on 
January  24  and  25  of  this  year  when  the  Convocation  of  Boards  met  there.  About  300  United 
Methodists  from  throughout  the  state  attended  and  found  the  facilities  adequate  for  such  a 
gathering.  The  weekend  of  March  1st  saw  700  boys  and  girls  participating  in  a  Confirmation 
event  with  Bishop  Solomon  as  the  resource  person.  In  addition  to  this  large  number,  there 
were  200  United  Methodist  Women  holding  an  event  at  the  Center.  Large  or  small — the 
Center  has  facilities  for  all  types  of  meetings. 

A  beautiful  sign  has  been  erected  on  Coulee  Crossing  Road  indicating  the  entrance  to  the 
Conference  Center.  This  sign  was  the  gift  of  Dr.  Sam  S.  Holladay  of  Springhill,  Louisiana. 
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One  of  the  first  things  you  see  as  you  enter  the  grounds  of  the  Conference  Center  are  the 
beautiful  flagpoles  in  front  of  the  main  building.  These  were  made  possible  by  the  United 
Methodist  Men  of  Louisiana.  At  the  present  time,  we  are  looking  for  a  donation  of  flags  to 
be  raised  and  flown  on  these  flag  poles.  We  are  hoping  that  one  will  be  given  to  us  that  has 
flown  over  the  capital  and  one  that  has  been  used  here  in  Louisiana  in  a  special  way.  Mayor 
Butler,  of  Woodworth,  is  working  on  this  for  us  and  we  are  anticipating  seeing  those  flying 
there  in  the  very  near  future. 

Of  course,  the  Conference  Center  is  unfinished  we  might  say.  There  are  plans  for  more  lodges 
and  there  will  be  an  RV  facility  provided  in  the  future.  There  will  be  construction  of  a  pavilion 
for  youth  activities  and  we  will  continue  to  develop  the  property  to  include  nature  trails  and 
other  facilities  that  will  be  helpful  in  providing  the  needs  of  the  people  who  come  to  this  place. 

During  construction  operations,  your  Conference  Center  Board  has  been  sensitive  to  our 
obligations  to  the  Village  of  Woodworth  as  well  as  our  obligations  under  the  Discipline  to  be 
an  equal  opportunity  employer  as  to  both  ethnic  and  gender  relationships.

The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  enjoyed  one  of  its  best  years  in  1996. 
Thirty-one  (31)  new  custodial  accounts  were  added  totaling  $2,053,870.46.  Twenty-one  (21) 
new  gift  accounts  came  into  the  Foundation  totaling  $2,233,576.12.  We  are  now  managing 
about  $41,000,000  of  United  Methodist  funds  with  more  than  318  accounts.

By  the  year  2005  statistics  reveal  that  50  percent  of  the  active  United  Methodist 
clergy  will  be  retirement  age!

Bishop  Solomon  will  send  a  letter  of  invitation  to  each 
person  asking  them  to  seriously  consider  attending  the  Dallas-FL  Worth  event  A  committee 
for  Enlistment  and  Recruitment  has  been  formed  to  investigate  and  develop  additional  events 
within  the  bounds  of  Louisiana. 
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During  this  Conference  year,  in  light  of  General  Conference  legislation  and  in 
developing  some  new  paradigms  for  ministry,  all  the  processes  into  ministry  have  been 
reviewed,  refined,  re-designed  or  developed  new,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Permanent  Order  of 
Deacon.  Several  of  these  processes  follow  as  the  report  from  each  of  the  three  major  Divisions 
by  which  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  is  organized  to  fulfill  its  mission. 

Effective  June  1,  1997,  psychological  assessments  will  be  required  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  Candidacy  Process.  It  is  recommended  that  the  approving  church/charge  conference 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  psychological  along  with  the  candidate  and  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry. 

The  work/task  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  is  at  the  heart  of  the  mission  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference:  "to  recruit,  equip,  nurture,  and  deploy  spiritual  leaders  for  the 
church."  This  Board  is  working  diligently  to  fulfill  this  calling  and  in  so  doing  to  "keep  the 
main  thing  the  main  thing... making  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ!"

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COMMISSION  ON  EQUITABLE  COMPENSATION 

The  Book  of  Discipline  clearly  states  that  "The  primary  responsibility  for  payment  of 
pastoral  salaries  remains  with  individual  pastoral  charges'1  (622.4  and  249.12).  In  addition,  the 
Annual  Conference  provides  a  program  of  support  for  the  ministers  (not  the  individual 
churches)  to  assure  them  a  livable  level  of  financial  support  when  serving  a  full-time 
appointment  Towards  this  end,  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  recommends  the 
following  program: 

Local  churches  whose  ministerial  leadership  is  receiving  an  Equitable  Compensation 
Grant  are  expected:  1)  to  raise  their  local  compensation  by  a  minimum  of  5%  annually  until 
there  is  no  longer  a  need  for  Conference  support;  2)  to  pay  all  apportioned  ministerial  items 
(Pension,  Equitable  Compensation,  Episcopal,  and  District  Superintendents  Funds),  World 
Service  and  Conference  Benevolences;  3)  to  conduct  an  Annual  Stewardship  Campaign;  and 
4)  to  carry  Louisiana  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  on  their  minister  and  staff. 

1.  The  formula  for  1998  grants  will  be  based  on  the  1997  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 

Average  Compensation. 
A.  The  minister's  conference  relationship  sets  the  equitable  compensation 

he/she  is  eligible  to  receive  as  outlined  below.  Any  changes  in  conference 

relationship  during  the  year  will  change  eligibility:

B.  For  the  purposes  of  determining  the  Equitable  Compensation  grants,  the 
minister's  total  base  compensation  includes  base  salary,  travel,  utilities,  and 
any  continuing  education  funds  in  excess  of  $500.  This  would  begin 
January  1,  1995. 

C.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $100  for  each  year  of  service  as  a  full-time 
minister  up  to  a  maximum  of  10  years  of  service. 

D.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $200  a  year  for  each  church  over  one. 

E.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  its  share  of  MPP  and  CPP  based  on  the 
minister's  income. 

F.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  Continuing  Education  equal  to  the  cost  of 
Minister's  School  at  Centenary  College  less  the  amount  the  charge  pays  for 
Continuing  Education. 

G.  Annual  grants  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  in  monthly 
installments  on  the  basis  of  available  funds  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar 
year.  Appropriations  shall  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis,  in  the  event  of 
insufficient  funds. 
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H.  The  charge  to  which  the  minister  is  appointed  must  be  classified  by  the 

Cabinet  as  a  full-time  appointment  for  the  minister  to  be  eligible  for  full 
compensation. 

I.  All  income  from  salary,  wages  or  compensation  from  services  rendered  will 

be  considered  in  determining  eligibility  for  Equitable  Compensation  grants. 

J.  District  Superintendents  must  submit  to  the  Commission  on  Equitable 

Compensation  chairperson  an  application  for  each  minister  in  their  district 
seeking  assistance  from  the  Equitable  Compensation  Fund.  These  are  to 
be  sent  after  Charge  Conference  but  no  later  than  December  31  and  for 
new  appointments,  as  soon  as  possible,  using  application  forms  furnished 
by  the  Commission. 

K.  All  ministers  receiving  Equitable  Compensation  grants  are  required  to 

renew  their  applications  when  receiving  a  change  in  appointment,  and  to 
notify  the  chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  of 
any  change  in  compensation  or  conference  relationship. 

L.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  upon  recommendation 

of  the  Cabinet  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation. 

M.  Ministerial  members  appointed  for  less  than  full-time  service  as  defined  by 

the  Book  of  Discipline  will  be  considered  for  participation  in  the  Equitable 
Compensation  Fund  upon  recommendation  of  the  Cabinet 


REGARDING  MOVING  EXPENSES:  Charges  of  250  members  or  less  which  have 
frequent  changes  in  pastors  shall  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Conference  with 
moving  expenses  on  the  following  basis: 

A.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  one  year  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the 
change,  the  Conference  shall  pay  to  the  charge  Vz  of  the  actual  moving 
expenses  up  to  a  maximum  of  $500. 

B.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  two  years  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the 
change,  the  Conference  shall  pay  to  the  charge  1/2  of  the  actual  moving 
expenses  up  to  a  maximum  of  $300. 

C.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  three  or  more  years,  no  assistance  shall  be 
available  to  the  charge. 

D.  The  pastor  must  be  living  on  the  charge  in  order  for  the  charge  to  receive 
such  assistance. 

E.  Verification  of  moving  expenses  shall  be  made  by  submitting  a  copy  of  the 
bill  to  the  District  Superintendent  in  whose  district  the  charge  is  located. 

F.  Requests  for  assistance  shall  be  initiated  by  the  charge,  approved  by  the 
District  Superintendent  (in  whose  district  the  charge  is),  then  submitted  to 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation. 
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G.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  by  the  Cabinet's 

recommendation,  by  the  willingness  of,  the  District  making  the  request  to 
provide  50%  of  the  requested  amount,  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation.

That  we  are  now  developing  plans  to  sensitize  and  monitor  in  a  strategic  way  so  that 
racial  inclusiveness  will  be  a  "front  burner"  issue  in  Louisiana  Methodism. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

Strategies  and  actions  to  emerge  from  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and 
Race  for  sensitizing  more  persons,  churches,  and  church  structures  as  to  the  full 
meaning  of  inclusiveness  throughout  the  Louisiana  Connection. 

ITEMS  FOR  ACTION: 

Resolutions  by  the  Commission  to  be  offered  at  Annual  Conference,  1997. 

•  Whereas  the  problem  of  Racism  continues  in  the  churches  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  and  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Structure  and 
whereas  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  considering  changes  in  its 
structure  which  may  or  may  not  include  an  independent  group  which 
performs  thoroughly  all  the  functions  of  the  current  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race,  be  it  therefore  resolved  that  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  will  continue  the  form  and  functions  of  the  Current 
Commission  of  Religion  and  Race,  or  establish  and  provide  financially  few- 
such  an  independent  group  at  this  the  1997  Annual  Conference  meeting. 
Furthermore,  this  group  shall  remain  in  existence  in  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  structure  until  all  traces  of  the  disease  of  racism  are  eliminated 
from  our  midst 

•  Whereas  ethnic  minority  churches  comprise  113  out  of  642  congregations 
and  17,879  members  out  of  126,295  total  members  in  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  and  whereas  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  considering 
changes  in  Conference  staff  and  structure,  and  whereas  the  ethnic 
population  in  all  parts  of  Louisiana  continues  to  grow  by  percentages 
higher  than  the  white  population,  be  it  therefore  resolved  that  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  provide  for  a  full-time  Conference-wide 
ethnic  minority  staff  person  to  support,  advise,  and  resource  these  ethnic 
minority  congregations  and  members.  Futhermore  be  it  resolved,  that  this 
conference  wide  staff  position  be  maintained  until  such  time  as  the  ethnic 
minority  population  decreases  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  less  than  5%  of 
the  population.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE 

TO  STUDY  THE  NUMBER  OF  DISTRICTS 

A  Preliminary  report  was  printed  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report   This  document  is  the  final 
report  submitted  by  Dr.  Charles  B.  Simmons. 

A  motion  at  the  1994  Annual  conference  Session  resulted  in  the  creation  of  this 
committed  to  evaludate  the  number  of  districts  in  Louisiana  Methodism.  The  members  have 
since  met  regularly  to  gather  data,  research  national  trends,  discuss  findings,  plus  interview  lay 
and  clergy  members,  two  residing  Bishops  and  other  interested  persons  across  our  state. 

Many  findings  of  the  committee  were  presented  to  the  Conference  last  June.  The 
impetus  for  an  adjustment  in  the  number  of  districts  coming  from  economic  and  membership 
considerations  was  stated.  A  high  level  of  frustration  among  District  Superintendents  was 
reported,  along  with  the  need  for  support  personnel  at  the  local  level.  But,  because  of  the 
committee's  belief  that  a  determination  of  the  best  number  of  districts  for  Louisiana  must 
extend  beyond  such  factors,  plus  an  anticipated  change  of  episcopal  leadership,  no  proposal  was 
offered.  Only  a  continuance  of  the  study  was  voted  in  response  to  the  stated  goal  that  the 
primary  effect  of  any  change  must  be  the  enhancement  of  the  mission  of  the  District 
Superintendency,  e.g.  the  recruitment,  development,  nurture  and  deployment  of  spiritual  leaders 
for  our  conference. 

After  yet  another  year  of  study,  additional  dialogue  with  others  (including  our  new 
Bishop),  much  discussion  and  prayer,  a  clear  course  of  action  toward  this  goal  remains  elusive. 
Now  a  redundancy  of  effort  has  arisen  in  the  appointment  of  a  Cabinet  Quality  Discernment 
Team  which  is  addressing  the  larger  concerns  that  are  beyond  the  present  committee's  purview 
but  so  important  to  its  task.  Another  initiative  toward  restructuring  the  ministry  effort  of  the 
entire  Conference  is  also  underway,  making  it  appear  untimely  to  tinker  further  in  this  one  area 
alone,  thus,  ngiven  these  new  developments  and  the  lack  of  evidence  that  a  particular  change 
at  present  would  alleviate  any  problems  and  move  our  Conference  forward  in  its  mission,  the 
committee  concludes  its  work  with  only  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  The  number  of  districts  in  our  conference  should  be  continued  at  their  current 
level  for  the  remainder  of  this  quadrennium. 

2.  The  number  of  districts  should  be  evaluated  each  quadrennium  and  in  view  of 
all  major  changes  in  Conference  structure  or  mission. 

3.  The  findings  of  the  committee  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Cabinet  Discernment 
Team,  including  their  request  for  the  funding  formula  for  D.S.  salary  and  mileage 
reimburesements  to  be  reviewed  immediately. 

4.  District  Superintendency  Committees  should  be  elected  and  trained  on  a 
quadrennial  basis  and  insure  that  support  staff  and  facilities  are  adequate  to  the 
mission  of  district 
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To  everything  there  is  a  season.  Our  committee  believes  the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for 
a  change  in  the  district  number,  although  real  concerns  have  been  identified  that  require 
further  prayer  and  study.  We  offer  our  gratitude  for  your  past  help,  and  as  individuals  pledge 
to  continue  the  discernment  of  what  God  would  have  us  to  do  in  this  important  matter.

/.   ORGANIZATIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
GVLFSIDE  ASSEMBLY  CENTER 

Gulfside  Assembly  will  celebrate  its  75th  Anniversary  in  1998  along  with  the  50th 
Anniversary  of  the  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  Gulfside  was  one  of  the  first 
institutions  approved  for  Advance  Specials  in  1948  and  will  be  a  part  of  both  of  these 
celebration. 

Gulfside  Assembly  continues  to  recover  from  devastation  by  Hurricane  Camille  more 
than  25  years  ago.  Buildings  are  being  restored  and  new  facilities  are  being  added.  Located 
between  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  and  Gulfport,  Mississippi,  it  was  the  only  place  African 
Americans  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  could  go  prior  to  1968.  It  is  now  an  inclusive  institution 
serving  persons  of  all  races.  It  has  reactivated  many  of  its  former  programs  and  is  constantly 
developing  those  that  respond  to  present  needs  of  church  and  society.  It  is  now  equipped  to 
host  many  groups  unable  to  be  accommodated  in  the  past  General  Agencies  and  commissions 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church  hold  meetings  here.  Local  church  groups,  family  reunions, 
weddings  and  banquets  are  ongoing  activities  at  Gulfside. 

The  Gulfside  Shalom  Community  Development  Corporation  describes  the  Shalom 
Zone.  It  is  responding  to  community  clean  ups  and  programs  designed  for  economic 
development 

Gulfside  sponsors  a  variety  of  programs  for  youth,  year-round  Elderhostels,  an  annual 
School  of  Music,  College  and  Career  Fair. 

The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  gave  financial  support  to  the  Mission 
Education  Travel  Study  Seminar.  This  program  includes  visits  to  United  Methodist  related 
colleges  and  universities,  and  historical  United  Methodist  sites.  This  experience  enriched  the 
lives  of  38  young  people  and  received  recognition  in  the  Black  College  Fund  Update  - 
December  1996  issue.  Many  thanks! 

The  Ernest  T.  Dixon,  Jr.  Leisure  Village  for  Older  Adults  provides  housing  for 
persons  55  and  over  and  for  caretakers  of  the  elderly  or  handicapped. 

A  peer-counseling  program  for  youth  is  being  developed  for  1997-2000. 

A  program  for  the  homeless  is  available  at  no  cost  The  goal  is  to  keep  families 
together  in  time  of  crisis.  Referrals  are  accepted  from  local  churches  and  agencies.  Gulfside 
provides  a  ministry  of  healing  and  compassion.  Individuals  come  here  during  bereavement  and 
other  stressful  times  in  their  lives  for  self-directed  retreat  A  program  for  Women  in  Transition 
is  also  available. 
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We  are  approaching  the  year  2000  as  a  multicultural  society  and  being  challenged  to 
address  all  of  the  issues  therein.  Confronted  with  family  breakdown,  violence,  racism  and  all 
of  the  things  that  can  keep  us  from  being  a  true  family  of  God,  Gulfside  has  accepted  the 
challenge. 

Gulfside  meets  the  critical  need  of  providing  affordable  space  and  accommodations 
for  those  who  are  doing  the  work  of  saving  our  communities  across  the  country.  It  offers  a 
place  to  reflect,  meditate  and  deal  with  broad  issues.  Gulfside  is  a  place  that  has  a  history 
upon  which  individuals  and  groups  can  draw  comfort,  spirit,  strength  and  knowledge. 

During  1996  we  serviced  5,300  people. 

Income  has  kept  pace  with  expenses.  1996  budget  was  $324,042.  Major  income  is 
from  contracted  use  of  the  facility  by  groups  for  meetings  and  Gulfside  programs.  The  debt 
to  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  has  been  reduced  to  $265,871.12. 

We  ended  the  year  1996  with  two  endowment  funds  totaling  $45,000!  This  includes 
Gulfside  2005  and  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund. 

Gulfside  2005  is  a  10-year  effort  that  will  generate  One  Million  Dollars  by  the  year 
2005.  The  funds  are  invested  in  the  Louisiana  Foundation  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
We  are  far  from  reaching  our  goal  of  1,000  donors.  This  is  a  10-year  commitment  of  $100  per 
person,  per  year. 

The  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  is  managed  by  The  United  Methodist  Foundation 
of  Mississippi. 

Gulfside  has  60  remaining  acres  of  land  which  the  board  has  vowed  to  cultivate  and 
expand  into  the  next  century.  To  God  be  the  glory!

HISPANIC  MINISTRY 

1997  -  2000  -  Vision  and  Opportunity 

Hispanic  ministries  are  not  just  an  attempt  to  serve  Hispanics;  they  are  also,  and 
above  all,  a  call  to  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  entire  Church.  Our  committee's  vision  is  that 
of  the  first  Pentecost  whereby  all  can  hear  of  the  mighty  works  of  God  in  their  own  tongue  - 
which  is  not  merely  a  matter  of  language,  but  also  of  cultural  identity,  family  traditions,  etc. 

The  1988,  1992  and  1996  General  Conferences  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
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affirmed  and  ordered  a  National  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Hispanic  ministry.  Some  relevant 
data  that  expresses  ministry  and  mission  in  Louisiana  are: 

•  109,000  Hispanics  live  in  Louisiana  according  to  the  1995  Statistical  Abstract  of 
the  United  States.  Our  conference  Hispanic  members  total  was  199. 

•  75%  of  all  Hispanics  still  prefer  Spanish  as  their  primary  language.  The  majority 
of  our  Hispanic  sisters  and  brothers  speak  a  minute  quantity  of  English.  Thus, 
they  need  assistance  in  obtaining  employment,  a  driver's  license  and  the  basics 
of  life  that  English  speaking  people  take  for  granted. 

•  Transportation  is  a  problem,  and  the  majority  of  this  constituency  do  not  possess 
vehicles. 

GOALS  (For  Action  Items) 

1.  Strengthen  El  Mesias  United  Methodist  Church,  and  make  it  a  model  center  for 
Hispanic  ministries. 

2.  Start  a  new  Hispanic  congregation  in  Baton  Rouge. 

3.  Develop  faith  communities  and/or  missions  via  the  Elder  in  charge-Lay  Missioner 
Model.  This  model  is  somewhat  similar  to  the  Counseling  Elder  model  for  clergy. 

4.  Our  conference  pastors  are  hereby  invited  to  present  the  needs  of  Hispanic  ministry 
to  their  church  members  for  educational  purposes  and  prayerful  consideration  as 
partner  churches. 

5.  Due  to  the  economic  constraints  of  the  Hispanic  community,  we  request  a  ten  (10) 
year  time  period  for  new  Hispanic  missions  to  become  self-supporting. 

IMPLEMENTATION 

Action  No.   1 

El  Mesias  will  be  the  strategic  church  for  Hispanic  ministries  via  the  adoption  of  the  NOW 
model.  El  Mesias  will  need  the  continuing  assistance  of  partner  churches,  and  membership 
growth.  Classes  and  instruction  in  United  Methodist  Worship,  Doctrine  and  History  and 
stewardship  will  commence  on  April  15,  1997  in  Spanish.  El  Mesias  has  also  started  a  mission 
outreach  program  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 

Action  No.  2 

Elder  In  Charge  -  Lay  Missioner  Model  based  upon  Acts  6  and  2  Timothy  4:16-17  Theme: 
Equipping  the  Saints  for  Ministry 

1.  The  Elder  must  be  bilingual  and  fluent  in  Spanish  and  English,  strong  in  United 
Methodist  theology  and  polity  and  committed  to  ministry  in  the  Hispanic  community. 

2.  The  Elder  will  oversee  and  serve  as  a  mentor  for  new  congregations. 

3.  The  Elder  will  report  to  the  respective  District  Superintendents. 

4.  Laity  will  be  trained  and  taught  through  the  Lay  Missioner's  Program  at  Perkins 
School  of  Theology. 

5.  Our  new  congregation  in  Baton  Rouge  will  be  initiated  via  this  model. 

Action  No.  3 

We  will  recruit  and  increase  the  quantity  of  Hispanic  Lay  Missioners  to  be  trained  at  Perkins 
School  of  Theology  in  Dallas. 
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Action  No.  4 

Our  conference  churches  of  all  sizes  will  be  invited  to  be  partner  churches  not  only  in  finance, 
but  also  in  mission  as  meeting  houses  for  faith  communities,  networking  for  community 
ministries,  etc.  The  list  is  infinite. 

A  covenant  agreement  will  be  made  between  the  mission(s)  being  started  and  partner  churches. 
This  covenant  will  specify  the  type  and  length  of  the  relationship  and  the  level  of  support  from 
the  partnership  church. 

When  a  mission,  or  missions,  move  toward  becoming  a  self-supporting  congregation,  a  specific 
covenant  with  partnership  churches  and  the  Conference  will  be  initiated  stating  the  time  line 
for  the  transition. 

Any  and  all  covenants  may  be  renewed  or  rewritten  should  a  situation  arise  that  requires  this 
action  and  the  covenant  partners  agree  upon  it. 

Due  to  the  economic  constraints  of  the  Hispanic  community,  we  request  the  (10)  ten  year  time 
period  for  New  Hispanic  missions  to  become  self-supporting. 

Our  primary  focus  will  be  those  persons  who  do  not  speak  English  well  and  are  not 
accustomed  to  English  speaking  liturgy  or  mores.  Yet  we  realize  and  applaud  those  Hispanics 
who  prefer  English  speaking  congregations.  We  look  forward  to  being  vessels  and  instruments 
for  disciple  making  for  Christ's  Church.

LOUISIANA  INTERCHURCH  CONFERENCE 

On  February  26,  1970,  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  was  organized  in 
response  to  God's  call  "to  demonstrate  the  oneness  we  already  share  through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,"  and  we  constituted  ourselves  into  the  Conference  "as  a 
contemporary  instrument  of  our  obedience."  We  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  our  worship, 
work  and  witness  as  we  move  forward  into  the  second  quarter  century  of  witness  and  together 
prepare  for  the  third  millennium. 

The  Conference  is  organized  through  its  task  forces,  Commissions  and  administrative 
units.  Among  initiatives  of  the  Faith  and  Order  Commission  is  a  program  involving  the 
educational  formation  of  seminarians  at  Roman  Catholic  and  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
institutions  in  New  Orleans.  The  Commission  on  Justice  is  developing  a  program  for  juveniles 
in  our  criminal  justice  system.  The  Commission  on  Aging  is  providing  leadership  in  educating 
those  ministering  with  the  elderly. 

Mrs.  Betty  Puckett,  a  Farm  Credit  Counselor,  administers  the  farm  program  as  an 
administrative  unit  of  the  Conference.  She  represents  farmers  at  FmHA  administrative 
hearings  where  several  adverse  decisions  were  reversed  saving  the  livelihood  of  many  farm 
families.  Farm  Aid  provides  an  annual  grant  for  this  work  allowing  Mrs.  Puckett  to  continue 
receiving  a  modest  stipend.  This  vital  ministry  is  continuing  through  1997.  More  funding  is 
needed  for  this  ministry. 
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The  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  annual  Fall  meeting  in  Ruston  after  considerable 
discussion,  passed  a  resolution  urging  our  citizens  in  Louisiana  to  vote  against  the  expansion 
of  commercial  gambling.  In  other  business.  Board  members  asked  that  action  on  a  request  for 
an  endorsement  for  funding  of  the  construction  of  chapels  at  the  correctional  facilities  in 
Louisiana  be  given  further  study. 

A  highlight  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  observance  in  a  number  of  our  Louisiana 
communities  is  the  combining  of  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity  and 
the  commemoration  of  the  birthday  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Bishop  Thomas  Hoyt  of 
the  Christian  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  first  suggested  the  combined  observance  which  was 
subsequently  encouraged  through  a  resolution  of  the  Conference  Board. 

"The  Church  in  the  Public  Square"  was  the  theme  of  our  twenty-seventh  Annual 
Assembly  held  at  St  Charles  Avenue  Baptist  Church  in  New  Orleans,  March  3-4, 1997.  Several 
speakers  helped  in  furthering  the  education  of  our  leadership  on  public  policy,  welfare  reform, 
particularly  in  Louisiana  and  the  current  thinking  on  Church-State  relationships.  The 
conference  adopted  a  set  of  principles  on  economic  justice,  and  also  called  for  a  task  force  to 
plan  a  celebration  on  the  Coming  of  the  Third  Millennium. 

The  Fund  for  Christian  Unity  has  been  established  to  continue  the  vital  ministry  of 
the  Conference.  Your  partnership  in  the  ministry  is  appreciated,  and  we  ask  your  prayers  as 
we  plan  for  the  future.  Dr.Stone  Caraway  has  given  wise  leadership  to  the  LIC,  serving  as  its 
Treasurer.  The  continued  support  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  has  served  as  an  inspiration  for  the  churches  in  the  state  concerned  with  the 
ecumenical  witness  of  the  Church.

LOUISIANA  MORAL  &  CIVIC  FOUNDATION 

Introduction 

LMCF,  in  1996  continued  to  serve  as  a  front-line  agency,  a  channel  of  communication,  a  forum 
for  discussion,  an  instrument  of  cooperative  Christian  action,  and  an  agency  through  which  all 
Christian  denominations  work  together  to  do  something  positive  about  serious  moral  issues 
which  would  be  difficult  to  solve  alone.  It  has  done  so  since  September  25,  1942,  when 
LMCFs  first  organizational  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  W.L.  Doss,  Jr.,  DS  of  the  Baton 
Rouge  District,  Louisiana  Conference  (South  Central  Jurisdiction).  The  historically  chosen 
task... to  serve  not  only  its  members  and  the  religious  community  but  the  entire  state  of 
Louisiana  by  providing,  promoting  and  protecting  a  positive  moral  climate  for  our  state 
whenever  and  however  the  opportunity  presents  itself,  remains  the  goal. 

Administration 

In  the  fiscal  year  1996  LMCF  received  total  gifts  of  $188,770.00  [including  a  special  gift  of 
$15,000  for  enhancing  publication  abilities].  Total  expenditures  amounted  to  $189,548.00 
[including  $15,932  spent  on  the  publication  enhancement  package  referenced  above].  Budget 
contributions  received  in  1995  was  $171,906.00  (audited  figures).  Budget  contributions  received 
in  1996  were  approximately  $173,770.00  (pre-audit  figures).  Approximately  $5,473.58  was  given 
by  Louisiana  Methodists  in  1996,  up  from  the  $2,253.76  amount  total  for  1995.  Our  asking  of 
$1.00  per  member  per  year  in  1996  remains  the  same  in  1997.  We  strive  to  be  the  best  possible 
stewards  of  that  which  is  given.    All  who  are  a  part  of  the  LMCF  ministry  appreciate  each 
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contribution  invested  in  this  ministry  of  morality. 

Ministry 

LMCF  in  1996  continued  to  minister  through  four  major  programs:    Awards,  Educational, 

Legal  and  Legislative. 

In  the  Awards  Program,  Reverend  Freddie  C.  Henderson,  Sr„  Baton  Rouge  pastor  of  Wesley 
United  Methodist  Church  received  the  1996  J.  Henry  Bowdon  Preaching  Award  (named  for 
an  LMCF  founder,  J.  Henry  Bowdon,  Sr.). 

In  the  Educational  Program,  LMCF  conducts  seminars,  research  and  distributed  literature,  as 
well  as  giving  assistance  to  other  organizations  in  conducting  programs. 

The  Legal  Program  of  LMCF  provides  a  resource  for  concerned  citizens  who  actively  involved 
themselves  in  the  struggle  to  improve  the  moral  climate  of  their  community  and  state.  This 
program  includes  research  of  a  general  and  legal  nature,  highly  responsible  legal  counsel,  and 
a  monitoring  service  of  major  agencies  of  state  government,  Attorney  General's  Opinions,  and 
court  decisions. 

In  the  Legislative  Program  religious  denominational  leaders,  including  key  Methodist  leaders, 
receive  during  the  opening  days  of  all  legislative  sessions,  a  brief  digest  of  each  bill  filed.  They 
are  given  opportunities,  along  with  LMCF's  staff  to  select  the  bills  that  in  their  opinion  could 
possibly  influence  the  moral  climate  of  our  state.  After  this  "monitoring  list"  is  established, 
each  of  these  leaders  are  provided  with  a  Weekly  Digest  of  all  the  action  taken  upon  these  bills. 
As  the  session  progressed  they  were  kept  abreast  on  the  status  of  those  bills  which  seemed  to 
call  for  a  timely  response  from  the  religious  community.  To  the  Legislators,  LMCF  continues 
to  be  a  ready  resource  for  research  on  moral  issues  and  a  timely  reminder  when  legislation  of 
moral  and  social  consequence  is  pending.  The  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Liaison  Committee 
and/or  the  office  of  the  Bishop  is  the  contact  persons  with  the  legislative  program  of  LMCF. 
We  respond  as  quickly  and  completely  as  possible  to  either,  or  both.  (In  1997  the  above 
described  legal  program  shall  follow  suggested  revisions  from  denominational  leaders  who  want 
to  be  involved  but  are  limited  in  the  time  they  have  to  devote  to  this  one  part  of  their  ministry 
and  concern  for  their  people.) 

Conclusion 

Louisiana  Methodists  in  1997  continue  to  exercise  their  influence  upon  LMCF  through  their 
elected  Board  member:  Jimmie  D.  Pyles,  (Immediate  Past-President  and  member  of  executive 
committee).  Additional  participation  and  influence  from  Louisiana  Methodists  come  from 
other  Conference  members  who  are  on  the  State  Advisory  Council.  Our  prayer  remains  for 
greater  opportunity  to  serve  the  people  in  Louisiana  called  The  United  Methodists.  Thank  you 
again  for  this  privilege.

LYDIA  PATTERSON  INSTITUTE 

On  behalf  of  the  administration,  faculty,  staff  and  student  body,  I  bring  you  this 
report  with  a  warm  "abrazo"  from  your  institution  on  the  U.S.-Mexico  border.  We  bring  our 
most  sincere  appreciation  for  your  work  and  commitment  to  this  institution  which  has  carried 
out  the  teachings  of  John  Wesley  through  its  mission  of  educating  and  nurturing  the  children 
of  God. 
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I  begin  my  report  by  thanking  the  Bishops  and  all  United  Methodists  in  every  position  of 
leadership  and  in  every  local  church  for  the  apportionment  giving  which  has  made  our  daily 
work  possible. 

The  world  that  we  live  in  is  constantly  changing,  though  many  times  it  may  not  be  in  the 
direction  that  we  feel  may  be  pleasing  to  God.  Our  institutions,  the  church,  and  our  entire 
society  is  in  constant  change.  Lydia  Patterson  is  no  exception,  and  as  a  part  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church,  is  working  in  ministry  to  bring  these  changes  in  harmony  with  the  love  of 
Christ  The  ministry  of  Lydia  Patterson  is  embedded  in  the  core  of  our  future  world:  our 
youth  who  are  caught  in  the  midst  of  this  web  of  changes.  Real  lives  are  touched  by  you  daily 
and,  every  single  day  at  Lydia  Patterson,  young  men  and  women  are  becoming  better  people, 
both  spiritually  and  academically,  thanks  to  the  love  and  commitment  of  you,  United 
Methodists. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  educated  300  more  students,  many  who  might  have  stopped  their 
education  at  the  sixth  grade  level.  We  continue  to  extend  a  hand  to  many  students  that  come 
from  impoverished  homes  with  a  desire  to  learn  English,  to  be  prepared  for  life  in  a  multi- 
cultural society,  and  to  make  a  difference  in  our  world.  Ninety  percent  of  those  that  graduate 
from  LPI  continue  their  college  education.  At  present,  we  have  students  attending  Texas 
Wesleyan  University,  Oklahoma  City  University,  Lon  Morris  College,  McMurray  University, 
Central  Methodist  College,  and  may  other  non-Methodist  institutions.  We  are  grateful  to  those 
United  Methodist  institutions  that  are  continuing  our  ministry  which  is  so  vital  to  our  students 
and  so  pleasing  to  God. 

Life  on  the  border  is  not  any  easy  one;  especially  for  those  that  rely  on  a  minimum  wage  of  $20 
per  week  on  the  Mexican  side  while  having  to  live  with  a  cost  of  living  comparable  to  our  in 
the  U.S.  Our  greatest  challenge  is  to  provide  financial  help  for  those  students  that  are  so 
deserving  of  an  education  but  whose  parents  cannot  meet  a  $150  monthly  tuition  expense.  The 
number  of  students  in  need  of  help  is  greater  than  ever  as  it  becomes  harder  for  parents  to 
send  them  to  school.  Our  challenge  rests  in  a  very  simple  truth  as  we  carry  out  our  mission 
and  continue  the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Patterson.  We  must  provide  more  scholarships  and  allow  the 
students  the  opportunity  to  work  for  their  education.  Students,  parents,  faculty  and 
administration  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  many  United  Methodists  (conferences,  churches, 
groups  and  individuals  alike),  who  are  always  there  for  us  providing  scholarships.  For  instance, 
this  year  we  were  fortunate  to  have  volunteers  pay  the  tuition  for  students  from  the  "colonias" 
of  "Proyecto  Hogar",  a  mission  of  building  houses  for  the  homeless,  headed  by  one  of  our  own 
Lydia  Patterson  graduates. 

The  capital  campaign  for  endowment  has  begun  to  make  a  difference  in  our  daily  operation. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  LPI,  we  have  raised  $1.6  million  in  endowment  funds  and 
future  pledges  of  $550,000  for  a  total  of  $2  million  dollars.  A  total  of  $910,000  has  been  raised 
from  the  annual  conferences  alone.  Four  years  ago,  we  saw  this  as  simply  a  dream;  today 
thanks  to  you,  it  is  a  reality.  More  importantly  and  as  a  result,  we  have  been  able  to  increase 
teachers  salaries  and  their  pension  funds,  provide  better  classroom  equipment,  and  add  new 
programs.  For  the  first  time,  we  have  begun  a  program  of  honors  classes  for  students  with 
special  talents.  Our  computer  lab  is  now  tied  to  the  internet,  and  we  will  soon  bring  the 
educational  channel  to  every  classroom.  Also,  for  the  first  time  students  in  the  religion  classes 
have  been  given  their  own  personally  engraved  Bible.  Students  are  not  in  uniforms  and  the 
pride  of  the  school  continues  to  be  reflected  in  our  sports  program. 

We  have  come  a  long  way  in  bringing  some  financial  security  for  the  future  of  this  great 
ministry.  We  still  have  a  long  walk  ahead  of  us,  but  we  are  not  alone.   In  the  midst  of  all  our 
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needs  as  well  as  our  blessings,  you  have  walked  hand  in  hand  with  us.  Our  connection  to  you 
makes  our  ministry  your  ministry.  A  strategic  plan  is  in  progress  in  order  that  we  may  be  better 
prepared  to  meet  all  our  challenges.  Together  we  will  place  before  God,  in  the  year  2000,  one 
of  the  finest  institutions  worthy  of  carrying  forth  the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Lydia  Patterson  by  touching 
even  more  lives.

MOUNT  SEQUOYAH  CONFERENCE 
AND  RETREAT  CENTER 

1996  was  a  year  of  major  challenge  and  of  considerable  success.  We  followed  the  vision  of  our 
trustees  and  moved  forward  in  the  revitalization  of  the  ministry  of  The  Mountain. 

There  is  a  new  spirit  at  Mount  Sequoyah.  Simple  but  important  improvements  in  our  practice 
of  Christian  hospitality  have  continued  an  environment  that  enhances  spiritual  and  intellectual 
growth  and  an  increasing  number  of  persons  are  attending  programs  on  The  Mountain. 

While  we  serve  a  wide  range  of  programs  our  special  ministry  is  with  senior  adults.  We  have 
been  able  to  add  many  new  components  to  our  retiree  events  and  we  are  well  on  the  way 
toward  being  a  major  contributor  of  high  quality  older  adult  programs  in  our  Jurisdiction. 
Current  registrations  indicate  another  significant  increase  in  attendance  in  1997. 

We  can  report  progress  toward  improving  our  facilities  with  quality  repair  and  renovation, 
through  the  generosity  of  conferences  and  individuals,  we  have  embarked  upon  a  program  to 
remodel  all  our  sleeping  accommodations  over  the  next  twenty-four  months. 

A  major  accomplishment  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  development  of  administrative  systems 
that  allow  us  to  maximize  our  financial  resources.  We  are  practicing  good  stewardship  while 
holding  firm  to  our  commitments  to  warm  hospitality  and  a  quality  environment  We  are  firmly 
committed  to  a  plan  which  calls  for  operational  self  support  by  the  end  of  1997.  Our  goal  is 
to  generate  our  operating  costs  through  earned  revenue  so  that  all  of  our  contributed  funds  can 
be  used  for  programs  and  capital  improvements.  It  is  a  formidable  challenge  which  we  believe 
can  be  reached. 

In  1998  we  will  celebrate  Mount  Sequoyah's  75th  Year  of  Ministry.  Remembering  our  past, 
we  are  living  in  the  present  and  planning  the  future.  Our  goal  is  to  move  into  the  new  century 
as  a  major  contributor  to  the  ministry  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.

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RETIRED  MINISTERS'  HOMES  BOARD 

Serving  the  Retired  Ministers  Homes  Board,  Inc.  has  enriched  my  retirement  years 
in  ways  it  is  hard  for  me  to  express.  I  appreciate  so  much  the  privilege  of  serving  as  Executive 
Director.  What  makes  it  such  a  joy  is  that  I  am  able  to  see  tangible  results  from  my  labor.  For 
example  our  total  savings  has  doubled  in  the  last  four  years  which  will  help  to  protect  our 
future. 

Another  example  is  that  many  of  our  older,  sub-standard  homes  have  been  sold  and 
replaced  with  newer,  more  comfortable  homes.  The  better  homes  have  become  easier  to  fill 
with  eligible  residents  and  require  less  maintenance.  We  have  three  homes  that  will  be 
dedicated  before  this  session  of  Annual  Conference.  We  are  presently  building  a  new  home 
in  Baton  Rouge  for  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Carlos  Welch  and  one  in  Ruston  for  Rev.  Fay  Barrhartung, 
both  of  whom  retire  at  this  Annual  Conference  session.  Because  of  age  and  location,  the  home 
at  1000  Yale  Street,  Minden  has  been  sold.  Revenue  from  this  sale  will  help  build  the  new 
home  in  Ruston. 

Three  of  our  residents  have  died  during  this  Conference  year.  They  are  Rev.  Burl 
Dampier,  Mrs.  Bernice  Taylor,  and  Rev.  Fred  Schwendimann. 

One  area  where  we  have  failed  to  achieve  success  is  in  getting  our  pastors  to  present 
this  cause  to  their  churches.  Only  37  churches  presented  our  cause  during  the  past  Conference 
year  and  sent  in  a  total  of  $4289.00  as  Conference  advance  specials.  We  must  do  better  than 
this  or  risk  losing  a  $3,000,000  investment  and  a  ministry  that  serves  42  of  our  retired  ministers 
and/or  their  spouses.  Please,  pastors,  present  this  cause.  We  are  sure  that  if  you  do,  laity  will 
respond.

The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  witnessed  major  change  in  the  last  quadrennium:  new 
chief  executive  officers  were  chosen  for  Lydia  Patterson  Institute,  Southern  Methodist 
University  and  Mount  Sequoyah.  The  Jurisdictional  office  adapted  from  a  three-executive 
office  to  an  office  in  which  one  executive  carried  all  responsibilities.  Though  the  Jurisdiction 
continues  some  strategic  programming,  a  trend  continued  toward  networking  as  the  Jurisdiction 
continues  some  strategic  programming,  a  trend  continued  toward  networking  as  the 
Jurisdiction's  primary  service.  At  the  end  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Jurisdiction  had  eighteen 
functioning  networks,  and  four  new  networks  were  created  during  the  quadrennium:  district 
Superintendents,  District  Superintendent's  Spouses,  Conference  Volunteers  in  Mission 
Coordinators  and  Hispanic.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  session  will  be  held  in  Albuquerque 
in  2000,  and  in  Corpus  Christi  in  2004. 

SpiLJRa,  the  quadrennial  Spiritual  Life  Rally  sponsored  by  the  Jurisdictional  Youth 
Ministry  Organization,  will  be  held  July  7-11,  1997,  in  Fayetteville,  AR.  Up  to  eight-hundred 
youth  have  attended  these  events  previously.  The  Jurisdiction,  through  the  Jurisdictional 
College  of  Bishops,  is  sponsoring  a  series  of  events  on  September  26-27,  1997,  to  lift  up  the  call 
to  ministry  for  persons  twenty-five  years  of  age  and  older.  These  events  will  be  in  Dallas,  San 
Antonio,  Lubbock,  Little  Rock  and  Kansas  City. 
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Persons  from  across  the  Jurisdiction  are  invited  to  a  Jurisdictional  VIM  Rally  at 
Columbia,  MO  on  November  14-15,  1997.  Participants  will  meet  mission  leaders  from  across 
the  world,  and  conference  VIM  leaders  will  participate  in  a  workshop  on  making  effective  use 
of  computer  technology  for  mission. 

The  Executive  Director  continues  to  provide  field  service  as  requested.  Up-to-date 
information  on  VIM  mission  opportunities  may  be  obtained  at  any  time  by  calling  the 
Jurisdictional  Office.

ST.  MARK'S  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

St  Mark's  Community  Center  is  a  National  Mission  of  the  Women's  Division  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church.  It  is  dedicated  to  the  self-development  of  people,  especially  women 
and  children,  through  education,  vocational  training  and  employment,  advocacy  and  support, 
recreation  and  the  arts,  and  so  importantly,  through  encouraging  individuals'  spiritual  growth. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  expansion 

and  philosophical 

shift  within  St  Mark's. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  1995-1996  academic  year  we  began  to  make  a 
fundamental  shift  in  the  Street  Academy,  moving  it  from  a  traditional  school  model  which  "tried 
harder  through  smaller  classes'  to  a  model  based  on  applied/experiential  learning.  We  believed 
that  the  first  step  with  the  students  was  not  to  teach  them  what  they  should  have  learned  but 
to  create  a  desire  to  learn. 

As  part  of  this  shift  in  January  we  introduced  the  "St  Mark's  Street  Academy  and 
Treme  Jazz  Project''  as  a  means  to  develop  self-confidence  and  generate  successes  in  the  lives 
of  youth  who  have  suffered  the  destructive  consequences  of  educational  failures  in  their  lives, 
and  to  (re)engage  them  in  the  learning  process  through  the  disciplines  of  music  theory,  musical 
instrument,  instruction,  and  public  performance.  We  also  introduced  a  community  service 
project  of  art  and  computer  classes  at  the  Ozanam  Inn.  Attendance  increased  to  over  90%  and 
has  held  there. 

This  fall  the  areas  of  experiential  learning  were  expanded  to  include  a  community 
garden  and  entrepreneurial  project,  conflict  resolution  training  by  the  Twomey  Center  for 
Peach  through  Justice  and  drama  with  assistance  from  Summer  Stages.  In  November  we 
received  notification  that  we  will  be  receiving  a  $68,000  grant  to  hire  a  full  time  social  worker 
and  to  develop  a  case  managed  academic  system  within  the  school. 

In  July,  ground  work  began  for  the  development  of  a  forty  member  AmeriCorps 
program  which  started  in  October  serving  New  Orleans  in  the  areas  of  educational  assistance 
within  public  schools,  housing  repairs,  urban  beautification,  and  assisting  in  addressing  the 
needs  of  disenfranchised  persons. 

Evaluation 

Throughout  the  past  year,  we  have  continued  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the 
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existing  programs.  This  evaluation  process  resulted  in  the  discontinuance  of  our  involvement 
in  a  collaborative  work  site  child  care  program  with  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  (UNKIDS)  and  has 
brought  in  new  leadership  to  build  up  the  Child  Care  Program  at  Carver  High  School  and  the 
Family  Day  Care  Program.  It  has  also  resulted  in  a  reworking  of  our  after  school  and  Saturday 
youth  program.  The  entire  program  is  being  shifted  to  structured  small  group  programs 
designed  to  excite  youth  in  education  and  to  assist  in  providing  conflict  resolution  skills. 

New  Directions 

During  the  past  year  St  Mark's  has  also  moved  into  two  new  areas:  Housing  and 
community  based  economic  development  In  the  area  of  housing,  St  Mark's  will  be 
establishing  a  tool  lending  library  and  providing  home  repair  classes  within  Treme.  Through 
our  AmeriCorps  program  we  will  be  performing  repairs  on  over  twenty-five  houses  in  Treme 
and  the  city  at  large.  We  are  also  in  the  process  of  purchasing  a  restaurant  in  Treme  to 
develop  as  a  "youth  run  restaurant"  to  provide  youth  with  employment  and  the  job  retention 
training  needed  to  obtain  employment  In  November,  St  Mark's  received  notification  of  a 
grant  award  for  a  multi-generational  women's  project  to  be  run  in  collaboration  with  The 
People's  Community  Organization.  Part  of  this  project  will  involve  establishing  a  sewing  center 
and  cottage  industry  and  literacy/tutoring  center  in  Treme.  Most  recently,  we  have  received 
notice  we  are  being  recommended  by  the  Division  of  Economic  Development  for  funding  for 
the  development  of  a  Food  Cooperative  within  Treme  in  collaboration  with  The  Greater  Treme 
Consortium  and  Parkway  Partners. 

The  Work  Before  Us 

While  St  Mark's  programs  reach  people  across  the  entire  city  of  New  Orleans,  the 
primary  area  served  by  the  Community  Center  is  the  Treme  community  located  in  the  city's 
downtown.  This  area  includes  two  850  unit  family  housing  projects  built  in  the  late  1930's.  The 
population  of  Treme  is  over  95%  African  American.  Average  household  income  is  $6,500. 
Forty-six  percent  of  the  children  age  19  and  under,  live  in  poverty.  Unemployment  averages 
20.2%  across  Treme  but  is  as  high  as  75%  in  some  areas.  Over  thirty-two  percent  of  the  adults 
have  not  completed  high  school.  Twenty-four  percent  of  the  adults  are  classified  as  being 
illiterate  with  close  to  fifty  percent  of  the  adults  having  difficulty  in  reading  and  comprehension. 
There  are  over  sixty  abandoned/blighted  houses  and  thirty-eight  vacant  lots  in  this  area. 

Within  the  area  of  Treme  between  North  Claiborne  and  North  Rampart  Streets  there 
is  only  one  business,  a  store  front  candy  store,  whose  owner  lives  within  Treme.  How  can 
economic  development  of  a  community  take  place  if  all  the  money  generated  by  the  community 
leaves  it? 

A  statistical  study  of  trends  within  the  student  population  of  the  geographic  area 
served  by  St  Mark's  within  Orleans  Parish  by  Dr.  Ronald  Garvey  of  the  Louisiana  State 
University  Department  of  Education  predicts  that  of  the  African  American  children  in  first 
grade  in  1995,  only  9%  of  males  and  11%  of  females  will  complete  high  school.  What  will 
happen  in  an  inner  city  area  when  almost  ninety  percent  of  the  children  do  not  complete  their 
basic  education? 

Within  this  social  context  St  Mark's  offers  the  following  programs  (not  previously 
mentioned)  in  its  mission  to  assist  in  the  self-development  of  Treme  and  Orleans  Parish. 

1)  The  Family  Day  Care  Program  which  provides  training  for  women  who  seek  to  offer 

child  care  within  their  homes,  monitoring  to  ensure  safe  early  childhood  development  is 
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provided,  and  the  monitoring  and  reimbursement  of  meals.  St  Mark's  currently  works  with  140 
women  within  this  program  and  reimburses  over  one-half  million  meals  per  year. 

2)  Caregivers  United  For  Better  Educated  Youth  provides  training  and  certification  at 
the  associates  level  in  Early  Childhood  Development  for  child  care  providers. 

3)  The  Carver  Day  Care  Program  is  a  child  care  facility  run  by  St.  Mark's  designed  to 
keep  teenage  parents  in  school  by  providing  an  on-site  day  care  center  for  their  children. 
Parenting  classes  and  health  care  are  also  provided.  Eighty  percent  of  the  youth  using  the 
program  have  either  completed  school  or  are  still  working  to  complete  their  education. 

4)  The  St  Mark's  Street  Academy  is  an  alternative  7th-8th  grade  school  which  was 
started  at  the  Community  Center  in  1973  to  help  students  who  were  failing  within  the 
traditional  educational  setting.  At-risk  students  were  referred  to  the  school  through  the  School 
Board  Hearing  Office,  Probation,  Juvenile  Detention,  and  by  individual  school  counselors.  The 
mission  of  the  school  is  to  help  these  most  vulnerable  students  prepare  for  successful  entry  into 
the  traditional  educational  environment  at  ninth  grade.  The  Street  Academy  is  run  under  the 
umbrella  of  the  Orleans  Parish  School  System  and  works  with  a  student  body  of  sixty-five  as 
determined  by  the  School  Board.  Eighty-eight  percent  of  the  students  attending  the  Street 
Academy  have  returned  to  a  public  school. 

5)  The  Learning  Center  offers  adult  literacy  education  and  Basic  Adult  Education  five 
days  and  evenings  a  week.  This  program  is  offered  in  collaboration  with  the  UMCA's 
Operation  Mainstream. 

6)  The  Treme  Housing  Project  marks  the  entrance  of  St  Mark's  into  addressing  housing 
needs  within  the  community  beyond  assisting  in  providing  emergency  shelter.  This  project  will 
establish  a  home  repair  tool  lending  library,  a  community  wood  working  shop,  and  preventative 
maintenance/home  repair  classes.  The  instructors  will  also  work  with  the  community  members 
in  their  home  repairs.  This  program  is  being  established  for  first-time  homeowners  in  the 
Treme  area. 

7)  The  Youth  Development  Program  runs  after  school  until  curfew  and  on  Saturdays 
providing  classes  in  computer  literacy,  art  and  music,  tutoring,  basic  life  skills  training, 
swimming,  recreation  and  organized  sports,  karate,  and  job  skills  preparation.  Over  1600  youth 
were  involved  in  the  program  over  the  past  year. 

8)  The  Gardening  Project  is  a  two-year  pilot  project  funded  by  United  Methodist 
Committee  on  Relief  to  teach  at-risk  youth  from  the  community  horticulture  and 
entrepreneurial  skills  through  the  development  of  an  inner  city  garden  from  which  they  will 
market  a  product. 

9)  The  Imani  Project  is  a  new  program  in  which  forty  children,  age  8-11  (equal  number 
of  boys  and  girls)  from  the  Iberville  Housing  Project  will  receive  intensive  training  including 
karate  for  self-discipline  and  confidence  building,  life  skills  and  conflict  resolution  training, 
tutoring,  and  participation  in  community  service  projects. 

All  of  the  preceding  was  possible  only  because  of  the  grace  of  God.  I  thank  God  for 
all  that  has  taken  place  here  and  that  which  continues  to  develop.  Grace  comes  in  many  forms. 
It  comes  in  the  form  of  the  many  United  Methodist  Women's  Units  who  have  supported  St. 
Mark's  throughout  the  year.  God's  grace  came  in  the  form  of  the  United  Methodist 
Foundation  which  made  the  purchase  of  the  restaurant  possible.   Grace  came  in  the  form  of 
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local  United  Methodist  Churches  and  church  work  teams  which  have  not  only  supported  us 
materially  and  physically  through  work  teams,  but  spiritually  through  their  presence  and 
encouragement  And,  grace  has  come  through  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet  Grace  upon  grace. 
Many  forms,  but  One  Source  whom  we  praise  and  thank.  May  we  be  faithful  to  The  One  who 
gave  us  life  and  granted  us  the  privilege  to  be  part  of  the  self-development  of  our  community.

PLAN  FOR  AN  INCLUSIVE   CHURCH 

Theme:  "We  are  all  Part  of  the  Fabric  Called  Methodist" 
I.  VISION 

A.  The  church  is  the  body  of  Christ,  called  together  by  God  to  share  in  God's  redemptive 
work.  Paul's  instructions  to  the  Galatians  remind  all  who  are  baptized  in  Christ  that,  in 
Christ,  There  is  no  longer  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  no  longer  slave  nor  free,  there  is  no 
longer  male  and  female;  for  you  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus."  (Galatians  3:28(NRSV) 

"The  United  Methodist  Church,  a  fellowship  of  believers,  is  a  part  of  the  Church 
Universal.  Therefore,  all  persons  without  regard  to  race,  color,  national  origin,  or 
economic  condition  shall  be  eligible  to  attend  its  worship  services,  to  participate  in  its 
programs,  and  when  they  take  appropriate  vows,  to  be  admitted  into  its  membership  in 
any  local  church  in  the  connection."

1.  Morale: 


Twenty-seven  years  after  merger  of  Louisiana  Conferences  A  and  B,  there  are 
some  reasons  for  celebration: 

Comprehensive  plan  for  ethnic  churches  implemented,  diversity  in 
conference,  some  multi-racial  churches,  appointment  of  a  second  African- 
American  district  superintendent  on  the  Cabinet  in  1995,  new  African- 
American  congregations  started,  United  Methodist  Women  have  three 
African-American  district  presidents,  Annual  Conference  participation  by 
African  Americans,  United  Methodist  Women  share  and  exchange  speakers 
for  special  occasions  and  share  rooms  at  state-wide  School  of  Missions. 

Twenty-seven  years  after  the  birth  of  the  new  Louisiana  Conference,  there  are 
some  continuing  concerns: 

Open  itineracy,  disproportionate  salaries  for  Caucasian  and  racial  minority 
clergy,  little  cross-racial  communication,  not  sufficient  involvement  of  ethnic 
youth  and  young  adults  on  district  and  conference  levels,  conference 
programming  does  not  reflect  cultural  diversity  of  conference,  lack  of 
opportunity  for  ethnics  to  participate  in  decision-making  process  and  lack 
of  upward  mobility  for  African-American  clergy  women. 

Conference  leaders  of  ethnic  causes  indicated  that  priorities  were  open  itineracy 
and  appointment  of  ethnic  ministers.  Major  issues  blocking  racial  inclusiveness 
were  identified  from  survey  of  conference  leaders  as  lack  of  open  itineracy  and 
inadequate  clergy  compensation.

e.  Choir  exchanges 

f.  Sharing  artistic  gifts  of  other  racial  cultures 

2)  "Identified"  congregations: 

a.  Pulpit  exchanges,  choir  exchanges,  congregational  partners 
in  sharing  artistic  gifts  and  common  mission.  This 
preparation  is  to  be  encouraged  by  the  district 
superintendents,  supported  by  the  District  Council  on 
Ministries  and  reported  by  the  District  Commission  on 
Religion  &  Race  coordinator  to  the  Conference 
Commission  on  Religion  &  Race. 

b.  Six-week  pastoral  exchanges,  facilitated  by  the  Bishop  and 
cabinet 

c.  Offer  Inclusivity  Training  to  PPR  Committees  and  pastors 
by  District  Inclusivity  Teams. 

S)      Additional  avenues  toward  open  itineracy: 

a.  Encourage  more  multi-staff  congregations  to  consider 
making  their  church  staff  racially  inclusive. 

b.  Encourage  more  full-time  and  part-time  local  pastors  to 
remain  on  track  toward  full  conference  membership. 

3.  Time  line: 

Make  4  cross-racial  appointments  in  1998,  4  again  in  1999,  and  again  in  2000, 
for  a  total  of  12  cross-racial  appointments  by  the  year  2000. 


B.   OPEN  PEW 


To  help  every  congregation  be  truly  open  and  inviting  to  all  persons,  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  will  resource  congregations  in: 
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a.  Ways  of  inviting  persons  with  no  faith  involvement  to  share  in  worship  and 
Bible  study. 

b.  Ways  of  making  visitors  feel  welcome. 

c.  Forms  of  worship  that  draw  on  diverse  cultures. 

2.  To  help  basic  change  in  attitudes  and  relations,  every  effort  should  be  made  by 
the  Conference  Youth  Team  and  by  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  to  insure 
participation  by  ethnic  children  and  youth  in  district  and  Conference  camps, 
events,  "Happenings",  United  Nations/Washington  seminars  and  work  camps. 
The  Conference  Youth  Director  will  have  primary  responsibility  for  this  part  of 
the  inclusive  plan  and  report  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  the 
Conference  Commission  on  Religion  &  Race. 

3.  To  help  local  congregations  grow  disciples,  the  District  Council  On  Ministries 
should  encourage  congregations  to  partner  together  for  bible  study,  volunteer 
in  mission  projects  and  worship. 

4.  We  request  each  District  Superintendent  to  appoint  a  District  Inclusivity  Team 
in  their  respective  districts  and  to  attend  a  District  Inclusivity  session  on 
November  1,  1997.  Members  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and 
Race  should  be  considered  as  members  for  their  District  Inclusivity  Teams. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION 

1.  Organize  new  congregations:  Encourage  diversity  in  styles  and  kinds  of 
ministries,  worship  styles,  language  and  thought  forms.  The  Conference  Board 
of  Church  Extension  would  continue  to  study  the  needs  for  new  congregations 
and  to  seek  funding  for  pastors'  salaries,  land  purchase  and  facilities.  Report 
to  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  Commission  on  Religion  &  Race  on 
start  and  progress  of  new  ethnic  and  multicultural  churches  in  1998  and 
subsequent  years.  The  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension  is  requested  to 
develop  and  research  a  strategy  to  maintain  as  well  as  increase  ethnic, 
multicultural  and  transitional  church  development. 

2.  Appointment  of  "tent-making"  clergy  to  ministries  of  justice  and  peace, 
prevention  and  rehabilitation  of  drug  abuse,  to  children  and  young  people 
caught  in  spiraling  crisis  of  drugs,  violence,  racism  and  poverty.  The  Conference 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  to  initiate  such  ministries  seeking  funding  from 
the  Conference  Support  Action  Ministries,  the  General  Board  of  Church  and 
Society  and  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

3.  Deployment  of  parish  workers  to  work  with  ethnic  and  multicultural  churches 
in  the  city  to  help  congregations  develop  outreach  ministries.  Parish  workers 
primarily  responsible  to  local  congregations  or  to  the  district,  with  partial 
funding  from  the  Conference  Special  Ministries  Committee.  The  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries  Director  of  Special  Ministries  is  to  have  responsibility  for 
Parish  Worker  program. 
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D.  EDUCATION 

1.  To  strive  toward  one-third  of  clergy  and  laity  participating  in  "Building  the 
Inclusive  Community  of  God"  events  of  our  Annual  Conference  by  2004  which 
will  be  developed  and  implemented  by  District  Inclusivity  Teams,  Conference 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  Cabinet  in  consultation  with  the  General 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

2.  Emphasis  in  Ministers'  School  to  invite  and  request  the  Conference  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry  to  consider  the  theme;  "  Building  the  Inclusive  Community 
of  God"as  a  Ministers  School  theme  by  the  year  1998. 

3.  Training  (similar  to  that  provided  for  Disciple  Bible  Study)  for  unit  on  "Creating 
a  New  Community:  God's  People  Overcoming  Racism"  adult  curriculum 
(perhaps  using  retired  clergy  or  laity  as  teachers).  Our  Conference  Commission 
on  Religion  and  Race  will  develop  an  Annotated  Bibliography  on  "Building  the 
Inclusive  Community  of  God"  and  other  Inclusivity  seminars.  Our  Conference 
Special  Ministries  Committee  will  develop  an  Historical  Interpreter's  Project 

E.  CHANGE  IN  ATTITUDE  AND  BEHAVIOR  THROUGH  EXPERIENCE 

1.  Youth  summer  camps  with  scholarships  for  ethnic  youth  are  needed  to  insure 
that  every  camp  provides  a  multi-cultural  experience.  Conference  Youth  Team 
and  Conference  Youth  Director  should  encourage  local  church  and  district 
scholarships.  Ethnic  participation  in  district  and  conference  events  to  be 
reported  by  Youth  Director  to  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and 
Conference  Commission  on  Religion  &  Race. 

2.  We  encourage  work  camps:  Partner  churches,  ethnically  diverse,  linked  for  work 
camp  experience.  Volunteers  in  Mission,  Conference  Youth  Team  and  District 
Council  on  Ministries  could  encourage  this  opportunity.  Goal:  We  encourage 
at  least  one  such  interracial  work  camp  for  each  district  by  1998,  monitored  by 
Conference  Commission  on  Religion  &  Race. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  conference  continue  staff  positions  for  ethnic  youth  and 
churches  on  the  Conference  Staff  and  the  Cabinet 

4.  We  further  recommend  that  our  conference  maintain  Inclusivity  in  Cabinet 
representation. 

F.  RECRUITMENT  OF  ETHNIC  PERSONS   FOR  REPRESENTATIVE  MINISTRY 

1.  We  need  to  reclaim  the  tradition  of  having  youth  conferences  at  Gulfside 
Assembly  at  Waveland,  Mississippi.  In  the  past  events  held  here  had  been  a 
primary  source  for  recruiting  for  representative  ministry.  Sponsoring  agencies 
Conference  Youth  Team  and  Conference  Special  Ministries  Committee. 

2.  Workshops  for  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committees  led  by  district 
superintendents  in  ethnic  and  multicultural  churches  should  stress  the  role  of 
PPR  committee  in  recruiting  for  ministry. 
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3.  Bishop's  conference  on  church  vocations  for  all  youth  and  young  adults,  should 
have  special  emphasis  on  bringing  in  ethnic  youth.  This  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Conference  Director  of  Youth  and  Campus  Ministries,  Conference  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry  and  Conference  Special  Ministries  Committee. 

4.  Scholarships  for  ethnic  youth  for  Centenary  School  of  Church  Careers  and  pre- 
ministerial  scholarship  at  Dillard  University.  Sponsoring  Agency:  Conference 
Board  of  Higher  Education. 

5.  There  should  be  more  financial  support  of  all  seminary  students  and  greater 
support  for  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  by  all  churches.  Responsible 
Agencies:  Conference  Council  on  Finance  &  Administration,  Conference  Board 
of  Laity,  District  Committees  on  Ordained  Ministry  and  Conference  Special 
Ministries  Committee. 

6.  A  plan  should  be  developed  to  increase  the  presence  and  maintenance  of  ethnic 
clergy  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  by  The  Conference  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  by  1998. 

7.  Request  compensation  be  comparable  to  professionals  with  similar  academic 
standards  of  training  as  essential  for  recruitment  of  ministers. 

G.     JUSTICE  MINISTRIES 

Methodology 

1.  Shalom  Zone 

a.  Goal:  Creation  of  four  "Shalom  Zones"  in  Louisiana  conference  by  the  year  2000. 

b.  Strategies: 

1)  Continue  to  send  conference  and  district  representatives  to  national  Urban 
Conferences/Shalom  Zone  Gatherings. 

2)  Send  teams  of  interested  persons  to  visit  Shalom  Zone  sites  or  other  urban 
ministries  in  near  by  conferences,  e.g.  Houston  and  Little  Rock. 

3)  Send  VIM  teams  to  assist  in  Shalom  Zones. 

4)  Presentations  on  Shalom  Zones  made  at  District  Council  on  Ministries, 
Convocation  of  Boards  and  Agencies,  Conference  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Cabinet,  Board  of 
Laity,  Annual  meeting  of  UMM,  UMW,  CCYM  and  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  Sessions. 

c.  Responsible  Agencies:  Serving  Ministries  Committee  and  Conference  Board  of 
Global  Ministries. 

2.  Community  Workers 

a.        Goal:   To  have   one   "Church   &   Community  Worker"  or   "U.S.   2   in   six 
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metropolitan  and  six  rural  areas  of  the  state  assisting  local  churches  in  reaching 
out  to  the  poor  in  their  community  by  the  year  2000. 


b.         Strategies 


1)  Through  the  District  Council  on  Ministries,  the  Conference  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Special  Ministries  Committee  assess 
the  need  for  such  workers,  develop  job  descriptions  and  develop  resources 
to  funding  such  community  workers. 

2)  Invite  "Church  and  Community  Workers"  to  speak  to  local  churches,  UMM, 
UMW  and  District  gatherings  to  interpret  the  work  possible  through  such 
workers. 

3)  Reassess  priorities  of  Conference  funding  to  provide  subsidy  from  the 
Conference  level  for  "Church  and  Community  Workers"  where  they  are 
needed. 

Responsibility  of  Conference  Special  and  Serving  Ministries  Committee's  to 
develop  overall  plan  and  seek  funding  from  the  Conference  and  from  the 
General  Church. 


3.  Advocate  for  the  poor: 


a.  Goal:  To  make  jobs  available  for  all  who  will  work,  to  provide  basic  education 
for  all  children  and  youth,  to  assure  adequate  health  care  for  all,  to  provide 
adequate  food  and  housing  for  all. 

b.  Strategies: 

1)  Encourage  the  bishop,  in  annual  Bishop's  Breakfast  for  La.  Legislators  to 
present  concerns  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  The  United  Methodist 
Church  for  "Children  in  Poverty." 

2)  Request  the  La.  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  to  monitor  legislation 
affecting  education,  health  care,  food  programs,  job  training  and  aid  to 
children  in  the  Louisiana  Legislature,  and  through  the  State  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Resources  and  to  report  through  the  Louisiana  Review 
or  other  means  the  actions  of  our  elected  officers. 

3)  Request  the  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  to  send  to  every 
church,  legislative  alerts  concerning  pending  legislation  in  Baton  Rouge  or 
Washington  affecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  poor. 

c.  Responsible  Agencies:  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Economic 
Justice  Committee,  United  Methodist  Women  Christian  Social  Action 
Coordinator  and  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race. 

4.    Education  for  Peace  with  Justice 

a.        Goal:   To  make  congregations  aware  of  the  opportunities  for  justice  and  peace 
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in  their  own  communities  and  around  the  world. 

b.  Strategies 

1)  Encourage  the  use  of  "Peace  with  Justice  Educators"  to  be  assigned  to 
Louisiana. 

2)  Encourage  the  use  of  persons  with  special  skills  in  youth  camps  and 
conferences. 

3)  Encourage  youth  on  local  church,  district  and  conference  level  to 
participate  in  UN  and  Washington  Seminars  and  Heifer  Project 
International  Global  Village  Weekend. 

4)  Continued  support  of  VIM  projects  in  US  and  overseas. 

c.  Responsible  Agencies: 

1)  Peace  with  Justice  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society. 

2)  Use  of  persons  with  special  skills:  CCYM  and  Conference  Camping 
Committee. 

3)  Seminars  Responsibility  of  Board  of  Church  and  Society  and  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  and  CCYM. 

4)  VIM  projects:   VIM  Coordinator  and  Board  of  Global  Ministries.

1997  -  2000 

Background 

Hie  1992  and  1996  General  Conferences  of  Hie  United  Methodist  Church  created  a 
Native  American  Comprehensive  Plan.  The  primary  task  of  the  plan  is  to  aid  the  cause  of 
Native  Americans  being  visualized  not  as  a  mission  of  the  church,  but  as  a  partner  in  making 
disciples  for  Jesus  Christ  In  accordance  with  the  1996  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  our  conference  has  formulated  a  Conference  Committee  on  Native  American 
Ministries  via  CCOM.  Thus,  we  present  our  vision  for  this  quadrennium: 

I.      United  Methodist  Native  American  Presence  in  Louisiana  (For  Action  Item) 

Goal:       To  heighten  the  awareness  of  Louisiana  Native  American  population  and  the 
presence  of  Native  Americans  in  Louisiana  Methodism. 

Process  of  Implementation 

1.  Sponsor  a  Native  American  Weekend  at  our  Louisiana  Conference  Center  for  all 
Louisiana  United  Methodists  in  conjunction  with  Native  American  Awareness  Sunday. 
This  event  would  include  an  Indian  Children's  Dance  Troupe  from  Dulac,  special  Native 
American  foods  and  crafts. 

2.  Request  and  encourage  Louisiana  Conference  churches  to  invite  and  utilize  Louisiana 
United  Methodists  who  happen  to  be  Native  American  as  speakers  for  Native  American 
Awareness  Sunday  in  our  conference  churches.  According  to  the  1990  U.S.  Census,  there 
are  19,000  Native  Americans  in  Louisiana. 

Note:  50%  of  the  funds  from  this  offering  are  utilized  for  mission  and  ministry  at  Dulac 
Community  Center  and  Clanton  Chapel  United  Methodist  Church  in  Dulac.  The  other 
50%  is  sent  to  the  General  Church  for  Native  American  ministries  throughout  Methodism. 

3.  Cooking  and  Preaching  Ministry  is  a  service  that  is  available  to  journey  to  your  church, 
campus  ministry,  district  clergy-spouse  meetings,  etc.  that  is  available  to  cater  and  serve 
the  Native  American  cuisine,  Louisiana  style,  upon  invitation.

IV.  Leadership  (For  Action  Item) 

Goal:  To  discover,  develop  and  create  the  environment  for  more  Native  American  lay  and 
clergy  leaders. 

Process 

1.  To  identify  Native  American  role  models  for  youth  and  children. 

2.  To  invite  and  encourage  our  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  to  explore  the 
Native  American  Mentors  Program  that  provides  support  for  Native  Americans  in 
seminary  and  Courses  of  Study.  The  Mentoring  program  can  provide  a  means  of  sharing 
Native  American  insights  and  theological  perspectives.
